It  is  a  pleasant  duty  to  direct  official  and  public  attention  to  the 
growth  and  present  prosperous  condition  of  education  in  our  State. 

In  the  year  1848  we  had  but  105  school  buildings,  124  teachers,  and 
40,646  pupils  of  school  age.  By  reference  to  statistics  which  are  pre- 
sented in  this  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  have  1 1,285  school-houses, 
22,081  teachers,  604,739  school  children.  In  this  same  year  we  ex- 
pended  $14,885  for  all  purposes  connected  with  education.  For  the 
year  closing  September,  1882,  we  disbursed  for  school  purposes, 
$5,558,259.31. 

Were  it  possible  to  estimate  the  improved  character,  and  value  of 
instruction  at  present  as  compared  with  that  early  date,  the  result 
would  be  still  more  gratifying  and  astounding.  To  know  that  this 
has  not  resulted  from  causes  that  ,are  temporary,  but  rather  that  it 
has  been  a  natural  and  vigorous  growth,  is  all  that  is  needed,  as  a 
ground  of  faith  in  the  future  of  our  public  schools. 

So  far  as  may  be  known  at  present,  there  is  no  disposition  to  take 
any  backward  steps  in  the  educational  policy  of  our  State.  On  the 
contrary,  the  interest' is  constantly  growing.  There  is  an  earnest  and 
aggressive  spirit  everywhere  moving  the  people  to  accomplish  all  that 
is  possible  in  the  way  of  better  accommodations  and  mare  adequate 
facilities. 

There  may  have  been  a  time  when  our  people  were  inclined  to  be 
a  little  vainglorious  and  boastful  of  our  excellent  provisions  for  the 
education  of  our  chi4dren,  and  at  the  same  time  to  rest  content  when 
a  commodious  and  elegant  house  had  been  built  and  furnished,  taking 
for  granted  that  this  being  done,  the  benefits  and  blessings  of  a  good 
education  were  assured  to  their  children.  Experience  is  fast  teach- 
ing us  that  good  school-houses  do  not  necessarily  mean  good  schools, 
and  that  good  and  well

are  as  necessary  and  indispensable  as  good  and  well-furnished  houses. 

We  are  beginning  to  demand  satisfactory  results,  and  naturally  to 
give  more  attention  to  the  selection  and  employment  of  teachers. 
There  is,  therefore,  a  very  marked  change  in  public  sentiment  in  favor 
of  normal  training  schools. 

This    is    seen    in    the    disposition   to   establish    training  depart- 
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merits,  in  connection  with  local  high  schools  and  academies,  as 
well  as  in  the  numerous  petitions  from  various  sections  of  the 
State,  asking  for  State  normal  schools.  A  number  of  such  propo- 
sitions were  presented  to  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly,  it 
-being  stipulated,  in  most  cases,  that  spacious  grounds  and  a  suit- 
able building  should  be  provided,  and  the  same  donated  to  the 
State,  on  condition  that  it  should  be  organized  and  equipped  at 
public  expense,  and  adopted  as  a  State  normal  school.  It  is  highly- 
important  that  such  a  sentiment  be  fostered  and  encouraged,  for  how- 
ever much  may  be  accomplished  in  the  way  of  suitable  buildings  and 
appliances,  however  broad  and  comprehensive  may  be  our  plans  for 
^education,  everything  must  finally  depend  upon  the  character  and  fit- 
ness of  those  who  are  employed  to  teach.  All  these  are  but  the  body, 
while  the  teacher  must  be  the  living  moving  spirit.  We  hear  much 
of  natural  teachers.  It  is  very  frequently  asserted  that  teachers  are 
born,  not  made.  Natural  gift  is  of  the  greatest  importance;  but  it  is 
equally  true  that  those  who  are  successful  in  the  highest  degree,  in 
any  calling,  are  born  with  faculties  which  specially  fit  them  for  their 
chosen  work,  and  yet  there  is  no  profession  that  is  content  to  rest  on 
natural  bent  or  adaptation  alone.  On  the  contrary,  the  naturally 
gifted  are  required  to  supplement  and  enlarge  their  talents  by  long 
and  patient  application  before  they  are  entitled  to  public  recognition 
and  approval.  Teachers  should  not  be  exempted  from  the  operation 
of  this  rule.  Preparation  for  this  work  implies  much  more  than  is 
commonly  understood.    Teaching  is  a  science  peculiar  and  particular. 

It  is  a  great  mistake  to  suppose  that  those  who  are  young  in  years, 
with  little  experience  and  no  special  training,  are  competent  to  teach 
and  govern,  however  well  qualified  by  nature  they  may  be.  We  need 
good  training  schools,  to  the  end  that  any  one  who  desires  to  enter 
the  profession  of  teaching  may  have  suitable  opportunity  to  obtain 
the  necessary  preparation  for  its  arduous  and  responsible  duties. 

This  would  not  only  insure  better  teachers,  but  would  add  from  two 
to  three  years  to  the  age  of  the  average  beginner,  insuring  mature 
judgment  and  increased  strength  in  all  respects.  Errors  in  connec- 
tion with  the  government  and  management  of  schools  would  largely 
•disappear;  increased  confidence  on  the  part  of  parents,  and  a  more 
cordial  relation  between  the  people  and  the  schools  would  be  sure 
to  follow. 

It  has  been  a  matter  of  surprise  and  disappointment  that  our  people 
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have  failed  to  avail  themselves  of  the  opportunities  afforded  by  our 
law,  to  establish  township  and 

COUNTY    HIGH    SCHOOLS. 

In  many  counties  there  are  no  colleges,  academies,  nor  high  schools 
for  the  accommodation  of  young  people  of  the  county  who  desire  to 
fit  themselves  for  teaching,  and  about  all  the  preparation  they  obtain, 
they  get  at  the  common  district  schools.     Such  counties  are  often  sup- 

* 

plied  with  teachers  from  a  roving  class  who  have  no  special  induce- 
ments to  stay  at  home,  and  who  are  too  often  encouraged  to  go  away- 
Better  teachers  might  be  made  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  such  counties, 
if  there  could  be  established  for  their  benefit  such  schools  as  we  now 
have  at  Panora,  in  Guthrie  county.  Quite  a  number  of  unsuccessful 
attempts  have  been  made  in  various  counties  to  establish  county  high 
schools,  but  owing  to  petty  jealousies  and  general  short  sightedness, 
nothing  has  been  accomplished.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  such  laudable 
and  worthy  efforts  will  be  more  successful  in  future. 

As  a  rule  our  schools  are  good  just  in  proportion  as  our  people  are 
willing  to  pay  for  them. 

Houses,  furniture,  apparatus,  if  they  are  what  they  should  be,  are 
all  expensive,  and  the  districts  that  fail  to  pay  good  prices  for  teach- 
ers, must  suffer  a  decline  in  the  efficiency  of  their  schools'. 

The  schools  of  many  of  our  towns  and  cities  have  been  personally 
visited  and  inspected.  In  the  great  majority  of  cases  they  are  in  ex- 
cellent condition,  and  seem  to  be  in  a  fair  way  to  improve.  This  is 
especially  true  of  those  schools  over  which  a  good  principal  or  super- 
intendent has  been  retained  for  a  term  of  years. 

That  a  man  or  a  woman  may  bring  a  system  of  schools  to  a  high 
standard  of  perfection,  it  is  necessary  that  he  thoroughly  know  and 
understand  them,  and  the  people  whom  he  serves.  This  is  too  often 
lost  sight  of,  and  changes  are  made  every  year  or  two,  to  the  detri- 
ment of  the  schools. 

One  system  of  organization  is  but  fairly  introduced  when  a  new 
man  is  employed,  which  means  new  plans  and  methods,  which  in  turn 
are  scarcely  well  understood  by  subordinate  teachers,  parents  and 
pupils,  when  a  stranger  is  called  in  to  overturn  what  has  been  done, 
and  inaugurate  something  new  and  different.  Many  think  that  unless 
radical  changes  are  made  and  the  old  order  of  things  reversed,  they 
will  be  thought  to  lack  individuality  and  fitness  for  the  place. 
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A  somewhat  careful  examination  of  courses  of  study  as  used  in  our 
graded  schools,  has  disclosed  the  fact  that  very  marked  changes  have 
taken  place  during  the  past  few  years.  There  is  now  a  conspicuous 
absence  of  the  higher  mathematics,  grammar,  latin  and  French  lang- 
uages, logic,  mental  and  moral  science. 

The  tendency  everywhere  is  to  lower  the  grade  of  academic  work, 
to  the  end  that  something  more  practical  may  be  introduced  and 
taught  in  the  schools.  In  many  instances  these  branches  are  sacri- 
ficed as  a  compromise  measure,  and  to  placate  and  quiet  a  class  of 
people  who  have  very  narrow  ideas  as  to  what  constitutes  a  good  Eng- 
lish education.  They  would  discard  all  the  foreign  languages,  and 
many  of  the  sciences  are  considered  purely  ornamental. 

As  a  rule,  that  class  which  demands  that  the  schools  shall  confine 
themselves  to  that  which  is  practical,  hold  that  reading,  writing, 
spelling  and  arithmetic  constitutes  a  good  and  sufficient  education. 
There  are  no  more  practical  studies  than  philosophy,  chemistry,  geol- 
ogy, physiology,  civil- government,  higher  mathematics,  and  ancient 
and  modern  history.  The  latin  and  German  languages  constitute  a 
broad  field  of  culture  as  necessary  to  a  good  practical  education  as 
many  of  those  branches  which  represent  the  lowest  rudiments  of 
learning.  So  necessary  and  important  are  these  higher  branches  of 
education,  that  any  system  of  mental  training  is  incomplete  without 
them.  We  should  lose  no  time  nor  spare  no  effort  to  arrest  the  un- 
wise policy  of  putting  them  beyond  the  reach  of  our  high  school 
pupils. 

I  think  that  the  great  demand  for  something  more  practical  in  ed- 
ucation, grows  out  of  the  mistaken  idea  that  "  practical  "  means  me- 
chanical. 

The  term  "industrial  training"  would  probably  more  nearly  express 
what  is  commonly  meant  by  a  practical  education.  It  is  doubtful 
whether  this  term,  as  used,  is  always  understood.  It  is  most  generally 
employed  by  those  who  deprecate  the  fact  that  our  people  are  losing 
respect  for  labor  and  think  that  our  schools  should  do  something  to 
eure  this  defect  of  our  civilization.  The  fact  that  industry  may  be 
mental,  or  of  such  a  character  as  to  demand  principally  the  use  of  the 
educated  faculties  of  the  mind,  is  overlooked  by  those  who  charge 
that  education  is  doing  nothing  in  the  interest  of  labor. 

It  ought  to  be  understood  that  the  schools  as  now  conducted,  are 
subserving  the   interests  of  all  industries.     To  do  this  it  is  not  at  all 
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necessary  that  schools  should  be  converted  into  work  shops  and  fac- 
tories. While  it  must  be  granted  that  there  is  a  scarcity  of  skilled 
workmen,  and  that  it  would  be  a  blessing  to  many  young  men  and 
women  if  they  could  have  the  necessary  training  to  make  them  such,, 
there  is  something  more  important.  There  is  a  scarcity  of  educated 
workmen. 

In  view  of  modern  co-operative  societies,  trades  unions  and  other 
schemes  for  uniting  and  unifying  laboring  men,  it  is  all  important 
that  we  should  seek  to  control  them  by  education.  To  this  end  it  is- 
necessary  that  intelligence  and  that  wise  spirit  of  moderation,  reason 
and  discretion  which  comes  of  education  should  rule  in  all  their 
councils.  This  will  not  only  render  them  safer  as  citizens,  but  more- 
skillful,  more  reliable,  more  temperate,  more  industrious,  and,  there- 
fore, more  productive  and  valuable  to  society,  than  the  illiterate,, 
though  skillful,  laborer. 

As  a  rule,  educated  persons  master  trades,  and  acquire  skill  much 
more  rapidly  than  those  not  educated.  This  is  the  universal  testimony 
o'f  men  who  employ  large  numbers  and  are  in  positions  to  estimate 
them  correctly  upon  their  comparative  merits. 

Our  schools  promote  the  interests  of  all  industries,  for  the  reason 
that  educated  persons,  as  a  rule,  seek  employment.  I  grant  they  may 
be  more  particular  as  to  what  kind  of  work  they  do.  I  think  it  quite 
probable  that  many  educated  young  people  have  false  notions  as  to- 
the  gentility  of  certain  kinds  of  labor,  and  the  baseness  of  others* 
Society  everywhere  teaches  this  baneful  lesson,  and  those  who  disre- 
gard it  must  pay  the  penalty  of  being  denied  recognition. 

What  can  our  schools  do  to  correct  this  error? 

If  it  were  the  result  of  ignorance,  and  if  the  nobility  and  dignity 
of  labor,  and  the  laboring  poor,  had  not  been  taught  faithfully  in  our 
schools  from  their  earliest  existence,  we  might  hope  to  modify  public 
sentiment  in  this  regard;  but  I  am  free  to  say  that  in  my  judgment 
any  material  departure  from  our  present  system,  with  this  end  in 
view,  would  be  a  fruitless  attempt. 

It  is  urged  that  we  need  more  mechanics,  and  our  boys,  as  now  ed- 
ucated, decline  to  enter  these  useful  and  honorable  walks  of  life. 
This  may  be  true,  but  if  it  is,  it  is  due  to  other  causes  than  those 
usually  assigned.  They  choose  other  occupations  or  professions  be- 
cause they  pay  better.  They  are  able  to  command  a  higher  price  in 
some  line  of  work  which  affords  opportunity  to  employ  their  educated 
and  cultured  talents. 
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Those  who  insist  that  the  schools  should  so  teach  and  train  their 
pupils  as  that  they  may  he  able  to  earn  an  honest  living  and  become 
useful  citizens,  and  members  of  society  should  not  complain  at  this. 
.  That  we  are  educating  a  nation  of  proud  idlers  is  not  supported  by 
the  facts.  Comparatively  few  of  those  who  have  passed  through  our 
high  schools  are  out  of  employment.  The  great  majority  of  them  be- 
come speedily  engaged  in  business  and  are  always  found  among  the 
best  and  most  successful  classes  of  our  people. 

Indeed,  they  are  in  much  too  great  a  hurry  to  enter  business.  It 
would  be  infinitely  wiser  arid  better  if  education  were  still  further 
prosecuted  in  connection  with  some  one  of  our  many  excellent  higher 
institutions  of  learning. 

Just  what  should  be  done  as  a  public  measure  to  increase  the  num- 
ber of  skilled  workmen  and  to  incline  all  people  to  industry,  is  a 
problem  that  must  sooner  or  later  be  solved.  The  agitation  of  this 
question  will  grow  until  we  shall  be  drawn  into  experiments,  designed 
to  improve  on  our  present  system  of  common  school  education. 

I  am  well  satisfied  that  in  a  system  charged  with  the  general  edu- 
cation of  the  people,  very  little  can  ever  be  done  in  this  direction. 
Special  schools  may  do  much,  and  indeed  are  doing  much  to  satisfy 
any  reasonable  demand  for  industrial  education.  Our  agricultural 
colleges,  of  which  we  have  so  fine  an  example  in  our  own  State,  are 
already  occupying  a  large  place  in  the  broad  field  of  inquiry  and  ex- 
periment. These  schools  are  well  attended,  well  equipped  for  technical 
teaching,  and  are  exerting  vast  influence  and  accomplishing  great  good. 
In  addition  to  these  schools,  aided  by  the  generosity  of  the  nation,  we 
have  many  eminent  schools  for  scientific  instruction,  some  of  them 
munificiently  endowed,  whose  aim  it  is  to  impart  instruction  in  special 
branches  by  means  of  evening  classes  and  courses  of  lectures. 

The  great  Cooper  Institute^  of  New  York,  and  the  Wagner  Insti- 
tute, of  Philadelphia,  are  tine  examples  of  such  schools.  We  need  more 
of  them,  and  no  class  of  men  will  more  heartily  rejoice  in  a  large  in- 
crease in  their  number,  than  those  most  deeply  interested  in  the  wel- 
fare of  common  school  education.  Should  there  be  an  organized  effort, 
the  result  of  public  or  private  enterprise,  in  behalf  of  such  schools 
and  such  training,  they  will  most  heartily  co-operate.  These  indus- 
trial schools,  and,  as  they  are  sometimes  called,  "apprenticeship 
schools,"  are  becoming  very  numerous  in  some  of  the  older  countries, 
and  they  may  be  said  to  have  grappled  in  earnest  with  the  great  prob- 
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lem.  In  order  to  modify  their  entire  system,  reaching  their  district 
schools  as  well  as  those  of  the  cities,  it  has  been  determined  to  open 
a  series  of  schools  for  the  training  of  masters,  teachers,  and  foremen. 
This  means  that  one  and  the  same  set  of  teachers  are  to  be  required 
to  impart  text-book  instruction  during  a  portion  of  each  day,  and  for 
the  remainder  thereof  to  give  technical  instruction  in  the  shop  or  work- 
room to  be  connected  with  the  school.  When  it  was  determined  to 
do  this,  a  difficulty  presented  itself.  Where  could  teachers  be  found 
who  could  successfully  teach  a  school  of  this  character?  The  result 
was  the  establishment  of  the  schools  to  which  I  have  referred. 

The  outcome  will  undoubtedly  be  that  technical  instruction  will,  in 
time,  encroach  upon  the  academical  work,  and  education  come  to  mean 
learning  a  trade.     It  would  be  folly  to  attempt  such  a  system  in  this 

country. 

In  monarchical  governments,  and  possibly  in  a  republic,  where 
everything  is  indoctrinated  with  their  influence,  it  may  do  to  aim 
chiefly  at  making  a  skilled  workman  of  a  subject.  We  must  educate 
in  view  of  the  relation  which  every  one  sustains  to  the  whole. 

Every  man  who  is  a  citizen  under  our  form  of  government  exercises 
some  of  the  prerogatives  of  a  ruler.  It  is  impossible  to  forecast  the  fu- 
ture of  those  for  whose  education  and  training  we  provide.  The  poor 
and  obscure  boy  of  whom  we  would  make  a  hewer  of  wood  or  a  carrier  of 
water,  may  come  to  be  the  chief  executive  of  the  nation.  He  should 
be  educated,  then,  in  view  of  his  possibilities.  Not  in  the  narrow  sense 
of  personal  advantage,  but  in  the  highest  interests  of  the  nation  at 
large. 

At  the  same  time  his  education  should  be  such  as  to  enable  him,  in 
the  shortest  possible  time,  and  in  the  most  efficient  manner,  to  master 
any  particular  branch  of  industry,  to  which  he  may  desire  to  turn  h'is 
attention.  To  this  end,  our  present  system  of  education  can  be,  no 
doubt,  improved. 

We  should  give  more  attention  to  drawing.  There  is  scarcely  an 
occupation  in  which  a  thorough  knowledge  of  the  subject  would  not 
be  pf  great  practical  value. 

We  should  give  more  attention  to  exhibits  of  work  done-and  arti- 
cles made  by  school  children.  This  work  may  be  done,  and,  indeed, 
should  be  done,  out  of  the  school  room,  except  where  it  relates  to 
studies  taught,  as,  for  instance,  map  drawing,  diagraming,  or  ab- 
stracting, whic1!  may,  and  probably  should,  be  done  under  diiec'ion 
of  the  teacher. 
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In  short,  we  should  do  anything  and  everything  in  the  interests  of 
industry  and  technical  training,  which  can  be  done  without  interfer- 
ing with  the  regular  work  of  our  schools.  Whatever  does  conflict 
with  that  work,  however  valuable  and  necessary  it  may  appear  to  be, 
as  a  preparation  for  any  special  industry,  should  be  promptly  discon- 
tinued. 

DISTRICT  ORGANIZATION. 

My  predecessors  have  called  attention  to  the  numerous  and  serious 
objections  to  our  present  system  of  district  organization.  It  is  in  the 
hope  that  you  will  call  the  attention  of  the  general  assembly  to  this 
important  subject  that  I  re-state  at  some  length,  the  many  arguments 
that  have  been  advanced  against  our  independent  and  subdistrict  plan, 
and  in  favor  of  the  district  township  system. 

Hon.  Horace  Mann,  in  referring  to  the  same  subject  in  connection 
with  the  report  of  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Education,  said:  "I 
consider  the  law  of  1789,  authorizing  towns  (townships)  to  divide 
themselves  into  districts,  the  most  unfortunate  law  on  the  subject  of 
common  schools  ever  enacted  in  the  State.  During  the  last  few 
years  several  townships  have  abolished  their  districts,  and  assumed 
the  administration  of  the  schools  in  their  corporate  capacity; 
I  learn  from  the  reports  of  school  committees,  and  from  other  sources, 
that  many  other  townships  are  contemplating  the  same  thing/' 
Hon.  Thomas  H.  Benton,  in  his  excellent  report,  dated  December  2, 
1850,  in  reviewing  this  subject  said:  "For  myself,  I  think  our  con- 
gressional townships  (six  miles  square)  none  too  large  for  school  dis- 
tricts." 

The  general  assembly,  by  an  act  dated  July  14,  1856,  appointed  a 
commission,  consisting  of  Horace  Mann,  Amos  Dean,  and  Mr.  Bissell, 
to  revise  the  school  laws  of  the  State. 

The  small  district  svstem  had  alreadv  obtained  a  firm  hold  upon 
our  people,  and  the  commissioners  labored  hard  to  displace  it,  but 
were  at  last  compelled  to  compromise  by  dividing  the  district  town- 
ship into  subdistricts.  But  in  submitting  their  report  they  enter  a 
powerful  and  unanswerable  protest  against  subdivision,  and  in  favor 
of  making  the  township  the  unit. 

I  desire  here  to  review  their  arguments  in  the  light  of  our  expe- 
rience covering  a  period  of  twenty-five  years.  The  following  is 
quoted  from  their  report:

u  Your  commissioners,  however,  feel  bound  to  say  that  they  have 
presented  this  organization  simply  in  reference  to  the  existing  state 
of  things.  Their  own  settled  convictions  are,  that  the  whole  district 
system  as  stated  in  the  bill  should  be  promptly  discontinued,  and 
that  of  making  each  civil  township  a  district,  substituted  in  its  place. 
The  following  are  some  of  the  reasons  which  have  led  to  this  con- 
viction:" 

1.  It  facilitates  and  greatly  simplifies  the  organization  of  districts. 
The  correspondence  of  the  department  concerning  the  organization 

of  districts  is  very  heavy,  and  constantly  on  the  increase.  The  law 
is  so  complex  and  contradictory  that  explanations  and  official  opin- 
ions are  necessary  in  almost  every  case,  to  inform  the  people  what 
they  may  do  and  how  it  should  be  done.  At  best  many  mistakes  are 
made.  Districts  are  illegally  organized,  resulting  in  litigation,  to  the 
injury  of  the  cause  of  education. 

2.  It  gives  fewer  occasions  for  controversies  relative  to  boundaries. 
The  law  now  requires  that  boundaries  of  district  townships  shall 

coincide  with  civil  township  lines,  but  in  many  counties  this  law  is 
frequently  disregarded,  and  there  is  constant  disputing  as  to  just 
where  the  line  is.  In  many  cases  the  old  school  district  boundaries 
remain  unchanged  and  where  the  old  records  are  lost,  and  there  is  no 
map  as  the  law  requires,  it  is  impossible  to  settle  disputes,  except  as 
these  cases  come  up  on  appeal  or  are  taken  into  the  courts.  Si-nee 
the  independent  town  district  may  extend  in  disregard  of  township 
lines,  the  notion  obtains  that  it  is  not  required  that  district  township 
lines  be  so  limited. 

If  it  were  understood  that  a  civil  township  is  the  only  rural  school 
district  known  to  the  law,  that  simple  declaration  would  avoid  all 
trouble  of  this  character. 

6.  It  equalizes  among  a  large  community  the  burdens  imposed  in 
tJte  erection,  repairs ,  and  outfit  of  school  houses,  offers  much  greater  fa- 
cilities and  inducements  to  establish  district  libraries  and  to  sustain  and 
increase  them.    . 

It  frequently  occurs  that  portions  of  the  township  are  thinly  set- 
tled, and  the  character  of  the  land  is  such  that  a  reasonable  tax  will 
not  sustain  a  good  school.  While  the  law  now  provides  that  a  tax  to 
build  in  any  particular  subdistrict,  may  be  levied  upon  the  township 
at  large,  it  also  provides  that  the  township  electors  may  refuse  to 
allow  the  tax  asked  for,  and  in  that  case  it  must  be  levied  on  the  sub- 
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district  asking  for  aid.  The  effect  of  this  is  to  make  subdistrict& 
cautious  and  guarded  in  asking  for  levies,  lest  the  whole  burden  may 
be  thrown  back  upon  themselves.  They  therefore  ask  for  just  as 
small  a  sum  as  will  possibly  serve  to  build  a  small  house,  and  provide- 
equipments,  that  will  barely  answer  to  their  necessities.  Subdistricts 
are  too  often  jealous  of  each  other,  lest^one  should  receive  more  than. 
its  share  of  public  funds. 

In  the  case  of  rural  independent  districts,  the  situation  is  evenr 
worse.  Many  weak  subdistricts  have  be*en  forced  into  independent 
organizations  against '  their  will,  and  however  poor  they  may  be,  or 
however  unable  to  provide  a  good  school,  they  must  accept  the  inevi- 
table  and  do  the  best  they  can. 

The  opposite  is  true  of  those  districts  which  have  been  favored  by 
nature,  and  are  competent  to  provide  excellent  schools. 

The  theory  of  our  school  system  is  that  all  children  are  entitled  to, 
and  shall  receive,  equal  school  privileges;  but  this  unfortunate  sys- 
tem of  district  organization  defeats  it  in  practice. 

8.  It  annihilates  and  forever,  the  possibility  of  cutting  up  a  popu- 
lation into  small  districts,  to  which  the  district  system  so  frequently 
leads. 

Our  experience  has  verified  the  correctness  of  this  statement.  Four 
sections  of  land,  without  regard  to  value,  now  generally  constitutes  a 
school  district,  and  districts  of  but  two  sections  are  quite  numerous^ 
If  this  unwise  policy  of  creating  small  districts  continues,  it  is  not 
difficult  to  see  what  the  result  will  be.  Small  and  inadequate  houses, 
poorly  paid  teachers,  and  therefore  inferior  schools.  The  different 
and  successive  steps  of  progress  in  this  mistaken  and  unwise  policy 
of  making  small  and  numerous  districts  are  as  follows: 

In  1858  the  general  assembly  enacted  a  law  providing  that  cities 
or  incorporated  towns  with  contiguous  territory  might  become  inde- 
pendent districts  by  vote  of  the  electors.  Two  years  later  this  privi- 
lege was  further  extended  to  unincorporated  towns  of  three  hundred: 
inhabitants. 

In  1H66  it  was  again  extended  to  subdistricts  containing  not  less 
than  two  hundred  inhabitants.  The  bad  consequences  of  this  last 
provision  was  so  readily  seen,  that  it  was  promptly  repealed  two  years 
later.  It  was  then  hoped  that  a  step  had  been  taken  toward  a  return 
to  the  larger  district  system,  but  unwise  counsels  prevailed  against 
an  unbroken   array  of  testimony  from  the  ablest  educators  of  the 
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State  and  nation,  that  small  districts  were  objectionable  from  almost 
every  possible  stand  point. 

In   1872  the  general  assembly  passed  an  act  enabling  the  subdis- 

* 

tricts  of  a  district  township  to  become  independent  districts  by  a 
majority  vote  of  the  township  electors.  As  has  been  before  stated 
it  happened  that  many  subdistricts  were  made  independent,  which 
had  voted  against  such  separate  organization.  The  proposition  pre- 
vailed in  the  township,  and  they  were  forced  to  submit.  From 
April,  1872,  to  September,  1875,  the  number  of  independent  districts 
increased  by  more  than  one  thousand. 

The  report  of  the  Superintendent  for  1881,  shows  their  number 
to  have  reached  3,178.  Fortunately  this  tendency  to  increase  the 
number  of  districts  received  a  decided  check,  by  an  amendment  passed 
by  the  Sixteenth  General  Assembly,  which  repealed  the  statute  per- 
mitting subdistricts  to  become  independent. 

Had  the  formation  of  these  districts  been  allowed  to  go  on,  as  they 
had  from  1872  to  1875,  we  should  have  had  no  less  than  six  or  seven 
thousand  independent  districts  at  the  present  time. 

10.  It  leads  to  the  erection  of  more  comtnodiaus  school-homes,  with 
larger  accommodations  and  means  of  instruction. 

Were  all  school-houses  the  property  of  the  district  township  in 
which  they  are  located,  there  would  not  be  so  great  a  disposition  to 
cut  the  levies  to  so  small  a  figure.  Ail  would  feel  a  common  interest 
and  a  common  pride  in  every  building  and  all  its  equipments.  A 
better  class  of  teachers  would  be  attracted  and  retained. 

12.  It  offers  facilities  for  classifying  those  of  different  ages  and 
attainments,  and  of  employing  different  grades  of  teachers  in  their  in- 
struction. 

Our  law  now  provides  for  township  high  schools;  but  so  far  very 
few  have  been  established,  and  they  have  not  met  with  flattering  suc- 
cess. So  long  as  the  districts  of  the  township  are  practically  separated 
in  all  their  interests  and  affairs,  and  absolutely  so  in  the  independent 
rural  districts,  nothing  will  come  of  this  most  excellent  provision. 
With  the  district  township  system  the  central  high  school  would  nat- 
urally and  speedily  follow.  It  may  not  be  a  high  school,  but  at  least 
a  school  of  higher  grade,  with  better  classification  in  all  schools  of 
the  township. 

Here  the  older  boys  and  girls  could  attend  from  all  parts  of  the 
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township,  and  the  younger  children  the  primary  schools  in  their  im- 
mediate locality. 

This  would  be  a  long  step  toward  the  solution  of  the  vexed  ques- 
tion of  grading  the  district  schools,  a  problem  upon  which  the  ablest 
educators  have  worked  for  years,  and  that,  too,  without  making  any 
very  marked  advance. 

It  would  also  open  the  way  for  a  much  needed  system  of 

TOWNSHIP  SUPERVISION, 

designed  to  supplement  and  strengthen  the  efficient  labors  of  our 
county  superintendents. 

A  united  township  could  afford  to  pay  a  salary  that  would  secure  a 
teacher  of  much  more  than  average  ability  and  attainments.  This 
teacher  might  be  given  a  supervisory  power  over  the  schools  and 
teachers  of  the  township.  He  might  be  charged  with  the  responsi- 
bility of  preparing  a  course  of  study,  and  of  seeing  to  it,  in  some 
decree,  that  it  was  carried  out  in  each  school. 

To  do  this  it  would  not  be  necessary  that  he  be  required  to  visit 
schools,  as  classes  could  be  brought  to  the  central  school  for  competi- 
tive examinations,  etc.  He  should  hold  regular  teachers  meetings, 
all  the  teachers  of  the  township  being  reqired  to  attend. 

Frequent  exhibits  of  school  work  would  also  be  a  valuable  feature 
of  this  system.  I  am  free  to  say  that  in  my  judgment  this  plan  wrould 
increase  by  one  hundred  per  cent  the  efficiency  of  the  average  district 
school.  It  would  greatly  reduce  the  number  of  district  secretaries, 
and  be  the  means  of  saving  a  vast  sum  of  money  annually.  By  refer- 
ence to  our  financial  report,  it  will  be  seen  that  we  paid  to  these  offi- 
cers, $107,295.07  for  the  term  ending  September  20,  1882.  A  large 
saving  in  the  item  of  salaries  would  not  be  the  only  benefit  that  would 
result.  The  number  of  such  officers  would  be  so  largely  reduced  that 
l>etter  and  more  competent  men  could  be  selected  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  these  important  offices.  We  have  lost,  or  at  least  are  unable 
to  account  for  a  great  deal  of  money,  owTing  to  the  incompetency  or 
carelessness  of  men  whose  dutv  it  has  been  to  receive  and  disburse 
the  school  fund  of  the  State.  For  the  past  ten  years  this  sum  of 
money — lost  or  unaccounted  for,  reached,  in  round  numbers,  the  enor- 
mous sum  of  one-half  million  dollars. 

These  are  some  of  the  unanswerable  arguments  against  the  district, 
and  in  favor  of  the  civil,  township  as  the  unit.     It  is  a  remarkable 
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fact  that  the  small  district  plan  of  organization  has  grown  and  fas- 
tened itself  upon  lis,  against  the  uniform  recommendations  and  the 
-strenuous  efforts  of  every  man  who  has  stood  at  the  head  of  educa- 
tional interests  of-  our  State  to  prevent  it.  I  deem  it  not  improper  to 
submit  here  for  your  consideration  and  convenience  the  opinions  and 
utterances  of  these  able  and  worthy  men,  in  the  hope  that  their  great 
unanimity  and  weight  may  at  last  secure  fo>r  them  the  attention  to 
-which  they  are  entitled,  and  in  the  further  hope  that  they  may  serve 
to  arrest  the  further  continuation  of  that  system  of  disintegration, 
-which  has  already  greatly  impaired  the  usefulness  and'  retarded  the 
progress  of  our  schools. 

In  1857  Hon.  Marturin  L.  Fisher,  then  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  in  speaking  of  district  organization,  said:  "The  ten- 
dency of  the  present  system  is  to  multiply  districts  so  far  that 
they  contain  but  a  small  number  of  scholars,  and,  of  course,  receive 
but  a  small  portion  of  the  school  money.  The  consequence  of  this 
is  that  in  many  districts  no  school  is  kept,  and  in  a  greater  number 
it  is  kept  for  so  short  a  time  as  to  be  almost  useless.  If  each  town- 
ship form  one  school  district,  under  charge  of  a  competent  committee, 
they  could  establish  as  many  schools  in  different  parts  of  the  township 
■as  the  inhabitants  need,  and  provide  for  the  continuance  of  schools 
for  the  same  length  of  time,  thereby  affording  equal  opportunities  to 
:all  the  children  of  the  township  to  obtain  an  education." 

Hon.  Thos.  H.  Benton,  who  succeeded  Mr.  Fisher,  says:  "It  is  to 
l>e  regretted  that  the  early  educators  and  legislators  of  the  country 
-ever  incorporated  the  feature  of  small  districts  into  their  common 
rschool  system.  The  precedent  established  by  them  has  obtained  so 
firm  a  hold  on  the  public  mind  that  none  of  those  who  have  succeeded 
them  are  willing  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  departing  materially 
from  it.  It  is  too  complicated  to  be  readily  understood  and  adminis- 
tered, and  consequently  leads  first  to  confusion  and  discord,  and  ulti- 
mately to  neglect  and  indifference  among  the  people  of*  the  district." 

Hon.  D.  Franklin  Wells  says:  "The  advantages  of  the  district 
township  system  are  so  numerous  and  apparent  that  prominent  edu- 
cators in  other  States  where  it  has  not  yet  been  introduced  are  labor- 
ing earnestly  for  its  adoption." 

He  might  have  added  that  in  States  where  it  has  been  adopted, 
notably  in  Ohio,  Massachusetts,  Pennsylvania,  and  Indiana,  it  is  so 
-strong  with  the  people  that  nothing  could  induce  them  to  go  back  to 
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the  district  plan.  I  quote  from  the  report  of  Massachusetts  State 
Board  of  Education  for  1872.  The  school  committee  of  Perue  say: 
"We  congratulate  our  citizens  upon  their  refusal  to  return  to  the  old 
district  system.  In  the  judgment  of  your  committee,  to  have  done  so 
would  have  been  to  advance  backward,  and  the  present  is  not  the  age 
for  retrograde  movements  in  any  matter  pertaining  to  our  educational 
interests." 

Hon.  A.  S.  Kissell,  speaking  of  subdistricts,  says:  "A  large  major- 
ity of  the  most  active  friends  of  education  in  Iowa,  have  always  in- 
sisted that  a  serious  mistake  was  made  in  the  incorporation  of  the 
subdistrict  feature  into  the  district  township  system;  that  if  each  civil 
township  had  been  made  a  simple,  single  district,  to  be  governed  by  a 
board  of  directors,  to  be  chosen  at  large  in  the  district,  as  in  indepen- 
dent districts,  and  provision  made  for  but  one  annual  meeting  of  the 
electors,  instead  of  two,  much  better  results  might  have  been  looked 
for,  and  better  satisfaction  given."  His  objections  to  rural  indepen- 
dent districts  are  so  tersely  and  forcibly  stated  as  to  warrant  me  in 
quoting  them  at  some  length.  He  says:  "It  will  increase  the  num- 
ber of  school  districts  to  eight  or  nine  thousand," 

He  estimated  very  much  too  low.  We  already  have  more  than 
twelve  thousand. 

"  2d.  It  will  greatly  increase  the  number  of  school  officers  required 
to  manage  our  school  interests.  If  the  system  should  be  inaugurated 
throughout  the  State  under  the  present  law,  the  number  would  be  in- 
creased from  less  than  ten  thousand  under  the  old  system  to  more  than 
twenty-six  thousand  additional  school  officers.  Such  increase  in  the 
number  of  districts,  and  diminution  in  their  size,  would  tend  to  the 
election  of  inefficient  and  careless  officers,  who  neither  possess  the 
ability  to  perform  the  duties  properly,  nor  sufficient  interest  to  make 
the  attempt. 

"  4th.  To  pay  the  additional  secretaries  and  treasurers  twenty  dol- 
lars each,  the  average  salary  now  paid,  would  cost  the  State  three 
hundred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars  a  year,  being  nearly  one-tenth 
of  our  present  total  expenditures  for  school  purposes. 

"  5th.  In  parcelling  out  the  school  funds  into  so  many  hands  there 
will  be  greater  liability  to  mismanagement  and  loss,  more  danger  of 
misapplication  of  public  funds,  and  less  chance  to  detect  it. 

"6th.  It  will  largely  increase  the  labors  of  county  auditors  and 
county  treasurers,  in  making  out  tax  lists,  and  accounting  for  taxes. 
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"  7th.  It  will  increase  the  difficulty  and  expense  of  securing  the 
annual  statistics,  and  make  them  less  'reliable. 

"8th.  It  will  produce  endless  strife  and  contention  in  the  adjust- 
ment of  boundary  lines. 

"  9th.  It  will  increase  the  evil  of  favoritism  in  the  selection  of 
teachers. 

"10th.  It  will  prevent  the  formation  of  township,  union  and 
graded  schools. 

"11th.  It  will  multiply  the  text-book  evil  in  the  matter  of  uni- 
formity between  districts. 

"  1*2 th.  It  will  greatly  increase  the  inequality  of  taxation  for  school 
purposes,  usually  placing  the  heavier  burden  of  tax  upon  the  poorer 
districts  and  poorer  people." 

The  recommendation  of  Gov.  Samuel  Merrill  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly, printed  in  connection  with  the  report  of  the  department  in  1874, 
is  as  follows : 

"I  cordially  commend  to  your  consideration  the  forcible  remarks 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  upon  the  subdistrict  sys- 
tem, and  unite  with  him  in  urging  its  abolition.  I  am  fully  persuaded 
that  the  school  districts  should  be  substantially  co-extensive  with  the 
civil  townships,  incorporated  towns,  and  cities;  in  other  words,  that 
there  should  not  be  district  territorial  organizations,  other  than  those 
well  defined  political  divisions  with  which  we,  in  common  with  the 
people  of  most  of  the  States,  are  so  familiar.  The  system  of  subdis- 
trict s  as  it  prevails  in  Iowa,  is  peculiar  to  this  State,  and  was  adopted 
as  a  compromise  between  the  small  district  plan  formerly  in  vogue, 
and  the  more  modern  one  of  township  organization  now  so  generally 
adopted  throughout  the  north. 

"In  my  opinion^  it  has  lasted  long  enovgh  to  establish  the  sujieriority 
of  the  system  i**hose  adoption  it  impedes ,  and  to  furnish  another  illus- 
tration of  the  general  inutility  of  compromises  in  establishing  anything 
jyermanent." 

Hon.  Alonzo  Abcrnethy  presented  the  evils  of  the  district  system 
to  several  general  assemblies,  and  very  ably  advocated  the  adoption 
of  the  township  plan,  and  accomplished  much  by  way  of  checking,  at 
least  temporarily,  the  creation  of  rural  independent  districts;  but  his 
labors  in  this  behalf  have  been  neutralized  by  the  unfortunate  pro- 
vision that  independent  districts  may  subdivide,  to  form  one  or  more 
independent  districts.     After  giving  a  complete  resume  of  the  sub- 
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ject,  he  says:  "My  own  convictions,  strengthened  by  the  observations 
of  another  two  years,  are  that  the  township  district  system  recom- 
mended by  Horace  Mann,  in  1856,  should  have  been  adopted;  that  the 
system  recommended  by  the  Code  commissioners,  and  by  the  school 
committees  of  both  branches  of  the  general  assembly  in  1873,  was  far 
better  than  the  present  law,  and  that  the  adoption  of  that  system  now 
would  best  subserve  the  school  interests  of  the  State." 

Hon.  C.  W.  von  Coelln  also  took  an  active  and  honorable  part  of 
what  has  been  an  united  and  earnest  endeavor  to  convince  the  law- 
making powers  that  a  change  in  our  plan  of  organization  is  impera- 
tively demanded. 

As  has  been  remarked,  this  matter  has  been  again  and  again  urged 
upon  the  general  assembly,  for  the  past  twenty-iive  years. 

Every  statement  made  by  educational  men  has  been  verified,  and  it 
should  not  be  thought  necessary  to  offer  further  argument,  to  con- 
vice  any  rational  person  that  the  mistakes  of  the  early  years  of  our 
history,  with  relation  to  district  organization,  should  now  be  cor- 
rected. 

I  would  therefore  recommend  that  all  district  townships  be  consti- 
tuted school  districts,  with  boundaries  coincident  with  civil  township 
lines,  except,  in  case  of  natural  obstacles,  as  now  provided  for  un- 
der Sec.  1797,  S.  L.  1880. 

The  subdistrict  feature  should  be  dropped  entirely. 

Incorporated  towns  of  five  hundred  inhabitants,  and  all  cities,  should 
be  made  independent  districts,  with  at  least  four  sections  of  land. 
The  boundaries  of  such  independent  districts,  as  should  be  created 
in  future,  should  be  established  by  the  board  of  the  school  district 
from  which  they  are  taken. 

It  is  admitted  that  this  would  be  a  radical  change;  but  a  radical 
change  is  needed.  It  would  meet  wTith  opposition  at  first,  but  would 
soon  commend  itself  to  the  people  and  be  by  them  heartily  ap- 
proved. 

Two  years  might  be  given  in  which  to  effect  the  new  organizations, 
which,  however,  might  be  done  at  any  time.  In  furtherance  of  this 
plan  of  simplifying  the  school  law  some  action  should  be  taken  to- 
ward the  consolidation  of 

SCHOOL    FUNDS. 

The  three  fund  system  is  too  complex  and  troublesome.     The  law 
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is  not  generally  observed.  Borrowing  from  one  fund  for  the  benefit 
of  another  is  indiscriminately  practiced;  and  in  many  districts  a  can- 
didate for  the  office  of  treasurer  is  required  to  pledge  Himself  to 
violate  the  law  in  this  regard  or  fail  of  election. 

Many  treasurers  are  unable  to  keep  the  necessary  accounts  with  the 
three  separate  funds,  and  the  result  is  endless  confusion  and  trouble. 

By  the  united  effort  of  the  county  superintendents,  and  other  county 
officers,  reports  can  be  made  that  appear  well,  but  in  many  instances 
thev  are  extremelv  inaccurate. 

If  all  monevs  were  included  in  one  or  at  most  two  funds  it  would 
greatly  simplify  reports,  and  render  them  much  more  accurate.  It 
would  also  diminish  the  labor  and  annoyance  of  county  officials,  and 
lift  a  great  burden  from  the  State  department. 

COMPULSORY    EDUCATION*. 

"  This  subject  has  received  a  great  deal  of  attention  in  our  State, 
-.and  there  seems  to  be  a  public  sentiment  in  favor  of  a  compulsory 
law.     While  I  would  not  cast  any  obstacles  in  the  way  of  an  experi- 
ment, I  am  compelled  to  say  that  in  my  judgment  we_have  little  to 
.hope  for  in  this  direction. 

To  render  such  a  law*  effectual,  or  any  more  than  a  dead  letter,  it 
would  be  necessary  to  strengthen  it  with  efficient  police  regulations, 
which,  however  reasonable  and  necessary,  would  be  very  distasteful 
to  our  people.     No  doubt  much  good  would  result  in  towns  and  cities 
were  a  compulsory  law  enacted  and  enforced  by  truant  laws,  and 
-  other  stringent  penal  regulations,  designed  to  secure  regularity  of 
•  attendance.     It  has  always  seemed  reasonable  to  me  that  the  appor- 
tionment of  the  interest  on   the  permanent  school  fund  should  be 
apportioned  on  the  average  daily  attendance,  rather  than  on  entire  en- 
rollment.    This  would  operate  to  create  a  competition  between  school 
districts,  which  would  exert  a  direct  and  powerful  influence  to  fill  our 
schools  from  the  ranks  of  vagrant  children  now  allowed  to  frequent 
the  streets  and  alleys  of  our  towns,  while  the  State  pays  liberally  for 
-their  education. 

It  would  make  a  distinction  in  favor  of  those  localities  where  the 
greatest  attention  is  given  to  education,  and  in  my  judgment  would 
,  accomplish  more  good  than  any  compulsory  law  we  could  enforce. 

NORMAL    INSTITUTES. 

These  short  schools,  while  thev  are-  bv  no  means  all  that  is  needed 
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for  the  training  of  teachers,  have  been  the  means  of  accomplishing 
a  great  deal  to  improve  our  schools,  and  to  raise  the  grade  of  our 
teachers. 

They  are  held,  as  a  rule,  during  the  summer  months,  and  continue 
from  two  to  four  weeks.  The  course  of  study  prepared  by  a  commit- 
tee appointed  several  years  ago  by  the  State  Teachers'  Association  is 
quite  generally  used.  The  result  is  that  there  is  a  good  degree  of 
uniformity  in  the  work  throughout  the  State.  The  fact  that  so  many 
young  men  and  women  are  fitting  themselves  for  institute  conductors 
has  had  an  excellent  influence  upon  all  the  schools  of  the  State. 

Within  the  past  few  years  we  have  given  more  attention  to 
didactics  than  in  the  earlier  years  of  these,  schools.  This  is  as  it 
should  be,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  in  time  they  will  come  to  be  in 
a  still  larger  and  higher  sense,  normal  schools,  having  for  their  first 
aim  the  teaching  of  methods  of  instruction  and  general  school  man- 
agement. 
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COURSE  OF  STUDY  FOR  NORMAL  INSTITUTES  OF  1880. 

The  course  of  study,  for  1880,  together  with  the  excellent  sugges- 
tions of  the  committee  appointed  to  prepare  it,  are  herewith  repub- 
lished, for  the  benefit  of  county  superintendents,  who  desire  to 
continue  the  plan  therein  laid  down. 

To  County  Superintendents; 

The  committee  having  charge  this  year  of  the  preparation  of  a  course 
of  study,  consisting  of  Supt.  D.  W.  Lewis,  of  Washington,  Supt.  W. 
W.  Speer,  of  Marshall  county,  and  the  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction, have  thought  best  to  give  county  superintendents  the  op- 
portunity to  choose  their  own  course  of  study,  with  such  suggestions 
to  them  as  are  herein  made. 

We  recommend  the  course  of  study  in  didactics  prepared  for  the 
normal  institutes  of  1877,  which  will  be  found  in  the  biennial  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  1876-77,  a  copy  of 
which  will  be  sent  you. 

A  general  outline  in  history  has  been  prepared  by  Mr.  Lewis  of  the 
committee,  from  which  you  may  choose  such  portion .  as  is  most 
adapted  to  your  county.  Supt.  Speer  has  prepared  a  pretty  full  out- 
line of  physical  geography,  which  might  be  used  profitably  in  place 
of  the  ordinary  course  in  geography.  His  brief  outlines  in  geology 
and  astronomy  are  intended  to  furnish  teachers  with  the  elements  of 
these  sciences,  if  they  are  sufficiently  advanced  to  make  good  use  of 
such  preparation  in  the  school  room.  Some  elementary  text-books  on 
these  subjects  should  be  used  in  connection  with  these  outlines. 

It  is  advisable  that  you  print  such  parts  of  the  course  of  study  as  you 
wish  to  use  in  your  institutes,  and  place  a  copy  in  the  hands  of  each 
teacher. 

The  former  outlines  have  been  used  at  too  great  an  extent  as  a 
skeleton  merely,  and  too  little  work  has  been  done  to  bring  out  the 
facts  which  really  constitute  the  body  of  the  subjects  under  considera- 
tion. Our  advice,  therefore,  is  to  take  but  a  limited  portion  of  the 
outline  on  any  subject,  and  insist  upon  full  details  and  proper  methods 
of  instruction. 

General  suggestions,  with  regard  to  programme,  course  of  study, 
and  other- matters  of  interest,  are  found  in  the  course  of  study  for 
1877.

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GRADED  COURSE  OF  STUDY  FOR  IOWA  NORMAL  ^INSTITUTES 

FOR  1881. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  State  Teachers'  Association  to  prepare  a 
graded  four  years7  course  of  study  for  normal  institutes,  met  at  Cedar  Rapids, 
March  18  and  19,  and  prepared  the  annexed  course,  with  the  following  sug- 
gestions: 

The  end  in  view  in  establishing  these  institutes  was  to  remedy  the  defects 
in  school  work  and  increase  the  efficiency  of  the  public  school  system.  These 
•defects  may  be  grouped  into  the  following  classes: 

1.    Deficiency  of  scholarship  among  teachers. 

±    Defective  methods  of  teaching. 

3.  Lack  of  organization  and  system. 

4.  Imperfect  supervision. 

It  is  evident  that  the  first  three: 

SCHOLARSHIP,  METHODS,  AND  ORGANIZATION, 

are  legitimately  included  in  institute  work.  It  is  also  evident  that  the  aver- 
age time  given  to  institute  work  is  too  short  to  secure  the  desired  improve- 
ment of  the  teachers  in  any  of  these  respects.  It  follows,  therefore,  that 
institutes  are  of  value,  not  so  much  for  the  work  done  in  them,  as  for  the 
work  induced  during  the  entire  year  under  their  guidance  and  control. 

To  secure  the  desired  ends  the  following  suggestions  are  made: 

The  instruction  given  in  the  institute  should  be  determined  by  the  defects 
discovered  in  the  various  institutes  of  the  State. 

It  is  expected  that  the  teachers  will  prepare  the  work  which  they  will 
have  to  take  up  the  next  year,  in  the  accompanying  course,  at  home,  under 
the  directions  and  by  the  suggestions  of  the  county  superintendent  and  in- 
stitute conductors.  These  suggestions  and  directions  should  be  so  minute, 
in  topics  and  references,  that  none  need  be  mistaken. 

All  who  complete  any  year's  work  and  sustain  a  satisfactory  examination 
on  it,  should  receive  certificates  admitting  them  to  the  next  year's  work. 

The  examination,  instruction,  and  work  done,  should  be  as  nearly  uniform 
throughout  the  State  as  is  practicable. 

Though  the  examinations  required  by  law  before  the  county  superintend- 
ents should  not  be  based  upon  the  exact  work  done  in  the  institute,  in  de- 
termining the  grade  of  a  teacher's  certificate,  the  county  superintendent 
should  take  into  consideration  the  grade  and  standing  of  the  teacher  in  the 
institute  course. 

County  superintendents  desiring  full  outlines  in  the  studies  named  will 
find  them  in  the  reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  for  1878 
and  1880.  copies  of  which  will  be  furnished  on  application. 
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It  is  earnestly  recommended  that  this  course  of  study  be  supplemented  by 
a  course  in  general  reading,  including  at  least  one  book  every  year  in  each 
of  the  following  subjects:    History,  travels,  science,  fiction,  and  didactics. 

Where  we  have  recommended  elementary  work,  in  didactics,  Prof.  S.  N. 
Fellows,  a  member  of  the  committee,  and  Professor  of  Didactics  in  the  State 
University,  suggests  as  a  valuable  little  book  for  young  teachers,  u  Mistakes 
in  Teaching,"  by  J.  L.  Hughes,  published  by  Eldredge  &  Brothers,  Phila- ' 
delphia. 

CLASSIFICATION. 

Those  now  holding  first  grade  certificates,  and  who  also  hold  certificates  of 
attendance  at  three  or  more  former  institutes,  may  be  admitted  to  the  third 
year's  work,  although  it  is  desirable  that  they  commence  with  a  lower  gradeT 
to  complete  the  course. 

Those  holding  second  grade  certificates,  and  who  also  hold  certificates  of 
attendance  at  three  or  more  former  sessions,  together  with  those  holding 
first  grade  certificates,  but  who  have  attended  only  two  former  sessions,  may 
be  admitted  to  the  second  year -s  work. 

All  others  should  commence  with  the  first  year's  work.

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THE    COUNTY    SUPERINTENDENCE. 

With  our  present  system  of  district  organization  and  finances,  any 
backward  step  in  regard  to  the  office  of  the  county  superintendent 
would  seriously  impair  and  cripple  our  work,  especially  in  the  rural 
districts. 

The  action  of  the  Nineteenth  General  ^Assembly  in  raising  the 
minimum  per  diem  to  $4,  has  given  new  energy  and  increased  enthu- 
,  siasm.  The  wisdom  of  the  increase  of  salary  will  be  seen,  I  think,  h- 
the  continual  improvement  in  the  character  and  ability  of  the  men 
who,  in  future,  shall  be  elected  to  preside  over  the  important  school 
interests  of  the  various  counties. 

TOWNSHIP  ASSOCIATIONS. 

These  meetings  constitute  the  most  important  and  valuable  work 
of  county  superintendents,  in  connection  with  the  teachers  of  their 
respective  counties.  With  very  few  exceptions,  they  are  held  in  every 
county.  They  are  well  attended  in  the  main,  and  are  always  with 
great  interest  and  profit. 

COUNTY  SUPERINTENDENTS'  CONVENTIONS. 


The  counties  of  the  State  have  been  grouped  into  eight  sections, 
with  reference  to  the  convenience,  by  which  a  central  place  of  meeting 
can  be  reached  by  railroads.  During  the  past  two  years,  sixteen  con- 
ventions have  been  held.  The  attendance  has  been  excellent,  in  most 
cases,  the  entire  number  of  superintendents  being  present  or  accounted 
for  as  unavoidably  detained.  The  programmes  are  carefully  pre- 
pared, and  the  most  vital  and  important  topics  connected  with  the 
duties  of  the  county  superintendent  are  thoroughly  considered. 

They  are  a  means  of  unifying  the  work  as  to  normal  institutes,  ex- 
amination of  teachers,  grading  and  granting  certificates,  visitation  of 
schools,  and  the  hearing  of  appeals.  They  are  not  always  confined  to 
county  superintendents.  Many  of  our  able  and  accomplished  city 
superintendents  and  teachers  have  taken  an  active  part. 


EDUCATIONAL  INSTITUTIONS. • 


It  is  not  possible  for  the  superintendent  to  visit  the  educational 
institutions  of  the  State  as  thoroughly  as  could  be  desired. 

Being  officially  connected  with  the  State  University,  I  have  had 
opportunity  to  know  something  of  the  excellent  character  and  stand- 
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ing  of  the  institution.  In  common  with  most  of  our  people,  I  have  a 
just  pride  in  its  present  prosperous  condition  and  promise.  I  have 
noticed,  with  great  satisfaction,  the  excellent  behavior  and  manly 
bearing  of  students  in  all  departments.  The  instruction  is  thorough, 
as  is  abundantly  attested  by  the  high  standing  x>f  those  who  have 
gone  out  from  the  institution. 

The  faculty  is  composed  of  able  and  distinguished  men,  thoroughly 
devoted  to  their  work,  and  ever  watchful  of  the  interests  of  the  Uni- 
versitv.  N 

The  law  and  medical  departments  are  practically  self-supporting, 
and,  with  proper  encouragement,  will  soon  become  a  source  of  rev- 
enue to  the  State. 

The  appropriation  by  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly,  for  a  new 
medical  building,  was  well  and  judiciously  expended.  The  rapid 
growth  and  development  of  the  University  demands  a  broad  and  lib- 
eral policy  on  the  part  of  the  State.  I  sincerely  trust  that  as  addi- 
tional buildings  are  asked  for,  the  means  will  be  promptly  voted  to 
build  them.  Iowa  is  abundantly  able  to  build  up  and  maintain  a  uni- 
versity that  shall  compare  favorably  with  the  great  University  of 
Michigan.  Such  an  institution  necessarily  exerts  a  vast  influence  for 
good  upon  the  people.  It  is  gratifying  to  know,  as  I  do,  that  the  in- 
stitution is  rapidly  growing  in  favor  with  all  classes,  and  so  far  as 
may  be  now  known,  there  is  no  disposition  to  take  a  backward  step. 

It  has  always  been,  and  is  at  present  especially,  economically  and 
prudently  conducted, and  managed.  It  is  very  fortunate  in  its  beau- 
tiful location,  and,  as  stated  above,  very  highly  favored  in  the  worthy 
men  who  preside  over  it. 

With  such  a  beginning,  what  may  we  not  hope  for  in  future.  I 
refer  with  pleasure  to  the  able  and  comprehensive  report  of  the  board 
of  regents,  which  accompanies  this  report. 

I  have  had  the  pleasure  to  assist  in  the  examination  of  the  two 
graduating  classes  of  the 

STATE    NORMAL    SCHOOL. 

I  cannot  speak  in  too  high  terms  of  the  thoroughness  of  the  workr 
of  which  every  exercise  gave  abundant  evidence. 

Since  its  first  organization  this  school  has  done  much  for  the  cause 
of  normal  instruction  throughout  the  State. 

The  faculty  are  earnest  and  faithful  laborers,  and  each  and  every 
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♦student  who  leaves  the  institution  enters  the  work  writh  an  enthusi- 
asm and  earnestness  which  seldom  fails  of  success.  These  teachers 
are  everywhere  in  demand,  and  command  the  best  salaries  anywhere 
paid.  The  institution  has  been  greatly  cramped  for  room,  and  during 
the  past  two  years  has  been  unable  to  accommodate  the  large  num- 
bers that  flocked  to  it.  The  last  general  assembly  wisely  appropri- 
ated money  to  build  a  much  needed  additional  building,  wrhich  has 
been  completed  in  a  manner  very  creditable  to  the  board  of  trustees. 
The  faculty  wall  now  be  able  to  accommodate  a  much  larger  number  of 
students,  and  in  every  way  to  raise  the  grade  and  standing  of  the  in- 
stitution. 

The  Agricultural  College  at  Ames  is  in  a  prosperous  condition  and 
is  doing  a  most  excellent  work. 

I  have  visited  this  institution  for  the  purpose  of  informing  myself 
with  regard  to  the  results  of  technical  instruction. 

The  thoroughness  of  the  work  and  the  proficiency  of  classes  was 
specially  gratifying. 

The  sciences  are  taught  in  connection  with  and  by  the  aid  of  very 
complete  apparatus. 

The  wrork  of  the  institution  in  the  departments  of  agriculture, 
horticulture  and  stock-raising  was  equally  interesting. 

Were  it  possible  for  the  people  of  all  classes  to  visit  and  become 
acquainted  writh  this  flourishing  and  vigorous  school,  it  wrould  be 
most  heartily  approved  and  sustained  as  one  of  the  most  valuable  and 
necessary  institutions  of  the  State. 

IOWA   COLLEGE 

at  Grinnell,  one  of  the  oldest  and  most  successful  colleges  of  the 
State,  was  almost  totally  destroyed  in  the  great  tornado  of  June,  1882. 
Within  one  year  new  buildings,  more  beautiful,  more  substantial  and 
commodious,  with  better  equipments,  have  been  erected  upon  the  site 
of  the  old.  Such  a  speedy  resurrection  to  what  will,  no  doubt,  prove 
a  brilliant  career  of  increased  usefulness  and  power,  is  a  matter  for 
which  all  friends  of  higher  Christian  education  should  be  devoutly 
thankful. 

In  compliance  with  the  statute,  I  herewith  submit  the  first  report 
of  the 

STATE    BOARD    OF   EXAMINERS. 

The  board  consists  of  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction, 
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the  President  of  the  State  University,  the  President  of  the  State 
yortHa\  School,  together  with  Hon.  John  W.  Rowley,  of  Van  Buren 
county,  and  Mrs.  Ellen  M.  Rich,  of  Benton  county,  the  two  latter 
having  been  appointed  by  the  executive  council. 

The  board  was  formally  convened  at  Des  Moines,  on  the  13th  of 
October,  1882,  at  which  time  the  following  rules  and  regulations  for 
the  government  of  applicants  agreeed  upon  and  published: 

RULES    FOR    APPLICANTS. 

1.  Place  upon  each  piece  of  paper  passed  to  the  person  conducting  the  ex- 
amination your  number,  as  given  you  at  the  beginning  of  the  examination— 
and  in  no  case  your  name.    Every  paper  must  be  written  in  ink. 

-  Use  only  the  paper  furnished  you,  and  write  upon  but  one  side  of  the 
same,  and  that  the  side  with  the  ruled  margin. 

3.  Read  carefully  the  questions,  and  in  case  duplicate  questions  are  pre- 
sented under  the  same  number,  select  one,  as  in  no  case  will  credit  be  given 
for  both. 

*•  Place  in  the  margin  the  number  of  questions  answered,  leaving  the 
space  of  one  line  between  your  answers.  Your  answers  need  not  be  consec- 
utive in  the  order  of  the  questions,  if  you  desire  to  answer  first  those  which 
s^to  easiest  to  you,  provided  the  number  of  the  question  answered  be  placed 
distinctly  in  the  margin. 

*  In  all  mathematical  work  let  the  full  process  appear,  since  more  atten- 
tion win  be  given  to  correct  processes  than  to  correct  results,  the  answer  be- 
mS  placed  in  the  margin  under  the  number.    Paper  will  be  furnished  you 

*or  Preliminary  solutions,  but  let  each  solution  be  copied  as  soon  as  com- 
pleted. 

&  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  allotted  for  the  subject,  you  will  pass 
tout  paper  promptly  to  the  examiner  without  folding  or  creasing  in  any 
manner. 

"•  Ask  no  questions  of  examiners  or  others  during  the  progress  of  the  ex- 
amination. Do  not  leave  your  seat  until  the  close  of  the  hour  for  examina- 
tion. 

8.   Let  all  things  be  done  decently  and  in  order. 

The  first  examination  was  held  at  Cedar  Falls,  .beginning  December 
25,  and  closing  December  27, 1882.  Six  applicants  were  present,  and 
completed  the  examination,  to  three  of  whom  certificates  were  issued, 
viz.:  W.  I.  Benham,  Manson,  Iowa;  Edgar  T.  Bedell,  Applington, 
Iowa;  Ernest  R.  Nichols,  Charles  City,  Iowa. 

A  second  examination  was  held  at  Des  Moines  and  Burlington,  on 
the  28th  day  of  March,  closing  March  30,  1883.  Eleven  applicants 
were  present,  to  four  of  whom  certificates  were  granted,  viz. :     M.  J. 
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Pusy,  Winfield,  Iowa;  A.  B.  Carroll,  Morning  Sun,  Iowa*;  Oscar 
McKim,  Ft.  Madison,  Iowa;  Nicholas  Messer,  Keokuk,  Iowa. 

Several  applicants  failed  to  complete  this  examination,  while  others 
did  not  reach  the  required  standard  in  branches  to  which  compara- 
tively little  attention  is  given  in  the  great  majority  of  our  schools. 
I  may  name  as  among  such  branches,  drawing  and  philosophy  of  edu- 
cation. It  must  not  be  inferred  that  the  standing  required  was 
reached  in  all  other  branches. 

In  order  to  convey  a  correct  idea  of  the  character  of  the  examina- 
tion,  I  append  hereto  the  rules  for  the  government  of  the  board, 
together  with  a  complete  list  of  questions  used  at  the  examination 
last  named. 

RULES    FOR    TIIK    GOVERNMENT    OF    THE    BOARD  OF  EXAMINERS. 

1.  Candidates  for  State  certificates  must  have  a  general  average 
of  85  per  cent,  and  for  diplomas  a  general  average  of  90  per  cent 
shall  be  required  upon  all  certificate  branches,  and  85  per  cent  upon 
all  additional  branches,  provided  that  neither  certificate  nor  diploma 
shall  be  granted  when  the  candidate  falls  below  75  per  cent  in  any  of 
the  following  branches:  Arithmetic,  English  Grammar,  History  of 
United  States,  Orthography  and  Geography;  or  below  65  per  cent  in 
any  of  the  following:  Reading,  Writing,  Book-keeping,  Physiology, 
Algebra,  Botany,  Natural  Philosophy,  Drawing,  Civil  Government, 
Constitution  and  laws  of  Iowa,  and  Didactics;  or  below  60  per -cent 
on  any  of  the  following:  Geometry,  Trigonmetry,  Chemistry,  Zoology, 
Geology,  Astronomy,  Political  Economy,  Rhetoric,  English  Literature 
and  General  History. 

2.  Applicants  must  in  all  cases  present  a  certificate  of  good  moral 
character  from  the  superintendent  of  the  county  in  which  they  reside, 
and  also  from  two  other  reputable  citizens  of  the  same  county.

The  fee  for  a  State  certificate  is  three  dollars,  and  the  holder  is  au- 
thorized to  teach  in  any  of  the  public  schools  of  the  State  for  a  term 
of  five  years.  The  law  requires  that  in  case  applicants  fail  to  receive 
diplomas  or  certificates  one  half  of  the  fee  required  shall  be  returned. 

FINANCIAL    REPORT.

Fees  returned, 15.00 

Amount  on  hand  and  paid  over  to  State  treasurer $36.00 

The  number  of  applicants  has  not  been  as  large  as  was  expected, 
and  yet  it  is  equal  to  that  of  other  States  for  the  first  year  after  the 
organization  of  similar  boards. 

Many  of  our  teachers  are  reviewing  and  preparing  for  the  next  ex- 
amination, which  will  be  held  in  Davenport  the  coming  month  of 
August. 

Before  closing  this  report  I  desire  to  call  attention  to  the  apparent 
deficits  of  the  various  school  funds  for  the  vear  1882.  I  do  not  think 
it  at  all  probable  that  this  is  an  actual  shortage.  It  arises,  no  doubt, 
from  the  practice  of  borrowing  from  one  fund  in  favor  of  another, 
which,  in  many  cases,  swells  the  receipts  beyond  what  they  really  are. 
It  may  also  be  accounted  for  in  part  by  carelessness  and  ineftieieney 
of  school  officers,  and  furnishes  a  strong  argument  in  favor  of  a  consol- 
idation of  funds.  It  should  also  be  stated  that  county  superintendents 
are  required  to  copy  the  original  reports  of  secretaries  and  treasurers 
in  reporting  to  this  department.  The  item,  "Paid  for  other  pur- 
poses," is  frequently  erroneously  reported  as  "Amount  on  hand." 
Wherever  this  mistake  was  made  for  the  year  1881  it  goes  to  swell 
the  apparent  deficit  of  the  present  report. 

With  the  utmost  faith  in  the  future  growth  and  efficiency  of  our 
schools,  and  yet  with  a  keen  sense  of  the  imperfections  of  our  laws, 
which  I  trust  will  be  speedily  remedied,  this  report  is  most  repect- 
fully  submitted.

Vnited  States  by  his  far-seeing  policy,  was  first  to  adopt  his  stateman-like 

system  of  public  instruction. w 

The  foregoing  statement  we  find  in  the  report  for  1858,  niaSe  by 
the  Hon.  Maturin  L.  Fisher,  then  State  Superintendent  of  Public  In- 
struction. 

it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  conception  of  the  county  high 
school  system  originated  in  the  fertile  brain  of  that  man  of  ideas, 
Thomas  Jefferson,  he  who  meditated  upon  the  sources  of  law,  and 
the  origin  of  liberty,  and  was  proficient  upon  the  violin;  wrho  pon- 
dered on  profound  problems  of  political  science;  and,  when  Minister 
<™ripotentiary  to  France,  sent  seed,  and  shrubs  and  plants  to  the 
tanners  of  America;  who  drafted  with  equal  ease  a  Declaration  of 
Independence,  and  a  model  mould-board  for  an  improved  plow;  who 
va*  the  founder  of  the  Democratic  party,  as  wrell  as  of  schools  and 
colleges.  Truly  he  was  a  man  of  versatile  and  remarkable  talents! 
.  How  extensively  this  county  high  school  system  of  Jefferson  has- 
teen  established  in  other  States,  I  have  no  means  of  ascertaining.  In 
Iova  a  law  was  passed  March  12,  1858,  authorizing  the  establishment 
°f  connty  high  schools,  and  providing  certain  aid  by  the  State.  This 
w  was  repealed  December  28,  of  the  same  year.  During  the  short 
Period  in  which  it  was  in  force  a  county  high  school  was  established 
at  Albion,  Marshall  county,  but  the  law  under  which  it  was  estabished 
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"having  been  repealed,  and  not  realizing  the  aid  promised  by  the  State, 
-  after  a  year  or  two  the  school  suspended. 

Nothing  was  then  done  until  the  year  18*70,  when  Senator  Marcus 
Tuttle,  of  Cerro  Gordo  county,  introduced  a  bill  authorizing  counties 
to  "  establish  and  sustain  a  high  school  for  the  benetit  of  those  who 
■desire  a  more  advanced  education  than  the  ordinary  schools  of  the 
-county  afford,  and  for  those  who  desire  to  fit  themselves  for  the  voca- 
tion of  teaching."  The  bill  became  a  law.  This  law  was  slightly 
modified  in  1873,  but  has  since  remained  unchanged. 

As  yet,  there  is  but  one  such  school  in  the  State.  In  1874  the  peo- 
ple of  Guthrie  county  voted  to  establish  a  county  high  school.  The 
school  opened  January,  1876,  with  about  fifty  pupils.  The  enroll- 
ment during  the  school  year,  ending  May  18,  1883,  was  one  hundred 
.and  forty. 

The  board  of  trustees  consists  of  six  members  besides  the  county 
superintendent,  who  is  president  ex  officio.  Two  trustees  are  elected 
•each  year  by  the  people,  just  as  other  county  officers  are  elected. 

It  is  intended  that  these  trustees  shall  represent  different  sections 
of  the  county.  One  of  the  trustees  lives  thirty  miles  from  the  school. 
Some  others  live  nearly  as  far  away.  More  responsibility  must  rest 
upon  the  principal  of  the  school  than  in  the  ordinary  city  high  school. 

The  school  is  supported  by  a  tax  upon  all  the  property  in  the  county. 
The  average  tax  is  about  five  eighths  of  one  mill.  A  man  in  reality  worth 
#5,000  is  assessed  at  one-third  of  this,  or  less,  and  pays  about  $1  per 
year  for  the  support  of  the  county  high  school.  But  the  majority  of 
the  men  in  Guthrie  county  do  not  pay  taxes  on  $5,000  worth  of  prop- 
erty, and,  therefore,  do  not  pay  even  so  much  as  $1  per  year  for  the 
support  of  the  school.  The  railroads  and  non-residents  pay,  I  think, 
at  least  one-fourth  of  the  expenses  of  higher  education  in  Guthrie 
county  ;  but,  so  far  as  I  know,  they  do  not  complain.  They  realize 
that  it  pays  to  educate.  They  have  the  commendable  spirit  of  the 
Hon.  John  I.  Blair,  who,  though  a  resident  of  New  Jersey,  is  said  to 
have  paid  one  million  dollars  of  school  taxes  in  Iowa  and  who  has 
■done  so  gladly,  because  he  believes  that  it  costs  less  to  sustain  schools 
than  it  does  penitentiaries,  that  in  the  end  it  is  cheaper  to  employ 
teachers  than  policemen. 

Guthrie  county,  being  comparatively  new,  is  not  blessed  with  large 

» 

towns,  nor  well  equipped  high  schools.  This  school  has,  therefore, 
afforded  an  opportunity  to  many  young  and  men  women  to  obtain  an 
education  which  they  could  not  otherwise  have  acquired. 
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In  many  other  counties  in  this  new  State  a  city  high  school 
cannot  or  will  not  be  sustained.  A  school  supported  by  a  whole 
county  can  and  should  be  sustained.  Such  a  school  is  a  center  of 
light.  It  creates  an  intellectual  atmosphere  on  the  frontier.  It 
moulds  public  sentiment  when  the  community  is  new  and  opinions  are 
plastic.  It  creates  an  educational  sentiment  among  both  old  and  young 
and  gives  to  all  a  higher  ideal  of  life  and  its  duties  and  possibilities. 
More  can  be  accomplished  in  moulding  public  sentiment  and  in  de- 
termining the  tone  of  public  morality  in  the  first  ten  years  of  the  life 
of  a  community  than  in  the  next  twenty.  There  are  counties  in  Iowa 
with  not  a  single  high  school  of  any  kind  whatever.  Put  such  a 
school  there,  and  you  will  soon  have  a  hundred  young  people  eagerly 
obtaining  what,  in  after  years,  money  could  not  buy — an  education, 
a  well  disciplined  mind,  a  thirst  for  knowledge,  a  noble  ambition  to 
be  and  to  do,  and  a  manly  determination  to  bear  worthily  the  duties- 
and  burdens  of  life. 

™  this  hundred,  scarcely  five  would  have  gone  away  a  hundred 
miles  to  school.  If  the  school  is  near,  it  is  better  known.  The  pupil 
does  not  seem  to  be  going  so  far  from  home.  Local  interest  is  greater 
and  a  much  larger  proportion  of  the  young  people  attend.  "  If  the 
mountain  will  not  come  to  Mahomet,  Mahomet  must  go  to  the  raoun- 
tain.  xne  pUpii8  w\\\  not  go  hundreds  of  miles  to  the  school. 
The  school  must  be  brought  to  the  pupils. 

One  objection  only  is  ever  made  against  the  school,  viz.:  that  all 
parts  of  the  county  are  not  equally  represented.     To  this  I  reply: 

1st  Guthrie  county  is. better  represented  at  the  county  high  school 
than  is  the  State  of  Iowa  at  any  college  or  university  within  her 
borders. 

2d.  When  a  school  draws  it  pupils  from  a  larger  area  than  two 
miles  square,  equality  of  representation  from  all  parts  of  this  area  is, 
in  the  nature  of  things,  improbable. 

3d.     The  benefit  of  a  school  is  not  so  much  to  those  places  from  which 
it*  pupils  come  as  to  those  places  to  which  its  ptipils  go. 

The  first  point  needs  no  amplification.  All  must  admit  the  truth 
of  the  second.  It  may  be  an  advantage  to  Black  Hawk  county  to 
have  the  State  Normal  School  located  there.  It  may  be  a  disadvant- 
age to  Fremont  county  to  have  the  State  University  so  far  away.  But 
what  shall  we  do?  Abandon  all  schools  for  higher  education? 
Certainly  not.  The  school  must  be  placed  somewhere.  Place  it  there 
and  thank  God  for  it.    We  cannot  scatter  the  Iowa  Universitv  over 
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■every  school  district  in  the  State.  Let  us  locate  it  where  it  will 
■do  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  number.  Then  let  us  be 
broad  minded  enough  to  look  upon  it  and  to  support  it  as  the 
•State  University  of  Iowa,  the  students  of  which  may  perhaps  come 
largely  from  adjoining  counties,  but  the  benefit  of  which  is  State 
wide — nay  more — which  cannot  be  bounded  by  State  lines. 

The  graduates  of  the  Iowa  State  Normal  School  are  scattered  all 
■over  Iowa,  putting  into  use  in  the  schools  where  they  now  are,  the 
progressive  ideas  and  culture  obtained  at  this  school;  and  what  the 
Iowa  State  Normal  School  is  doing  for  Iowa,  the  Guthrie  County 
High  School  is  doing  for  Guthrie  county.  The  grade  of  the 
-district  schools  of  Guthrie  county  has,  without  doubt,  been  raised  by 
the  county  high  school.  "It  is  an  inseparable  part  of  the  school  sys- 
tem of  the  county.  Very  few  young  men  and  women  attempt  to 
teach  without  attending  two  or  three  terms  at  the  county  high 
-school. " — [Official  report  of  county  superintendent.] 

Thus  far  I  have  spoken  particularly  of  the  urgent  need  for  the 
-county  high  schools  in  counties  not  otherwise  well  provided  with  city 
hi  I'll  schools  and  academies.  Should  there  be  a  county  hiirh  school 
in  Johnson  county?  Education  should  be  made  free — not  only  com- 
mon  school  education,  but  also  college  preparatory  or  high 
school  education.  Guthrie  county  is  the  only  county  in  the  State 
of  Iowa  where  the  poor  but  ambitious  country  student  can  obtain 
his  college  preparatory  education  without  paying  his  own  tuition. 
All  honor  to  Guthrie  county!  This  consideration  seems  to  me  to  set- 
tie  the  question.  These  country  boys  with  their  strong  constitutions 
and  vigorous  minds  are  the  bone  and  sinew  of  the  colleges,  as  well 
as  of  our  business  and  national  life. 

Has  the  State  of  Iowa  no  duty  to  perform,  in  behalf  of  these  boys 
and  girls  who  do' not  live  within  the  limits  of  the  city  high  schools. 
In  some  way,  either  by  a  separate  school  or  in  connection  with  the 
•city  high  school,  free  tuition  ought  to  be  guaranteed  to  these  farmer 
boys  and  girls  to  whom  in  a  great  measure  the  next  generation  must 
look  for  its  great  men  and  noble  women.  It  is  neither  right  nor  just 
nor  wise  public  policy  to  compel  them  to  pay  tuition  in  the  city  high 
school  nearest  them,  besides  running  the  risk  of  being  refused  ad- 
mittance; because  it  is  the  privilege  and  duty  of  the  State  to  help 
<?aeh  one  to  make  the  most  and  the  best  of  himself.  "  But  there  re- 
main yet,  probably,  three  fourths  of  all  the  youth  in  the  State  who 
are  so  situated  that  they  will   never,  while  our  system   remains  as  at 
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present,  be  able  to  avail  themselves  of  the  advantages  of  any  but  the 

Ungraded  district  school." — [From  biennial  report  of  the  Hon.  Alonzo 

Abernethy.]     For  the  city  pupil  Iowa  has  done  her  whole  duty.     But 

or  the  sake  of  these  noble,  sturdy,  ambitious  farmer  boys  and  girls 

ere  ought  to  be  not  one,  but  ninety  and  nine  county  high  schools  in 

tho  State  of  Iowa. 

*he  Guthrie  County  High  School  needs  no  apology  for  its  existence. 

ere  there  such  a  school  in  every   county   in  the   State,  our  district 

°°1«  woul<J  be  improved  thereby;  our  State  educational  institutions

CITY   SUPERVISION. 


II.    II.    SEERLEY,    OHKALOOSA. 


A  city  superintendent  is  the  chief  executive  officer  of  the  board  of 
education.  He  attends  its  meetings,  receives  its  instructions,  carries 
out  its  mandates,  and  enforces  its  rules.  It  is  true,  that  in  doing 
this  he  is  allowed  his  discretion  in  many  respects,  especially  so  far  as 
specific  cases  are  concerned,  and,  as  a  consequence,  the  schools  assume 
an  individuality  that  his  personality  is  able  to  give  them. 

The  unity,  harmony,  and  general  standing  of  the  schools  of  a  city 
are  criteria  of  the  character  of  the  work  done  by  its  superintendent. 
*  he  reputation  of  the  schools  abroad,  the  confidence  attained  at  home, 
their  effectiveness  in  producing  thorough  scholarship,  depends  almost 
entirely  upon  his  reputation  abroad,  the  confidence  conferred  upon 
him  by  his  people,  and  the  thorough  scholarship  that  he  has  acquired. 

To  this  end,  then,  the  most  important  part  of  a  city  school  board's 
wo,,k  consists  in  securing,  keeping,  and  aiding  an  efficient  executive 
at  the  head  of  the  schools.  When  this  has  been  done,  the  board  of 
6ducation  can  justly  feel  that  the  public  interest  and  welfare  have 
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been  served,  and  that  the  duty  to  the  coming  generation  is  worthy  of 
consideration. 

In  this  brief  paper  city  supervision  will  -be  considered  under  the 
four  types  that  it  assumes,  viz.: 

1.  Relation  to  the  People. 

2.  Relation  to  the  Board  of  Education. 

3.  Relation  to  Teachers. 

4.  Relation  to  Pupils. 

I.      RELATION   TO  THE  PEOPLE. 

In  this  State  the  people  are  the  direct  agents  in  the  establishing- 
and  maintaining  of  schools.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary  that  they 
have  correct  views  concerning  the  objects  and  ends  of  education. 
Their  money  is  expended,  their  interests  should  be  consulted,  while 
their  confidence  in  the  morality,  practicability,  and  scholarship  gained 
in  their  schools  must  be  secured.  To  attain  the  success  that  is  de- 
sired, a  superintendent  must  be  popular.  He  must  enjoy  the  respect,, 
confidence,  and  good  will  of  his  patrons,  while  his  work  in  their 
behalf,  his  character  as  an  individual,  his  fellowship  and  his  manli- 
ness must  maintain  this  desired  power.  The  people's  dearest 
interests  are  in  his  hands,  and  they  have  a  right  to  demand  and 
expect  from  him  high  mental  cultivation,  unquestioned  moral  stand- 
ing, a  character  and  life  unsullied  united  with  a  lively  interest  in  the 
future  welfare  of  their  children  and  their  community. 

A  superintendent  must  create  that  good  will  toward  himself  and 
that  good  report  for  his  schools  that  will  produce  their  popularity 
and  well-being.  If  the  people  and  the  management  of  schools  get  at 
variance,  the  harmony  in  interest  and  purpose  is  destroyed,  confidence 
is  cast  down,  and  supervision  becomes  restricted  and  unsatisfactory. 
No  person,  however  competent,  can  carry  the  burdens  of  the  office 
when  he  is  required  to  broojt  opposition  at  the  very  points  where 
good  will,  encouragement,  and  support  are  the  most  necessary.  Build- 
ing school-houses,  providing  for  the  comfort  and  welfare  of  the  chil- 
dren, reforming  abuses,  suppressing  vices,  making  necessary  changes,, 
are  all  easily  enough  done  when  the  people  feel  that  wisdom,  good 
discretion,  and  ability  direct  and  manage  their  school  interests. 

II.   RELATION  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  EDUCATION. 

t 

The   superintendent    is   employed  by  the  board    like  any  other 
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teacher.  He  is,  therefore,  subject  to  its  control  and  direction.  It 
adopts  the  general  rules  and  regulations  that  determines  the  char- 
acter of  his  work.  In  many  respects  he  may  be  the  author  of  these 
regulations  which  the  board  approves  and  adopts.  He,  then,  assumes 
the  responsibility  of  giving  satisfaction  to  the  board  and  to  the  publicy 
and  is  thereby  required  to  create  a  public  sentiment  that  is  healthy^ 
and  encouraging. 

In  this  professional  position  he  becomes  the  advisory  officer  of  the 
board  in  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  schools  under  its  charge. 
When  assistant  teachers  are  selected,  unless  he  is  consulted  and  his 
advice,  professionally  given,  heeded,  he  can  in  no  case  be  held  re- 
sponsible for  the  result.  It  is  the  lawful  right  of  the  board  to  select 
its  teachers;  it  is  proper  for  it  to  perform  its  legal  duty;  it  is  bene- 
ficial to  the  public  interest  that  it  exercise  great  care  in  this  import- 
ant matter,  and  the  superintendent's  judgment  and  experience  should, 
be  duly  considered.  His  statements  should  be  entirely  professional; 
they  should  not  savor  of  friendship  nor  influence,  and  should  be  frank 
and  unrestrained. 

If  our  system  of  schools  means  anything  in  its  organization,  it 
means  that  the  people  and  their  representatives,  the  board,  are  to 
come  as  close  to  the  management  and  control  of  the  schools  as  possi- 
ble and  yet  not  be  able  to  produce  disorganization  and  revolution 
without  due  consideration.  The  board  has,  therefore,  no  right  to 
delegate  its  powers  in  the  employment  of  teachers  to  the  superintend- 
ent, since  the  work  of  looking  after  the  interests  of  the  schools  is 
educative  in  its  influence,  and  an  experienced  and  trained  board  of 
education  is  the  greatest  power  in  securing  and  maintaining  good 
schools. 

The  board  should  leave  the  superintendent  to  exercise  his  discre- 
tion untrammeled  in  the  management  and  direction  of  the  schools. 
It  should  give  him  unqualified  support  and  should  treat  him  with  the 
respect  that  his  responsible  position  demands.     No  matter  of  import- 
ance should  be  decided  without  his  knowledge,  while  its  members 
still  assume  the  authority  granted  them  by  the  law.     Much  depends 
upon  the  relation  between  the  board  and  the  superintendent,  and  its 
condition  needs  to  be  the  constant  study  and  attention  of  the  parties 
concerned. 
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III.      RELATION  TO  THE  TEACHERS. 

Under  city  school   organization  the  superintendent  becomes   the 

-  medium  of  communication  between  the  board  and  the  teachers,  and 
also  between  the  people  and  the  teachers.  If  the  board  desires  to 
make  any  change,  to  introduce  something  new,  or  to  learn  anything 

.  about  the  plan  of  the  work  and  the  success  attained,  it  communicates 
its  desires  to  the  superintendent,  who  is  authorized  to  take  the  neces- 
sary steps  in  the  performance  of  work  to  accomplish  what  is  desired. 
If  teachers  have  requests  to  make  of  the  board  pertaining  to  any 
matter  connected  with  the  schools,  they  present  these  to  the  board 
through  their  superintendent.  If  people  have  complaints  to  make 
concerning  teachers,  in  which  they  think  they  have  cause  for  griev- 
ance, they  apply  to  him  for  relief.  He,  therefore,  becomes  chief 
-executive,  and  it  is  his  business  to  prescribe  the  kind  of  discipline 
that  should  be  required,  and  to  see  that  it  is  maintained,  to  determine 
upon  the  kind  and  amount  of  work  to  be  done  in  the  several  classes 
in  some  definite  time,  and  to  provide  means  whereby  he  may  know 
that  this  work  has  been  conscientiously  undertaken  and  the  necessary 
results   obtained.     He   must,   therefore,   assume   the   responsibility, 

-  dictate  plans,  indicate  the  important  parts  of  the  work  and  exemplify 
how  to  make  it  practical  and  beneficial.  His  orders  should  be  im- 
plicity  obeyed,  since  he  must  know  what  is  done  if  he  is  to  be  able  to 
.aid,  defend,  and  support  teachers  in  their  work.  It  is  not  best  to 
superintend  too  much.  The  judicious  officer  must  learn  his  teachers 
so  well  as  to  know  just  how  much  and  what  aid  it  is  necessary  to  give 
to  secure  what  is  desired  in  return.  He  will  require  results,  not 
methods,  and  will  leave  as  much  as  possible  to  the  discretion  and  wise 
foresight  of  his  assistants.  His  work  with  and  for  them  will  have 
the  object  in  view  to  so  strengthen  and  help  them  that  they  may  be 

•  daily  growing  more  independent  in  judgment,  while  extended  experi- 
ence will  bring  value  and  pleasure  to  the  teacher's  life  and  prospects. 
It  is  wrong  to  destroy  a  teacher's  individuality.  Every  subordinate 
has  a  field  of  labor  in  which  he  should  be  left  untrammeled,  while 
machine  wrork  and  machine  methods  should  be  discountenanced  and 
discouraged.  It  may  appear  well  to  have  an  absolute  city  uniformity 
in  signals  for  calling  classes,  for  dismissing  them,  for  conducting 
recitations,  for  excusal  from  the  room,  etc.,  but  there  is  a  very  great 
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danger  of  over-organization,  of  too  much  system,  of  too  much  so-called 
"red  tape",  and  too  little  individual  power,  honest,  free  thought,  and 
careful,  judicious  teaching. 

A  school  is  not  a  mill  into  which  pupils  are  turned  to  be  ground 
out,  trained  and  cultured,  and  labeled  "  superfine."  Teachers  are  not 
machines  to  do  work  in  a  certain  prescribed  manner.  Pupils  and 
teachers  are  thinking,  reasoning  organisms,  endowed  with  judgment, 
discretion  and  intelligence,  needing  guidance,  encouragement  and 
oversight  in  doing  the  mighty  work  that  is  to  cause  youth  to  occupy 
the  lofty  plain  of  a  true  appreciation  of  the  objects  of  life. 

Supervision  does  not  insure  success  to  any  and  all  teachers.  It 
oftener  weeds  out  the  unsuccessful  and  the  unqualified.  It  places  a 
standard  upon  work,  and  insists  upon  all  teachers  approximating  to 
it.  Some  teachers  cannot  be  helped  up.  Many  aspirants  are  not 
fitted  by  nature  nor  by  training  for  the  work,  and  it  becomes  the  duty 
of  efficient  and  careful  supervision  to  eradicate  the  evils,  to  cultivate 
a  lofty  ideal  as  to  the  work  required,  and  to  secure  the  education  to 
the  children  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  community  and  the 
State. 

IV.      RELATIVE    TO    PUPILS. 

In  the  majority  of  cities,  such  as  there  are  in  this  State,  the  exami- 
nation and  classification  of  new  pupils  should  constitute  a  part  of  the 
official  work  of  the  superintendent.  There  is  no  work  in  the  school 
demanding  more  discretion  and  wiser  judgment  than  this.  It  is  easy 
enough  to  talk  with  a  pupil,  and  then  assign  him  low  enough  to  in- 
sure that  he  will  get  along,  but  to  put  him  at  such  work  that  his  own 
interests  are  best  served  to  secure  for  him  just  as  high  a  grade  as  he 
is  able  to  carry,  to  start  him  with  proper  aspiration  and  encourage- 
ment, is  the  problem  that  should  be  solved.  Pupils  that  present 
themselves  for  enrollment,  having  come  from  mixed  schools,  are  gen- 
erally uneven  in  their  branches.  Such  should  have  conditional  classi- 
fication and  the  strict  rule  of  all  recitations  in  the  same  class  or  e-ven 
in  the  same  room  should  be  waived,  a  reasonable  time  being  given  in 
which  to  rectify  the  irregularity  and  get  into  course. 

The  examination  and  promotion  of  pupils  belongs  strictly  to  the 
superintendent.  Special,  individual  promotion  should  be  attainable 
at  any  time  by  a  pupil  when  proficiency  and  desert  admit  of  it.     The 
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general  management  of  a  school  should  be  so  reasonable  as  to  recog- 
nize special  ability,  and  vigorous,  successful  application,  and  should 
honor  success  by  the  very  attributes  that  are  so  powerful  in  the  ordi- 
nary walks  of  life. 

Class  examination  and  promotion  should  be  periodic.  Experience 
indicates  that  twice  a  year  is  not  too  often  to  maintain  a  well 
classified  school.  There  are  two  objects  to  be  had  in  view  in  this  ex- 
amination: (1)  to  investigate  the  work  done  by  the  teachers,  and  (2) 
to  determine  whether  the  members  of  the  class  are  individually  pre- 
pared to  enter  upon  more  advanced  work. 

The  promotion  t)f  a  pupil  should  not  be  arbitrarily  determined  by 
the  averaging  of  per  cents.  He  should,  in  all  cases,  be  permitted  to 
pass  if  the  probabilities  are,  at  all,  in  his  favor.  Health,  ability, 
habits,  faithfulness  and  acquirements  should  all  be  considered  as  fac- 
tors in  the  determination  of  his  advancement.  No  system  of  marking 
can  be  depended  upon  as  a  safe  guide.  Discretion  is  of  more  value 
than  per  cents,  and  the  wise  superintendent  appreciates  and  employs 
it  in  determining  doubtful  cases. 

Classes  are  as  much  different  in  talent,  application  and  studious 
habits  as  individuals.  This  fact  should  be  remembered  when  work  is 
assigned  or  is  being  done.  The  superintendent  is  obliged  to  pay 
more  attention  to  what  can  be  well  done,  than  what  the  course  of 
study  requires  for  any  certain  period  of  time.  A  course  of  study  is 
intended  as  a  general  guide  to  teachers  and  superintendent.  It  is  not 
presumed  to  become  a  master  whose  will  is  Unchangeable.  It  is  arbi- 
trary, and  is  expected  to  indicate  what  can  be  reasonably  undertaken 
by  the  average  pupil.  Pupils  are  unknown  quantities,  and  the 
requirements  of  a  course  of  study  must  not  be  permitted  to  become 
supreme  and  over-ride  and  control  good  judgment.  Courses  of  study 
are  a  good  thing  when  properly  used.  They  are  a  necessity  in  any 
system  of  schools,  but  they  must  not  be  placed  in  such  authority  as 
to  become  procrustean  and  destroy  the  very  mental  power  and  vigor- 
ous freedom  of  action  that  are  intended  to  be  cultivated  and  de- 
veloped. 

The  moral  and  intellectual  influence  of  a  superintendent  is  very 
great.  He  occupies  a  prominent  place  in  public  favor  and  esteem, 
and  the  hundreds  of  pupils  under  his  charge  look  upon  him  as  one 
whose  life  and  character  is  worthy  of  emulation.  He  gains  their  af- 
fection by  recognizing  their  success  and  giving  them  'advice  and 
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encouragement.  He  is  expected  to  repress  evil  tendencies,  to  awaken 
dormant  aspirations,  and  to  guide  his  pupils  to  the  appreciation  of 
right  objects  and  pure  motives.  To  he  as  successful  as  the  place  de- 
mands, he  must  obtain  their  respect,  esteem  and  love.  His  habits 
should  be  worthy  of  immitation,  his  character  grand  and  ennobling, 
his  morals  certain  and  convincing. 


ABSTRACTS  FROM  REPORTS  OF  COUNTY  SUPER- 
INTENDENTS. 


ADAIR  COUNTY. 


J.  W.  BOYER. 


In  submitting  my  report  I  would  say  that  secretaries'  and  treasurers* 
reports  came  in  more  promptly  and  in  better  condition  than  last  year. 
As  the  law  is  at  present  it  is  optional  with  teachers  whether  they 
make  reports  of  their  schools  to  the  county  superintendent.  What 
our  rural  schools  need  is  closer  supervision.  To  exercise  such  super- 
vision, a  county  superintendent  should  have  the  means  of  knowing" 
the  exact  condition  of  every  school  in  the  county.  This  knowl- 
edge cannot  be  obtained  except  from  monthly  or  term  reports 
provided  by  law.  The  county  superintendent  should  keep  a  record 
of  each  school,  including  length  of  term,  name  of  teacher,  monthly 
compensation,  enrollment,  average  attendance,  branches  taught,  num- 
ber of  pupils  studying  each  branch,  number  of  recitations  per  day,  and 
several  other  items.  By  reference  to  such  a  record  the  county  super- 
intendent could  easily  correct  any  errors  which  might  occur  in  the 
annual  reports  of  district  secretaries,  before  sending  abstract  of  such 
reports  to  the  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction;  he  could  also- 
ascertain  at  a  glance  almost  any  fact  acquired  by  visitation. 

The  educational  interests  of  Adair  county  are  advancing  steadily 
and  surely,  and  while  our  schools  are  not  all  they  might  be,  I  am  sat- 
isfied they  are  in  good  condition.  Last  year  teachers  received  better 
wages  than  the  year  before,  and  this  year  school  boards  have  raised 
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the  wages  still  higher  in  several  townships.     Teachers  will  get  from  : 
♦35.00  to  $40.00  per  month  this  winter.     In  most  of  the  towrnships 
teachers  holding  first  grade  certificates  receive  five  dollars  more  per 
month  than  those  holding  second  grade. 

Since  my  last  report  twelve  new  school-houses  have  been  erected 
in  this  county;  some  of  them  to  take  the  place  of  old  ones,  and  others 
in  subdistricts  lately  organized.  In  erecting  these  houses  school  offi- 
cers seem  to  have  considered  the  prospective,  as-  well  as  the  immedi- 
ate wants  of  the  districts,  for  the  houses  are  all  of  good  size. 

A  large  and  commodious  school  building,  costing,  about  $12,000.00,  . 
has  just  been  completed  at  Fontaneile.  The  style  of  architecture  is  • 
new  and  the  building  planned  with  a  view  to  comfort,  convenience,  , 
and  good  ventilation.  It  is  indeed  a  credit  to  the  enterprising  people  • 
of  that  town,  and  betrays  a  commendable  interest  in  education. 

Our  normal  institutes  have  been  well  attended,  and  have  done  much 
to  improve  our  teachers,  especially  those  who  yearly  recruit  the  teach- 
ers' ranks. 

Teachers  associations  are  held  at  four  points  in  the  county. 


ADAMS  COUNTY. 


HOWARD   H.  RUSSELL. 


•    lu  the  school  affairs  of  this  county  very  rapid  strides  of  progress  ♦ 
are  being  made,  and  the  future  promises  well. 

The  normal  institute  just  closed  has  given  evidence  that  we  have  - 
among  us  a  much  better  average  grade  of  teachers  than  heretofore. 
The  superintendent  of  this  county  has  succeeded  in  obtaining  the  • 
interest  of  the  teachers  in  attendance  upon  the  institute- in  educa- 
tional literature.  A  list  of  about  seventv  subscribers  having  been 
obtained  for  some  of  the  best  publications  in  the  country,  notably 
good  weekly  papers. 

We  have  abandoned  our  monthly  institute  meetings  at  the  county- 
seat,  and  endeavors  are  being  made  to  organize  and  carry  on  town- 
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^hip  meetings  instead.  Thus  far  only  a  few  townships  have  responded, 
"but  there  is  good  prospect  for  future  success  in  this  direction. 

The  superintendent  of  this  county  can  testify  that  very  much  better 
work  is  done  by  the  teachers  when  they  have  an  understanding  that 
the  superintendent  is  liable  to  drop  in  for  a  friendly  call  almost  any 
•day.  The  school  is  kept  wide  awake  looking  for  his  visit,  and  pre- 
paring to  give  him  a  warm  reception.  He  can  further  testify  to  the 
great  good  coming  to  the  educational  interests  of  the  State  from  the 
convention  of  superintendents,  that  have  been  called  together  in  dis- 
tricts, by  the  State  superintendent.  These  cannot  afford  to  be  dropped 
or  neglected.  The  superintendent  of  this  county  has  been  very  much 
^helped  in  making  his  work  successful  by  the  good  influence  and  in- 
struction gained  thereat. 

The  superintendent  of  this  county  has  decided  to  raise  the  grade 

of  qualification  required  of  candidates  for  certificates  from  three  to 

five  per  cent  next  year.     This  will  reduce  the  number  of  teachers 

somewhat,  but  those  who  do  work  will  receive  better  pay,  and  good 

i laborers  will  be  invited  into  this  vineyard. 

With  very  great  hopes  for  the  future  of  Iowa  schools,  this  report 
is  respectful!}'  submitted. 


BUENA  VISTA  COUNTY. 


J.  C.  HARLAN. 


"In  Buena  Vista  county  we  have  to  record  commendable  action  upon 
~  the  part  of  our  school  officers  in  building  comfortable  school-houses 
wherever  needed,  but  we  lack  yet  the  necessary  libraries  and  appa- 
ratus which  should  be  at  the  command  of  teachers  to  enable  them  to 
.  bring  out  true  and  speedy  development  of  mind. 

Our  law  providing  for  the  planting  of  shade  trees  around  school- 
houses  was  received  so  late  that  but  few  have  availed  themselves  of 
its  advantages  this  year,  but  the  interest  taken  by  two  or  three  town- 
ships that  have  already  planted  trees  indicate  a  desire  for  the  much 
needed  improvement  and  will  prove  a  stimulus  to  others. 
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The  great  variety  of  text-books  which,  partly  by  the  inharmonious 
action  of  the  different  boards  of  directors,  have  crept  into  the  schools 
of  the  several  districts,  proves  a  source  of  great  confusion  to  both 
teachers  and  pupils,  and  causes,  no  doubt,  much  waste  of  valuable 
time.  We  shall  try  to  have  teachers  obviate  that  difficulty  by  teach- 
ing by  topics,  following  in  the  main  the  State  course  of  study. 

Our  teachers  are  willing,  energetic  and  earnest,  but  so  many  are 
without  experience  that  the  work  moves  more  slowly  than  we  could 
wish.  A  few  of  our  districts  were  without  summer  schools  until  very 
late,  for  good  reasons.  The  wages  offered  were  not  sufficient  to  se- 
cure qualified  teachers,  and  I  deemed  it  unwise  to  lower  my  estab- 
lished grade,  and  issue  more  third  grade  certificates.  School  boards 
are  now  changing  their  policy  somewhat,  and  we  hope  by  again  grad- 
™V  raising  the  standard  of  requirement  to  fully  satisfy  their  expec- 
tations, and  give  them  good  teachers  and  good  schools. 

Our  normal  institute,  held  in  March,  and  conducted  by  two  experi- 
enced educators,  ex-Supt.  C.  W.  von  Coelln  and  Mrs.  G.  S.  Robinson, 
was  well  attended,  and  recognized  as  being  one  of  the  most  profitable 
ever  held  in  our  countv. 


BUTLER  COUNTY. 


J.    I).    ANDERSON'. 


The  schools  of  Butler  county  are  in  a  prosperous  condition.  Ex- 
ceptions to  this  rule  are  found,  of  course,  but  generally  in  such 
schools  as  are  in  the  hands  of  young  and  inexperienced  teachers. 

The  average  attendance,  however,  is  not  what  it  should  be. 
Teachers  do  all  in  their  power  to  make  the  attendance  all  that  it  can 
possibly  be  made,  still,  unless  parents  feel  the  same  interest,  pupils 
of  the  different  districts  will  many  of  them  grow  up  without  taking 
advantage  of  the  opportunity  furnished  them  of  acquiring  an  educa- 
tion. 

Our  graded  schools  are  presided  over  by  teachers  of  special  merit, 

10 
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who  have  hafl  professional  training,  and  these  schools  are  in  excellent 
condition. 

In  this  county  we  have  none  of  the  higher  institutions  of  learning, 
and  depend  largely  upon  our  graded  and  normal  institutes  for  instruc- 
tion in  methods.  A  course  of  study  is  found  in  every  school-room, 
and  teachers  are  required  to  follow  the  same  as  closely  as  possible. 

The  ninth  annual  institute  of  Butler  county  began  August  7th, 
and  continued  in  session  three  weeks.  The  enrollment  was  fully  up 
to  the  average,  and  results  satisfactory.  At  the  close  a  county 
teachers'  association  was  organized,  which  is  to  meet  four  times  a 
year. 

Butler 'county  is  ready  and  anxious  to  co-operate  with  the  other 
counties  of  Iowa,  in  any  and  every  legitimate  method  of  awakening 
an  increased  interest  in  educational  matters,  and  of  improving  and 
perfecting  the  schools  of  our  State. 


CALHOUN  COUNTY. 


MRS.  C.  E.  O'DONOGHUE. 


We  have  over  ninety  schools  in  Calhoun  county,  have  not  had 
resident  teachers  to  supply  the  demand  during  the  past  year. 

The  principal  trouble  with  our  schools  is  non-attendance.  We  can 
not  begin  to  receive  the  value  of  the  money  expended  for  school 
purposes  until  something  is  done  to  secure  a  greater  regularity  of 
attendance. 

Too  great  a  variety  of  text-books  is  another  evil  to  be  deplored. 
Especially  is  it  difficult  to  teach  reading  and  orthography  with  books 
which  are  unlike,  or  not  graded  properly.  With  other  branches 
topical  recitation  can  be  used  to  advantage,  if  teachers  are  familiar 
with  such  methods. 

Our  teachers  are  generally  enthusiastic  and  conscientious,  and  keep 
their   school-rooms   neat   and   well    ordered.      Many   teachers   have' 
adopted  the  State  course  of  study,  and  use  it  successfully  inr  their 
schools. 
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In  my  visits  "I  try  to  encourage  both  teachers  and, pupils  to  seek 
for  practical  knowledge,  which  will  be  a  help  to  them  in  every-day 
life.  '      ■ 

The  schools  are  nearly  all  small,  consequently  are  easily  managed. 

Onr  normal  institute  was  a  success  in  every  respect.  The  teachers 
were  thorough,  enthusiastic  and  willing,  and  as  our  instruction  was 
largely  as  to  methods  I  believe  we  shall  have  better  schools  the

coming  year  than  ever  before. 


CHEROKEE  COUNTY. 


MISS    ELLA    M.    SLATER. 


In  Cherokee  county  we  have  many  efficient  teachers,  but  some  lack 
in  education,  some  in  methods,  and  some  in  general  live  interest  in 
school  work. 

^ny  of  the  parents  have  not  sufficient  educational  enthusiasm  to 
insist  upon  prompt  and  regular  attendance  at  school  on  the  part  of 
their  children,  while  at  the  same  time  they  are  possessed  of  the 
strongest  prejudices  against  new  methods;  and  it  is  not  uncommon 
for  a  weak  and  timid,  but  well-meaning  teacher  to  be  forced  by 
pnhhc  opinion  to  lay  aside  an  improved  plan  of  work  and  proceed 
^cording  to  the  models  of  a  former  generation. 

A  **ck  of  uniformity  of  text-books  also  retards  the  progress  of  our 

schools. 

These  facts,  together  with  the  good  openings  in  other  employments, 
have  led  several  of  our  best  teachers  to  try  other  work  than  teaching. 
There  is  a  bright  side,  however,  and  to  one  who  looks  for  encourag- 
ing features,  the  reward  is  sure,  if  not  all-sufficient.  There  is  a 
growing  interest  on  the  part  of.  sub-directors  when  they  once  secure  a 
good  teacher  to  retain  him.  A  large  number  of  school  officers  and 
teachers  seem  heartily  to  indorse  the  plan  proposed  and  discussed  at 
the  County  Superintendents'  Convention,  to  make  the  grade  of  cer- 
tificate indicate  not  only  the  standing  attained  in  the  examination, 
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but  to  make  it  also  an  expression  of  the  capability  of  the  teacher  for 
his  work. 

Wages  during  the  past  year  have  materially  advanced,  so  that 
throughout  the  county  teachers  are  better  paid  than  ever  before. 
Several  townships  have  adopted  and  enforced  the  use  of  a  series  of 
text-books,  and  this  plan  seems  to  be  growing  in  public  favor. 

Our  last  normal  institute  was  thoroughly  successful,  the  attend- 
ance good,  the  work  of  the  conductors  excellent,  and  the  interest 
aroused  well  sustained.  Model  classes  were  a  very  profitable  feature. 
The  teachers  went  forth  to  their  schools  feeling  better  prepared  to 
surmount  the  difficulties,  and  use  to  the  utmost  the  advantages 
attendant  upon  their  work. 


CHICKASAW  COUNTY. 


J.    A.    LAPHAM. 


In  making  my  annual   report  concerning  the   public  schools  of 
Chickasaw  county,  I  take  pleasure  in  referring  to  the  excellent  work 
commenced  by  my  predecessor,  H.  A.  Simons.     He  made  vigorous 
efforts  to  grade  our  country  schools.     A  meeting  of  school  officers 
from  various  parts  of  the  county  materially  aided  this  work.     A 
course  of  study  especially  adapted  to  country  schools  was  prepared. 
The  convention  appointed  a  committee  to  select,  and  finally  adopted 
a  uniform  series  of  books  for  the  county,  said  series  to  be  recom- 
mended to  the  different  school  boards  for  their  adoption.     A  term 
register  was  also  prepared,  to  indicate  carefully  the  attendance,  punc- 
tuality, and  scholarship  of  each  student  enrolled.     This  would  enable 
the  new  teacher  to  ascertain  immediately  the  condition  of  his  school; 
also  tend  to  inspire  the  scholars  to  better  work.     This  system  having 
been  so  nicely  planned  and  commenced  last  year,  I  have  been  very 
busy  pushing  it  into  the  field,  consequently  have  devoted  my  time 
to  visitation.     Results  are  quite  promising. 
i  The  good  effects  of  grading  the  work  are  already  apparent  in  a  few 
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8c"°ols.  Many  of  our  best  patrons  are  becoming  more  interested  in 
National  matters. 
a  some  schools  there  will  be  students  to  complete  the  course  next 
Mer.   To  such  as  can  pass  a  good  examination,  I  contemplate  giv- 
»a  certificate  of  common  school  education. 
Ur  educational  meetings  of  last  winter  were  valuable  in  f orward- 
^'hool  projects.     While  our  work  is  much  crippled  by  a  lack  of 
<Pw  teachers,  we  have  some  excellent  workers.     Attendance  at  the 
normal  institute  was  good. 

Three  new  school  houses  have  been  erected  this  year,  one  a  two- 
story  edifice.  More  attention  is  given  to  ventilation  of  school-rooms 
than  formerlv. 


CLARKE  COUNTY. 


MISS   MARY   A.    OSMOND. 


There  are  now  in  Clarke  county  ninety-six  ungraded  and  four 
graded  schools,  with  nineteen  rooms  in  the  latter.  Under  the  law  as 
it  wag  before  July  4th,  to  visit  each  of  these  schools,  according  to 
requirements,  would  occupy  all  of  a  superintendent's  time. 

Notwithstanding  hindrances  on  account  of  wet  weather,  I  visited 
seventy-three  of  our  schools  between  January  and  July.  I  found 
most  of  these  presided  over  by  teachers  of  limited  experience. 

The  average  attendance  of  pupils  is  less  than  half  of  the  enrollment 

» 

in  many  schools.     Added  to  this  is  another  deplorable  evil  in  the  lack 
of  uniformity  in  text-books  used. 

It  is  an  encouraging  fact  that  improved  methods  of  teaching  are 
everywhere  apparent.  The  good  policy  of  retaining  the  same  teach- 
ers has  been  exemplified  in  our  normal  institutes,  and  it  is  beginning 
to  be  understood  by  directors.  We  have  had  the  same  conductor  in 
our  normal  institute  for  three  successive  years;  long  enough  to  im- 
press his  methods  on  a  "generation"  of  teachers,  and  this  is  mani- 
fested in  the  work  done  by  teachers.     About  one-third  of  our  teachers 
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were  pupils  of  the  Osceola  High  School,  and  many  of  the  systematic 
methods  in  use  there  have  been  carried  into  their  separate  schools. 

There  is  much  improvement  in  the  erection  of  school  buildings  and 
accessories  thereto.  A  majority  of  the  school  directors  planted  trees 
about  the  v  school  grounds,  and  others  would  have  done  so  had  the 
knowledge  of  the  law  reached  them  sooner. 

It  was  pleasant  to  see  the  interest  teachers  displayed  when  inform- 
ing pupils  about  the  trees  and  inspiring  pride  among  the  pupils  as  to 
their  care.     I  found  no  tree  broken  or  marred  by  pupils  anywhere. 

The  attendance  upon  our  normal  institute  was  ninety-two  per  cent 
of  the  enrollment,  and  the  three  weeks'  session  was  a  pleasant  one.  A 
text-book  on  didactics  was  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  teachers. 

Judging  from  observations  made  during  my  brief  experience  of  the 
workings*  of  the  two  systems,  I  consider  the  district  township  system 
much  superior  to  the  independent  rural  district.  It  is  cheaper,  the 
officers  do  their  work  much  more  promptly,  and  a  better  grade  of 
teachers  is  employed. 


CLAYTON  COUNTY. 


O.  D.  OATHOUT. 


The  schools  of  Clayton  county  are  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and 
our  teachers  studying,  perhaps,  as  never  before.  Third  grade  certifi- 
cates have  been  discontinued  since  last  spring,  the  standard  for  first 
and  second  grades  remaining  unchanged,  viz:  first  grade,  an  average 
of  90  per  cent,  with  no  branch  below  80  per  cent,  and  successful  ex- 
perience for  one  or  more  terms;  second  grade,  average  80  per  cent, 
with  no.  branch  below  70  per  cent.  Not  a  word  of  discontent  has  come 
to  my  ears  on  account  of  dropping  third  grades.  *  The  measure  has 
seemed  to  meet  the  approval  of  all  classes. 

Our  institute  course  of  study  is  prepared  for  two  years  to  come: 
hence  we  expect  more  systematic  study  on  the  branches  required  foi 
examination  for  certificates. 

Except  in  independent  districts,  the  enumeration  of  youth  of  school 
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a8e  is  taken  by  subdi rectors,  upon  the  accuracy  of  whose  reports  dis- 
trict secretaries  and   county  superintendents  must  depend.     In  this 
^unty  a  large  number  of  subdirectors  are  careless  or  indifferent  in 
,s  respect,  consequently  secretaries  fail  to  report  the  whole  number 
c"ildren  belonging  to  their  districts.    Were  subdirectors  to  be  paid 
^eir  work,  I  think  their  reports  to  district  secretaries  would  be 
1  ftiore  accurate  than  they  are  at  present, 
'vftlft:    Are  there  not  many  district  secretaries  and  treasurers  who 
are  deficient  in  a  knowledge  of  practical  arithmetic  and  of  the  science  of 
accounts?    This  evil  could  be  remedied  if  these  officers  were  required 
to  pass  an  examination  in  these  branches  before  some  competent 
authority. 

Several  new  school-houses  have  been  built  this  year,  and  last  spring 
a  large  number  of  districts  had  shade  trees  set  out  on  their  school 
grounds.    In  some  districts,  also,  measures  "are  taken  to  open  roads 
where  they  are  needed  for  school  purposes.

DALLAS  COUNTY. 


MRS.  JENNIE  E.  WHINERY. 


Iii  some  parts  of  Dallas  county  the  people  seem  to  be  waking  up 
from  their  lethargy,  and  are  manifesting  considerable  interest  in  edu- 
cational matters.  In  Linn  township  an  effort  is  being  made  to  secure 
a  library  at  the  Center  school  house,  for  general  reading  and  refer- 
ence. 

Fully  two-thirds  of  the  teachers  have  purchased  professional  books, 
and  I  see  them  upon  their  desks  in  the  school  room'.  I  have  recom- 
mended a  "course  of  reading"  in  American  and  English  classics, 
which  is  being  faithfully  carried  out  by  our  best  teachers. 

Several  new  school  houses  have  been  added  to  our  list  during  the 
year.  I  have  had  great  trouble  in  getting  the  secretaries'  and  treas- 
urers' reports  from  some  of  the  independent  rural  districts.    They  are

entirely  too  independent.  They  keep  no  separate  account  of  the  dif- 
ferent funds. 

Wherever  I  have  visited  I  have  endeavored  to  carry  out  the  instruc- 
tions received  through  the  State  superintendent's  circular  of  last  win- 
ter. I  have  tried  to  encourage  the  teacher,  and  to  impress  upon  him 
and  the  assembled  school  that  the  county  superintendent  was  not  a 
harsh  critic,  but  a  friend,  ready  to  render  every  possible  assistance, 
while  at  the  same  time  I  have  not  failed  to  point  out  privately  (to  the 
teacher)  any  fault  I  might  notice. 

I  have  been  treated  with  uniform  respect  and  kindness,  and  have 
found  many  schools  in  good  condition,  and  the  schools  comfortable 
and  happy. 

I  hope  to  do  a  better  work  next  year. 


DELAWARE  COUNTY. 


H.  G.  MILLEN. 


Having  but  recently  entered  upon  the  work  of  the  superintendency 
(January  2d,  1882),  I  cannot  speak  of  the  condition  of  the  schools  of 
the  county  with  that  familiarity  that  comes  of  long  service  in  the 
work. 

However,  there  are  some  signs  that  indicate  progress.  Preceding 
the  March  meeting,  a  circular  was  issued  to  school  officers,  advising 
them,  among  other  things,  to  raise  the  wages  of  teachers,  to  the  end 
that  competent  young  men  and  women  might  be  induced  to  enter  the 
profession,  and  that  experienced  teachers  might  be  retained.  Also, 
that  more  months  of  school  be  provided  for  in  many  districts,  and 
j  that  there  be  spring,  fall,  and  winter  terms,  instead  of  summer  and 

winter  terms  merely.  In  accordance  with  these  suggestions,  several 
f  townships  took  action  whereby  the  wages  of  teachers  were  raised,  and 

many  districts  are  now  having  fall  terms  for  the  first  time. 

Concerning  the  reports  of  district  secretaries  and  treasurers,  would 
say  that,  although  the  directions  printed  upon  the  blanks  for  these 
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officers  seem  to  be  all  that  are  needed,  yet  practice  demonstrates  that 

they  are  not  sufficient,  and  while  it  may  be  a  question  whether  these 

evw  could  be  simplified  sufficiently  to  guard  against  mistakes;  yet  it 

18  toy  opinion  that  if  the  proper  instructions — such  as  are  printed,  in 

toe  lotoa  Normal  Monthly — regarding  the  proper  mode  of  filling  the 

°,unm,  «* average  compensation  per  mo.,"  and  the  last  three  under 

%   eSe&eral  head, "  pupils,"  were  printed  on  each  blank  for  secretaries, 

'*  JPould  materially  aid  these  officers. 

Our  normal  institute  was  well  attended,  and  the  interest  all  that 
could  be  desired.  The  work  in  didactics,  conducted  by  Prof.  L.  A. 
Rose,  was  of  such  a  character  as  will  certainly  have  a  fruitage  in  bet- 
ter teaching. 

Notwithstanding  the  many  signs  of  promise  and  encouragement, 
one  cannot  but  feel  that  there  is  much  yet  wanting  to  bring  our 
schools  np  to  the  proper  standard.  The  great  mass  of  teachers  of  the 
country  schools  are  lacking  in  many  of  the  essentials  requisite  to  suc- 
cessful teaching.  An  effort  will  be  made  the  coming  winter  to  stim- 
ulate teachers  to  perfect  themselves  in  scholarship  and  in  professional 
knowledge. 

The  organization  of  the  county  teachers'  association  for  the  coming 
winter  was  effected  at  the  close  of  the  normal  institute,  and  meetings 
will  be  held  in  the  principal  towns  of  the  county. 


FLOYD  COUNTY. 


H.    H.   DAVIDSON. 


Our  schools  in  Floyd  county  are,  we  think,  in  a  prosperous  condi- 
tion. We  are  trying  to  work  a  simple  graded  course  of  study  into 
our  country  schools,  which  we  hope  will  greatly  benefit  them. 

We  have  introduced  a  semi-monthly  report  to  the  county  superin- 
tendent, which  seems  to  be  giving  satisfactory  results.         *         * 
In  making  my  annual  report  I  was  greatly  delayed  by  reason  of  the 
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failure  of  the  township  and  district  secretaries  and  treasurers  to 
report  in  proper  time.  In  several  instances  I  was  forced  to  go  after 
those  reports. 


FREMONT  COUNTY.

*  *  The  school  work  within  our  borders  is  moving  on

more  of  practical  work  in  our  school-rooms,  and  less  of  theory,  only.

GUTHRIE  COUNTY.

The  educational  outlook  in  Guthrie  county  is  favorable. 

On  the  theory  that  "  as  is  the  teacher  so  is  the  school,"  I  think  we 
may  reasonably  expect  good  schools  in  our  county.  The  county 
teachers'  association  meeting  three  time  a  year  exerts  a  powerful 
influence. 

But  vet  we  are  not  content  to  "  lie  on  our  oars."  Observation  in  the 
school-room  has  convinced  me  that  a  teacher  needs  length  and  breadth 
and  depth  to  his  knowledge  of  any  subject  in  order  to  teach  it  well. 
I  have  known  teachers  to  waste  much  time  and  trouble  trying  to  de- 
velop an  idea  by  continuing  to  ask  the  same  question  or  series  of 
questions,  until  the  pupil  became  confused  and  the  teacher  out  of

patience.  I  have  found  that  this  apparent  stupidity  of  the  child  was 
almost  always  due  to  the  fact  that  he  does  not  know  what  is  meant 
by  the  question. 

In  all  such  cases  a  few  well  directed  questions  from  another  stand- 
point than  that  taken  by  the  teacher  will  clear  away  the  fog  and  bring 
a  glow  of  interest  and  enthusiasm  to  the  child's  mind. 

The  fault,  I  believe,  lies  in  the  teacher's  lack  of  versatility.     He 
understands  the  subject  himself,  though  he  has  never  approached  it 
from  more  than  one  direction;  but  when  his  pupil  cannot  make  the 
attack  from  the  same  side,  there  is  no  one  to  find  another  approach, 
and  a  u dead-lock"  is  the  result.     Hence,  I  believe,  that  one  of  our 
most  pressing  needs  is  a  supply  of  teachers  with  broad,  general  ad- 
vanced ideas  of  the  subjects  to  be  taught. 
*'ith  this  end  in  view,  I  have  determined  to  issue  no  more  third 
ass  certificates,  and  to  make  the  requirements  for  the  first  and  sec- 
ond classes  as  high  as  I  can. 
At  present  we  have  not  quite  enough  teachers  to  fill  our  schools, 
ut  *  hope  to.  be  able  to  meet  the  demand  before  the  winter  schools 
^n-    However,  it  is  my  business  to  guard  the  children  from  the 
xPer,tnents  of  quacks,  and  if  the  boards  of  directors  "  freeze  out " 
^  Wst  teachers  a  little  wholesome  want  may  do  some  good. 
I  hope  the  time  will  come  when  we  can  make  methods  count  as 
much  on  a  certificate  as  all  the  rest.     But  this  cannot  be  until  we  have 
anabundance  of  those  academically  qualified  to  choose  from. 

The  county  high  school  is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  It  has  now 
in  regular  attendance  more  pupils  than  it  ever  before  enrolled  in  an 
entire  year. 

This  school  furnishes  us  annually  twice  as  many  teachers  as  all 
other  sources  within  the  county.     Respectfully  submitted. 
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HAMILTON  COUNTY. 


6.  F.  RICHARDSON. 


The  schools  of  Hamilton  county  are  improving  materially.  A 
higher  grade  of  qualification  is  being  reached,  and  a  more  lively  in- 
terest awakened  throughout  the  county. 

The  short  term  institute,  held  August  21,  containing  two  weeks, 
was  productive  of  marked  good.  Teachers  went  forth  to  their  sev- 
eral schools  clothed,  as  it  were,  with  a  genuine  and  deep-seated  in- 
spiration. We  took  a  new  departure  in  institute  work  this  year.  It 
was  entirely  a  work  of  methods,  leaving  academic  work  for  the  schools 
and  colleges.  The  teachers  realized  the  great  advantages  of  the 
change.  I  have  so  far  modified  my  examinations  as  to  make  them  a 
test  of  methods  and,  aims  in  teaching,  as  well  as  a  test  of  scholarship. 

The  law  makes  it  obligatory  on  the  part  of  the  county  superinten- 
dent to  hold  annually  a  normal  institute,  but  leaves  it  optional  with 
teachers  to  attend;  consequently  there  are  some  poor  teachers  in  the 
county  who  never  attend  institutes,  and  even  boast  that  they  never 
will  unless  compelled  to  do  so  by  the  law. 

The  law  is  defective.  Missouri  State  law  compels  teachers  to  at- 
tend normal  institutes,  or  withhold  certificates.  It  is  the  experience 
of  the  best  minds  to-day,  that  of  all  appliances  for  professional  awak- 
ening— and  parental  awakening,  too — none  can  compare  with  a  wisely 
!  conducted  and  well  attended  institute.     The  school  interests  of  our 

great  State  demand  a  modification  of  the  Code  touching  this  matter. 
*  *  *  # 

I  have  done  actual  work  in  every  school  in  the  county,  thereby  get- 
ting a  measure  of  uniformity  of  methods  in  teaching.  We  intend  to 
organize  a  county  teachers'  association,  and  shall  also  hold  educational 
meetings  throughout  the  county. 

We  have  ordered  an  advance  all  along  our  part  of  the  line,  and  the 
teachers  are  getting  the  step  with  a  degree  of  precision.  The  outlook 
is  very  encouraging. 
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JACKSON  COUNTY. 


C.  A.  MILLER. 


The 

Schools  of  Jackson  county  seem  to  be  in  a  prosperous  condi- 

.    v Considerable  trouble  has  been  experienced  in  getting  teachers. 

*       «H  tended  to  raise  the  wages,  but  yet  they  are  much  lower  than 

\&\ft\te  desired.    The  grade  of  qualification  has  been  raised  to  95  per 

cent  for  a  first,  and  85  per  cent  for  a  second  class  certificate,    No  third 

class  is  issued. 

The  schools  are  being  graded,  with  marked  success.  A  uniform 
course  of  study  has  been  adopted,  which  is  making  the  work  much 
more  connected  and,  consequently,  better. 

The  superintendent  has  issued  several  circulars  to  the  school  offi- 
cers and  teachers,  urging  the  former  to  retain  teachers  who  have 
proven  successful,  and  to  provide  better  black-boards,  etc.  And  urg- 
ing the  latter  to  demand  better  apparatus  and  more  convenient  appli- 
ances to  help  in  their  work.  This  has,  to  some  extent,  brought  about 
a  needed  reformation. 

Hre  look  forward  to  the  next  year  with  the  hope  of  securieg  a  sys- 
tematic organization.  The  teachers  see  in  this  a  great  benefit  to  them- 
selves, and  are  lending  their  assistance  to  this  end. 


JASPER  COUNTY. 


R.  A.  MATHEWS. 


The  people  of  Jasper  county  have  a  growing  interest  in  the  schools. 

Several  new  school-houses  have  been  erected  the  past  year,  and  as 
has  been  the  case  for  several  years,  all  are  improved  in  architecture, 
and  seated  with  easy  and  comfortable  seats. 
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There  is  also  considerable  interest  manifested  in  school  apparatus 
and  school  libraries,  especially  the  latter — Newton  township  having 
voted  four  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($450)  for  the  nine  schools,  and 
a  wide-awake  committee  of  the  board  are  closing  up  contracts  for  the 
books.     This  is  the  second  district  township  of  our  county  that  has 

!  taken  hold  of  the  library  question  in  such  a  business-like  way.    Nearly 

all  of  our  graded  schools  have  growing  libraries,  and  some  of  our  dis- 
trict schools  have  established,  independently,  and  are  maintaining, 
libraries  of  merit  and  great  advantage  to  the  schools.  The  latter 
plan  has  succeeded  only  where  the  teacher  has  remained  two  or  three 

i  successive  years  in  the  same  schools. 

1  The  work  of  fostering  libraries  and  encouraging  school-room  orna- 

;  mentation  has  been  aided  very  much  by  premiums  distributed  by  the 

agricultural  society  during  the  past  three  years — about  two  hundred 

;  and  fifty  dollars  having. been  distributed  among  schools  here  and 

I  there  in  two-thirds  of  the  townships  of  the  county.    The  teachers  and 

friends  of  education  have  made  this  a  permanent  department  of  the 
county  fair  by  erecting  an  exposition  building  on  the  fair  grounds,  at  a 

!  cost  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars;  the  society  being  pledged  to  offer 

i'  one  hundred  dollars  each  year  in  premiums  for  work  from  the  schools. 

I  The  exhibit  for  1882  was  full,  and  quite  interesting  to  all  visitors,  as 

well  as  affording  teachers  an  opportunity  to  compare  work,  and  pu- 

!  pils  a  higher  idea  of  what  the  school  may  do  for  them,  or  rather  what 

they  may  do  for  themselves. 

Our  normal  institute  has  been  quite  a  success  in  inculcating  princi- 

:  pies  and  methods  of  teaching;  and  for  earnestness  in  seeking  light, 

and  for  zeal  in  working  according  to  their  light,  many  of  our  teachers 
deserve  commendation. 

It  would  afford  a  better  and  much  more  accurate  showing  of  the 

j  work  of  the  schools,  if  the  "annual  report"  could  be  made  with  the 

retiring  of  directors  from  office,  as  many  directors  retain  the  same 
teacher  in  their  schools  for  the  year  of  their  term  (ending  in  the 
spring),  but  the  annual  report,  in  September,  represents  many  such 
schools  as  having  two  teachers  employed  during  the  year,  when  the 
history  of  the  school  is  really  much  better. 

i  The  accuracy  of  the  reports  would  also  be  much  enhanced  if  the 

teachers'  reports  were  sent  directly  to  the  county  superintendent,  and 
were  made  up  in  his  office.  Many  of  the  secretaries  misapprehend 
the  work,  and  the  result  is  wrong  returns  to  the  county  superinten- 
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i 
dent,  and  no  means  at  hand  to  correct,  unless  he  has  full  reports  from 

all  his  teachers  in  his  office. 

Our  secretaries  and  treasurers  were  prompt  with  their  work  this 

year,  with  one  or  two  exceptions,  as  they  have  been  every  year  dur- 

tog  my  work  in  the  office. 


KEOKUK  COUNTY. 


C.  H.  M'GREW. 


If  I  were  to  report  the  condition  of  our  schools,  as  gathered  from 
lt\e  communities  and  teachers  of  Keokuk  county,  I  should  say  as  a 
vhole  they  are  doing  well,  and  indeed  the  educational  work  of  our 
county  is  in  an  encouraging  condition. 

But  a  county  superintendent  must  be  more  than  a  mere  gatherer  of 
opinions,  more  than  a  superficial  observer,  more  than  a  mere  clerk  in 
Ms  office;  his  great  work  lies  in  enforcing  principles,  disseminating 
natural  methods,  operating  systems,  and  in  planning,  organizing,  and 
systematizing  the  work  for  his  teachers  and  boards. 

So  on  entering  a  school-room  one  often  wishes  for  the  power  to 
grasp  things,  twisting  them  out  of  their  old  relations  and  conditions 
into  the  new  and  natural  ones;  and  command  them  not  to  recede. 
But  this  could  not  be,  because  educational  progress  is  like  all  other 
social  phenomena.  It  is  a  growth.  Yet  I  believe  that  growth  can- 
not be  too  rapid.  I  believe  we  cannot  accelerate  that  growth  too 
much  by  enforcing  right  principles,  applying  natural  methods,  and 
replacing  old  ideas  by  new  and  improved  ones. 

To  this  end  I  have  acted  during  the  short  time  I  have  been  at  the 
head  of  our  schools.  Seeing  the  necessity  of  a  greater  interest  and 
better  qualifications  among  teachers  and  patrons,  I  have  organized  a 
system  of  local  institutes,  to  be  held  in  different  parts  of  the  county. 
%  plan  is  to  utilize  local  talent  among  our  teachers  as  much  as  pos- 
sible, furnish  the  rest  from  abroad  and  also  secure  some  citizen  to  dis- 
cuss educational  topics  of  general  interest  to  the  community  while  I 
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ake  it  a  point  to  be  there  and  discuss  some  subject  per  programme. 
Four  such  meetings  were  held  last  spring  and  winter,  each  was  a 
marked  success  and  much  good  resulted  from  them. 

The  great  problem  is  to  reach  the  masses.  They  must  be  reached, 
interested,  moved,  and  their  mighty  but  conservative  power  directed 
or  we  can  do  nothing.     Our  greatest  work  by  far  lies  with  them. 

I  have  succeeded  in  raising  the  standard  of  teaching  talent.  I 
notice  in  some  localities  a  corresponding  increase  of  wages. 

Our  normal  institute  was  regarded  by  all  as  a  marked  success.  Sev- 
eral new  features  were  introduced.  Owing  to  our  lack  of  good  high 
schools  and  academies,  heretofore  the  work  of  our  institutes  has  been 
largely  in  the  line  of  preparatory.  I  felt  that  our  schools  were  de- 
manding more  professional  training;  accordingly  the  whole  institute 
was  instructed  in  school  management,  art  and  science  of  teaching, 
and  primary  teaching.  Then,  too,  as  a  mass  our  teachers  are  blind 
to  nature.  In  order  to  make  them  observe  and  think  so  that  they 
might  teach  their  pupils  to  do  the  same,  instructions  were  given  in 
botany  and  zoology,  also  in  algebra  and  civil  governmt.  The  most 
advanced  teachers  were  permitted  to  pursue  these  branches  instead 
of  the  common. 

Our  normal  institute  enrollment  was  not  so  great  as  on  some  former 
years,  but  the  class  of  enrollment  was  excellent,  and  the  work  done 
of  the  highest  order        *        *        *. 


MADISON  COUNTY. 


JOHN  W.  MANN. 


The  schools  of  Madison  county  are  in  as  prosperous  a  condition  as 
can  be  expected  under  the  existing  circumstances.  Wages  are  so  low 
for  teaching  that  the  most  of  our  first  class  teachers  engage  in  other 
enterprises,  more  profitable  to  themselves. 

In  general  deportment  the  average  of  our  schools  last  winter  was 
72  per  cent,  last  summer  79  per  cent,  and  this  fall  80£  per  cent. 
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Could  we  have  a  uniform  system  of  instruction  much  time  would  be 
saved. 

'*  ith  fewer  recitations  to  manage  the  teacher  might  devote  more 
e  to  other  matters  of  importance,  and  better  order  would  result, 
w'erai  of  our  independent  districts  are  too  large  for  the  accommo- 
d&tion  of  all  the  pupils  residing  in  them. 


MARION  COUNTY. 


A.  YETTEK. 


The  educational  status  of  Marion  county  is  slowly  progressive.    Na 

out-breaks  of  enthusiasm  are  specially  noticeable,  yet  when  we  look 

back  fifteen  years  and  draw  a  comparison  with  our  schools  as  we  now 

find  them,  the  indication  of  growth  or  mental  development  has  been 

at  work.     Our  teachers  are  better  qualified  for  the  work  and  feel  the 

necessity  of  self-culture,  to  keep  pace  with  the  spirit  of  the  age. 

Our  normal  institute  was  well  attended  and  good  feeling  prevailed 
throughout.     Many  of  our  schools  are  now  in  session,  and  as  far  as 
/  know  all  are  doing  well,  we  must  not  expect  our  youth  to  accom- 
plish results  for  which  manhood  has  toiled  a  lifetime,  only  —  "Labor- 
conquers  all  things."

This  has  arison  from  the 

fact  that  we  have  been  assiduously  "weeding  out"  —  coupled   with 

the  indisposition  of  school  officers  to  increase  the  compensation  of 

teachers. 

The  number  of  schools  has  been  largely  increased  and  our  pressing 

want  is  more  and  better  talent. 


POCAHONTAS  COUNTY.

We  have  had  a  very  successful  normal  institute  this  year,  and  the 
teachers  feel  that  they  are  better  prepared  for  the  work  before  them. 
I  have  visited  the  schools  of  the  county  regularly,  and  have  missed 
but  few.  Have  endeavored  to  assist  teachers  in  regard  to  improve- 
ment of  methods.

1  am  glad  to  report  that  our  last  normal  institute  was  a  perfect  suc- 
cess in  every  respect. 

Also  that  eight  school-houses  have  been  built  in  the  county  this 
Rummer,  and  better  wages  will  be  paid  to  teachers  this  winter,  and 
many  of  our  old  school-houses  have  been  re-painted  and  re-seated. 

The  school  in  Mt.  Avr  has  six  teachers,  with  an  attendance  of  three 
hundred  and  fifty,  and  will  soon  be  in  as  good  condition  as  any  school 
in  southern  Iowa. 

The  majority  of  our  school  officers  sent  in  their  reports  on  time. 


SCOTT  COUNTY. 


PHILO  S.  MORTON. 


We  have  the  stisfaction  of  reporting  the  schools  of  Scott  county  in 
a  prosperous  condition. 

The  enrollment  and  average  attendance  of  pupils  for  the  year  just 
closed  is  tHe  largest  in  the  history  of  the  county.  We  are  making 
progress  in  the  classification  and  gradation  of  our  country  schools. 

Having  learned  the  better  methods  of  teaching,  and,  being  imbued 
with  a  spirit  of  devotion  to  their  calling,  a  majority  of  our  teachers 
are  doing  efficient  work,  and  accomplishing  satisfactory  results. 
We  have  not  had  any  conspicuous  failures  during  the  year. 
Teachers'  wages  have  been  reduced  in  a  few  districts,  and  increased 
in  others,  making  the  average  salaries  a  little  higher  this  year  than 
thev  were  last. 
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The  enrollment  at  our  normal  institute  was  larger  than  in  any 
former  year  save  one.  The  average  attendance  was  the  largest  we 
have  ever  had.  Didactical  instruction  was  the  leading  feature  in  our 
work;  school  organization,  classification,  government,  and  methods 
of  instruction  were  mad^  prominent;  sufficient  text-book  matter  being 
used  for  the  purpose  of  illustration.  The  instruction,  which  was  of 
a  high  order,  was  appreciated  by  the  members,  who  made  an  earnest 
endeavor  to  reach  a  higher  standard  of  excellence  in  their  chosen 
vocation.  We  regret  that  a  goodly  number  of  teachers  .were  absent 
who  ought  to  have  been  present. 

One  school-house  has  been  erected  during  the  year,  in  Blue  Grass 
township,  at  a  cost  of  $1,500.00.  One  of  the  Davenport  public  school 
buildings  has  been  enlarged,  and  extensive  repairs  have  been  made 
on  a  large  number  of  our  older  houses. 

That  the  citizens  of  this  county  understand  and  appreciate  the  im- 
portance of  popular  education  is  evinced  from  an  examination  of  the 
statistical  portion  of  my  report. 

The  total  value  of  public  school  property  in  the  county,  including 
grounds,  furniture,  and  apparatus,  exceeds  half  a  million  dollars.  In 
most  cases  this  money  has  been  honestly  and  judiciously  expended, 
and,  in  my  judgment,  is  the  best  financial  investment  the  county  ever 
made. 

In  my  official  work  I  have  the  hearty  co-operation  of  teachers, 
school  officers,  and  patrons,  for  which  I  am  thankful. 


TAYLOR  COUNTY. 


J.  B.  OWENS. 


In  Taylor  county  we  have  raised  the  grade  required  for  certificates, 
and  with  benficial  effect  upon  our  teachers  and  schools. 

I  can  plainly  see  that  teachers  are  giving  much  closer  attention  to 
thir  work. 

The  great  variety  of  text-books,  is,  perhaps,  one  of   the  greatest 
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defects  we    have   to  contend  with  at  present,  and  has  engaged  my 
attention  as  much  as  any  one  thing  for  the  past  year. 


WAPELLO  COUNTY. 


W.  A.  m'iNTIKE. 


I  have  had  no  little  difficulty  in  securing  accurate  reports  from 
school  officers,  and  in  some  instances  had  to  go  and  see  them  individ- 
ually, in  order  to  secure  a  report  at  all. 

I  never  knew  so  great  a  demand  for  well  qualified  teachers,  in  this 
county,  as  there  has  been  this  fall.  Good  teachers  are  commanding 
better  wages,  which  speaks  encouragingly  of  our  school  interests. 

Our  normal  institute  was  a  decided  success.  More  than  ordinary 
enthusiasm  prevailed  throughout  the  term.  At  the  close  of  the  insti- 
tute we  organized  a  teachers1  association  to  meet  during  holidays. 

Three  substantial  school  buildings  have  been  erected  in  the  rural 
districts  since  the  last  report,  and  a  very  handsome  and  commodious 
school  building  is  in  process  of  erection  at  Ottumwa. 


WEBSTER  COUNTY. 


J.  B.  BUTLER. 


There  are  a  few  material  facts  connected  with  my  annual  report  to 
which  I  would  briefly  call  your  attention. 

The  enrollment  of  Webster  county  normal  institute  amounts  to  one 
hundred  and  five,  while  the  daily  average  attendance  attained  to  only 
seventy-      We  had  as  regular  attendance  as  could  be  desired,  but  many 
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teachers  did  not  enroll  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  while  others- 
attended  for  the  last  week  only. 

This  was  on  account  of  certificates  having  been  issued  by  my  pre- 
decessor, carrying  teachers  through  institute  time. 

I  must  say  that  if  all  institute  work  was  as  earnestly  engaged  in 
and  thoroughly  appreciated  as  that  executed  at  our  institute  this- 
summer,  the  State  might  well  be  proud  of  the  great  work  accomplished. 

I  have  endeavored  to  bring  about  a  uniformity  of  text-books,  and 

many   of   our   district   townships    and   independent    districts    have 

|  adopted  books  recommended  by  a  text-book  committee,  appointed  at 

a  text-book  convention. 

Our  schools  are  in  good  condition  for  the  winter  term,  and  we  are 
expecting  to  do  excellent  work  the  coming  year.

WINNEBAGO  COUNTY. 


A.  N.  BRONES. 


Progress  of  Winnebago  schools:  As  a  whole  our  educational  inter- 
ests are  steadily  on  the  advance.  The  schools  of  the  county  are  in  a 
very  progressive  condition.  This  is  owing  much  to  the  active  part 
taken  by  the  teachers  in  attending  the  normal  institute  and  county 
teachers'  association. 

These  meeting  have  not  only  been  well  attended  by  the  teachers 
and  other  educators,  but  every  teacher  has  been  compelled  to  learn 
the  theory,  and  to  thoroughly  understand  his  profession  of  teaching. 
|i|  There  seems  to  be  a  determination  on  the  part  of  patrons  to  elevate 

j  the  standard  of  their  schools,  the  wages  of  teachers  having  been  re- 

cently advanced. 

The  result  of  this  increase  of  salaries  is  apparent.  Teachers  now 
feel  better  able  and  more  willing  to  spend  their  time  and  invest  their 
money  in  getting  a  higher  education. 

Several  school-houses  have  been  erected  this  year,  all  of  which  are 
of  the  best  and  most  approved  style. 
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The  great  mixture  of  text-books  in  our  country  schools  is,  perhaps, 
one  of  the  great  serious  defects  of  our  schools  in  this  county. 

I  have  been  engaged  for  the  last  six  months  in  attempts  to  bring 
about  uniformity  in  all  of  the  townships.  A  committee,  composed 
of  representatives  from  the  several  townships,  met  and  adopted  a 
series  of  books  to  be  recommended  by  the  different  boards  of  direc- 
tors for  their  adoption. 

My  constant  aim  during  the  three  years  I  have  served  in  this  office 
has  been  to  gradually  elevate  the  standard  of  qualification  of  teachers. 
I  have  not  fully  accomplished  my  desire  in  this  respect.  However,  it 
is  safe  to  say  that  while  much  remains  to  be  done,  something  has  been 
accomplished  for  the  Winnebago  schools. 

Owing  to  the  faot  that  many  of  our  school  officers  are  educated 
men,  and  work  faithfully  and  effectually  for  the  advancement  of  their 
schools  the  outlook  for  the  future  welfare  of  the  schools  of  this 
county  is  more  promising  this  year  than  ever  before.

For  a  full  statement  of  our  needs  and  of  the  present  condition  of 
the  University,  we 'refer  to  the  report  of  the  President,  and  to  the 
annual  catalogue,  a  copy  of  which  is  placed  before  each  member  of 
the  General  Assembly. 

The  last  General  Assembly,  in  response  to  our  request  for  an  ap- 
propriation of  eighty  thousand  dollars,  gave  us  fifty  thousand  dollar* 
with  special  designation,  as  follows: 

For  new  Medical  building $  30,000.00 

For  enlargement  and  changes  and  repairs 10,000.00 

For  income  fund 10,000.00 

The  work  designated  has  been  fully  accomplished  within  the 
amounts  specially  appropriated,  and,  as  we  believe,  the  money  hai 
been  economically  expended.  The  new  Medical  building  is  complete 
and  convenient,  and  exactly  suited  to  the  wants  of  the  Medical  De- 
partment. It  is  a  brick  structure,  62x84  feet,  four  stories  in  height, 
furnishing  two  large  section  halls,  an  nnusually^Iarge  and  well  venti- 
lated dissecting  room,  and  a  large  number  of  recitation  rooms,  and 
anatomical  and  physiological  laboratories.  The  building  is  heated 
by  steam. 
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The  money  appropriated  for  steam-heating  of  other  buildings,  and 
for  changes  and  repairs,  has  been  expended  as  follows  : 

For  two  new  boilers,  enlargement  of  boiler-house,  and  steam  ap- 
paratus for  library  and  chemical  laboratory  and  steam  supply 

pipes  for  two  buildings $  7,587.86 

For  change  of  library  and  new  furniture 1,217.87 

For  repairs  of  hospital  (new  roof ) 319.58 

For  general  repairs 925.19 

Total  agreeing  with  appropriation $   10,000.00 

The  remaining  ten  thousand  dollars  was  added  to  the  income  fund, 
and  the  salaries  of  professors  were  restored  to  the  schedule  of  earlier 
years. 

In  this  connection  we  would  ask  that  an  appropriation  be  made  for 
our  income  fund  of  twelve  thousand  dollars,  as  increased  classes  de- 
mand additional  teachers  and  appliances,  and  the  ten  thousand  dollars 
appropriated  by  the  last  Legislature  barely  sufficed  for  our  current 
needs,  without  any  increase  of  teaching  force. 

The  demand,  so  urgently  pressed  two  years  ago,  for  the  means 
▼herewith  to  erect  a  building  for  the  special  uses  of  the  Department 
of  Natural  Science  has  lost  none  of  its  force  with  the  growth  of  the 
two  years.  On  the  contrary,  we  are  impelled  to  ask  for  means  where- 
with to  erect  two  buildings.  The  Department  of  Physical  Science 
must  have  enlarged,  and  more  suitable,  accommodations. 

The  growth  of  the  University  in  the  direction  of  study  in  Science 
is  marked.  In  five  years  the  number  of  students  has  trebled,  with 
very  inconsiderable  increase  of  facilities  for  their  proper  instruction. 
Students  of  Letters  have  not  at  all  decreased,  so  that  room  heretofore 
occupied  by  them  cannot  be  taken  to  supply  the  need.  We  have 
utilized  every  possible  part  of  the  buildings  we  have  at  our  command, 
and  the  cry  is  still  for  room. 

Many  classes  are  duplicated,  some  triplicated,  to  the  great  incon- 
venience of  students  and  teachers. 

The  large  number  of  high  schools  and  academies  now  serving  as 
preparatory  schools  are  pouring  in  their  students  upon  us.  We  must 
not  turn  them  away.  We  cannot  accommodate  them  as  we  ought, 
a&d  as  this  great  State,  free  from  debt,  is  abundantly  able  to  do. 

We  come,  as  your  servants,  telling  you  the  need  of  your  Institution, 
»nd  asking  you  for  sixty  thousand  dollars  for  two  buildings. 
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As  our  request  is  in  behalf  of  the  Collegiate  Department  we  sub- 
mit the  following  table  of  enrollment  for  the  past  five  years :

We  ask  a  careful  scrutiny  of  our  needs,  a  thorough  inspection  of  our 
nse  of  funds,  and  then  an  appropriation,  which  will  keep  the  Uni- 
versity up  to  the  demands  which  the  young  men  and  women  of  Iowa 
and  surrounding  States  are  making  upon  her.

These  figures,  represent  relative  numbers,  but  by  no  means  the  rel- 
ative increase  in  work  demanded.  Most  literary  studies  are  easily 
pursued  in  classes.  Most  studies  in  Science  must  be  largely  individ- 
ual, and  every  additional  student  involves  the  necessity  for  additional 
appliances. 

II.      BOOH. 

The  generous  reponsc  made  by  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session 
answered  but  half  our  needs  as  presented  at  that  time. 

The  erection  of  the  new  Medical  building  gave  needed  relief  so  far 
as  that  Department  is  concerned.  The  enlargement  of  the  boi lei -house 
secured  for  us  a  large  draugh ting-room.  The  removal  of  the  library 
to  the  chapel  gave  increased  room  to  the  Law  Department.  Through 
these  various  changes  a  slight  increase  has  been  made  in  the  size  of 
the  rooms  available  for  the  chairs  of  Physical  and  Natural  Science. 
For  these  chairs  the  rooms  used  are  entirely  inadequate,  even  if  tbey 
were  suited  to  the  work.  Had  we  received  the  appropriation  asked 
for  of  the  last  Legislature  it  would  have  met  our  need  only  in  part. 
The  large  increase  in  students  makes  it  absolutely  necessary  that  we 
repeat  our  request  for  means  wherewith  to  erect  a  building  suitable 
for  the  work  in  natural  science,  and  that  we  also  present  the  no  less 
pressing  claims  for  a  Chemical  and  Physical  Laboratory.

The  hospital  seems  to  answer  its  purposes,  and  the  improvemet 
there  made  were  of  such  a  character  as  were  absolutely  demand 
for  the  preservation  of  the  building. 

The  Dental  Department,  the  latest  addition  to  the  University,  h; 
beyond  the  fondest  expectations  of  its  friends,  reached  in  the  shi 
time  of  its  existence  a  position  to  demonstrate  that  it  is  a  necessa 
and  successful  branch,  and  is  entitled  to  the  care  and  encourageme 
of  the  General  Assembly.  Your  committee  earnestly  recommei 
that  such  appropriation  be  made  as  will  properly  assist  this  depa 
ment  and  permit  the  Board  of  Regents  to  give  it  that  recognition 
deserves  and  has  faithfully  earned. 

The  Homeopathic  Medical  Department,  situated  in  a  substanti 
building  ereoted  for  that  purpose,  should  share  in  the  general  appi 
priations  recommended  for  the  whole  institution.  It  seems  to  sat 
factorily  accomplish  its  mission,  and  by  the  addition  of  one  or  ti 
chairs  complete  its  system  of  instruction,  which  needs  not  to  interfe:

Dr.  Gustavus  Hinrichs.  Although  uot  a  part  of  the  State  Universii 
proper,  this  department  of  service  is  so  intimately  connected  with  tl 
University,  on  account  of  the  scientific  work  it  is  accomplishing,  an 
the  fact  that  its  director  is  at  the  head  of  the  School  of  Science  i 
the  Collegiate  Department  and  a  prominent  professor  in  the  Medici 
Department  of  the  University)  that  our  inspection  would  have  been  it 
complete  without  a  visit  to  the  Central  Station.  The  excellent,  cot 
dition  and  systematic  arrangement  of  the  rooms  occupied  by  D 
Hinrichs  in  the  University  led  us  to  expect  that  his  weather  static 
would  be  equally  as  well  arranged,  but  necessarily  limited  in  size  an 
in  equipment  of  apparatus,  owing  to  the  small  appropriation  mad 
for  its  support.  The  commodious  brick  structure,  near  the  Unive:

should  be  encouraged  as  far  as  possible. 

The  public  is  familiar  with  the  reports  of  the  Weather  Service.  A 
our  State  is  eminently  an  agricultural  one,  a  large  part  of  herwealtl 
is  derived  from  her  soil,  and  if  by  observations  and  investigations 
knowledge  of  the  unknown  law  governing  the  condition  of  weathe 
can  be  obtained,  the  benefit  accruing  will  be  incalculable.

The  old  house  for  fuel  and  boiler  was  a  basement,  mainly  under  the 
level  of  slope  of  the  hill,  21x32  feet,  with  a  one-story  superstructure, 
used  as  an  armory  and  military  room  by  the  XT.  S.  Military  Professor, 
but  was  too  small,  there  being  about  one  hundred  and  fifty  students 
and  their  arms.  The  new  coal  room  was  made  likewise  21x32  feet, 
and  parallel  with  the  one  already  there. 

The  enlargement  of  the  foundation  to  32x42  feet  put  a  desirable 
addition  to  the  military  room,  and  the  Board  then  concluded  to  put

In  asking  for.  $6,000  per  year  the  desire  is  to  increase  the  salaries 
of  assistants  who  have  proved  themselves  very  worthy  to  at  least 
$1,200  per  annum  for  each  of  two  persons  which  will  require  $000, 
as  they  now  receive  but  $900  each.  The  remaining  $347.50  as  a  fond 
to  aid  in  securing  occasionally  a  lecture  or  lectures  from  specialists 

In  naming  the  reductions  in  salaries  reference  is  made  only  to  the 
professors  whose  salaries  suffered  reductions.  Assistant  teachers 
and  lecturers  whose  pay  was  less  than  that  of  regular  professors  suf- 
fered no  reduction,  nor  have  they  been  increased  with  two  exceptions 
named  above. 

The  balance  on  hand  each  year  has  been  quite  constant,  showing 
that  the  expenditures  are  equal  to  income,  since  the  balance  has  id 
the  main  descended  from  several  years  past.  The  balance  is  alwaye 
covered  into  the  treasury  and  is  added  to  the  available  means  for  en- 
suing year  and  appropriated  in  full.  Bnt  the  expenditures  each  year 
fall  below  the  appropriations,  so  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  if 
a  balance  unexpended. 

There  is  a  safety  with  such  a  balance  unexpended  in  case  of  con- 
tingencies not  anticipated  at  time  of  appropriation.

Repairs  to  hospital,  $319.58,  as  per  report,  is  made  in  schedule  E, 
1437.56.  As  was  found  in  itemizing  accounts  upon  a  different  basis 
that  part  of  the  work  inoluded  in  the  report  as  general  repairs  con- 
tained work  alone  on  hospital  to  the  amount  of  $117.98,  which  added 
to  $819.58  gives  $437.56. 

The  reason  for  including  this  item  in  general  repairs  lies  in  the 
fact  that  the  work  was  not  done  under  contract,  but  by  the  day,  and 
the  work  of  the  carpenter  was  broken  necessarily  between  this  work 
and  other  work  which  he  was  doing. 
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A  thorough  examination  of  the  bills  so  rendered  has  led  to  the 
transfer  of  the  amount  stated  above. 

In  the  work  the  Board  have  considered  the  University  Incidental 
Fund  and  the  appropriation  of  $1,200  for  repairs  as  but  one  fund  for 
general  repairs,  and  have  drawn  upon  it  for  all  work  not  done  by 
contract.    The  separation  is  made  in  this  itemized  report.

The  salary  ,paid  Miss  Ida  B.  McLagan  is  largely  returned  to  the 
treasury  by  musical  tuition.  Vocal  music  is  taught  all  pupils  free, 
but  a  fee  of  $12  per  term  is  charged  for  instrumental  music.  Miss 
Maude  Gilchrist,  the  last  teacher  employed,  is  a  graduate  of  this 
school,  going  through  its  four  years'  course. 

The  Principal  and  his  family,  and  three  lady  teachers,  live  in  the 
main  building,  which  has  enabled  the  School  to  do  without  a  Matron, 
thus  saving  the  salary  of  such  an  employe. 

The  Institution  now,  including  the  new  building,  has  a  boarding 
department  of  the  capacity  of  one  hundred  and  thirty  students,  under 
the  management  of  Col.  Wm.  Pattee,  Steward. 
The  Board  has  met  quarterly  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and 
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for  the  thorough  examination  of  the  School.  The  past  year,  during 
the  erection  of  the  new  building,  the  Building  Committee  has  been 
required  to  hold  several  special  meetings. 

All  the  school  property  is  in  good  repair  and  excellent  condition. 

The  Board  presents  the  following  statement,  showing  the  actual 
and  imperative  wants  of  the  School  for  the  ensuing  biennial  period: 

For  teachers' salaries $22,500.00 

For  special  contingent 2,000.00 

For  regular  contingent 1,500.00 

For  library  and  apparatus 1,000.00 

For  school  furniture 1,500.00 

For  repairs 1,000.00 

For  completing  society  rooms 600.09 

For  gas  machine  and  fixtures 1,300.00 

For  fence,  sewers,  walks,  out-buildings,  and  needed  improvement 

of  grounds 1,300.00 

Total S  33,100.00 

The  Board  asks  for  just  such  au  amount  as  is  absolutely  essential 
to  conduct  the  School  as  it  should  be  and  keep  up  the  property  as  it 
ought  to  be. 

The  special  contingent  fund,  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  schedule, 
is  needed  for  the  payment  of  certain  extraordinary  expenses  growing 
out  of  the  lowering  of  the  boilers.  In  order  that  the  same  boilers 
may  suffice  for  heating  both  buildings,  it  became  necessary  to  lower 
them,  and  in  doing  this  it  was  found  that  the  boilers  were  badly  out 
of  repair,  costing  some  $3,000  to  put  them  in  a  safe  condition  for 
use,  and  to  lower  them  as  required.  The  greater  part  of  this  expense 
could  not  be  foreseen,  and  the  Board  considers  it  fortunate  that  the 
defective  boilers  were  discovered  In  time  to  prevent  accidents.  There 
should  be  no  hesitancy  about  an  appropriation  for  this  amount. 

The  new  building  will  require  the  amount  asked  to  furnish  it 
ready  for  use. 

The  society  rooms,  in  the  new  building,  were  left  unfinished  for 
the  want  of  funds.  The  convenience  of  the  societies  require  their 
eorapletion,  and  for  this  purpose  the  sum  of  $600  is  asked. 

It  will  be  a  matter  of  economy  for  the  State  to  provide  means  for 
purchasing  a  gas  machine  and  fixtures.  To  do  this  the  sum  suggested 
will  be  necessary. 

On  account  of  the  numerous  repairs  and  improvements  made  from 
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time  to  time,  exhausting  the  contingent  fund  and  leaving  many 
things  undone,  there  are  several  matters  that  ought  to  be  looked 
after.  There  are  additional  sewers  required,  and  these  are  necessary 
to  the  health  of  the  students.  The  fences  are  in  a  sadly  dilapidated 
condition,  needing  rebuilding  very  badly.  The  walks  ought  to  be 
relaid,  and  new  walks  are  needed.  There  are  several  out-buildings 
that  should  be  built,  because  they  are  much  needed.  For  these  im- 
provements the  Board  asks  $1,500. 

The  teachers'  salaries  cannot  be  reduced.  The  new  building  will 
be  occupied  at  the  September  term,  this  year,  requiring  additional 
teachers.  To  pay  these  additional  teachers  it  has  become  necessary 
to  charge  a  small  tuition  fee,  which  will  be  dropped  as  soon  as  the 
State  furnishes  the  means  to  carry  on  the  School  without  it.  The 
Board  hesitated  long  before  consenting  to  this  fee,  but  without  it 
the  new  building  would,  in  a  measure,  have  to  be  unoccupied.  The 
tuition  ought  not  to  be  charged  any  longer  than  until  the  General 
Assembly  can  make  the  necessary  appropriation  to  cover  it. 

The  Board  has  not  made  these  estimates  high,  with  the  expecta- 
tion of  any  of  them  being  cut  down.  They  have  been  made  after  a 
thorough  and  careful  examination  and  discussion  of  all  the  details. 
To  try  to  get  along  with  less  will  simply  require  the  Board  to  strug- 
gle, and  turn,  and  twist,  to  make  the  finances  come  out  even.  If  the 
Board  is  economical  in  its  management  of  the  money  affairs  of  the 
School,  it  ought  not  to  be  cramped  for  means  essential  to  the  conduct 
of  the  School. 

THE    NEW    BUILDING. 

Two  years  ago  the  Board  asked  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly 
to  appropriate  $30,000  for  the  construction  of  an  additional  Normal 
building.  Much  to  the  credit  and  honor  of  that  Assembly  the  ap- 
propriation was  made,  and  the  Board,  in  the  name  of  the  people  of 
the  State,  thanks  the  Assembly  for  so  generously  responding  to  that 
appeal. 

The  Board  has  the  pleasure  of  reporting  to  the  Twentieth  General 
Assembly  that  the  new  building  is  now  completed  and  ready  for  oc- 
cupancy. 

F.  M.  Ellis,  Esq.,  Marshalltown,  Iowa,  was  chosen  architect  in 
March,  1882.  In  due  time  he  submitted  plans,  which  were  accepted. 
It  was  found  that  the  building,  according  to  these  plans,  would  cost 
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more  than  the  #30,000  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Board.  The  ci 
izena  of  Cedar  Falls,  with  a  generosity  in  the  highest  degree  con 
mendabie,  contributed  (5,000  to  meet  the  increased  cost;  and  on  Jun 
29,  1882,  the  contract  was  let  to  J.  M.  Rice,  Esq.,  of  Austin,  Coo 
county,  III.,  bis  bids  being  the  most  favorable.  The  work  proceed? 
promptly,  and  on  the  8th  day  of  June,  lff83,  the  building  was  con 
pleted  and  formally  dedicated  with  appropriate  ceremonies.  Muo 
praise  is  due  Mr.  Ellis  and  Mr.  Rice,  and  especially  the  latter,  for  th 
faithful  discharge  of  their  obligations.  All  the  work  was  well  don< 
and  a  great  degree  of  satisfaction  is  felt  with  the  building.  It  cot 
gists  of  a  central  portion,  or  nave,  and  two  wings;  is  three  stone 
high,  with  a  good  basement  and  high  attic,  and  can  truthfully  he  *ai 
to  be  four  stories.  The  roofing  is  of  slate.  The  central  part  is  4 
feet  by  78  feet,  and  each  wing  is  43  feet  by  32  feet  6  inches.  Th 
extreme  frontage  is  113  feet.  The  building  contains  a  chapel,  "' 
feet  by  45  feet,  which  is  finely  frescoed  (the  expense  of  frescoinj 
was  met  by  the  Faculty  and  students);  a  model  school-room,  30  fee 
by  45  feet,  a  library,  two  society  halls,  chemical  and  physical  labora 
tories,  offices,  cloak  rooms,  music  rooms,  and  six  recitation  room? 
In  addition  to  these  are  the  dormitories,  consisting  of  eight  stud; 
parlors,  and  fourteen  bed-rooms,  that  will  comfortably  accommodat< 
thirty-six  students.  About  one  fourth  of  the  floor  space  is  occupie< 
by  dormitories.  The  building  is  well  fitted  with  steam-heating  ap 
paratus,  pipes  for  gas  in  all  parts,  water  tanks  that  supply  wash-bowl 
and  sinks  and  afford  protection  against  fire.  The  sewerage,  as  far  as 
completed,  is  good.  There  are  two  broad  halls  and  staircases — oni 
in  each  wing — and  corridors  connecting  them.  It  is  a  beautiful  anc 
imposing  building,  and  well  adapted  to  its  uses. 

The  cuts  herewith  given  will  indicate  what  the  building  is  mon 
satisfactorily  than  a  description, 

The  Board  calls  attention  to  the  report  of  the  Principal,  heretc 
appended,  for  further  details  of  the  means  in  use  and  the  practical 
Working  of  the  School. 

As  was  said  by  the  Board  in  its  last  report:  "  The  State  Normal 
School  is  no  longer  an  experiment.  It  is  a  success  beyond  peradventure. 
It  has  been  brought  thus  speedily  to  its  present  excellent  condition 
mainly  through  the  indefatigable  and  untiring  efforts  of  the  efficient 
Faculty,  whose  whole  being  has  been  so  wrapped  up  in  the  prosperity 
and  success  of  the  Institution  that  they  have  been  willing  to  labor 
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for  Hiieli  compensation  as  the  Board  was  compelled  to  allow  them, 
hoping  and  trusting  that  a  generous  State,  as  soon  as  it  saw  the  great 
and  noble  work  being  done,  would  bring  it  within  the  power  of  the 
Hoard  to  increase  the  salaries  to  .a  fair  and  just  compensation  for  the 
labor  performed." 

.All  that  the  Hoard  then  said  it  reiterates  now,  and  with  additional 
emphasis.  The  increased  attendance  of  pupils  growing  out  of  the 
additional  building,  will  put  more  work  upon  each  member  of  the 
Faenlty,  and  they  should  be  better  paid.  It  would  be  a  deserved 
compliment  to  these  faithful  and  efficient  workers  in  the  noblest  cause 
that  the  State  fosters  and  supports,  to  add,  of  its  own  accord,  to  the 
estimate  for  teachers'  salaries  a  sum  sufficient  to  make  their  com  pen* 
nation  e<|ual  to  that  paid  for  like  services  in  similar  Institutions  in 
adjoining  States.

During  the  fourth  year  the  attendance  had  reached,  if  not  csccede< 
the  capacity  of  the  buildings  and  the  teaching  force.  All  advertisin 
was  then  stopped,  and  no  direct  efforts  to  secure  attendance  wet 
made.  There  was  a  continued  inerease  during  the  fifth  and  sixt 
years,  but  a  sensible  falling  off  during  the  seventh,  of  51  student 
But,  when  it  is  remembered  that  for  four  years  no  attention  had  bee 
naid  to  securing  new  patrol. age,  and  the  public  allowed  to  learn  whs 
it  might  accidentally  concerning  the  School,  the  diminished  enrol 
ment  cannot  be  interpreted  as  a  loss  of  the  School's  prestige.  Cot 
Biddable  attendance  that  was  expected  for  the  Spring  Term  of  1ft: 
waa  checked  on  account  of  the  presence  of  a  very  few  cases  of  a  cot 
tagious  disease  in  Cedar  Falls  during  the  latter  part  of  the  wintc: 
and  the  wide  circulation  of  greatly  exaggerated  reports  concernin 
its  prevalence.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  the  School  took  no  alarn 
The  city  authorities  so  well  guarded  against  the  spread  of  the  di* 
ease  that  our  students  felt  secure.  The  School  during  the  Sprin 
Term  was,  notwithstanding,  full,  according  to  the  capacity  of  th 
■buildings  and  number  of  instructors, 

The  number  of  graduates  for  the  year  1881-83  was  thirty-two  (33 
in  the  Elementary  Course — two  years — and  five  (5)  in  the  Didaeti 
Course — three  years.  At  the  Juno  meeting  of  lfiei  of  the  Board  0 
Directors,  the  Elementary  Course  was  abolished,  the  act  to  take  effee 
after  the  expiration  of  one  year.     The  Didactic  Course  being  in  fore 
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for  1882-83,  and  requiring  three  years  of  study  instead  of  two,  the 
number  of  students  willing  and  ready  to  take  it  was  less  than  the 
number  in  preceding  years  ready  to  take  the  Elementary  Course. 
We  will  have  large  classes  graduating  in  the  Didactic  Course  here- 
after. The  total  number  of  graduates  as  shown  in  the  preceding 
table  is  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  (165);  but  the  number  of  persons 
who  are  graduates  is  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  (128).  Thirty- 
seven  persons  have  graduated  in  at  least  two  courses,  and  a  few  of 
these  have  progressed  through  the  three  courses,  hence  some  are 
counted  twice,  and  even  three  times,  in  making  up  the  table. 

The  attendance  comes  from  all  parts  of  the  State.  The  number  of 
counties  of  Iowa  represented  is  sixty-six  (66)  for  the  year  1881-82, 
and  sixty-six  (66)  for  the  year  1882-83 — a  coincidence.  Seventy-nine 
(79)  counties  of  Iowa  have  had  students  here  during  these  two  years, 
and  thirteen  (13)  counties  from  seven  (7)  other  States  have  also  been 
represented.  These  students  propose  to  become  residents  of  Iowa 
and  to  teach  in  this  State.  The  facts  of  the  past  year  prove  that 
thev  do. 

The  exact  number  of  different  persons  who  have  been  students 
during  these  seven  years  is  one  thousand,  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  (1,322).  The  smallness  of  this  number  is  a  pleasing  fact;  be- 
cause in  connection  with*  the  number  of  years  and  the  average  num- 
ber in  attendance,  it  shows  the  long  average  time  of  attendance  for 
each  student,  a  fact  that  indicates  that  the  School  meets  the  best  ex- 
pectations of  the  student  and  secures  more  thorough. and  extended 
scholarship. "  We  believe  that  we  excel  in  this  point — a  large  average 
time  of  attendance,  giving  a  large  school  but  not  a  large  catalogue. 

THE    SPIRIT   OP   THE    SCHOOL. 

Having  spoken  on  this  point  in  my  former  reports,  and  told  how 
satisfactory  it  was,  I  must  claim  as  much  for  the  two  years  now  being 
considered.  The  deportment  of  the  students  has  been,  in  the  main, 
such  as  comports  with  the  character  of  those  who  intend  to  enter  the 
office  of  the  teacher.  It  is  not  claimed  that  there  have  been  no  de- 
partures from  rule  and  right,  but  that  these  have  been  few  and  slight. 
The  spirit  of  the  true  scholar  has  pervaded  the  entire  body;  and  the 
co  1  corn  in  the  minds  of  the  officers  has  been,  not  that  the  students 
were  neglectful  and  disinterested,  but  that  they,  generally  speaking, 
were  endangering  their  health  by  too  much  zeal  and  application.   Yet 
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excellent  health  has  been  maintained  from  first  to  last.  Poor  heal 
at  school  is  not  the  result  of  hard  study,  bat  of  other  causes  who 
external  to  school  life.  Tet  it  mast  be  said  that  only  those  of  go 
constitution  can  sustain  the  labors  of  a  true  student.

OUGHT  THE   STATE  TO   MAINTAIN    NORMAL   SCHOOLS? 

The  answer  to  this  question  depends  on  the  answer  that  ma; 
given  to  another.  Is  a  normal  school  an  effective  agent  for  the  pr 
aration  of  teachers? 

If  in  a  normal  school  the  learner  is  required  to  apply  his  mi 
under  the  guidance  of  able  instructors  to  the  study  of  these  fourqu 
tions:  What  is  the  human  being  as  the  subject  of  education? 
what  does  this  education  consist?  What  are  the  agents  and  inst 
ments  that  will  produce  this  education?  What  are  the  true  mix 
of  applying  these  agents  and  instruments?  if,  with  this  study,  tht 
is  coupled  an  attentive  observation  of  processes  in  active  operati 
and  frequent  opportunities  for  the  learner  to  conduct  the  proces; 
with  his  own  hand;  and  if,  at  the  same  time,  he  is  acquiring  thorou 
scholarship  in  the  sciences  which  he  will  teach  when  he  comes 
have  a  school  of  his  own,  no  one  can  doubt  the  effectiveness  of  su 
a  normal  school  in  the  preparation  of  teachers.  The  true  nora 
school  transcends  the  mere  externalities  of  modes  and  patterns 
transcends,  but  does  not  ignore  them.    The  spirit  as  well  as  the  fo: 
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must  enter  the  mind  of  the  teacher  and  become  a  productive  force. 
Such  in  brief  is  the  outline  of  the  system  adopted  here;  and  with  a 
consciousness  that  it' is  carried  out  very  defectively,  we  feel  that  the 
results,  as  seen  in  the  efforts  of  our  students  in  the  school-room,  do 
prove  that  that  system  is  effective. 

I  was  enabled  in  my  report  two  years  ago  to  show  the  marked  suc- 
cess in  teaching  which  our  graduates  and  others  obtained.  I  can  with 
more  force  after  this  lapse  of  time  emphasize  these  statements.  "  Do 
the  students  of  the  Normal  School  teach?'7  is  a  quetion  that  some  use 
to  express  a  doubt.  An  actual  count  will  show  that  95  per  cent  do 
teach  after  leaving  this  School,  some  for  a  short  time,  but  many  for  a 
number  of  years.  Of  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  graduates  all 
have  taught  since  graduation  except  four,  and  the  few  who  are  pursu- 
ing a  more  advanced  course  of  study  here  or  elsewhere;  and  these  in- 
tend to  teach  when  they  have  ended  their  studies.  About  one  half  of 
the  young  men  who  are  graduates  are  principals  of  important  graded 
schools.  They  are  rapidly  attaining  high  rank  in  the  profession. 
The  young  women  have  done  equally  well,  and  over  twenty  of  the  cities 
of  the  State,  including  some  of  the  very  largest,  employ  teachers  from 
our  list  of  graduates.  They  are  growing  in  favor;  and  when  some 
are  once  employed  others  will  be  in  the  same  town.  There  are  hun- 
dreds of  our  students  teaching  in  the  country  schools;  and  county 
superintendents  attest  to  their  more  than  average  success.  These 
facts  ought  to  answer  the  question:  has  the  Iowa  State  Normal 
School  fulfilled  reasonably  well  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  founded? 

THE    PROSPECT. 

It  can  be  safely  said  that  Iowa  State  Normal  School  has  passed  the 
experimental  stage  of  its  existence,  and  now  holds  its  place  among 
the  older  and  worthy  institutions  of  the  State.  It  enters  on  a  higher 
wav  of  usefulness.  The  new  features  of  a  Model  School;  Post-Grad- 
uate  Courses;  better  facilities  for  instruction  in  all  departments,  es- 
pecially in  Science;  relief  from  the  crowded  state  of  the  halls  and 
rooms;  these  and  other  advantages,  secured  chiefly  by  the  new  build- 
ing, will  give  character  and  power  to  the  Institution,  and  secure  it  a 
fuller  recognition  in  the  public  mind.  That  this  is  already  taking 
place,  is  very  apparent. 
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I  hope  that  the  Twentieth  General  Assembly  will  take  pleasure  i 
further  extending  the  means  of  our  usefulness.  Much  remains  to  I 
done.  A  full  measure  of  facilities  ought  to  be  supplied.  Our  libra; 
is  very  small;  our  apparatus,  as  such  institutions  count  apparatus, 
very  limited;  our  museums  and  cabinets  are  scarcely  worthy  of  me 
lion.  The  original  building  should  be  improved  in  appearance,  son 
labor  should  be  expended  on  the  grounds,  and  some  changes  put  J 
for  sanitary  reasons.  But  above  all,  provisions  must  be  made  for  U 
proper  boarding  of  our  students  either  in  the  building  or  in  tow 
and  then  some  ready  and  comfortable  means  of  transit  between  tl 
Institution  and  the  city.  With  a  sense  of  thankfulness  for  what  tl 
State  has  done,  not  for  us  but  for  herself,  we  believe  that  the  dev< 
Opment  of  this  School  to  a  measure  of  completeness  would  be  the  be 
policy.  At  the  same  time,  I  am  free  to  express  an  earnest  wish  th 
the  State  after  doing  liberally  for  its  first  Normal  School,  will  be  ab 
to  found  others  in  the  immediate  future.

1 
we  cannot  commend  the  manner  in  which  the  accounts  of  this  ■ 
partment  have  been  kept,  and  would  decidedly  recommend  that  I

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The  steady  growth  of  the  Agricultural  College,  which  has  bet 
very  marked  during  the  past  few  years,  will  make  farther  buildim 
indispensable.  The  classes  in  some  of  the  different  schools  and  <l 
partments  have  become  too  large  for  the  halls  in  which  their  exercis 
are  held.  The  engineers  have  hitherto  met  for  instruction  in  a  sou 
room  which  will  not  hold  seats  and  drawing  tables  enough  for  the 
use.  The  mechanics  have  had  their  practice  in  a  basement  wliii 
has  not  sufficient  bench  room  to  enable  them  all  to  work  at  once. 

We  asked  the  last  Legislature  for  an  appropriation  of  410,000 
put  up  a  new  building  for  these  two  departments,  but  only  45,000  w 
granted.  With  this  limited  sum  we  have  built  a  hall  that  is  too  urns 
to  accommodate  the  growing  classes  of  the  Engineering  School. 

The  same  may  be  said  with  still  greater  emphasis  respecting  il 
lack  of  buildings  for  conducting  the  exercises  of  the  Veterinai 
School.  -This  school,  as  everybody  knows,  is  of  vital  importance 
the  stock  interests  of  the  State.  It  will  not  be  able  for  some  years 
supply  the  demand  now  existing  for  veterinary  physicians  and  sn 
geons  in  the  different  stock  centers.  Its  offices  and  lecture  rooms  a 
sufficiently  commodious,  but  the  veterinary  hospital  is  an  insignifhai 
bam  not  large  enough  to  accommodate  the  stock  of  an  ordinary  fan 
It  is  impossible  to  build  up  institutions  of  industrial  science  and  pra> 
tice  without  adequate  buildings. 

We  want  for  this  rising  veterinary  school  a  hospital,  whose  capa 
ity  shall  not  only  meet  the  needs  of  the  present,  but  shall  suffice  f< 
the  growth  of  future  years.  We  have  already  erected  on  the 
grounds  enough  of  shambling  structures  with  stinted  appropriation 
Let  Iowa  fulfill  her  assumed  obligations  to  Congress  in  such  a  ma 
ner  as  will  comport  with  the  importance  of  this  great  enterprise,  ai 
supply  the  wants  of  generations  to  come. 

ZOOLOGICAL   BUILDING. 

The  Department  of  Zoology  is  an  indispensable  adjunct  of  an  i 
dustrial  college.  We  should  have  a  mere  fragment  of  an  agricultur 
school  without  it.  In  this  college  it  has  a  name,  but  no  local  habit 
ation.  Its  large  classes  meet  in  the  narrow  rooms  of  the  main  buil< 
nig,  in  the  museum,  or  wherever  they  can.  What  it  needs  for  fn 
development  is  a  building  of  its  own,  in  whose  rooms  and  halls 
can  gather  collections,  make  analyses,  give  lectures,  and  conduct  r 
views  and  examinations.  This  need  is  so  great  that  the  State  wi 
certainly  give  heed  to  it.

Prominent  among  the  urgent  necessities  I  have  mentioned,  is  a  c 
lege  hospital  for  sict  students.  Every  building  used  as  a  dormitc 
for  a  large  number  of  young  people  is  liable  to  be  visited  by  infectic 
diseases.  Despite  the  great  care  which  is  taken  to  prevent  the  spre 
of  contagious  maladies  among  the  students,  they  have  suffered  seve 
different  times  from  measles,  once  from  diphtheria,  and  once,  the  1; 
summer,  from  scarlet  fever.  In  this  latter  case,  by  rare  good  fortui 
we  were  able  to  isolate,  in  a  building  temporarily  unoccupied,  each  j 
tient  as  soon  as  the  first  symptoms  appeared,  and  to  disinfect  the  vacat 
room  with  fumes  of  sulphur.  In  this  way  the  dread  malady  was  ke 
from  spreading  beyond  six  cases,  none  of  which  were  fatal. 

We  believe  that  we  could  secure  the  College  from  the  inroads 
the  various  infections  if  we  had  the  means  of  isolating  the  patient 
that  we  could  at  once  disinfect  his  room.  A  college  hospital,  whi 
could  be  built>at  a  limited  expense,  would  thus  enable  us,  in  nearly ; 
cases,  to  save  the  suffering,  if  not  the  lives,  of  the  young  people  coi 
mitted  to  our  charge.

The  pupil  is  regarded  as  the 
tier  or  manager  of  a  farm,  and  the  several  problems  that 
improvement,  drainage,  stock-breeding  and  the  dairy, 
nd  application  of  manures,  in  the  production  of  the 
Tasses  and  their  economic  uses  in  husbandry,  are  care- 
■d  from  this  entirely  practical  standpoint.  Sufficient 
is  given  under  a  competent  foreman  to  familiarize  the 
le  methods  necessary  to  the  successful  application  of 
olved  and  to  give  him  a  reasonable  amount  of  skill, 
owever,  presumed  that  the  student  in  agriculture,  after 
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a  course  that  has  taxed  his  full  energies,  will  be  as  skillful  in  oral 
nary  farm  industries  as  one  who  has  spent  an  equal  amount  of  tin 
upon  the  farm;  but  the  superior  knowledge  and  mental  disciplii 
acquired  are  considered  more  than  a  compensation  for  any  temporal 
lack  in  skill,  and  fully  vindicate  the  wisdom  of  a  thorough  educatii 
for  the  farm." 

Two  years  of  added  experience  have  served  to  confirm  these  opi 
ions.  The  first  class  in  the  special  course  of  agriculture,  gradual 
November,  1883.  In  September  previous,  Mr.  George  W.  Curtis, 
this  class,  was  elected  Professor  of  Agriculture  and  Horticulture 
the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  of  Texas.  That  progre^ 
ive  college  sent  its  president,  Prof.  H.  II.  Dinwiddie,  and  its  sen 
tary,  Prof.  L.  L.  Mclnnis,  north  to  secure*  the  most  competent  m 
for  the  department  of  agriculture,  and  Mr.  Curtis  was  selected  aft 
a  most  careful  investigation  of  college  courses  of  instruction  and  I 
fitness  of  applicants. 

In  a  late  report,  President  Dinwiddie  makes  the  following  allusii 
to  the  Iowa  Agricultural  College: 

"The  fact  is  recognized  that  some  of  our  most  thoughtful  peoj 
regard  the  proper  conduct  of  an  Agricultural  College  as  an  nnsolv 
problem. 

"This  is  a  serious  error.  It  is  true  that  the  greater  number  of  <> 
state  agricultural  colleges  have  failed.  But  a  few  have  succeed 
brilliantly,  and  guided  by  the  experience  of  one  of  the  best  of  tlu 
the  professor  of  agriculture  here  finds  nothing  problematic  in  t 
general  plan  which  he  has  marked  out  for  his  course.  The  instit 
tion  of  which  he  is  a  graduate,  has  during  the  fifteen  years  of  its  e 
istence  solved  the  problems  of  agricultural  education  in  America  ai 
is  now  tilled  with  earnest,  enthusiastic  students  preparing  to  becoi 
practical  scientific  managers  of  farms."

My  initial  report,  six  years  ago,  represented  the  Department  d 
tute  of  all  needed  facilities  for  storage,  propagation,  eiperinw 
work,  and  even  class-room  instruction. 

With  due  thanks  to  the  Legislature,  our  Board  of  Trustees. 
the  President  and  Faculty  of  the  College,  I  am  now  pleased  to  re 
fair  to  good  appliances,  fixtures,  and  conveniences  in  all  our  lin< 
work.  As  the  years  go  on,  we  have  reason  to  hope  that  the  De; 
ment  in  all  its  appointments  will  compare  favorably  with  thns 
the  older  schools  of  Horticulture  and  Forestry  in  Europe. 

INSTRUCTION    IN     HO  RTICU  I.TURK. 

The  lectures  and  line  of  practice  in  the  Freshman  year 
Arranged  with  special  view  to  the  facts  that  horticultural  instrui 
Is  confined  to  this  year  with  all  students,  except  those  taking 
agricultural  course;  and  none  of  the  students  in  the  large  clai

By  completing  eacut  topic  before  another  is  taken  up,  careful  9 
tion  to  the  note-taking  of  each  student,  with  required  inspect] 
and  practice  in  the  adjacent  fruit  plantations,  nursery  grounds, 
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over  gardens,  etc.,  we  find  the  majority  of  the  mem- 
rge  Freshman  class  to  secure  a  clearer  idea  of  the  rea 
■s  and  methods  in  tree,  shrub  and  plant  growing,  than  is 
the  ordinary  laborer  in  nursery  or  fruit  plantations, 
ident  this  work  becomes  a  series  of  consecutive  studies 
;  observations.  Relatively  few  leave  the  Freshman 
realizing  the  important  fact  that  the  value  of  all  horti- 
ations  is  as  the  thought  put  into  it.

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EXPERIMENTAL    HORTICULTURE. 

An  intelligible  outline  of  our  work  in  experimental  horticult 
would  ocCupy  more  space  than  can  be  given  in  this  report.  The  p 
of  our  extended  work  moat  likely  to  benefit  the  great  Northwest 
noted  somewhat  in  detail  in  the  College  Bulletin,  entitled,  "Exp< 
menta  with,  and  investigation  of,  North  of  Europe  Fruits,  Trees  ; 
Shrubs." 

Of  this  division  of  our  work  we  reported  four  years  ago:  u1 
now  confidently  predict  that  many  of  the  varieties  of  the  apple 
now  have  in  nursery  from  this  region  (central  Russia),  will  pn 
just  what  we  have  been  seeking  for  during  many  years  past,  v 
good-keeping  sorts,  of  large  size  and  good  qualities  for  differ 
uses,  produced  on  trees  capable  of  enduring  any  phase  of  our 
mate." 

Since  thai  time  we  have  grown  and  distributed  for  trial  fully  fi 
thousand  of  these  trees.  These  have  been  sent  out  in  small  lots 
all  parts  of  our  State,  and  in  limited  quantity  to  Montana,  northt 
Nebraska,  Dakota,  Minnesota,  Manitoba,  western  Ontario,  the  Pr 
inee  of  Quebec,  the  most  trying  portions  of  Vermont,  etc. 

The  crucial  winter  of  T882-S  wrought  havoc  with  the  varieties 
more  southern  extraction,  but  no  complaint  has  come  of  the  wint 
killing  of  the  trees  from  the  great  steppes  north  and  east  of  the  C 
pathians.  In  the  trying  portions  of  the  prairie  States,  the  feeli 
is  now  becoming  general  that  the  work  here  inaugurated  will  provt 
blessing  difficult  to  estimate  in  dollars  and  cents. 

Where  top-worked,  many  of  the  varieties  have  already  borne  fn 
which  in  size,  appearance  and  quality  has  far  exceeded  the  ex  pec 
tions  of  those  who  have  believed  all  Russian  fruits  coarse  in  textu 
and  rough,  acid,  and  austere  in  quality. 

On  the  College  farm  we  have  fruited  the  past  year  Russian  var 
ties  of  the  apple  which  are  proving  good  keepers,  and  in  qnali 
fully  equal  to  the  Fameuse. 

Since  the  above  report  was  made  to  the  Governor,  I  have  been  cc 
firmed  in  my  belief  regarding  the  fruits  of  central  Russia  by  8  pi 
sonal  inspection  of  their  orchards,  and  the  testing  of  the  quality 
hundreds  of  the  varieties  grown  on  the  great  steppes.  Even  e 
hundred  miles  east  of  Moscow,  on  the  fifty-fifth  parallel  of  north  I:

Russia.  We  have  just  received  another  consignm  en 
y  trees  for  the  experimental  orchard  from  Riga,  Russia, 
in  the  spring  consignments  for  trial  from  five  different 
rtheastem  Austria  and  central  Russia.    We  cannot  send 
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out  plants  for  trial  until  we  can  grow  scions  in  the  trial  orchard, 
have  tried  repeatedly  to  import  scions,  but  invariably  they 
arrived  in  bad  condition  for  successful  grafting. 

As  train  loads  of  fine  cherries  are  grown  in  the  province  of  ' 
mir,  one  hundred  and  fifty  miles    east  of    Moscow,  we    can 
assume  they  can  be  grown  on  the  most  exposed   prairies  of  noi 
Iowa. 

In  the  earlier  stages  of  our  experimental  work  the  want  of  j 
facilities,  and  the  very  limited  appropriation  from  the  college  in 
fund  prevented  rapid  advances.

During  the  last  year  the  facilities  of  this  Department  have 
added  to  by  the  erection  of  a  small  building,  to  be  used  as  an  in 
ary.  While  the  building  is  of  sufficient  size  to  serve  as  a  plac 
holding  clinics,  it  has  proved  totally  inadequate  to  the  demand 
the  Department  for  hospital  work.  During  the  year  about 
boarding  patients  were  received  for  treatment,  and  three  hun 
cases  presented  at  the  clinics.  A  nominal  charge  is  made  on  pat 
kept  for  treatment  in  the  hospital — a  charge  sufficient  to  cover 
expense  of  this  branch  of  the  work.  The  treatment  in  most  i 
has  proved  satisfactory.  No  case  receiving  treatment  at  the  bos 
dnring  the  year  has  proved  fatal. 

The  demands  on  the  Department  from  various  portions  of  the  t 
have  been  far  in  excess  of  former  years.  I  have  so  far  as  pos 
responded  to  these  calls  when  there  was  satisfactory  evidence 
the  disease  was  sufficiently  serious  to  justify  making  an  examina 

This  work  has  taken  me  into  about  one-half  of  the  counties  ol 
State.  In  some  instances  I  have  been  enabled  to  render  more  or 
valuable  service  in  the  suppression  of  contagious  disease.  Then 
been  no  considerable  loss  of  stock  during  the  year,  except  from 
causes.  Ergotism,  glanders,  and  cerebro-spinal  meningitis 
resulted  in  the  destruction  of  a  number  of  individuals  in  difff 
parts  of  the  State.

The  field  work  consists  in 
t  general  and  special  problems  in  simple,  compound  and 
sorves,  such  as  occur  in  actual  practice.  This  same  subject 
ted  through  the  junior  year,  embracing  in  the  first  term  the 
if  excavation  and  embankment,  trestles,  piling  bridges,  etc., 
nted  by  field  work.  In  the  second  term  (junior  year)  the 
f  a  limited  line  of  road  is  undertaken  and  completed. 
nd  curves  are  determined,  after  a  preliminary  survey  has 
le,  grade  stakes  set,  curves  run  in,  excavation  and  embank- 
nlated,  anil  the  work  placed  in  condition  for  the  grading  to 
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be  done.  A  complete  topographical  map  of  the  line  is  made  and 
profile  platted. 

The  subject  of  bridges  is  studied  during  the  entire  senior  y 
The  first  term  is  devoted  to  the  determining  of  stresses  in  the  dii 
ent  members  of  the  several  types  of  trusses,  and  the  second  tern 
the  study  of  foundations,  connections,  form  of  members,  allows 
stress  per  square  inch  in  posts,  chords,  ties,  wind-bracing,  etc.,  w 
pressure,  effect  of  fatigue  of  metal,  and  such  other  topics  as  are 
lated  to  bridges,  culverts,  abutments,  piers,  etc. 

Bridges  in  the  vicinity  are  examined  critically  and  detail  drawl 
of  them  made  in  order  to  familiarize  the  student  with  the  method; 
making  connections.  One  or  more  or  original  designs,  with  stres 
size  of  members,  plan,  elevations  and  detail  drawings  are  require* 
each  student. 

Trips  are  taken  to  different  parts  of  the  country  to  examine 
engineering  works  of  importance,  from  an  engineer's  standpo 
The  trip  of  the  past  year  embraced  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Buff: 
Niagara,  Portage,  New  York  City,  Brooklyn,  etc.  The  only  obj 
of  such  trips  being  to  give  the  student  ideas  of  how  the  best  clasi 
engineering  works  are  constructed.  Thanks  are  due  the  Lake  Sh 
&  Michigan  Southern  and  the  Erie  railroad  officials  for  favors  sho 
the  Department  during  this  trip. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  Department  to  continue  these  trips 
different  points  whenever  possible,  they  being  made  during  the  an 
mer  vacation. 

Sanitary  Engineering  is  taught  mainly  by  questions  given  the  s 
dent,  the  answers  to  which  he  must  learn  from  reading  in  the  libn 
and  upon  which  he  is  examined  at  the  close  of  the  term.  The  ott 
subjects  taught  in  the  second  term  senior  year  are  given  almi 
entirely  by  lectures. 

In  descriptive  geometry  and  stereotomy  about  forty  plates  of  drs 
ings  (twelve  by  eighteen  inches)  are  prepared,  eaoh  involving  one 
many  of  the  problems  in  the  text-book.  In  all  subjects  taught,  t 
practical  application  of  the  principles  taught  is  a  leading  featui 
and  we  think  should  be  in  all  technical  education.  Not  only  to  kn< 
how  a  thing  should  be  done  but  to  be  able  to  do  t'.at  thing  is  what 
wanted  to-day. 

The  Department  is  fairly  well  equipped  with  instruments,  draugl 
ing  tables,  etc.,  its  present  need  being  more  room.     We  have  thr 
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h  latest  improvements),  two  levels,  compass,  chains,  steel 
noles,  crop s -section  rods,  maps,  drawings,  and  like  mate 
traction,  but  have  not  nearly  enough  room  to  use  these 
the  best  advantage.  The  engineering  library  contains

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good  service,  and  have  enabled  much  larger  classes  to  be  ace 
mod  a  ted. 

The  lecture  room  hag  been  made  usable,  and  enough  chairs  1 
been  added  to  the  old  stock  so  as  to  enable  us  to  seat  a  class  of  < 
one  hundred.  The  chairs  are  not  yet  fastened  to  the  floor,  and 
room  is  therefore  not  as  easily  kept  in  order  as  it  should  be.  Sev 
curtains  also  are  wanting,  they  having  been  destroyed  in  the  st< 

The  Herbarium  room  has  not  yet  recovered  from  the  torn 
effects.  The  material  was  moved  back  into  it,  and  temporarily 
ranged  in  the  cases,  but  it  hag  been  impossible  to  secure  the  t 
necessary  to  a  careful  rearrangement  of  all  the  specimens.  Con 
erable  additions  have  been  made  to  the  collection,  among  which  i 
be  mentioned  the  following:  Two  hundred  and  fifty  Southern  pla 
five  hundred  Utah  and  California  plants,  one  thousand  Eng 
plants,  fifteen  hundred  German  plants,  besides  Other  small  lots  ag 
gating  about  two  hundred  or  three  hundred  more,  making  in  a 
grand  total  of  additions  of  about  thirty-five  hundred  specimens. 

During  the  lagt  month  I  have  been  engaged,  with  the  help  of 
J.  C.  Arthur,  in  an  attempt  to  put  in  order  that  part  of  the  collect 
which  contains  the  parasitic  fungi,  the  lichens,  mosses,  etc.,  and  h 
succeeded  in  doing  so  quite  satisfactorily.  When  this  work  of 
rangement  is  completed,  this  College  will  possess  one  of  the  1 
collections  of  plants  for  study  in  the  country.  It  already  furnU 
far  better  facilities  to  the  student  and  specialist  for  obtainin 
knowledge  of  the  vegetable  kingdom  than  is  offered  by  most  ot 
herbaria  in  the  west.  The  additions  made  this  year  have  been  ] 
ticularly  valuable  in  furnishing  plants  of  economic  value  in  horti< 
ture,  agriculture,  and  medicine.

Two  teachers  —  one  from  Indiana  and  one  from  Minnesota  —  t 
some  time  in  the  laboratory  in  June  and  July.  I  have  no  doubt 
if  it  were  desirable  to  do  so,  we  could  easily  bring  together 
every  year  a  class  of  ten  or  a  dozen  high  school  teachers,  who  w 
bo  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the  De 
ment.  At  present,  I  hardly  feel  like  taking  upon  myself  the  co 
erable  extra  work  which  such  a  class  would  require;  but  in  a 
years  I  think  it  may  be  well  for  us  to  make  some  provision  for 
many  teachers  who  are  seeking  to  fit  themselves  for  better  botai 
work  in  the  schools.  This  is  all  the  more  desirable  because  it 
been  our  aim  here  to  make  Botany  a  study  of  living  plant*,  rs 
than  a  study  of  mere  classification.  If  we  can,  by  throwing  ■ 
our  laboratories  for  a  few  weeks  each  year,  do  somewhat  in  ai 
those  teachers  who  wish  to  acquaint  themselves  more  fully  with 
inodcr::  methods  of  study,' we  can  hardly  refuse  to  do  so. 

The  methods  of  instruction  have  not  differed  materially  from  t 
used  in  previous  years.  The  aim  throughout  the  course  is  U 
arrange  the  work  that  the  student  shall,  as  far  as  possible,  obs 
for  himself.  He  is  sent  to  the  plants,  and  told  to  study  them,  ra 
than  to  books  to  be  conned.  Of  course,  books  must  be  used, 
they  are  rather  guides  than  the  objects  of  study. 

The  Freshmen  begin  the  study  of  collecting  their  own  specimei 
leaves,  twigs,  flowers,  seeds,  roots,  etc.,  and  after  careful  examini 
making  drawings,  and  writing  out  descriptions.  After  a  consider 
drill  in  this  work,  they  are  given  a  course  of  lectures  coverin; 
non-technical  English  the  main  facts  as  to  the  structure,  mode  of 
and  manner  of  reproduction,  of  plants  in  the  several  great  divie 
of  the  vegetable  kingdom.  I  consider  this  one  of  the  most  imj 
ant  terms  of  the  students'  work  in  botany,  for  in  it  he  is  lee 
examine  plants  for  himself,  and  thus  to  lay  the  foundation  for  a  [ 
tical  acquaintance  with  the  plants  with  which  he  may  come  in 
tact.  One  of  the  most  difficult,  and  yet  most  desirable,  things  t 
accomplished  is  to  convince  the  student  that  science  is  a  direct  si 
of  things  themselves,  and  that  that  study  is  possible  at  all  times 
in  all  places,  not  being  confined  to  the  class  room  and  laboratory 
to  any  particular  locality  or  season.  If  we  can  succeed  in  instil 
into  the  mind  of  the  student  this  one  great  lesson,  the  way  is  i 
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ecuring  a  scientific  education;  bat  so  long  as  he  sup- 
to  reside  in  books  alone,  he  has  not  yet  laid  a  solid 
sound  scientific  culture.

Worden,  students  in  Iowa  College.  The  Hon.  George  H.  Wrigb. 
Sioux  City,  has  furnished  me  with  the  records  from  that  place 
wish  to  express  my  obligations  to  all  these  gentlemen  for  the  fa 
at  their  hands. 


An  account  of  the  meteorology  of  Story  county  for  the  past  e 
years  would  be  very  incomplete  without  a  brief  notice  of  the 
nadoes  which  have  swept  over  it. 

On  April  8, 1882,  at  six  o'clock  and  fourteen  minutes,  by  Chic 
time,  a  small  tornado  passed  through  the  grounds  of  the  Coll 
Its  direction  was  due  north,  and  it  was  traced  from  a  point  about 
miles  south  of  here  over  a  path  about  twelve  miles  long.  It  enti 
destroyed  the  house  of  Mr.  Keltncr,  about  two  miles  south  of 
College.  Mr.  W.  McCarthy's  house,  three  fourths  of  a  mile  soutl 
*  the  College,  was  also  completely  destroyed  and  the  occupants  so 
what  injured.  On  the  College  farm  a  large  amount  of  damage 
done.  A  portion  of  the  brick  wall  of  South  Hall  was  bulged  < 
ward  by  the  pressure  of  the  wind  inside  the  house  caused  by  a  d 
blowing  open.  The  south  tower  of  the  main  building  was  seriot 
damaged.  North  Hall  had  both  gable  ends  blown  in  above  the  1 
floor,  and  all  the  roof  carried  away  except  a  small  portion  in  the  i 
ter.  Many  trees  and  smaller  buildings  about  the  campus  were  d 
aged.  No  people  were  killed,  although  for  a  time  it  was  thou 
that  several  were  seriously  injured. 

This  was  a  genuine  tornado  or  whirlwind,  the  direction  of  rotat 
being  from  right  to  left,  or  opposite  that  of  the  hands  of  a  wat 
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Its  yelocity  in  a  direction  from  south  to  north  was  twenty-four  miles 
per  hour.  Calculations  made  from  various  data  show  that  the  veloc- 
ity of  the  wind  in  its  rotary  motion  was  from  one  hundred  to  one 
hundred  and  fifty  miles  per  hour. 

THE  TORNADO    OP   APRIL    17,    1882,  COMMONLY   KNOWN    AS    THE   "  GRIN- 
NELL   TORNADO." 

On  June  17,  1882,  a  terrible  tornado  swept  over  the  western  por- 
tion of  Boone  county,  through  Story  county,  and  thence  in  a  south- 
easterly direction  to  Mt.  Pleasant  in  this  State.  It  was  first  seen  in 
this  county  about  four  miles  south  of  the  College,  and  had  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  long,  slender  column  reaching  from  the  clouds  to  the 
earth.  The  column  was  nearly  a  mile  long,  and  perhaps  four  hun- 
dred feet  in  diameter.  In  passing  through  this  township  it  broke 
into  two  distinct  tonadoes,  which  moved  nearly  parallel  about  two 
miles  apart,  and  then  united  after  crossing  the  Skunk  river.  Proba- 
bly ten  thousand  dollars  would  not  pay  the  damage  done  in  this 
county  alone. 

I  shall  only  give  a  brief  summary  of  the  important  peculiarities 
and  facts  of  this  tornado. 
]ftr$t — Its  general  direction  was  from  northwest  to  southeast. 
Second— The  wind  rotated  from  right  to  left,  or,  in  the  opposite 
direction  of  the  hands  of  a  watch. 

Third — The  cloud  moved  over  the  State  at  the  rate  of  about  forty- 
six  miles  per  hour. 

Fourth — The  velocity  of  the  wind  in  the  tornado  nvas  from  two 
hundred  to  three  hundred  and  fifty  miles  per  hour. 

Fifth — At  times  the  tornado  resembled  a  funnel  with  the  little  end 
down;  then  along  serpent,  and  then  at  other  times  it  resembled  two 
cones  with  their  bases  on  the  ground  and  in  the  clouds  meeting  in 
mid-air. 

Sixth — The  width  of  the  tornado  varied  at  different  times  from 
two  hundred  to  one  thousand  feet. 

Seventh — It  frequently  rose  from  the  ground  and  drew  into  the 
clouds,  and  after  passing  some  distance  the  funnel  would  let  down 
again  and  commence  its  work  of  destruction. 

Eighth — This  tornado  swept  through  the  town  of  Gi  innell  in  Powe- 
shiek county,  and  killed  and  injured  a  large  number  of  people.  It  is 
probable  that  not  less  than  half  a  million  dollars  worth  of  damage 
was  done  in  its  course  through  Iowa.

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REPOKT  OF  THE  CHEMICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


T.   E.    POPE,     PROFESSOR. 

Students  commence  chemistry  at  the  beginning  of  the  Sophomore 
year.  For  the  first  two  thirds  of  a  term  they  study  general  chemis- 
try, embracing  manipulation,  manufacture  of  gases,  acids,  bases,  etc. 
Then  qualitative  analysis  is  taken  up  during  the  rest  of  the  year. 
Two  afternoons  a  week,  through  both  terms,  are  required  for  labora- 
tory work.  The  text-books  used  are  Barker's  College  Chemistry  and 
Storer  and  Eliot's  Qualitative  Analysis  as  revised  by  Wm,  II. 
Nichols.  In  the  class-room  problems,  reactions  and  theoretical  chem- 
istry are  taught,  and  no  student  is  permitted  to  enter  the  Junior  year 
who  does  not  thoroughly  understand  all  these  subjects  and  is  able  to 
analyze  successfully  any  inorganic  substance  that  may  be  given  him. 
In  the  Junior  year  there  are  four  courses,  agricultural,  veterinary, 
general  and  special.  Students  taking  the  agricultural  course  com- 
mence their  work  during  the  second  term,  analyzing  quantitatively 
milk,  foods,  sorghum,  water,  coal,  fertilizers,  etc.  Three  afternoons 
a  week  are  required  for  work  in  the  laboratory.  The  text- book  is  the 
same  as  used  in  the  general  course. 

The  veterinary  course  extends  through  the  year,  and  one  afternoon 
a  week  is  given  to  laboratory  work.  Two  recitations  a  week  are  re- 
quired through  the  year.  The  text-bopk  used  is  Atfield's  Chemistry, 
Medical  and  Pharmaceutical.  The  laboratory  work  embraces  manu- 
facture of  extracts,  tinctures,  and  pharmaceutical  preparations  in 
general,  qualitative  analyses  of  drugs,  toxicology,  quantitative  analy- 
ses of  water,  abnormal  urine,  drugs,  patent  medicines,  etc.,  etc. 

In  the  general  course,  two  afternoons  a  week  are  required  for  labor- 
atory work   in  the  first  term,  and  three  in  the  second.     Fresenius' 
Quantitative  Analysis  is  used  as  a  guide.     Analyses  are  made  of  pure 
chemicals  first,  and,  when  the  students  have  become  used  to  the  man- 
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ipulation,  ores,  alloys,  slags,  cast  iron,  mineral  water,  etc.,  are  given 
them.  A  course  in  assaying  will  be  given  next  year  to  those  who 
desire  it.  The  text-book  used  in  the  class-room  is  Blexam's  Chemis- 
try, Organic  and  Inorganic.  Two  recitations  a  week  are  held  during 
the  year. 

Special  students  take  all  in  the  general  course,  and  have,  in  addi- 
tion, more  laboratory  work  £nd  three  recitations  a  week  during  the 
year.     Text-book,  Cook's  Chemical  Philosophy. 

In  the  Senior  year  all  the  students  have  two  lectures  a  week,  during 
the  first  term,  on  agricultural  chemistry.  The  special  students  con- 
tinue their  laboratory  work  during  the  year,  and  as  a  text-book  use 
Boscoe  Scherlemmer's  Organic  Chemistry,  with  a  course  of  reading 
on  such  topics  as  may  be  designated  by  the  professor.  The  profi- 
ciency attained  by  these  students  is  often  very  high,  and  I  have  had 
calls  each  year  from  the  leading  institutions  at  the  East  for  chemists, 
not  one  of  whom  has  so  far  failed  to  retain  his  place,  and  add  to  the 
reputation  of  the  Department. 

FACILITIES. 

There  are  one  hundred  desks,  furnished  with  sinks,  water  and  gas. 
The  laboratories  have  a  ground  floor  of  four  thousand  square  feet* 
and  are  well  lighted  by  windows  on  all  sides.  The  apparatus,  exclu- 
sive of  desks  and  fixtures,  is  worth  nearly  four  thousand  dollars,  and 
includes  five  analytical  balances  capable  of  weighing  to  one  thous- 
andth of  a  grain,  saccharimeter,  spectroscope,  combustion  furnace, 
etc.,  etc.  The  laboratory  is  open  from  nine  in  the  morning  to  quarter 
past  five  in  the  afternoon  for  students  in  quantitative  work,  and  from 
one  to  quarter  past  five  for  qualitative.  No  recitations  are  held  in 
the  afternoons,  the  professor's  time  beiog  given  to  personal  suparvi- 
sion  of  the  students'  work.

REPORT    OF  DEPARTMENT  OF  DOMESTIC  ECONOMY. 


MARY  B.  WELCH. 


To  the  Hon,.  Board  of  Trustees: 

Before  reviewing  the  actual  work  of  the  past  two  years  in  the  De- 
partment of  Domestic  Economy,  I  beg  leave  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  Board,  to  some  of  the  obstacles  that  make  this  kind  of  instruction 
most  difficult  to  the  teacher,  and  the  manner  in  which  such  obstacles 
have  been  in  part  at  least  overcome.  In  order  to  make  this  clear  I 
shall  "be  obliged  to  give  my  notion  of  the  true  mission  of  this  De- 
partment and  the  character  and  aim  of  the  lessons  given  therein. 

Two  vital  errors  oppose  progress  in  the  household  arts.  The  first 
is  a  -wrong  notion  of  their  value  to  the  world.  The  second,  follow- 
ing as  a  consequence  from  the  first,  is  a  complete  misconception  of 
their  relation  to  other  arts. 

That  a  false  idea  of  the  value  of  housework  is  almost  universally 
prevalent  is  proven  by  the  fact  that  it  is  regarded  by  most  house- 
wives as  simple  drudgery,  and  that  they  are  always  looking  forward 
to   the   time  when  they  may  escape  its  demands  and  rest  from  its 
duties.      The  fact  too  that  of  all  work  it  commands  as  a  rule  the 
lowest  wages,  and  that  any  one  is  considered  capable  of  doing  it,  no 
matter  bow  ignorant  or  stupid,  if  only  she  possesses  muscular  strength, 
and  still  farther  the  social  position  in  general  accorded  to  such  work- 
ers, are  all  proofs  of  the  low  rank  occupied  by  the  household  arts. 
It  is  very  much  with  housework  as  it  has  been  with  agriculture.    Mus- 
cular ability  was  thought  to  be  the  only  ability  needed  by  the  farmer. 
Robust  health  and  a  strong  right  arm  have  been  considered  the  chief 
essentials  in  a  cook.    And  just  as  the  boys  on  the  farm  have  looked 
with   longing  eyes  toward  the  professions,  so  have  the  daughters 
aspired  to  be  teachers,  dress-makers,  milliners,  anything  rather  than 
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workers  in  the  home  kitchen.     The  world  is  just  beginning  to  ac- 
knowledge that  a  successful  farmer  must  at  the  very  least  equal  any 
professional  man  in  mental  acuteness,  business  ability  and  general  in- 
telligence.    And  so  too  a  change  in  the  popular  opinion   respecting 
housework  is  slowly  but  surely  coming  about.  It  is  still  true  however 
that  every  girl  who  comes  under  my  instruction  is  inevitably  more  or 
less  under  the  influence  of  the  old,  false  notions.     She  recognizes  the 
full  value  of  mental  drill  and  literary  culture,  because  these  will  fit 
her  for  positions  she  longs  to  fill.      She  is   fully  as  ambitious  as 
her  brother,  and  hopes  just  as  ardently  for  riches,  position,  influence, 
as  does  he.    She  feels  she  has  but  little  time  to  spare  for  any  study 
that  will  not  return  to  her  some  portion  of  that  sort  of  power  which 
is  to  help  her  get  on  in  the  world.     What  cares  she  for  housework? 
In  the  dim  future  when  she  has  realized  all  she  now  dreams  of  she 
will  hire  an  Irish  girl,  or  a  Norwegian,  or  a  Swede,  to  do  her  house- 
work, while  she  gives  her  time  to  loftier  pursuits.     Before  she  can  be 
interested  in  the  study  of  domestic  economy  she  must  be  impressed 
with  its  value  and  its  dignity.  The  Irish  cook  in  her  mother's  kitchen 
■could  teach  her  to  bake  bread,  perhaps,  but  she  would  surely  associate 
the  process  with  the  ignorant  and  uncultivated  woman  who  taught  it 
and  look  upon  both  with  equal  disrespect.    So  she  must  be  instructed 
here  in  more  than  manual  process.     If  enthusiasm  is  to  be  excited,  if 
respect  for  home  attainments  is  to  be  cultivated,  if  sensible  and  right 
views  of  domestic  matters  are  to  be  inculcated,  then  manual  skill 
must  join  hands  with  mental  attainments.     The  philosophy  as  well 
as  the  practice  must  be  set  forth.     The  relations  of  food  and  culinary 
skill  to  physical  and  mental  development,  the  proper  care  of  the 
body,  the  innumerable  details  of  household  economy  and  hygiene 
must  all  be  set  forth  in  such  a  way  as  to  command  both  interest  and 
Tespect.     With  no  text-books,  no  works  of  reference,  absolutely  no 
thoroughly  classified  and  systematized  knowledge  to  be  obtained  in 
this  department  of  instruction,  how  can  this  be  accomplished.    Only 
by  the  most  persevering  study  on  the  part  of  the* teacher,  joined  to  a 
genuine  love  of  the  work  and  a  thorough  belief  in-  its  importance. 
She  must  search  through  many  books  for  few  items.     She  must  ar- 
range these  in  proper  order.     She  must  try  every  recipe  before  bring- 
ing it  to  her  classroom,  and  give  to  her  students  not  only  its  mate- 
rials and  method,  but  as  nearly  as  possible  the  whys  and  wherefores 
of  every  step.     She  must  know  all  about  food  history,  the  compara- 
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tive  economy  of  special  foods,  including  not  only  the  first  cost,  but 
the  amount  of  nutriment  supplied  and  the  lasting  quality  of  such 
nutriment.     She  must  look  up  food  adulterations.     She  must  give 
advice  as  to  market  supplies  both  as  to  price  and  quality.     She  must 
know  the  parts  of  a  beef  animal  as  well  as  the  butcher  who  sells 
them;  in  short  she  must  post  herself  thoroughly  on  all  questions  con- 
cerning every  article  of  food  she  handles.    The  food  supply  of  Iowa 
is  abundant  in  quantity  and  excellent  in  quality,  but  comparatively 
limited   in  variety.     Beef,  pork  and  poultry,  milk,   eggs,   and  the 
hardier  fruits  and  vegetables   compose  our  staple  articles  of  food. 
Since  variety  enters  very  materially  into  the  question  of  digestion 
and  assimilation,  it  has  been  my  aim  to  give  as  great  a  number  of 
simple  methods  of  preparing  and  combining  these  as  possible.     This 
has  also  required  study  and    practice.     Every  hour's  work  in  the  col- 
lege kitchen  with  my  class  represents  many  hours  of  hard  labor  in 
my  own  study  and  kitchen.     So  much  have  I  been  hampered  by  the 
lack  of  text-books  in  this  department  of    study  that  I  have  myself 
prepared  a  Manual  of  Domestic  Economy  for  school  and  private  use. 
I  have  combated  the  second  error  I  mentioned  by  carefully  pre- 
pared talks  on  the  relation  of  the  domestic  arts  to  the  progress  of 
the  world.    It  is  easy  to  prove  that  the  home  is  the  propelling  force 
in  social  advancement,  and  that  its  interests  touch  every  art  and  im 
press  every  pursuit.     Sound  minds  in  sound  bodies  should  go  forth 
from  it  to  help  civilization  forward.     Just  in  proportion  as  wives, 
and  mothers  become  intelligent  and  skilled  in  the  management  of 
home  interests,  including  as  these  do,  the  development  of  true  man- 
hood and  womanhood,  physically,  mentally  and  morally,  the  world 
will  move  onward  and  upward.     We  can  prolong  the  parallel  here 
between  agriculture  and  domestic  economy.     The  good   farmer  of 
to-day  is  not  he  who  knows  simply  how  to  plov,  or  even  how  to  raise 
and  gather  crops.    To  be  successful  he  must  be  versed  in  the  mani- 
fold duties  of  a  business  which  embraces  as  many  details  and  as  di- 
verse employments  as  the  home.     He  must  know  something  more 
even  than  these  details,  for  he  must  take  his  place  among  men  soci- 
ally and  politically.    So  the  housewife  must  be  more  than  a  cook,  a 
nurse  and  a  seamstress.     She  must  be  practically  and  specifically  ac- 
quainted with  these  arts,  but  she  must  be  ready  also  to  influence 
character,  take  her  place  by  her  husband's  side  as  a  social  force,  and 
if  need  ccme,  assume  his  duties  as  a  person  acquainted  with  affairs.. 
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As  the  mistress  of  a  home  "she  may  touch  the  springs  that  set  in  mo- 
tion any  social,  business,  or  even  political  factor  at  work  in  the 
world.  Our  College  is  doing  a  noble  work  if  it  helps  the  young  wo- 
men who  come  under  its  influence  to  appreciate  these  responsibil- 
ities. 

.  The  Department  of  Domestic  Economy  gives  the  only  practical 
instruction  in  the  curriculum  for  girls.  The  boys  have  the  work- 
shops and  the  farm.  The  girls  have  only  the  experimental  kitchen. 
This  labor  too  is  purely  instructive.  It  has  been  the  constant  aim 
of  the  Trustees  and  the  teacher  in  charge  to  enlarge  its  facilities  and 
broaden  the  scope  of  its  instruction.  Three  years  ago  the  course 
was  improved  by  adding  one  term's  work  for  the  Freshman  class. 
The  plan  succeeded  admirably  the  first  year,  and  in  1882  was  made 
still  more  profitable  by  increasing  the  variety  of  work.  Forty-five 
young  ladies  were  under  my  instruction  this  year.  For  the  first  half 
of  the  first  term  the  Freshman  girls  prepared  dinner  for  from  ten  to 
twenty  of  the  students  in  the  main  dining-hall.  The  material  was 
furnished  by  the  Steward,  the  same  quantity  and  quality  as  were  used 
for  an  equal  number  in  the  large  kitchen.  The  class  thus  cooked 
under  instruction  roast  beef,  beef  stew,  beefsteak,  boiled  beef,  pota- 
toes, succotash,  beans,  tomatoes,  asparagus,  biscuits,  dumplings  for 
meat  stew,  and  a  variety  of  puddings  and  pies.  The  second  half  of 
the  term  we  baked  three  days  a  week  all  the  cake  Consumed  in  the  col- 
lege dining  hall,  and  as  the  Steward's  Department  was  most  of  that 
time  without  a  baker,  were  thus  able  to  render  it  effectual  service, 
besides  giving  the  class  excellent  drill  in  plain  cake  making. 

During  the  same  term  the  Sophomore  class  met  me  once  a  week  for 
drill  in  the  theory  of  general  housekeeping.  They  took  notes  from 
lectures  on  "  Arrangement  and  Furnishing  of  the  Home,"  "  Ventila- 
tion," "Drainage,"  "Water  Supply,"  "Management  of  Help,"  "Care 
of  the  Sick,"  "  Sewing  and  Mending,"  "  Management  of  Children," 
"  Household  Accounts,"  "  Care  of  Health,"  "  Courtesy,"  "  Hospitality 
and  the  Etiquette  of  Entertaining,"  and  a  variety  of  kindred  top- 
ics. They  also  wrote  essays  for  which  I  dictated  subjects  and  recom- 
mended books  of  reference  which  they  were  to  consult  and  take 
notes  from.  The  following  are  some  of  the  topics  given  them  for 
such  essays:  "Education  Necessary  to  the  Skilled  Cook,"  "My 
Model  Kitchen,"  "  Slovenliness  a  Sin,"  "Economy  a  Duty,"  Pure  Air 
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a  Necessity,"  "  My  House  and  its  Situation,  "  My  Cleaning  Days, 
etc.,  etc. 

Daring  the  fall  term  the  Junior  girls  received  their  instruction  in 
cooking.  My  method  of  teaching  is  as  follows:  I  present  to  the 
class  a  bill  of  fare  for  the  afternoon's  work.  The  practice  is  pre- 
ceded by  half  an  hour's  talk  on  the  special  foods  to  be  manipulated, 
the  class  meanwhile  taking  careful  notes.  The  recipes  are  also  given 
and  copied.  I  then  proceed  to  do  the  cooking,  assisted  by  the  dif- 
ferent students  under  my  charge.  During  the  whole  term  bread  and 
yeast  are  made  at  every  lesson,  and  it  was  our  good  fortune  to  fur- 
nish bread  once  a  week  to  Prof.  Bessey's  family.  You  can  find  out 
from  tbem  the  quality  of  this  bread.  We  also  provided  some  part  of 
their  dinner  twice  a  week  for  nearly  the  whole  term. 

I  can  give  your  honorable  body  an  idea  of  the  kind  of  work  done 
by  the  class  more  quickly  perhaps  by  reading  a  part  of  the  questions 
given  for  examination  than  in  any  other  way.  These  questions  were 
answered  in  writing.  They  do  not,  of  course,  cover  minutely  the 
whole  instruction  of  the  term,  but  will  serve  to  show  its  character.

My  class-roll  for  1883  has  numbered  fifty.  The  year's  work  has 
been  both  pleasant  and  profitable,  and  the  young  ladies  have  been  fall 
of  enthusiasm. 

I  refer  the  Board  to  my  cash  reports,  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer, 
for  information  as  to  the  receipts  of  the  Department.  All  salable 
articles  have  been  disposed  of  to  the  best  possible  advantage,  and 
the  sales  accounted  for  according  to  the  requirements  of  the  Board. 

I  have  only  to  call  your  attention  to  the  favorably-expressed  public 
sentiment  in  this  and  other  states,  to  convince  you  that  this  depart- 
ment of  instruction  meets  a  public  want  and  commands  public  ap- 
proval. The  fact,  too,  that  I  have  had  several  applications  to  give 
courses  of  lessons  in  cooking  in  various  parts  of  the  State,  will  fur- 
ther prove  that  the  work  here  is  considered  valuable.  In  one  instance 
I  thought  it  wise  to  accept  such  an  invitation,  and  gave  a  course  of 
six  lessons  in  Des  Moines,  during  the  session  of  the  last  Legislature. 
The  Register,  the  Leader,  and  the  Homestead  had  each  a  reporter 
present  at  every  lesson,  and  I  will  refer  you  to  their  reports  and 
the  sixty  ladies  who  composed  my  class,  for  information  concern- 
ing my  success. 

At  the  same  time  I  recognize  the  fact  that  the  same  class  of  people 
who  sneer  at  "book  farming"  and  a  scientific  .education  for  the  agricul- 
turist and  mechanic,  will  sneer  also  at  any  attempt  to  teach  cooking, 
and  the  other  household  arts,  in  a  systematic  way.  It  remains  for 
this  Department  to  teach  them  better,  and  to  prove  conclusively  and 
experimentally  that  science  is  the  hand-maid  of  practice,  and  under- 
lies all  the  processes  that  raise  the  laboring  man  and  woman  from 
the  drudgery  of  mere  manual  toil  into  the  intelligent  and  skillful 
and  intellectual  plane  of  systematic  and  progressive  labor. 

I  cannot  sever  my  connection  with  the  College  and  the  work  I  love 
so  well,  without  expressing  my  sincere  regret  at  the  necessity  which 
compels  my  resignation.  I  have  been  officially  connected  with  tbe 
Institution  since  its  organization,  and  have  given  strength,  energy 
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and  enthusiasm  to  my  work.  It  is  my  heartfelt  desire  that  the  De- 
partment of  Domestic  Economy  may  continue  to  be  sustained  and 
encouraged  until  it  shall  exercise  an  influence  equal  to  its  importance.

DEPARTMENT  OF  MATHEMATICS. 


E.    W.    STANTON,    PROFESSOR. 

The  work  in  this  Department  is  as  follows: 

ALGEBRA. 

Algebra  is  taught  during  the  first  term  of  the  Freshman  year  to  all 
the  students  of  the  College,  except  those  in  the  course  in  veterinary 
science.  The  class  being  large,  is  divided  into  two  divisions.  Par- 
ticular attention  is  given  in  this  study  to  the  explanation  of  the  car- 
dinal principles,  and  the  drill  in  the  solution  of  problems  and  equa- 
tions is  conducted  with  reference  to  fixing  these  principles  in  the 
minds  of  the  students. 

GEOMETRY. 

This  class  follows  Algebra  in  the  Freshman  year,  and  is  also  di- 
vided into  two  divisions.  In  this  class  the  student  is  early  taught 
the  full  meaning  of  a  geometrical  demonstration.  He  is  warned 
against  learning  the  proposition  by  rote;  and,  in  order  that  he  may 
not  fall  into  this  error,  he  is,  at  the  end  of  the  first  book,  assigned 
original  theorems,  which  he  is  required  to  demonstrate.  He  is  ex- 
pected not  only  to  thoroughly  understand  each  proposition,  but  to  be 
able  to  so  arrange  and  present  the  points  of  the  proof  as  to  form  a 
complete  and  perfect  demonstration.  During  the  past  year  over  one 
hundred  students  have  received  instruction  in  Algebra  and  Geometry. 

ANALYTICAL   GEOMETRY. 

This  study  is  pursued  by  the  Sophomore  class  during  the  second 
term.  The  course  of  instruction  embraces  Determinate  and  Indeter- 
minate Geometry,  including  a  full  examination  of  the  Conic  Sections. 
The  underlying  principles  are  brought  prominently  forward  and  dis- 
cussed.   The  student  is  required  to  carefully  analyze  each  article,  and 
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solve    the    problems  connected  therewith.     To   secure  thoroughness 
frequent  reviews  are  given.    The  class  numbers  twenty-eight. 

CALCULUS. 

Instruction  in  Calculus  is  given  during  the  spring  term  of  the  Jun- 
ior year.  In  no  case  can  this  study  be  pursued  successfully  without 
previous  drill  in  Analytical  Geometry.  Buckingham's  Calculus  is 
used  as  a  text-book.  The  abstruse  principles  of  this  method  of  math- 
ematical investigation  are  explained  upon  the  theory  of  rates  rather 
than  upon  the  theory  of  infinitesimals.  Instruction  is  given  by  daily 
recitations  and  lectures,  with  a  review  each  Friday  of  the  week's 
work.  Twelve  weeks  are  devoted  to  Integral,  and  the  remainder  of 
the  term  to  Differential  Calculus.  The  sixteen  students  in  the  class 
during  the  past  year  did  earnest  and  successful  work.  The  studies  in 
higher  mathematics  are  essential  to  the  Engineering  course,  and  to 
the  special  course  in  Physics,  bearing  to  these  something  of  the  same 
relation  that  Botany,  Entomology  and  Chemistry  do  to  the  course  in 
Scientific  Agriculture 
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PHILOSOPHY. 


POLITICAL  ECONOMY. — (Profe880T  StantOTl.) 

In  this  division  of  Social  Science  are  taught,  by  text-books,  famil- 
iar lectures  and  discussions,  the  laws  of  labor,  its  products  and  their 
costs;  the  principles  of  capital,  money,  foreign  trade,  tariff,  taxation, 
and  all  the  influences  that  quicken  or  retard  exchange.  The  student 
thus  gains  a  thorough  acquaintance  with  the  scientific  data  that  un- 
derlie and  regulate  industry.  He  becomes  intelligent,  moreover,  in 
all  questions  of  public  policy  concerning  which  there  is  such  a  wide 
diversity  of  opinion. 

psychology. — (President  Welch.) 

In  the  study  of  Psychology  we  aim  to  avoid  all  those  questions 
which  the  discussion  of  centuries  has  failed  to  solve,  and  which  con- 
sequently have  no  bearing  either  on  human  conduct  or  a  knowledge 
of  human  nature.  The  object  sought  by  the  student  in  this  study  is 
to  gain  a  systematic  acquaintance  with  the  phenomena  of  thought, 
feeling  and  volition;  to  get  an  insight  clear  as  may  be  into  the  work- 
ings of  his  own  mind,  its  modes  of  action,  its  limits,  its  means  and 
order  of  growth  from  sense  to  reasoning.  No  real  progress  in  Psy- 
chology can  be  made  except  through  the  revelations  of  consciousness. 
The  student  must  attain  the  difficult  art  of  rightly  scrutinizing  his 
own  mental  states  and  modes  of  thought.  Six  essays  on  topics 
chosen  by  the  professor  are  written  during  the  term  by  each  member 
of  the  class.  The  facts  of  Psychology,  we  may  add,  are  made  the 
basis  for  the  subsequent  study  of  the  Philosophy  of  Science,  and,  to- 
gether with  the  principles  of  Biology,  are  properly  preparatory  to 
Sociology.     The  library  is  well  supplied  with  books  of  reference. 
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philosophy  of  science. — (President  Welch.) 

This  subject,  which  occupies  the  Senior  class  the  first  half  of  the 
fall  term,  is  presented  by  lectures  on  the  creation  and  classification  of 
the  sciences;  methods  of  investigation,  observation,  experiment  and 
hypothesis;  inductive  and  deductive  reasoning,  necessary  and  contin* 
gent  truths,  regressive  reasoning  illustrated  by  geometry,  limits  of 
scientific  knowledge,  etc. 

sociology. —  (President  Welch.) 

The  remaining  portion  of  the  Senior  year  is  given  to  a  rapid  sur- 
vey of  the  fundamental  principles  of  Sociology.  This  survey  will 
comprise  the  data  of  the  science,  namely:  The  feelings,  ideas  and 
wants  of  man;  the  primitive  condition  of  the  human  race — its  super* 
stitions,  erroneous  beliefs,  and  the  impulses  by  which  savage  tribes 
struggled,  up  into  civilized  nations.  A  brief  account  will  also  be 
given  of  the  origin  and  growth  of  government,  law,  science,  religion, 
industry  and  art.  The  object  sought  is  simply  to  lay  the  foundation 
for  future  acquisitions. 
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COMMERCIAL  LAW. 


E.    W.    STANTON,    PROFESSOR. 

It  is  the  aim  in  this  study  to  present  the  general  principles  of  law 
relating  to  ordinary  business  transactions.  Contracts,  agency,  part- 
nership, sale  of  goods,  commercial  paper  and  real  estate,  are  studied. 
Parson's  Laws  of  Business  and  Clark's  Commercial  Law  are  used  as 
text-books.  The  changes  in  the  common  law  made  by  the  statutes  of 
this  State,  are  set  forth  by  means  of  lectures. 

Particular  attention  is  given  to  the  forms  of  notes,  bills,  drafts, 
ohecks,  etc.,  and  by  frequent  reviews  and  examinations,  the  student 
is  made  familiar  with  the  requisites  of  the  more  common  business 
papers. 
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DEPARTMENT  OF  LITERATURE  AND  LANGUAGE. 


W.    H.    WYNN,    PROFESSOB. 


LITERARY   CRITICISM. 

Six  weeks  of  the  second  term  of  the  Senior  year  are  devoted  to  lec- 
tures and  seminary  work  on  literary  criticism.  The  utmost  that  can 
be  done  in  this  brief  time,  in  so  broad  a  field,  is* to  secure  to  the 
student  a  general  conception  of  the  varied  and  subtle  elements  of 
power  in  trie  literary  art,  by  directing  his  attention  to  various  phases 
of  it,  and  liaving  him  bring  his  taste  and  discernment  to  bear  upon 
the  subject.  These  personal  efforts,  as  furnishing  the  seed-plot  for 
the  more  extended  discussions  of  the  lecture-room,  we  denominate 
seminary  work.  Judiciously  managed,  the  exercise  may  be  made  of 
great  profit,  especially  to  young  people  coveting  mastery  in  this  line 
of  effort.     There  are  five  lectures  a  week. 

ETHICS. 

The  remaining  portion  of  the  last  term  of  the  Senior  year,  after 
the  six  weeks'  work  in  literary  critisim,  is  devoted  to  a  study  of  the 
ground- work  of  moral  science,  giving  a  theory  of  Ethics,  and  sub- 
jecting to  as  close  scrutiny  as  may  be  the  recent  systems  of  evolu- 
tionary and  sociological  Ethics,  now  so  extensively  claiming  the  at- 
tention of  the  thinking  world,  not  neglecting  as  wide  application  of 
well-ascertained  principles  to  the  practical  problems  of  real  life,  as 
the  time  will  permit.    There  are  five  lectures  a  week. 

APPLIED    RHETORIC. 

Three  days  in  the  week  of  the  second  term  of  the  Freshman  year 
are  devoted  to  a  series  of  exercises  in  Applied  Rhetoric,  in  which 
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the  design  is  to  familiarize  the  mind  with  those  details  of  composi- 
tion and  expression,  which  are  most  in  requisition  in  practical  life, 
and  are  usually  most  neglected;  going  no  further  into  the  theory  or 
philosophy  of  this  branch  than  these  practical  ends  will  indicate. 
The  work  will  be,  as  far  as  possible,  directly  under  the  eye  of  the 

professor  in  charge. 

history. 

A  course  in  History  has  been  planned  for  the  Ladies9  Course  in 
the  Sophomore  year,  first  term.  The  aim  is  here  instead  of  running 
over  Universal  History  in  a  dry  text-book  fashion,  to  take  hold  of 
some  fruitful  epoch  in  the  ages,  and  develop  it,  the  student  furnish- 
ing the  result  of  her  own  researches  along  a  line  of  references  indi- 
cated in  the  leoture-room. 

ENGLISH    LITBBATUBB. 

The  first  term  of  the  Junior  year  is  occupied  with  English  Litera- 
ture proper.  As  there  is  but  one  term  devoted  to  this,  and  it  is  im- 
possible in  so  brief  a  space  to  become  familiar  with  the  whole  his- 
tory of  the  English  mind,  from  the  days  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  Con- 
quest down  to  the  piesent  time,  a  similar  method  is  pursued  here  as 
in  History — some  specially  productive  era  being  selected,  and  the 
student  required,  under  the  guide  of  an  outline  furnished  in  the 
lecture-room,  to  sum  up  investigations  of  his  own  in  the  literary, 
social,  and  religious  influences  prevailing  at  that  time,  and  giving 
character  to  the  masterpieces  which  were  then  produced.  At  this 
stage  of  the  student's  progress,  the  library  becomes  his  laboratory, 
and  care  is  taken  that  the  necessary  books  of  reference  are  furnished 
to  his  hand. 

LATIN. 

A  one-year  course  in  Latin  is  provided  in  the  Freshman  year.  The 
design  is  simply  to  meet  the  practical  necessities  of  the  scientific 
curricula  that  prevail  here.  A  brief  preparatory  drill  introduces  the 
student  to  Caesar;  after  reading  carefully  two  books  he  enters  Virgil's 
Mneid,  and  continues  it  to  the  end  of  the  year.  The  Roman  pronun- 
ciation is  adopted.  Allen  &  Greenough's  text-Jbooks  are  used,  and 
the  most  advanced  methods  of  imparting  instruction  are  diligently 
sought  for  and  practiced. 
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GERMAN. 

This  subject  has  been  introduced  as  an  optional  study  in  the  Fresh- 
man year.  It  is  not  claimed  that  anything  but  a  rudimental  knowl- 
edge of  the  language  can  be  acquired  in  the  time  allotted,  but  spe- 
cial*effort  is  made  to  render  this  knowledge  practical,  and  to  make  it 
the  basis  for  future  attainment. 

FRRNCH. 

This  study  falls  in  the  last  three  terms  of  the  course  in  Mechanical 
and  Civil  Engineering;  of  the  Ladies',  and  of  the  course  in  Special 
Physics  and  Mathematics.  The  chief  end  in  view  is  not  an  exhaust- 
ive and  critical  knowledge  of  the  grammar  of  the  language,  but  as 
high  a  degree  of  its  practical  mastery  as  is  attainable  in  the  time. 
Much  time  is  given  to  reading,  in  order  to  familiarize  the  student 
with  different  styles  of  writing,  and  to  give  facility  in  translating. 

In  the  study  of  both  French  and  German  the  student  is  expected, 
from  the  beginning,  to  use  the  language  in  the  class-room  as  much  as 
possible.     These  two  classes  are  taught  by  Miss  Sinclair. 

KNGLISH    COMPOSITION    AND    DISSERTATIONS. 

Instruction  is  given  in  English  Composition  during  the  whole  of 
the  first  term  of  the  Freshman  year.  Correct  spelling,  use  of  capital 
letters,  punctuation,  etc.,  are  taught  by  frequent  exercises.  The 
Juniors,  in  the  second  term,  and  the  Seniors,  in  the  first  term,  write 
dissertations  for  public  presentation.

The  Nineteenth  General  Assembly  appropriated  for  the  following 
purposes  the  several  amounts  stated:

Two  professor's  houses 5,000.00 

Engineering  hall 5,000.00 

Sheep  barn 600.00 

Creamery,  ice  house  and  cold  storage 1,000.00 

Laborers1  cottages 2,100.00 

Repair  of  highway  to  Ames 300.00 

Veterinary  hospital 500.00 

The  necessity  of  having  the  addition  to  the  old  boarding  cottage 
completed  for  the  opening  of  the  fall  term  of  1882  required  that  the 
work  should  be  commenced  immediately  after  the  meeting  of  the 
Board  in  the  spring. 

The  foundation  and  brick  work  were  constructed  by  the  day,  under 
competent  supervision.  The  wood  work  was  contracted  to  O.  P, 
Stuckslager,  for  $635.00. 

The  construction  of  the  new  cottage  was  let  to  V.  Tomlinson,  of 
Boone,  for  the  sum  of  $5,420.  Adding  to  this  the  amounts  paid  for 
advertising,  plans  by  the  architect  and  drainage,  and  the  total  sum 
paid  for  construction  of  the  new  cottage  and  the  addition  to  the  old, 
▼as  $6,502.91,  which  was  $2.91  in  excess  of  appropriation.  This 
excess  was  met  by  a  transfer  of  surplus  from  professors'  houses,  as 
provided  by  law. 
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The  contract  for  the  erection  of  the  following  buildings  was  let  to 
V.  Tomlinson: 

Two  professors'  houses $4,690.00 

Engineering  hall 4,890.00 

One  sheep  barn 415.00 

Other  expenses  on  construction  of  professors'  houses  amounted  to 
$177.91,  including  transfer,  leaving  a  balance  of  $132.09. 

The  engineering  hall  is  not  yet  completed.  The  amount  expended 
to  date  is  $4,527. 

Expenditures  for  sheep  barns  above  the  contract,  $76.05;  trans- 
ferred to  laborers'  cottages,  $108.05. 

The  creamery,  ice  house  and  cold  storage,  and  the  laborers'  cot- 
tages were  constructed  under  the  supervision  of  the  committee,  using 
the  entire  amount  appropriated,  and  the  sum  of  $108.95  transferred 
from  laborers'  cottages. 

The  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  veterinary  hospital  was 
let  to  F.  Turner.  The  sum  of  $500  has  been  paid,  leaving  a  small 
balance,  which  will  be  met  by  transfer. 

The  road  for  which  $300  was  appropriated  was  put  in  excellent  con- 
dition under  a  committee  from  the  college  and  Ames,  liberal  contri- 
butions having  been  made,  even  beyond  the  sum  required  by  law. 

For  ail  these  appropriations,  itemized  statements  are  herewith  sub- 
mitted.

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THE   STATE  EXPERIMENT  APPROPRIATION. 


The  annual  sum  appropriated  by  law  from  the  State  treasury  for 
experiments  in  agriculture  and  horticulture  is  $1,500,  which  the 
Board  of  Trustees  divided  equally  between  the  two  departments. 
For  the  year  1882  the  sum  of  $500  was  appropriated  from  this  fund 
by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  for  the  purpose  of  investigating  the  fruits 
and  trees  of  the  Steppes  of  Northern  Europe,  with  a  view  of  select- 
ing such  as  are  adapted  to  our  climate.  Two  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars was  used  to  pay  for  selected  plants  and  cions,  with  express  on 
the  same,  purchased  in  Europe.  The  remaining  $750  was  appropri- 
ated for  the  erection  of  a  building  and  the  purchase  of  machinery  for 
the  manufacture  of  sorghum. 

For  the  year  1883  the  sum  of  $1,500  was  again  divided  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  equally  between  the  departments  of  agriculture 
and  horticulture.  In  agriculture  the  sum  of  $750  was  used  to  pur- 
chase additional  machinery  for  sorghum  —  principally  a  15-horse 
boiler,  a  copper  syrup  pan,  and  a  centrifugal  —  and  the  construction 
of  a  pit  and  the  storing  of  clover  for  ensilage.  (See  report  on  ex- 
periments.) 

Most  of  the  remainder  (appropriated  to  Horticultural  Department) 
is  unexpended,  for  the  reason  that  the  cions,  rooted  plants,  cuttings, 
etc.,  for  experimental  work  have  not  arrived,  though  ordered,  and 
there  is  not  time  to  receive  the  invoices  before  the  close  of  this 
report. 

About  $200  of  the  amount  are  reserved  for  the  construction  of  a 
propagating  frame,  a  necessity  long  delayed  on  account  of  lack  of 
funds.

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees: 

The  law  directs  that  the  Secretary  shall  report  to  your  honorable 
body  the  proceedings  of  the  Board  of  Audit.  I  herewith  submit 
such  report,  and  also  a  summary  of  the  account  ke.pt  by  me  with  the 
College  Treasurer,  a  statement  of  the  amount  and  present  condition 
of  the  College  endowment,  and  an  estimate  of  the  future  income  of 
the  Intuitu  .ion,  based  upon  a  careful  study  of  tie  College  accounts. 

The  rules  governing  the  Board  of  Audit  in  the  auditing  of  bills 
have  been  heretofore  reported  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.  With  a 
view  to  publication  I  repeat  them.    They  are  in  substance  as  follows: 

(l)It  is  required  that  all  bills  of  whatever  kind,  either  for  supplies 
or  labor,  shall  be  certified  to  as  correct  by  the  head  of  the  department 
purchasing  the  supplies,  or  employing  the  labor.  (2)In  the  judgment 
of  the  Board  of  Audit  each  bill  must  be  a  just  bill  against  the  Col- 
lege, reasonable  in  amount  for  the  service  rendered,  and  legally  pay- 
able from  the  funds  of  the  Institution.  (3) An  appropriation  for  the 
payment  of  the  bill  must  have  been  made  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
These  rules  have  been  strictly  enforced  during  the  biennial  period 
covered  by  this  report.  No  bills  have  been  allowed  without  the  re- 
quired certificate.  All  bills  ordered  paid  have  been  proper  claims 
against  the  College,  and  payable  under  the  law  from  its  funds.  In  no 
cases  have  the  expenditures  exceeded  the  sums  appropriated  by  the 
Board.J 

r  As  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Audit,  I  have  'made  monthly  exam- 
inations  of  the  Treasurer's  accounts.  In  making  such  examinations, 
I  have  compared  the  stubs  ^of^ the  Treasurer's  receipt  book  and^the 
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duplicate  receipts  filed  in  my  office  with  the  debit  side  of  the  cash 
account.  I  have  also  compared  the  statement  of  the  State  Treasurer, 
the  report  of  the  College  land  agent,  and  the  cash  reports  of  the 
heads  of  the  different  departments  with  the  Treasurer's  accounts.  I 
have  proven  the  additions,  and  thus  determined  the  total  cash 
received.  I  have  then  examined  the  vouchers  for  cash  paid  out, 
taking  careful  note  that  each  voucher  was  properly  audited,  re- 
ceipted and  correctly  entered  in  the  cash-book.  I  have  added  the 
items  of  expenditure  in  each  department,  and  thus  ascertained  the 
total  disbursements.  As  the  result  of  such  examinations,  I  hereby 
certify  that  the  errors  discovered  have  been  corrected,  and  the  Treas- 
urer's books  as  they  now  stand  are  correct. 

As  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  I  am  required  by  law  to 
keep  an  account  with  the  College  Treasurer.  This  account  shows 
the  following  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  biennial  period.

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The  system  of  book-keeping  employed  in  the,  Treasurer's  office 
gives  general  satisfaction.  The  accounts  and  vouchers  of  each  de- 
partment are  kept  separate  from  the  others,  and  are  thus  always 
available  to  the  Professor  in  charge.  They  can  be  examined  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  without  difficulty,  and  are  readily  intelligible  to 
one  not  an  expert  in  accounts. 

The  endowment  of  the  College  is  in  round  numbers  $637,000  and 
the  income  therefrom  during  the  past  tiscal  year  amounted  to  $46,- 
-949.73.  Over  $500,000  of  the  College  endowment  is  invested  in  land 
leased  on  ten  year  contracts  with  the  privilege  of  purchase  at  the 
•expiration  of  the  lease. 

During  the  next  fiscal  year  leases  amounting  to  $87,000  will  be- 
-come  due,  and  in  the  year  following  the  leases  terminating  will  ag- 
gregate $134,000.  Thus  in  the  next  two  years  over  $221,000  of  the 
College  endowment  will  be  paid  in.  The  safe  and  profitable  invest- 
ment of  this  sum  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance  to  the  College. 

The  last  General  Assembly  memorialized  Congress  to  so  amend 
the  national  law  as  to  permit  the  State  to  loan  the  College  endow- 
ment on  real  estate  securities. 

The  law  was  amended  as  desired.  To  secure  its  benefits,  however, 
further  legislation  upon  the  part  of  the  State  is  necessary.  The 
General  Assembly  should  provide  for  the  loaning  of  the  fund  by  the 
Board  of  Trustees  on  farm  mortgages  under  such  restrictions  as  will 
insure  its  safety.  The  endowments  of  many  colleges  are  thus  in- 
vested. In  no  other  way  can  that  of  this  Institution  be  safely  han- 
dled and  yet  made  to  yield  an  income  sufficient  to  support  and  de- 
velop the  College. 

Rental  on  leases  is  paid  in  advance.  Interest  on  the  fund  when  it 
is  re-invested  will  probably  be  paid  at  the  end  of  the  year.  This  and 
the  necessary  lower  rate  of  interest  will  cause  a  considerable  reduc- 
tion in  the  revenues  of  the  College.  If  the  fund  as  it  is  paid  in  can 
be  invested  so  as  to  net  the  College  seven  per  cent,  I  estimate  the 
income  of  the  College  for  the  next  few  years  as  follows: 

For  the  fiscal  year  1884 $40,000.00 

For  the  fiscal  year  1885 37,000.00

Gentlemen — Daring  the  last  biennial  period  annual  settlements 
have  been  made  by  your  Secretary  with  Agent  Bassett  of  all  matters 
relating  to  his  agency.  The  results  of  such  settlements  are  herewith 
submitted.

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kept  in  my  office,  and  by  a  searching  examination  of  the  Agent's  ac- 
counts, I  have  satisfied  myself  that  he  has  correctly  accounted  for  all 
the  lands  and  funds  placed  under  his  charge. 

The  attention  of  the  Board  is  called  to  the  early  expiration  of  a 
large  number  of  leases.

The  effect  of  these  large  annual  payments  upon  the  future  income 
of  the- College  is  elsewhere  discussed. 

A  question  of  almost  equal  importance  relates  to  the  procuring  of 
patents  for  lessees,  upon  the  expiration  of  their  leases.  The  laws 
governing  the  leasing  of  College  land  are  fully  «et  forth  in  the  report 
of  Land  Agent  Bassett.  I  will  only  briefly  refer  to  them  here. 
When  the  General  Assembly,  by  the  act  of  1864,  first  authorized  the 
leasing  of  the  land  derived  from  the  Congressional  grant,  it  placed 
no  limitation  upon  the  amount  which  might  be  leased  to  any  one  per- 
son. Section  2  of  the  act  of  1866  however  provided  "that  any  of  the 
said  lands  might  be  leased  in  amounts  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres  to  any  one  man,"  etc.  This  provision  was  repeated  in  seo- 
tion  1  of  the  act  of  1874.  Since  the  passage  of  the  law  of  1866  no 
leases  have  been  issued  to  any  person  in  excess  of  one  quarter  sec- 
tion. These  leases  were,  however,  from  the  first  held  to  be  assigna- 
ble, and  in  some  cases  they  were  so  assigned  that  one  person 
came  to  hold  by  this  means  leases  upon  more  than  one  hundred  and 
sixty  acres.  Section  2  of  the  act  of  1874  provided  for  the  renewal 
of  all  leases  "  hitherto  issued."  It  placed  no  limitation  upon  the  re- 
newals and  all  leases  presented  were  therefore  renewed  even  though 
one  person  received  renewals  upon  more  than  a  quarter  section. 

The  legality  of  these  assignments  and  renewals  was  never  que*- 
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tioned  prior  to  1881.  The  College  authorities  and  the  State  Land 
Office  treated  them  as  valid,  and  the  Register  of  the  State  Land 
Office  issued  patents  accordingly.  In  that  year  the  Attorney-General 
rendered  an  opinion  that  no  patent  should  issue  upon  more  than  one 
hundred  and  sixty  acres  to  any  one  person.  This  decision  was,  in  1883, 
so  modified  as  to  except  all  renewals  of  land  leased  under  the  act  of 
1864  from  the  limitation  in  question.  Acting  upon  the  Attorney- 
General's  interpretation  of  the  law,  the  Secretary  of  State  now  re- 
quires your  Secretary  to  attach  to  each  certificate  of  purchase  a  list 
of  the  assignees  of  the  lease  upon  which  the  certificate  of  purchase 
is  issued,  and  a  further  certificate  that  none  of  the  parties  thus 
named  ever  held,  as  lessee,  a  lease  not  afterward  forfeited  for  any 
other  land  than  the  tract  described.  Under  this  ruling  all  renewals 
in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  to  one  person  are  void; 
also  all  leases  or  renewals  which  have  passed  by  assignment  through 
the  hands  of  a  person  who  holds  or  has  previously  held  another  Col- 
lege lease  not  since  forfeited.  Unless  relieved  by  law  great  hard- 
ships must  result  from  this  ruling  to  a  large  class  of  lessees.  Men 
who  have  dealt  with  the  College  in  good  faith  and  who  have  paid  in- 
terest upon  their  leases  for  ten  or  fifteen  years  would  be  compelled 
to  surrender  their  homes  to  the  State. 

Neither  the  College  nor  the  State  can  afford  to  be  a  party  to  such 
a  robbery.  I  urge  therefore  upon  your  consideration  the  necessity  of 
legislative  action  providing  for  the  patenting  of  College  lands  and  re- 
quiring the  Secretary  of  Sta'e  to  issue  patents  to  any  lessee  or  his 
assigns  upon  the  certificate  of  the  proper  College  officer  showing  the 
purchase  of  the  tract  or  tracts  of  land  covered  by  the  lease  or  leases 
mentioned,  and  the  payment  in  full  of  the  purchase  price  of  the 
same.

Forfeited  lands  are  in  all  cases  re-appraised  by  the  Trustees  of  the 
College  before  being  again  offered  in  the  market. 

Your  attention  is  'especially  called  to  the  manner  of  patenting  the 
lands  of  the  College  to  purchasers,  and  to  the  necessity  for  legisla- 
tion upon  that  subject  to  enable  lessees,  who  in  good  faith  have  held 
and  paid  interest  upon  their  leases  for  a  series  of  years,  to  perfect 
their  titles  by  purchase. 

The  first  leases  made  on  the  establishment  of  this  Agency  in  1865 
were  issued  under  the  authority  of  chapter  117  of  the  acts  of  the 
Tenth  General  Assembly,  approved  March  29,  1864.  This  act  grants 
to  the  Iowa  State  Agricultural  College  all  the  lands  donated  to  the 
State  by  act  of  Congress  approved  July  2,  1862,  and  authorizes  the 
Trustees  to  lease  any  of  the  lands  for  a  period  of  ten  or  more  years 
at  an  annual  rental  of  six  per  cent  upon  the  appraised  value  of  the 
tract,  and  also  gives  to  the  lessee  a  right  to  purchase  the  tract  at  the 
expiration  of  the  lease. 

The  Trustees  were  also  authorized  to  sell  the  lands  for  cash  or 
upon  partial  payments,  and  the  act  further  provides  for  the  patent- 
ing of  the  lands  in  case  of  sale,  and  prescribes  the  form  of  certificate 
to  be  issued  to  the  purchaser,  upon  the  presentation  of  which,  with 
the  prescribed  evidence  of  payment  of  the  purchase  money,  the 
holder  was  entitled  to  receive  from  the  Register  of  the  State  Land 
Office  a  patent  for  the  tract. 

In  this  act  no  limitation  is  made  on  the  amount'to  be  leased  to  one 
person. 
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Of  the  leases  now  in  for^e  one  hundred  and  eighty-nine  were  issued 
under, this  act. 

This  statute  was  modified  by  chapter  71  of  the  acts  of  the  Elev- 
enth General  Assembly,  approved  March  29,  1866. 

The  last  named  act  authorizes  the  Trustees  to  "  sell  or  lease  all 
the  lands  granted,"  etc. 

Section  2  provides  "that  any  of  said  lands  may  be  leased  in 
amount  not  to  exceed  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  to  any  one  man, 
for  any  term  not  exceeding  ten  years,  the  lessee  paying  eight  per  cent 
per  annum  in  advance  upon  the  price  of  said  land,9'  and  the  lessee  to 
have  the  privilege  of  purchasing  the  tract  at  or  before  the  expiration 
of  the  lease. 

Under  the  act  the  lands  were  offered  and  leased  in  quarter  section 
tracts,  not  more  than  one  quarter  section  being  at  any  time  leased  to 
one  person. 

There  are  now  upon  my  books  and  in  force  three  hundred  and 
eighty-two  (382)  leases  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Neither  of  these  apts  appear  in  the  Code  of  1873,  but  section  1616 
provides  for  leasing  the  College  lands  and  for  renewing  leases.  No 
lease  was  however  made  under  this  section,  and  only  two  renewals. 
Chapter  71  of  the  acts  of  the  Fifteenth  General  Assembly,  approved 
March  28,  1874,  repeals  section  1616  of  the  Code  of  1873,  and  pro- 
vides in  section  1  for  leasing  the  College  lands,  retaining  the  limita- 
tion of  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres  to  one  person;  also  retaining 
substantially  the  provisions  of  the  former  acts  so  far  as  they  relate 
to  leasing,  purchase,  forfeiture  for  non-payment  of  interest,  etc. 

Section  2:  "The  Board  of  Trustees  are  also  authorized  to  renew 
leases  heretofore  made  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years  from  the 
date  of  such  renewal,'9  etc. 

All  the  leases  issued  under  chapter  117,  acts  of  1864,  and  chapter 
71,  acts  of  1866,  which  were  not  forfeited  or  paid  up  and  patented 
at  the  expiration  of  the  term  were  renewed  under  the  second  section 
of  the  above  act. 

Of  such  renewals  five  hundred  and  seventy-one  are  now  in  force. 

After  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1866  the  limitation  of  one  quar- 
ter section  to  one  person  was  strictly  observed  in  issuing  leases,  but 
leases  were  from  the  first  held  to  be  assignable. 

Leases  were  presented  for  renewal  by  assignee,  in  some  cases  hold- 
ing more  than  one  lease.    It  did  not  appear  that  under  the  pro  vis- 
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ion  of  the  second  section  such  renewals  could  be  denied.  The  act 
makes  no  limitation  as  to  renewals,  neither  is  there  any  limitation 
upon  the  right  of  assignment,  nor  is  there  any  provision  in  the  stat- 
ute for  recording  assignments  nor  any  other  method  by  which  the 
ownership  of  leases  can  be  kept  in  this  office.  The  provisions  of  the 
statute  did  not  warrant  any  attempt  to  follow  and  limit  such  owner- 
ship. * 

Hence  renewals  were  made  as  leases  were  presented,  in  some  cases 
at  successive  dates  to  persons  who  had  previously  received  renewals 
of  one  or  more  leases,  and  in  a  few  cases  more  than  one  lease  was 
renewed  to  one  person  under  the  same  date. 

Following  the  provisions  of  chapter  117,  acts  of  1864,  patents  had 
been  obtained  from  the  State  Land  Office  upon  the  presentation  of 
the  certificate  of  purchase  as  therein  required  until  the  present  year, 
when  the  Secretary  of  State,  following  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney- 
General,  declined  to  issue  patents  without  an  additional  certificate  as 
to  ownership  of  the  lease,  which  in  most  cases  would  prevent  pur- 
chasers from  obtaining  patents. 

The  question,  at  the  request  of  the  College  authorities,  was  again 
referred  to  the  Attorney-General  and  heard  upon  an  oral  and  written 
argument.  The  Attorney-General,  by  a  second  opinion  modifying 
his  first,  holds: 

1st.  That  leases  issued  under  chapter  117,  acts  of  1864,  and  re- 
newed may  be  patented  without  reference  to  the  number  of  acres 
held  by  one  person. 

2d.  That  rwhere  assignments  of  more  than  one  lease,  issued  under 
chapter  71,  acts  of  1866,  have  been  made  to  one  person  patents  should 
be  refused. 

Acting  on  this  opinion  the  Secretary  of  State  now  requires,  in 
order  to  obtain  a  patent,  an  additional  certificate  showing  the  succes- 
sive assignments  as  they  appear  on  the  lease,  and  a  further  provision 
as  follows: 

"  I  further  certify  that  the  records  of  my  office,  including  the  sev- 
eral leases,  on  file,  do  not  show  that  any  one  of  the  parties  named 
herein  ever  held  a  lease  for  any  other  land  than  the  tract  described, 
as  lessee,  issued  subsequent  to  the  taking  effect  of  the  act  aforesaid, 
approved  March  29,  1866,  which  has  not  been  forfeited  or  relin- 
quished to  the  College,  and  same  rendered  null  and  of  no  effect" 
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The  result  of  such  ruling  and  of  the  requirements  of  the  certificate 
as  I  understand  them  is  as  follows: 

1st.  Where  more  than  one  lease  issued  subsequent  to  the  taking 
effect  of  act  of  1866  has  been  renewed  to  one  person  such  leases  are 
void. 

2d.  Where  the  present  holder  of  a  lease  or  any  assignee  in  the 
chain  of  title  has  heretofore  received  a  lease  from  the  College  such 
lease  cannot  be  patented. 

3d1.  That  the.  receiving  of  a  lease  from  the  College  subsequent  to 
the  taking  effect  of  the  act  of  1866,  and  which  lease  has  not  been 
forfeited,  or  the  holding  of  such  lease  at  any  time  by  assignment  for- 
ever disqualifies  such  lessee  or  assignee  from  subsequently  holding 
any  other  lease  issued  under  said  act,  and  such  lease  subsequently 
acquired  is  void  in  the  hands  of  a  purchaser  receiving  title  through 
such  disqualified  assignee. 

I  have  no  means  of  determining  how  many  leases  may  hereafter 
be  found  subject  to  the  objections  stated  in  paragraphs  two  and  three 
above. 

In  the  renewals  that  appear  upon  my  books  there  are  about  two 
hundred  leases  subject  to  the  first  objection,  and  upon  which  patents 
cannot  now  be  obtained. 

This  failure  to  obtain  patents  has  in  some  cases  worked  great  hard- 
ship to  lessees,  many  of  whom  are  settlers  upon  the  lands,  having 
paid  interest  to  the  College  for  at  least  the  full  term  of  their  Jeases, 
and  have  made  valuable  improvements  and  now  wish  to  complete 
their  titles  by  availing  themselves  Of  the  privilege  of  purchase 
granted  in  the  lease. 

A  cloud  has  furthermore  been  thrown  upon  the  title  of  lease  hold- 
ers which  has  heretofore  been  regarded  as  beyond  question. 

When  applications  are  made  to  pay  up  on  a  lease  and  receive  a 
patent  before  the  the  term  expires,  I  have,  in  accordance  with  your 
order,  charged  the  lessee  two  per  cent  per  annum  on  the  purchase 
money  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term.  Nearly  all  the  pur- 
chases made  since  the  date  of  my  last  biennial  report  have  been 
made  on  these  terms. 

The  cases  of  conflict  of  title  under  the  College  grant,  and  claims 
under  swamp  land  selections,  have  received  attention.  A  case  is  now 
pending  in  the  District  Court  of  Kossuth  county,  Iowa,  to  cancel  the 
swamp  claim  on  the  s  hf  of  ne  qr  section  20,  township  95,  range  30, 
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and  steps  have  been  taken  to  remove  the  swamp  claim  from  ne  qr 
section  24,  township  85,  range  31,  in  Greene  county. 

The  Nineteenth  General  Assembly,  by  an  act  approved  March  25, 
1882,  chapter  169,  provided  for  "the  taxation  of  leasehold  estates  in 
Agricultural  College  lands."  Under  this  act,  I  am  informed,  leases 
coming  within  the  provisions  of  the  act  have  been  taxed  in  the  sev- 
eral counties. 

Notice,  so  far  as  practicable,  has  been  communicated  by  me 
through  a  circular  letter  to  lessees,  advising  them  of  such  action  of 
the  Legislature  and  of  the  taxation  of  the  lands. 

In  a  number  of  cases,  railroad  corporations  have  instituted  pro- 
ceedings to  obtain  a  right  of  way  over  College  lands  by  condemna- 
tion; and  in  some  instances  proceedings  have  been  instituted  to 
appropriate  land  for  cemetery  purposes.  In  some  of  these  cases  ap- 
plications have  been  made  to  me  to  appear  on  behalf  of  the  College, 
which,  however,  I  have  not  felt  authorized  to  do.  Such  applications 
have  been  referred  to  the  Trustees  for  action  thereon. 

In  cases  of  condemnation  for  right  of  way,  the  damages  awarded 
have  been  received  by  me  and  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College, 
as  ordered  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  the  proceedings  to  obtain  the  right  of  way,  lessees  were  not 
made  parties,  and  hence  have  not  the  right  of  appeal.     Their  inter- 
ests do  not  appear  to  be  sufficiently  protected  in  some  cases*

Previous  to 
this  date,  and  subsequent  to  the  last  biennial  report,  two  meetings 
were  held  by N the  old  Board — one  in  January  and  one  in  March.  The 
The  proceedings  of  these  meetings  are  included  in  this  report. 
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In  October,  1 882,  Trustee  Tenney,  of  Cerro  Gordo  county,  whose 
term  of  office  extended  to  May  1,  1884,  resigned  on  account  of  ill 
health,  and  Hon.  S.  J.  Kirkwood,  of  Iowa  City,  was  appointed  by 
Governor  Sherman  to  fill  the  vacancy.  He  was  assigned  to  the  posi- 
tion on  the  various  committees  formerly  held  by  Mr.  Tenney,  since 
which  the  Board  of  Trustees  and  its  committees  have  been  consti- 
tuted  as  now  given.

APPROPRIATIONS   OF  THE    GENERAL    ASSEMBLY. 

The  following  appropriations  were  made  by  the  Nineteenth  Gen- 
eral Assembly  to  the  Agricultural  College: 

Two  houses  to  be  used  as  residences  by  professors $5,000.00 

One  boarding  cottage  and  an  addition  to  the  present  one 6,500.00 

Building  to  be  occupied  by  the  engineering  departments 5,000.00 

Sheep  barns 600.00 

Experimental  creamery,  with  ice  house  and  cold  storage  room 1,000.00 

Three  cottages,  £o  be  occupied  by  farm  foreman,  horticultural  fore- 
man and  farm  laborer 2. 100.00 

Repairing  highway  Jo  Ames 300.00 

Veterinary  hospital '. 500.00 

Annual  appropriation  for  experimentation  in  agriculture  and  horti- 
culture, $1,500 3,000.00 

The  following  was  appropriated  by  the  Eighteenth  General  As- 
sembly : 

Annual  fund  for  management  of  lands  and  repairs  of  buildings— 

$1,000 $2,000.00 
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In  May,  1882,  the  Board  advertised  for  sealed  proposals  for  the 
•erection  of  the  buildings  included  in  the  first  three  items  of  the  ap- 
propriations. Bids  were  submitted  by  various  builders;  but  being  in 
•excess  of  the  appropriations,  ail  were  rejected. 

It  being  desirable  that  the  addition  to  the  boarding  cottage  should 
fbe  completed  by  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  term,  separate  bids  were 
requested  upon  this  part  of  the  work,  and  the  contract  let  to  O.  P. 
Stuckslager,  of  Ames,  Iowa,  he  agreeing  to  construct  the  addition, 
furnishing  all  material  and  labor  except  for  the  brick  work,  for  $635. 
Professors  Budd  and  Thomson  were  appointed  to  superintend  the 
work.  Arrangements  were  made  by  them  for  the  purchase  of  brick, 
and  masons  were  employed  by  the  day  at  reasonable  rates.  The  ad- 
dition was  completed  at  a  cost  of  $1,000. 

For  the  erection  of  the  remaining  buildings  the  Secretary  adver- 
tised for  new  proposals.  These  bids  were  opened  at  the  July  meet- 
ing of  the  Board,  and  again  were  found  in  excess  of  the  appropria- 
tions. The  plans  were  slightly  modified,  new  bids  requested,  and 
the  contract  finally  let  to  V.  Tomlinson,  of  Boone,  upon  the  follow- 
ing terms: 

Boarding  cottage $5,420.00 

Engineering  hall 4,890.00 

Professors '  houses 4,600.00 

The  Chicago  and  Northwestern  Railway  Company  having  granted 
the  College  a  rebate  of  thirty-three  and  a  third  per  cent  on  freight  on 
building  material,  the  Board  agreed  to  allow  the  successful  bidder 
the  advantage  of  such  reduction.  All  drawbacks  received  on  trans- 
portation of  material  used  in  the  construction  of  these  buildings 
have  therefore  been  paid  over  by  the  Board  to  Mr.  Tomlinson. 

It  was  provided  in  the  contract  with  Mr.  Tomlinson  that  payments 
should  be  made  on  monthly  estimates,  and  that  fifteen  per  cent  of 
said  estimates  should  be  reserved  until  the  completion  and  acceptance 
of  the  buildings.  It  was  also  provided  that  Mr.  Tomlinson  should 
give  a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
•contract.  Said  bond  was  given  and  approved  by  the  Board.  Trustee 
Wright  was  chosen  Superintendent,  and  has  had  general  supervision 
of  all  matters  relating  to  Mr.  Tomlinson's  contract. 

The  boarding  cottage  and  professors'  houses  are  completed,  and 
have  been  accepted  by  the  Board.  The  total  cost  of  the  new  board- 
ing cottage  and  the  addition  to  the  old  one  was  $6,502.91.     It  was 
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thus  found  necessary  to  transfer  the  sum  of  $2.91  to  this  account 
from  the  fund  for  professors'  houses.  The  total  cost  of  the  profes- 
-sors'  houses,  including  this  transfer,  was  $4,867.91,  leaving  a  balance 
•of  $132.09  in  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer  available  for  transfer 
to  the  other  appropriations. 

Engineering  hall  is  not  yet  completed.  The  report  of  the  building 
•committee  shows  that  of  the  appropriation  of  $5,000  for  its  erection 
the  sum  of  $4,500  has  been  drawn  from  the  State  treasury,  and  the 
sum  of  $3,625  expended.  The  contract  with  Mr.  Tomlinson  calls  for 
the  completion  of  the  building  by  February  1,  1884. 

In  May,  1882,  bills  amounting  to  $71.94  for  fitting  up  sheep  barn 
were  allowed  by  the  Board,  and  charged  to  the  sheep  barn  appropria- 
tion. In  May  of  the  following  year  the  Board  let  the  contract  for 
the  erection  of  a  new  barn  to  Mr.  Tomlinson,  upon  his  bid  of  $415. 
The  entire  amount  of  the  appropriation  has  been  drawn,  and  the  bal- 
ance not  expended  on  sheep  barn  account  has  been  transferred,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Executive  Council,  to  the  other  appropriations. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  May,  1882,  Professors  Knapp  and 
Budd  were  appointed  a  committee  to  take  charge  of  the  erection  of 
the  creamery,  ice  house  and  cold  storage  room.  Theappropriation  of 
$1,000  was  drawn  and  expended  under  their  direction. 

In  March,  1882,  the  Board  purchased  of  L.  L.  Eastwood  the  house 
built  by  him  upon  the  College  grounds,  paying  therefor  from  the 
appropriation  for  laborers'  cottages  the  sum  of  $400.  At  the  meet- 
ing of  the  Board  in  the  following  May,  Professors  Knapp  and  Budd 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  prepare  plans  and  specifications,  pur- 
chase material,  employ  the  necessary  labor  and  superintend  the  con- 
struction of  the  two  cottages  for  the  foremen  of  the  farm  and  horti- 
cultural departments.  The  balance  of  the  appropriation  —  $1 ,700  — 
was  appropriated  to  this  purpose.  It  was  afterward  found  necessary, 
in  order  to  complete  the  cottages  in  good  shape,  to  transfer  to  this 
fund  frcm  the  appropriation  for  sheep  barns  the  sum  of  $108.95. 
The  approval  of  the  Executive  Council  was  obtained  and  the  transfer 
made. 

The  sum  of  $37.95  received  from  the  Chicago  and  Northwestern 
Company  as  rebate  on  freight  was  credited  by  the  Board  to  the 
proper  accounts  as  follows: 

Creamery,  ice-house  and  cold  storage  room .... .$12.57 

Laborers' cottages 25.38 

$37.95 
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The  appropriation  of  $300.00  for  the  repair  of  the  highway  to 
Ames  running  on  south  side  of  College  farm,  being  conditional  upon 
the  citizens  of  Ames  contributing  a  like  amount,  the  Board,  in  May, 
1882,  appointed  President  Welch,  Professor  Macomber,  and  D.  A. 
Bigelow,  of  Ames,  to  secure  the  necessary  subscriptions,  collect  the 
funds  and  superintend  the  work  of  such  repairs.  The  report  of  the 
committee  to  the  Board  in  November  following  showed  that  the  sum 
of  $301.00  had  been  collected  from  the  citizens  and  expended  in 
repairing  the  highway.  Bills  to  the  amount  of  $300.00  were  there- 
upon paid  from  the  appropriation  by  the  State. 

The  contract  for  the  erection  of  the  veterinary  hospital  was  let  in 
November,  1882,  to  Fremont  Turner  for  $600.00,  less  whatever  dis- 
counts could  be  obtained  by  the  College  on  the  lumber  used  in  its 
construction.  The  amount  of  the  appropriation,  $500.00,  has  since 
been  paid  Mr.  Turner,  and  at  its  late  meeting  in  November  of  this 
year  the  Board  voted  him  the  sum  of  $33.00  in  full  payment  of  the 
balance  due,  directing  the  same  to  be  paid  from  the  sum  remaining- 
to  the  credit  of  the  engineering  hall  appropriation  after  the  comple- 
tion of  that  building. 

The  annual  appropriation  of  $1,500.00  for  experimentation  in  agri- 
culture and  horticulture  was  divided  equally  between  these  two  de- 
partments.LThe  reports  of  Professors  Enapp  and  Budd,  to  the  Boar(% 
found  on  page  91,  show  in  full  the  purposes  for  which  the  appropria- 
tion has  been  used. 

Of  the  annual  fund  of  $1,000.00  for  the  management  of  lands  and 
repair  of  buildings  the  sum  of  $lv701.87  has  been  drawn  during  the 
biennial  period  and,  under  the  orders  of  the  Board,  used  for  the  fol- 
lowing purposes:

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The  cash  in  the  hands  of  the  College  Treasurer,  $2.85,  together 
with  the  amount,  $298.13,  not  drawn  from  the  State  treasury,  leaves 
a  balance  of  $300.98  of  this  fund  yet  ur expended.

At  the  date  of  the  last  biennial  report  a  balance  of  t&9.Q&  re- 
mained in  the  hands  of  the  State  Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  fund 
appropriated  by  the  Eighteenth  General  Assembly  for  the  repair  of 
the  domestic  economy  building.  This  sum  has  since  been  drawn  by 
the  Board  and  used  for  the  repair  of  said  building.

8TATE  PROVIDENTIAL  FUND. 

The  damage  to  the  College  buildings  by  the  tornado  of  April  8 
1882,  being  too  great  to  be  met  by  the  annual  repair  fund,  the  Board 
at  its  May  meeting  appointed  Trustee  Tenney  a  committee  to  pre- 
sent to  the  Governor  a  statement  of  the  damage  done,  the  necessity 
for  immediate  repairs  and  to  urge  an  appropriation  from  the  State 
providential  fund  for  that  purpose.  Mr.  Tenney  reported  that  the 
Executive  Council,  after  considering  the  matter,  voted  to  allow  the 
sum  of  $1,500.00.  A  warrant  for  this  amount  was  drawn  payable  to 
the  order  of  the  College  Treasurer.  The  Board  ordered  that  the 
repairs  should  be  made  immediately,  and  Prof.  Thomson  was  ap- 
pointed to  superintend  the  work.  His  report  shows  the  following 
expenditures:

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Under  direction  of  the  Board  duplicate  vouchers  were  taken  for 
all  expenditures  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Auditor  of  State. 

COLLEGE   APPROPRIATIONS. 

At  each  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  appropriations 
for  the  succeeding  year  are  made  from  interest  fund.  These  appro- 
priations, under  the  law,  limit  the  expenditures  of  the  different  de- 
partments. The  report  of  the  board  of  audit  shows  that  during  the 
last  biennial  period  this  law  has  been  strictly  enforced.  The  expend- 
tures  under  the  appropriations  for  1882  and  1883  are  reported  in  ex- 
hibits "B"  and  "C,"  attached  to  the  secretary's  report.     (See  pages

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  there  was  appropriated  to  the  Departments 
the  proceeds  of  their  ordinary  sales. 

OFFICERS. 

The  names  and  salaries  of  the  officers  and  teachers  of  the  College 
for  1882  were  reported  to  the  General  Assembly  in  the  ninth  biennial 
report. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Trustees  in  July,  1882,  the  Faculty  peti- 
tioned the  Board  to  allow  President  Welch  leave  of  absence  in  order 
that  he  might  accept  the  appointment  of  Commissioner  Loring  to 
visit  and  report  upon  the  agricultural  colleges  of  Europe.  Leave  of 
absence  was  granted,  extending  from  September  first  to  the  opening 
of  the  spring  term  of  1883.  As  the  absence  of  President  Welch 
would  make  Vice-President  Geddes  acting  President,  and  thus  by* 
law  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Audit,  to  audit  bills  which  he  would 
afterward,  as  treasurer,  be  called  upon  to  pay,  the  Board  relieved 
Gen.  Geddes  of  the  duties  of  Vice-President  and  elected  Professor 
C.  E.  Bessey  to  that  position. 

No  other  changes  in  officers  occurred  daring  that  school  year. 

At  the  annual  meeting  in  November,  1882,  the  following  action 
was  taken: 

The  salary  of  President  A.  S.  Welch  was  reduced  from  $3,100.00 
to  $2,800.00  per  annum. 

The  services  of  Gen.  J.  L.  Geddes  were  discontinued. 

The  salary  of  Professor  W.  H.  Wynn  was  reduced  from  $1,700.00 
to  $1,600.00  per  annum. 

Professor  C.  E.  Bessey  resigned  the  Vice-Presidency.  Zoology  and 
Entomology  were  added  to  his  department,  and  his  salary  increased 
from  $1,600.00  to  $1,800.00  per  annum. 

Professor  S.  A.  Knapp  was  elected  Vice-President  in  addition  to 
his  duties  as  Professor  of  Experimental  and  Practical  Agriculture,, 
and  his  salary  increased  from  $1,800.00  to  $2,000.00  per  annum. 

Professor  F.  E.  L.  Beal  was  relieved  of  the  duties  of  Professor  of 
Civil  Engineering  and  acting  Professor  of  Zoology,  and  elected  Pro- 
fessor of  Geology  and  Manager  of  the  College  boarding  depart- 
ments. His  salary  was  fixed  at  $1,400.00  per  annum  and  board  dur- 
ing the  school  year.  He  was  afterward  assigned  the  classes  in  free 
hand  drawing,  for  which  he  was  allowed  the  sum  of  $125.00.

The  salary  of  Professor  J.  K.  Macomber,  as  Professor  of  Physics, 
was  fixed  at  $1,600.00  per  annum,  the  same  as  for  the  preceding  year. 
He  was  allowed  the  additional  sum  of  $200.00  per  annum  as  College 
Librarian.  He  was  also  given  charge  of  the  school  book  depart- 
ment. 

The  salary  of  E.  W.  Stanton,  as  Secretary  of  the  College,  was  in- 
creased from  $200.00  to  $400.00  per  annum,  his  salary  as  Professor  of 
Mathematics  and  Political  Economy  remaining  unchanged. 

C.  F.  Mount,  formerly  Assistant,  was  elected  Professor  of  Civil 
Engineering.  He  was  also  appointed  Recorder  of  the  College.  His 
salary  was  advanced  from  $1,000.00  to  $1,400.00  per  annum. 

Comparative  Anatomy  was  assigned  to  Professor  D.  S.  Fairchild, 
and  his  salary  increased  from  $500.00  to  $800.00.  ' 

The  salary  of  Mrs.  Mary  B.  Welch,  Lecturer  on  Domestic  Econ- 
omy, was  reduced  from  $1,000.00  to  $700.00,  and  the  salary  of  Her- 
bert Osborn,  Assistant  in  Zoology  and  Entomology,  was  increased 
from  $700.00  to  $1,000.00  per  annum. 

The  instruction  in  book-keeping  was  added  to  the  duties  of  Mr.  J. 
C.  Hainer,  the  assistant  in  mathematics,  and  his  salary  as  proctor  and 
teacher  increased  from  $800.00  to  $1,000.00  per  annum. 

Col.  John  Scott  was  elected  Professor  of  Military  Tactics  at  a  sal- 
ary of  $500  per  annum. 

Fremont  Turner  was  continued  as  foreman  of  the  college  work- 
shops and  his  compensation  increased  from  $2.50  to  $3.00  per  day  for 
time  actually  employed  during  the  school  year. 

Mr.  G.  W.  Curtis  having  been  appointed  deputy  by  Treasurer  Gree- 
ley, his  salary  was  fixed  at  $300.00  for  his  term  of  service  extending 
from  March  1,  1883,  to  the  first  of  December  following. 

Miss  Ermina  Athearn,  teacher  of  music,  was  granted  leave  of  ab- 
sence for  one  year  and  was  authorized  to  employ  Miss  Bill,  of  Cleve- 
land, as  substitute  during  that  time. 

The  Board  directed  that  all  advanced  salaries  and  salaries  of 
newly  elected  officers  should  begin  March  1,  1883,  except  in  the  cases 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  College  and  Professor  Osborn  whose  ad- 
vanced salaries  were  fixed  to  commence  with  the  fiscal  year,  Novem- 
ber 9,  1882. 

Miss  Mary  W.  McDonald  was  appointed  first  assistant,  and  Miss 
Fannie  Wilson  second  assistant  in  the  library  for  the  school  year  of 
1883  at  the  usual  compensation. 
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The  services  of  the  other  officers  of  the  College  were  continued  at 
the  salaries  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  Board,  at  this  November  meeting,  ordered  that  the  Faculty  of 
the  College  should  include  the  full  Professors,  the  Preceptress  and 
the  Lecturer  on  Domestic  Economy. 

At  their  meeting  in  May,  1883,  the  Board  voted  Mr.  T.  W.  Shearer, 
the  assistant  in  chemistry,  the  sum  of  $50.00  in  addition  to  the  salary 
of  $300.00  previously  allowed  him. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board  last  November  Mrs.  Mary  B. 
Welch,  Lecturer  on  Domestic  Economy,  presented  her  resignation 
because  of  ill  health.  The  resignation  was  accepted  and  her  salary 
for  the  full  year  ordered  paid. 

The  following  is  the  action  of  the  Board  at  its  second  meeting  in 
November.     The  orders  relating  to  the-  Presidency  are  given  in  full: 

1.  Ordered,  That  A.  S.  Welch  be  removed  from  the  position  of  Pres- 
dent  of  the  Iowa  Agricultural  College,  and  that  the  Treasurer  be 
directed  to  pay  him  his  full  salary  for  the  present  school  year. 

2.  Whereas,  The  interest  of  the  College  requires  that  the 
term  of  office  of  the  President,  Vice-President,  Secretary,  Treasure* 
and  Steward  commence  at  the  same  date,  therefore*  it  is 

Ordered,  That  the  term  of  office  of  said  officers  commence  on  the 
first  day  of  December  each  year,  and  that  the  terms  of  office  of  all 
said  officers  expire  on  the  first  day  of  December  next  and  annually 
thereafter. 

3.  Resolved,  That  Prof.  S.  A.  Knapp  be  elected  President  of  the 
College  and  Professor  of  Practical  and  Experimental  Agriculture  at 
a  salary  of  $2,500  per  annum,  his  services  as  President  and  his  addi- 
tional salary  of  $500  for  the  same  to  commence  December  1,  1883, 
and  his  salary  as  Professor  of  Practical  and  Experimental  Agricul- 
ture to  commence  March  1,  1884. 

Upon  these  three  resolutions  Trustees  Grattan,  Stryker  and  Wright 
voted  aye;  Kirkwood  and  Willard,  no.  Upon  all  the  remaining  mat- 
ters relating  to  the  faculty  and  officers  the  vote  of  the  Board  was 
unanimous. 

Professor  C.  E.  Bessey  was  elected  Vice  President. 

The  salary  of  Professor  T.  E.  Pope  was  increased  from  $1,600  to 
$1,700  per  annum. 

The  resignation  of  Prof.  F.  E.  L.  Beal  was  presented  and  accepted. 

Capt.  J.  R.  Lincoln,  of  Boone,  was  chosen  Steward  and  his  salary 
fixed  at  $1,000  per  annum  and  board  during  the  school  year. 
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The  resignation  of  J.  K.  Macomber,  Professor  of  Physics  and  Li- 
brarian, was  accepted  and  a  resolution  ordered  spread  upon  the  min- 
utes by  the  Board  expressing  their  high  appreciation  of  the  value  of 
his  services  to  the  Institution,  their  regret  at  his  resignation  and 
their  best  wishes  for  his  success  in  his  future  profession. 

J-  C.  Hainer  was  elected  Assistant  Professor  of  Physics  and  Proc- 
tor, at  a  salary  of  $1,200  per  annum. 

Herbert  Osborn  was  elected  Assistant  Professor  of  Zoology,  En- 
tomology and  Geology  and  Curator  of  the  Museum,  at  an  annual  sal- 
ary of  $1,200. 

Herman  Knapp  having  been  appointed  deputy  by  Treasurer  Gree- 
ley, his  salary  was  fixed  at  $400  per  annum. 

Miss  Mary  W.  McDonald  was  elected  Librarian  and  Instructor  in 
Mathematics  and.Book-keeping,  at  a  salary  of  $600  per  annum.

The  Professor  of  Mechanical  Engineering  was  authorized  to  em- 
ploy a  foreman  for  the  workshop,  and  to  allow  him  $3.00  per  day  for 
time  employed  during  the  school  year. 

The  following  appropriations  were  made  by  the  Board: 

For  instruction  in  Domestic  Economy $500.00 

For  instruction  in  Military  Tactics 200.00 

For  instruction  in  Drawing 250.00 

An  executive  committee  of  the  Faculty,  consisting  of  the  Presi- 
dent, Vice-President  and  Secretary  of  the  College,  was  appointed,  to 
have  charge  of  such  matters  as  may  be  specifically  assigned  to  it. 
The  matter  of  providing  instruction  in  Domestic  Economy  and 
Drawing  was  referred  to  this  committee.  The  committee  have  en- 
gaged the  services  of  Mrs.  Emma  P.  Ewing,  of  Chicago,  to  take 
chaige  of  the  Department  of  Domestic  Economy,  and  Miss  Etta  M. 
Budd,  of  Ames,  to  give  instruction  in  Drawing. 

The  appointment  of  Assistant  Librarian  was  referred  to  this  com- 
mittee. 

COLLEGE  TREASURER  AND   COLLEGE   ACCOUNTS. 

Gen.  J.  L.  Geddes  was  elected  Treasurer  in  December,  1881.  Set- 
tlement was  made  with  ex-Treasurer  William  D.  Lucas  on  the  16th  of 
that  month,  and  upon  the  same  day  Gen.  Geddes  entered  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office.  His  salary  was  fixed  at  $400  per  annum,  without 
-deputy,  or  clerk  hire. 

In  November,  1882,  W.  M.  Greeley  was  chosen  Treasurer,  at  a  sal- 
ary of  $300  per  annum.  George  W.  Curtis  was  appointed  by  him 
Deputy  Treasurer,  at  a  salary  fixed  by  the  Board  of  $300  per  annum. 
Settlement  was  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  with  Gen.  Ged- 
des, and,  on  December  16th,  Mr.  Greeley  took  charge  of  the  office. 

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Board,  Mr.  Greeley  was  re-elected 
Treasurer  for  the  year,  commencing  December  1,  1883,  at  a  salary  of 
$300  per  annum.  He  appointed  Herman  Knapp  Deputy  Treasurer, 
whose  salary  was  fixed  by  the  Board  at  $400  per  annum. 

The  reports  of  the  Treasurer  for  1882  and  1883  will  be  found  on 
pages  95  and  100  of  this  Biennial  Report.  Monthly  examinations 
of  the  Treasurer's  books  and  vouchers  have  been  made  by  the  Secre- 
tary, and  duly  reported  to  the  Board.     The  Trustees  have  made  such

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further  examination  of  the  Treasurer's  accounts  as  they  deemed 
necessary. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Executive  and  Finance  Com- 
mittee: 

"  To  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

"  We  hereby  certify  that  we  have  examined  the  books,  accounts 
and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  College,  and  find  thejn  correct.

In  order  to  aid  the  Board  of  Audit  and  Treasurer  in  keeping  the 
accounts  of  the  College  in  such  shape  that  they  will  present  a  full 
and  accurate  exhibit  of  all  financial  transactions,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  passed  the  following  orders: 

(1.)  Ordered,  That  the  Board  of  Audit  shall  not  approve  any  bill 
presented  for  allowance  unless  the  same  shall  contain  the  date  at 
which  the  goods  were  purchased  or  the  service  rendered,  and  such 
full  and  precise  statement  of  the  subject-matter  as  will  furnish  the 
Board  and  this  Board  sufficient  grounds  for  determining  the  propri- 
ety of  allowing  or  disallowing  the  claim. 

(2.)  Ordered,  That  all  officers  of  the  College,  who  may  sell  any 
property  of  the  College,  shall  return  to  the  Treasurer  with  the  money 
received  therefor,  a  clear,  itemized  statement  of  the  amount  and  kind 
of  property  sold,  the  date  of  sale,  the  party  to  whom  sold  and  the 
price. 

(3.)  Ordered,  That  all  bills  for  telegraph  service  paid  by  the  Col- 
lege shall  be  accompanied  by  a  certified  copy  of  the  message  sent  or 
received. 

(4.)  Ordered,  That  the  professor  or  teacher  in  charge  of  each  de- 
partment be  required  to  make  an  itemized  inventory  of  all  property 
in  such  department  at  the  close  of  each  fiscal  year,  appraising  all 
property  at  its  present  value;  and  file  said  inventory  with  the  Secre- 
tary, who  shall  report  to  this  Board  the  amount  of  each  inventory. 

The  Treasurer  was  directed  to  collect  all  notes  in  favor  of  the  Col- 
lege which  are  past  due. 
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LAND   DEPABTMBNT. 

At  the  late  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  a  detailed  report  of 
the  transactions  of  this  Department  for  the  biennial  period  ending 
October  81, 1883,  was  submitted  by  Agent  Bassett.  The  report  was 
ordered  printed,  and  will  be  found  on  page  122. 

Annual  settlements  have  been  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Board 
with  the  Agent.  The  report  of  the  Secretary  on  these  settlements 
will  be  found  on  page  117. 

The  Nineteenth  General  Assembly  having  passed  an  act  providing 
for  the  taxation  of  leasehold  estates  in  Agricultural  College  lands, 
the  Board,  at  its  first  meeting  thereafter,  directed  the  Secretary  to 
furnish  to  the  auditor  of  each  county  in  which  College  lands  were 
situated  a  list  of  such  lands  held  under  renewed  leases.  Corrected 
lists  of  such  lands  are  now  sent  to  the  auditors  of  the  counties  inter- 
ested, on  or  before  January  first  of  each  year.  The  State  law  pro- 
vides that  the  leasehold  interest  in  College  lands  shall  be  sold  for  de- 
linquent taxes  the  same  as  other  real  estate.  In  order  to  prevent 
complications  the  Board,  in  addition  to  the  authority  previously  con- 
ferred upon  Agent  Bassett  to  enter  forfeiture  of  leases  for  non-pay- 
ment of  lease  interest,  authorized  and  directed  him,  on  the  first  day 
of  October  of  each  year,  to  declare  forfeited  all  leases  upon  which 
interest  remained  unpaid  and  delinquent  for  a  period  of  sixty  days 
prior  to  said  date.  * 

Agent  Bassett  was  also  authorized  to  accept  payment  of  principal 
upon  all  renewed  leases  expiring  on  or  before  December  81,  1885, 
provided  the  holders  pay,  in  addition  to  the  principal,  interest  upon 
said  principal  at  the  rate  of  two  per  cent  per  annum  for  the  remain- 
ing portion  of  the  unexpired  term  estimated  from  the  date  to  which, 
at  the  time  of  purchase,  the  interest  shall  have  been  paid. 

The  Board  instructed  the  Agent  to  inform  the  lessees  of  College 
land,  by  printed  circular,  of  the  taxation  of  renewed  leases,  the  action 
of  the  Board  in  respect  to  the  forfeiture  of  leases  for  the  non-pay- 
ment of  interest,  and  their  policy  regarding  the  payment  of  the 
principal  of  renewed  leases. 

A  question  having  arisen  regarding  the  proper  disposition  to  be 
made  of  damages  to  be  assessed  for  right  of  way  for  railroads  over 
leased  College  lands,  the  land  committee  recommended  at  the  meet- 
ing in  November,  1882,  that  the  money  in  each  case  be  placed  in  the 
custody  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  College  as  a  special  fund  to  be  re- 
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tained  until  the  lessee  in  each  case, shall  have  forfeited  his  lease  or 
paid  for  his  land;  the  nioney,  then,  in  the  first  case  to  become  part  of 
the  College  land  fund,  and  in  the  last  case  to  be  paid  to  the  lessee," 
The  Secretary  was  directed  by  the  Board  to  obtain  the  opinion  of  the 
Attorney-General  upon  the  legality  of  this  plan.  The  opinion  of  the 
Attorney-General  being  favorable,  it  was  adopted  by  the  Board  at 
their  meeting  in  May,  1883.  The  sum  of  $157.00  has  since  been  paid 
to  the  College  Treasurer  and  credited  to  the  right  of  way  fund. 

In  January,  1881,  the  Attorney-General  filed  with  the  Governor  of 
the  State  an  opinion  in  substance  as  follows: 

(1.)  Leases  of  Agricultural  College  lands  are  assignable  without 
the  consent  of  the  College,  and  the  assignee  takes  the  same  interest 
in  the  lands  and  has  the  same  rights  as  the  original  lessee. 

(2.)  While  leases  issued  subsequent  to  the  act  of  1866  are  assign- 
able, no  lessee  or  other  person  can,  by  assignment,  take  in  excess  of 
one  quarter  section. 

(3.)  Leases  renewed  under  the  act  of  1874  are  new  leases,  and  an 
assignee  of  a  lease  issued  under  the  law  of  1864  (which  law  con- 
tained no  clause  limiting  the  number  of  acifes  to  be  leased  to  one 
man)  cannot  obtain,  and  the  authorities  should  not  give,  a  lease  or 
renewal  for  more  than  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  in  November,  1882,  Hon. 
S.  J.  Kirkwood  was  appointed  a  committee  to  correspond  with  the 
Attorney-General  and  request  him  to  review  his  former  opinion. 
Arguments  upon  the  legal  points  involved  were  submitted  by  Judge 
Nourse  and  Agent  Bassett.  In  May,  1883,  the  Attorney-General  de- 
cided as  follows: 

(1.)  In  all  cases  where  the  original  lease  was  made  under  the  Act 
of  1864,  since  which  time  a  renewal  of  the  lease  has  been  made  and 
the  party  has  complied  with  the  terms  thereof,  a  patent  should  issue 
regardless  of  the  number  of  acres  claimed  by  one  person,  and  regard- 
less of  the  fact  whether  he  holds  as  lessee  or  by  assignments  of  one 
or  more  leases. 

(2.)  Where  the  lease  or  assignments  to  one  man  cover  more  than 
one  hundred  and  sixty  acres,  and  was  issued  under  the  act  of  1866, 
a  patent  should  be  refused. 

The  Secretary  of  State,  in  consultation  with  the  Board,  stated  that 
in  accordance  with  the  first  part  of  this  last  decision  of  the  Attorney-4 
Oeneral,  he  would  issue  patents  to  all  lessees  or  their  assigns  who 
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held  leases  originally  issued  under  the  Act  of  1864,  upon  the  certifi- 
cate of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  that  said  leases  were  issued  under 
the  Act  of  1864  and  that  payment  of  principal  upon  the  same  had 
been  made  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  College.  The  Secretary  was  di- 
rected by  the  Board  to  furnish  such  certificate. 

In  case  of  leases  covered  by  the  second  part  of  this  decision,  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  requires  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  to  give  the  names 
of  the  original  lessee,  the  party  to  whom  the  renewal  was  granted, 
and  all  subsequent  assignees  in  their  regular  order,  and  the  following 
certificate : 

"I  further  certify,  that  the  records  of  my  office,  including  the  sev- 
eral leases  on  file,  do  not  show  that  any  one  of  the  parties  named 
herein  ever  held  a  lease  for  any  other  land  than  the  tract  described,, 
as  lessee,  issued  subsequent  to  the  taking  effect  of  the  act  aforesaid, 
approved  March  29,  1866,  which  has  not  been  forfeited  or  relin- 
quished to  the  College,  and  the  same  rendered  null  and  of  no  effect." 

As  a  majority  of  the  outstanding  leases  were  issued  under  the  aet 
of  1866,  and  as  the  certificate  required  cannot  be  furnished  in  many 
of  these  cases,  the  Board,  at  its  late  meeting  in  November,  instructed 
the  Secretary  to  prepare  a  bill  for  presentation  to  the  General  Assem- 
bly which  shall  grant  relief  to'  the  lessees  who,  under  the  present 
rulings,  cannot  obtain  patents. 

The  necessity  for  such  legislation  is  fully  set  forth  in  the  reports 
of  the  Land  Agent  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 

The  following  tracts  of  College  land  have  been  re-appraised  during 
the  biennial  period: 

Endowment  fund  land  forfeited  March  17 \  1882.

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Agent  Bassett  was  authorized  to  intervene  in  behalf  of  the  Col- 
lege in  the  suit  now  pending  involving  the  question  of  the  title  to  a 
portion  of  ne  qr  29-95-30,  in  order  to  protect  the  interests  of  the 
College. 

He  was  also  authorized  to  cause  an  examination  of  the  ne  qr  of 
94-85-31  to  be  made  to  determine  the  quality  of  the  land,  whether  it 
is  swamp  within  the  meaning  of  the  act  of  Congress  of  September 
20,  1850,  and  if  not  swamp,  to  bring  suit  to  remove  the  cloud  upon 
the  title  of  the  College,  at  the  expense  of  the  College. 

DONATION  FUND. 

This  fund  consists  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  land  donated  to 
to  the  College  and  of  the  products  of  such  donated  land.  It  is  not 
limited  in  its  use  by  the  stringent  laws  which  govern  the  endowment 
and  interest  fund  of  the  College.  A  statement  of  the  receipts  and 
•expenditures  on  account  of  this  fund  during  the  biennial  period  will 
best  show  the  action  of  the  Board  in  regard  to  it.

ENDOWMENT  FUND. 

The  Nineteenth  General  Assembly  memorialized  Congress  to  so 
amend  the  national  law  as  to  permit  the  State  of  Iowa  to  loan  the 
endowment  fund  of  the  Agricultural  College  on  real  estate  securities. 
In  March,  1882,  the  Board  authorized  the  President  to  visit  Wash- 
ington for  the  purpose  of  securing  the  passage  of  the  desired  amend- 
ment. The  amendment  was  passed.  It  remains  for  the  Legislature 
to  give  it  effect. 

In  1882  the  Board  transferred  from  the  interest  fund  to  the  endow- 
ment fund  the  sum  of  $6,000.00,  making  the  total  endowment  fund 
of  the  College  $637,805.16,  as  reported  by  the  Secretary  on  page  110. 
At  the  last  meeting  the  Board  transferred  the  additional  sum  of 
♦3,200.00,  making  the  present  total  permanent  resources  of  the  Insti- 
tution $641,006.16.

At  the  last  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  the  Executive  and  Fi_ 
nance  Committee  made  a  thorough  examination  of  the  books  and 
vouchers  of  the  Department,  and  found  the  accounts  to  agree  with 
the  above  statement. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Faculty  was  authorized  to  place 
the  Department  for  1884  under  the  charge  of  the  Deputy  Treasurer 
and  to  determine  the  compensation  to  be  allowed  him  for  supervising 
the  same,  said  compensation  to  be  paid  from  the  proceeds  of  the  De- 
partment. 

COLLEGE  BOARDING  DEPABTMKNTS. 

The  Boarding  Department  in  the  main  college  building,  during 
1882,  was  under  the  management  of  Professor  S.  A.  Knapp.  The 
following  extract  from  his  report  summarizes  the  operations  of  the 
year: 

"  The  school  opened  with  a  very  large  attendance,  which  necessitated 
unusual  expenditures.  The  cost  of  furniture  and  improvements  in  the 
Boarding  Department  alone  was  $478.27  for  articles  necessary  to  start 
and  operate  the  Department.  In  addition  to  this  the  cost  of  provisions 
advanced  enormously.  Flour  went  up  to  $9.00  per  barrel,  potatoes  to 
$1.55  per  bushel.  The  increase  on  flour  amounted  to  $180  for  the 
spring  term,  and  on  potatoes  to  $300.  At  the  same  time  the  price  of 
board  had  been  reduced  from  $2.25  per  week  to  $2.15.  In  the  fall 
term  it  was  found  necessary  to  make  another  expenditure  of  consid- 
erable amount  for  apparatus.  The  refrigerator  used  was  not  suitable 
for  the  purpose,  and  the  Department  purchased  one  of  Stevens'  best 
refrigerators,  size  6x10  feet,  at  a  cost  of  $240.  A  further  sum  of 
nearly  $100  was  expended  to  construct  a  room  for  it  and  place  it  in 
position.  Other  expenditures  increased  the  total  investment  to  over 
$900  for  the  year.  When  I  entered  upon  my  duties  the  total  cash 
turned  over  was  $261.49.  At  the  close  of  the  year  the  cash  balance 
was  $21 9.36.  In  addition  there  was  on  hand  in  canned  fruits  and 
groceries  $190.01."

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The  accounts  of  the  Department  were  examined  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  found  correct. 

The  boarding  cottage  during  this  year  was  under  the  charge  of  a 
committee  consisting  of  Professoss  Stanton  and  Budd  and  Mrs. 
Welch.  Under  the  appointment  of  the  committee  Professor  Stanton 
acted  as  manager,  and  Mrs.  Fogarty,  of  Ft.  Dodge,  as  housekeeper. 
The  committee  reported  as  follows: 

"  ( 1 .)  The  management  has  beep  able,  notwithstanding  the  high 
price  of  supplies,  to  furnish  satisfactory  board  at  the  price  fixed,  viz., 
$2.00  per  week  for  board,  fires  and  lights. 

(2.)  The  accounts  at  the  close  of  the  year  show  the  following  bal- 
ances: 

Supplies  on  hand $160.06 

Cash  on  hand  to  credit  of  boarding  cottage  account 114.17 

Cash  on  hand  to  creditof  cottage  room  rent 30.71 

$304.94 

During  the  two  years  in  which  the  cottage  has  been  running,  furni- 
ture to  the  value  of  over  $800  has  been  purchased  and  paid  for  from 
the  receipts  of  the  Department.  The  cottage  has,  therefore,  in  fur- 
niture, supplies  and  cash,  assets  to  the  amount  of  about  $600. 

These  figures  speak  for  themselves  as  to  the  economy  and  careful 
management  of  the  housekeeper  in  charge." 

The  accounts  of  the  cottage  were  examined  and  found  correct. 

In  May,  1882,  Professors  Macomber,  Stanton  and  Thomson  were 
appointed  a  committee  to  ascertain  whether  the  present  plan  of  light- 
ing the  College  building  was  not  unnecessarily  costly. 

The  committee,  by  an  examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  previous 
year,  determined  the  cost  of  gas  at  the  College.  It  also  ascertained 
the  charges  for  furnishing  gas  in  different  cities,  and  investigated 
and  tested  the  different  methods  of  manufacture. 

The  committee  reported: 

"  (1.)  That  the  cost  of  manufacturing  gas  at  the  College  was  $2.50 
per  thousand  feet;  that  the  quality  was,  however,  much  superior  to 
that  commonly  furnished  in  cities,  and  that  if  comparison  were  made 
with  the  gas  of  the  Des  Moines  gas  works,  on  the  basis  of  the  same 
candle  power,  the  cost  at  the  College  would  be  $1.10  per  thousand 
feet. 
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(2.)  The  charges  for  gas  in  a  few  of  the  leading  cities,  at  that 
time,  were  as  follows: 

Des  Moines,  $3.00  per  thousand  feet. 

Davenport,  $3.50  per  thousand  feet. 

Dubuque,  $3.25  per  thousand  feet. 

Chicago,  $2.50  per  thousand  feet. 

Cedar  Rapids,  $3.50  per  thousand  feet. 

Cincinnati,  $1.80  per  thousand  feet. 

(3.)  That  the  committee  were  unable  to  find  any  system  of  gas- 
making  better  than  the  one  in  use  at  the  College. 

(4.)  That  the  present  gasometer  was  about  worn  out,  and  because 
of  its  proximity  to  the  college  building,  endangered  much  valuable 
property." 

The  committee  recommended  the  erection  of  a  nev  gas  house  and 
Xhe  purchase  of  a  gasometer,  with  a  capacity  of  six  thousand  to  ten 
thousand  feet.  By  economy  in  manufacture  a  saving  of  perhaps 
twenty-five  cents  per  thousand  could  thus  be  effected.  The  Board 
ask  of  the  Legislature  an  appropriation  of  $4,500  for  this  purpose. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Board  in  November,  1883,  Professor  F.  E. 
L.  Beal  was  given  charge  of  all  the  College  boarding  departments. 
His  salary  was  fixed  at  $1,000  per  annum  and  board  during  the  school 
year,  the  salary  to  be  paid  from  the  receipts  of  the  department.  His 
bond  was  fixed  at  $5,000.  He  was  directed  to  keep  the  expenditure! 
of  the  year  within  the  receipts,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year  to  render 
a  full  and  accurate  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended, 
and  furnish  vouchers  for  the  same. 

Professor  Thomson  was  appointed  a  committee  to  take  charge  of 
all  matters  involving  expenditures  on  account  of  fires  and  lights. 

Board  per  week,  in  the  main  building,  for  1883,  was  fixed  at  $2.25; 
board,  fires  and  lights,  in  the  boarding  cottage,  at  $2.10;  students 
paying  by  the  term  to  be  allowed  a  reduction  of  ten  cents  per  week. 
Room  rent  per  term  in  the  main  building  was  fixed  at  $1.50  to  $3.00, 
and  in  the  cottage  at  $2.00.  The  janitor's  fee  charged  students  not 
boarding  in  any  of  the  college  buildings  was  increased  from  $3.00  to 
$4.00  per  term. 
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At  the  close  of  the  year,  Processor  Beal,  after  paying  all  bills,  re- 
ported the  following  balances: 

Cash  to  the  credit  of  boarding  department  in  main  building $353.07 

Cash  to  credit  of  cottage  boarding  department 180.67 

Cash  to  credit  of  room  rent  account  in  cottages 326.71 

Total  $860.45 

This  amount  was  verified  by  the  Executive  and  Finance  Commit- 
tee, and  paid  over  to  the  College  authorities.  A  considerable  quan- 
tity of  wood,  coal  and  canned  fruit  was  also  reported  on  hand. 

In  arranging  for  the  school  year  of  1884  it  was  provided  that  the 
Steward  shall  have  charge  of  the  following: 

(1.)  The  boarding  departments  in  the  college  and  boarding  cot- 
tages. 

(2.)  The  heating  and  lighting  of  the  college  building,  the  board- 
ing cottages,  the  physical  laboratory  and  north  hall,  and  the  care  and 
repair  of  all  apparatus  necessary  thereto. 

(3.)  The  repair  of  these  and  such  other  buildings  as  the  Board  of 
Trustees  shall  designate. 

(4.)  The  purchase,  repair  and  care  of  all  furniture  in  the  college 
building  and  boarding  cottages. 

(5.)  The  care  of  the  grounds  immediately  surrounding  these  build- 
ings. 

(6.)  Care  and  repair  of  water  closet  system  and  college  sewer; 
also  the  entire  water  supply  system  on  the  college  domain. 

(7.)     Cleaning  college  building  and  boarding  cottages. 

All  of  the  above  to  be  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Faculty,  or  the  Board  of  Trustees  may  make. 

It  was  further  ordered:  that  the  Steward  shall  keep  the  expendi- 
tures for  the  year  within  the  income;  render  to  the  Board  a  full  and 
aocurate  account  of  all  moneys  received  and  expended;  and  furnish 
a  bond  in  the  sum  of  $5,000.00  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Executive   Committee  of  the  Faculty. 

Professor  Thomson  was  appointed  a  committee  to  inspect  the 
character  of  the  labor  performed  and  material  used  in  the  depart- 
ment of  fires  and  lights,  during  the  year,  and  report  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

The  Steward  was  directed  to  consult  with  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  in  regard  to  the  plan  and  method  of  keeping  the  books  of  the 
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department,  and  at  the  close  of  each  month  pay  all  bills,  make  all 
collections,  and,  at  as  early  a  date  in  the  succeeding  month  as  possi- 
ble, prepare  his  books  for  inspection  by.  the  Secretary  of  the  Board, 
who  was  instructed  to  thereupon  make  a  full  and  complete  examina- 
tion of  the  same  and  furnish  certificate  to  the  Steward  of  their  con- 
dition. The  Secretary  was  also  ordered  to  report  to  the  Board  of 
Trustees  at  their  annual  meeting,  and  at  such  other  times  as  he  may 
deem  necessary,  the  result  of  such  examinations. 

It  was  ordered  that  the  room  rent  fund  be  collected  by  the  Stew- 
ard and  at  the  end  of  each  month  paid  over  to  the  College  Treasurer, 
the  Steward  filing  with  the  College  Treasurer,  at  the  time  of  each 
monthly  payment,  a  detailed  statement  of  the  amount  collected  dur- 
ing the  month. 

The  Steward  was  authorized  to  discontinue  the  College  laundry 
daring  or  at  the  close  of  the  first  term  of  next  school  year,  if,  in 
his  judgment,  such  action  should  be  expedient. 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Faculty  were  empowered  to  con- 
tract with  the  Steward  for  the  heating  and  lighting  of  the  public 
rooms  in  the  College  buildings,  and  decide  upon  the  compensation  to 
be  allowed  the  Steward's  Department  for  such  service. 

The  charges  for  the  school  year  of  1884  were  fixed  as  follows:

These  deposits  are  returned  on  final  settlement  at  the  close  of  the  term. 

Professor  Beal  having  resigned,  Capt.  J.  R.  Lincoln,  of  Boone,, 
was  elected  Steward  for  the  school  year  of  1884.  His  salary  was- 
fixed  at  $1,000.00  per  annum  and  board  during  the  session  of  school. 

PBOFES80BS'   HOUSBS. 

It  was  ordered  by  the  Board,  that  the  Professors  occupying  house* 
upon  the  College  grounds  be  required,  as  a  condition  of  such  oc- 
cupancy, to  keep  them  in  first-class  repair.  It  was  also  provided  that 
the  Professors  shall  keep  the  grounds  immediately  surrounding  their 
houses  in  neat  condition — the  limits  of  such  grounds  to  be  deter- 
mined  by  the  Public  Grounds  Committee. 

At  the  request  of  Professor  Wynn  he  was  excused  from  occupying- 
the  house  erected  for  him  upon  the  College  grounds,  for  one  year 
from  June  1,  1883.  Professor  Osborn  was  allowed  to  occupy  the 
same  until  the  further  orders  of  the  Board. 

COLLEGE    PRINTING. 

At  the  meeting  in  May,  1883,  the  Board  ordered  that  all  printing 
for  the  College  be  submitted  to  competition.  Professors  Knapp  and 
Stanton  were  appointed  a  committee  on  printing.  The  reports  of  the 
committee  show  that  under  this  order  of  the  Board,  the  following 
contracts  have  been  let:

LOCATION. 

The  College  occupies  a  pleasant  and  healthful  location,  one  and  a  half 
miles  west  of  the  town  of  Ames,  on  the  Chicago  &  Northwestern  Railway, 
in  the  central  county  of  the  State  (Story),  and  thirty-seven  miles  north  of 
the  city  of  Des  Moines.  The  railroad  facilities  for  reaching  Ames  from  any 
part  of  the  State  are  very  good.  Regular  conveyances  for  passengers  and 
baggage  run  between  the  station  and  College  three  times  each  day.

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BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS. 

The  main  College  building  is  four  stories  high  above  the  basement, 
and  is  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  feet  long  by  one  hundred  and 
twelve  feet  deep  through  the  wings.  In  the  basement  are  the  dining- 
rooms,  kitchens,  laundry,  post-office  and  armory.  On  the  first  floor 
are  the  President's  office,  Treasurer's  office,  chapel  and  library.  The 
second  floor  contains  several  recitation  rooms,  and  rooms  for  stu- 
dents. The  third  and  fourth  floors  contain  students'  rooms  and  the 
zoological  and  geological  museum.  About  two  hundred  persons  cam 
be  accommodated  in  this  building.  All  the  rooms  are  heated  by 
steam  and  lighted  with  gas.     Water  is  supplied  in  all  the  stories. 

The  Boarding  Halls  are  two  brick  buildings,  affording  room  for 
ninety  students,  with  kitchens,  store-rooms  and  dining-rooms. 

The  Chemical  and  Physical  Hall  is  a  large,  two-story  brick  build- 
ing, seventy  by  forty-four  feet,  with  a  wing  sixty-one  by  thirty-three 
feet.  The  first  floor  contains  the  chemical  laboratories,  the  second 
the  physical  laboratory,  apparatus  and  lecture-room,  while  two 
draugbtin^-rooms  occupy  the  attic.  In  the  basement  are  the  ma- 
chine shops  and  a  large  recitation  room.  This  building  is  warmed 
by  steam  and  supplied  with  water  and  gas. 

North  Hall  is  a  two-story  brick  building,  forty  by  seventy  feet. 
On  the  first  floor  it  affords  room  for  the  departments  of  Agriculture 
and  Veterinary  Science.  On  the  second  floor  are  the  Microscopical 
Laboratory  and  the  rooms  for  the  Botanical  Department. 

Horticultural  Hall  is  a  wooden  structure,  containing  on  the  first 
floor  a  large  lecture  room,  and  a  tool  room.  On  the  second  floor  is 
the  Horticultural  museum.  The  cellar  has  two  large  rooms,  one  for 
the  storage  of  garden  products,  the  other  for  the  use  of  the  nursery 
propagating  department.  A  grafting  room  and  propagating  house 
are  attached,  heated  with  hot-water  pipes. 

Engineering  Hall,  recently  completed,  contains  the  work-shop,  me- 
chanical museum,  draughting  rooms,  and  recitation  and  lecture  rooms 
for  the  departments  of  Mechanical  and  Civil  Engineering. 
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The  farm  buildings  consist  of  the  creamery,  supplied  with  steam 
power  for  churning;  the  sorghum  works,  also  supplied  with  steam 
power;  the  barns  for  horses  and  cattle;  a  large  piggery,  besides  sheds 
and  outhouses. 

The  work-shop,  laundry  and  gas-works  are  some  distance  back  of 
the  main  College  building.  The  work-shop  is  a  two-story  frame 
building,  fitted  up  with  machinery  and  tools  for  the  prosecution  of 
repairs  and  for  instruction  in  mechanical  work. 

The  farm  house  is  a  plain,  substantial  brick  building,  occupied  by 
the  President  of  the  College.  Five  other  dwelling  houses  on  the 
College  grounds  are  occupied  by  professois'  families.

THE  COLLEGE  GROUNDS. 

The  College  Domain  includes  nine  hundred  acres,  and  of  this  about 
one  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  are  set  apart  for  College  grounds. 
These  occupy  the  high  land  of  the  southwest  part  of  the  farm,  and 
include  the  campus,  shrubbery,  young  forestry  plantations,  the  flower 
borders  and  garden,- with  the  surroundings  of  the  professors'  dwell- 
ing houses.  Excellent  gray  el  walks  and  drives  have  been  laid  down, 
leading  to  all  parts  of  the  grounds  and  to  the  various  buildings. 
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DIRECTIONS  TO  CANDIDATES  AND  STUDENTS. 


REQUIREMENTS  FOR  ENTRANCE. 

1.      AGE. 

The  age  of  students  seeking  admission  to  the  Agricultural  College 
must  be  sixteen  years  or  over. 

2.      ENTRANCE   EXAMINATIONS. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  class  must  give  evidence 
of  a  thorough  knowledge  of  English  grammar,  English  analysis, 
arithmetic,  human  physiology  and  (except  to  enter  the  veterinary 
course)  algebra  through  simple  equations. 

3.       CERTIFICATES. 

Proficiency  in  the  foregoing  studies  may  be  proved  by  actual  ex- 
amination by  either  the  principal  of  a  high  school  or  a  county  super- 
intendent. A  list  of  the  questions  asked  must  accompany  each  cer- 
tificate, which  should  be  of  the  following  form:

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EXPENSES,  ETC. 

1.      TUITION. 

No  charge  is  made  for  tuition. 

2.      BOARD,  WASHING,  ETC. 

For  board,  washing,  heating,  lighting  and  cleaning  the  College 
building,  students  pay  what  the  items  actually  cost  the  Institution. " 
Injury  to  College  property,  of  whatever  sort,  will  be  charged  to  the 
author  when  known;  otherwise  to  the  section  or  to  the  entire  body  of 
students. 

Sudents  boarding  in  the  College  buildings  furnish  their  own  bed- 
ding and  all  furniture  for  their  rooms,  excepting  bedsteads,  wash- 
stands,  tables  and  wardrobes.

Those 
who  neglect  this  settlement  cannot  be  permitted  to  remain  in  the 
College. 

6.      THE   DINING  BOOM. 

The  dining  room  will  be  opened  on  the  evening  preceding  the  re- 
spective days  on  which  the  spring  and  fall  terms  commence.     No 
allowance  on  board  bills  is  made  for  absences  of  less  than  one  week's 
duration.     Students  and  others  bringing  friends  are  required  to  pay 
or  such  twenty-five  cents  each  meal. 

7.      TEXT-BOOKS. 

Text-books  and  stationery  may  be  purchased  at  the  College  book- 
store at  ten  per  cent  advance  on  cost.  Our  stock  is  bought  at  pub- 
lishers' prices. 

CARE   OF  MONEY. 

Students  are  advised  to  keep  their  money  and  other  valuables  in 
the  College  safe.  While  doing  all  in  their  power  to  prevent  loss  and 
punish  theft,  the  officers  will  not  be  responsible  for  money  or  articles 
lost  or  stolen  from  the  persons  or  rooms  of  students. 

MANUAL   LABOR.     . 

The  manual  labor  required  by  law  of  students  in  the  College  is  di- 
vided into  two  kinds,  viz.:  uninstructive  labor,  which  shall  be  com- 
pensated by  the  payment  of  wages;  and  instructive  labor,  which  shall 
be  compensated  by  the  instruction  given  and  the  skill  acquired. 


COURSES  OF  STUDY. 

The  branches  of  learning  taught  in  the  College  are  arranged  under 
several  courses  of  study,  which  are  distinguished  as  General  and 
Technical.     Under  the  first,  the 

Course  in  the  Science  related  to  the  Industries  aims  to  give  a  liberal 
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culture  111  the  sciences  and  other  branches  of  learning  which  underlie 
the  great  industries  of  the  country,  without  especially  confining  it  to 
any  particular  pursuit  or  profession. 

The  Technical  courses,  while  giving  a  liberal  culture,  aim  to  direct 
that  culture  so  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  a  special  pursuit  or 
profession.     The  Technical  courses  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  Course  in  Agriculture,  which  requires  four  years  of  study, 
and  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Scientific  Agriculture  (B.  S. 
A.). 

2.  The  Course  in  Mechanical  Engineering,  of  four  years,  and  lead- 
ing to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Mechanical  Engineering  (B.  M.  E.). 

3.  The  Course  in  Civil  Engineering,  of  four  years,  leading  to  the 
degree  of  Bachelor  of  Civil  Engineering  (B.  C.  E.). 

4.  The  Course  in  Veterinary  Science,  two  years  in  length,  leading 
to  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Veterinary  Medicine  (D.  V.  M.).

COURSE   IN   THE    SCIENCES  RELATED  TO  THE  INDUSTRIES. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  give  a  scientific  training  in  the 
branches  which  are  related  to  the  industries,  and  to  furnish  a  liberal 
and  practical  education  for  young  men  and  women  in  the  several  pur- 
suits and  professions  of  life. 

As  this  course  is  taken  by  students  of  both  sexes,  it  is  given  a  con- 
siderable degree  of  flexibility  to  meet  the  wants  of  each.  This  is 
accomplished  by  certain  "additional  studies,"  which  have  been  care- 
fully selected  for  their  value  to  the  student.  This  course  thus  pro- 
vides for  the  young  women  of  the  College  opportunities  for  devoting 
more  time  to  Domestic  Economy  and  kindred  subjects,  while  the 
young  men  are  permitted  to  give  greater  attention  to  those  applica- 
tions of  science  which  are  of  more  especial  value  to  them. 

COURSE    IN   AGRICULTURE. 

The  design  of  the  course  in  Agriculture  is  to  furnish  a  broa  and 
thoroughly  practical  education,  giving  it  such  a  direction  as  wil 
especially  applicable  to  the  life  and  duties  of  the  farmer.  The  course 
has  been  framed  to  combine  that  knowledge  and  skill  which  will  best 
prepare  the  pupil  for  the  highest  demands  of  agricultural  industry, 
and  to  meet  the  requirements  of  an  educated  citizenship. 
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COURSE    IN    MECHANICAL  ENGINEERING. 

The  object  of  this  course  is  to  impart  such  scientific  knowledge 
and  practical  skill  as  are  essential  to  success  in  Mechanical  Engin- 
eering. This  demands  a  thorough  mastery  of  the  principles  of  math- 
ematics and  a  diligent  study  of  their  application  to  the  construction 
of  machines.  In  addition  to  the  technical  instruction  given,  it  aims 
to  furnish  the  means  for  obtaining  a  liberal  and  practical  education. 

COURSE   IN   CIVIL   ENGINEERING. 

It  is  the  object  of  this  course  to  educate  and  thoroughly  train  the 
student  for  the  work  of  the  Civil  Engineer.  It  furnishes  a  thorough 
and  practical  course  of  instruction  in  the  application  of  the  mathe- 
matical and  physical  sciences  to  the  profession  of  Civil  Engineering. 
It  furnishes  a  systematic  drill  in  pure  mathematics,  and  includes,  in 
common  with  other  courses,  the  studies  necessary  to  a  liberal  educa- 
tion. 

THE   COURSE   IN   VETERINARY   SCIENCE. 

The  purpose  of  this  course  is  to  furnish  a  thorough,  practical  and 
theoretical  training  in  the  veterinary  specialty  of  medicine  and  sur- 
gery. It  aims,  furthermore,  to  propare  young  men  for  the  practical 
work  of  the  Veterinary  profession. 

The  course  of  study  includes  two  years,  and  embraces  a  portion  of 
the  Course  in  Sciences  related  to  the  Industries,  together  with  the 
lectures  on  the  technical  and  special  topics  of  the  course,  and  prac- 
tice in  the  microscopical  and  anatomical  laboratories  and  the  veter- 
inary hospital.

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REPORT. 


2o  the  Itoentieth  General  Assembly  of  the  State*of  Iowa: 

Your  committee,  appointed  pursuant  to  Joint  Resolution  No.  10, 
were  ordered  to  visit  the  State  Agricultural  College,  and  after  exam- 
ination, to  report  specific  answers  to  certain  questions. 

In  obedience  to  these  instructions,  your  committee  met  at  the  Col- 
lege, and,  after  organizing,  proceeded  under  the  guidance  of  the 
President  and  several  of  the  faculty  to  make  a  detailed  examination 
of  the  several  structures  upon  which  the  appropriations  of  the  last 
General  Assembly  have  been  expended. 

As  the  result  of  such  examination,  your  committee  are  able  to 
report  that  in  their  unanimous  opinion  the  appropriations  have  been 
expended  economically  and  wisely,  and  for  the  objects  designated  in 
the  acts  of  appropriation. 

The  buildings  seem  well  designed  for  their  several  purposes,  and 
the  material  and  workmanship  have  been  good  throughout. 

After  due  examination  and  inquiry,  you  committee  are  satisfied 
that  no  indebtedness  has  been  incurred  in  excess  of  the  appropria- 
tions. 

In  answer  to  the  fourth  subject  of  inquiry,  whether  there  has  been 
any  diversion  of  money  from  the  specific  purpose  for  which  it  was 
drawn  from  the  State  treasury,  your  committee  are  satisfied  that 
there  has  been  no  such  diversion  beyond  the  intent  of  the  law.

Allowed  the  tuition  charged  students;  also  a  room, 
board,  fires  and  lights,  and  incidentals  during  the 
school  year  for  assisting  in  keeping  order  in  ladies 
hall. 

As  to  the  means  of  fire  escape  and  of  protection  against  fire,  your 
committee  made  careful  examination,  and  are  satisfied  that  all  dan- 
ger has  been  reasonably  well  provided  against,  both  in  the  plans  and 
construction  of  the  buildings,  and  in  the  appliances  and  organiza- 
tions existing  for  such  purposes. 

Your  committee  being  also  authorized  and  requested  to  present 
other  and  further  report  which  they  may  deem  necessary  to  be  made 
known  to  the  General  Assembly,  made  as  full  and  complete  examina- 
tion as  their  time  allowed,  of  the  courses  and  methods  of  study  and 
practice  pursued  in  the  different  departments  of  the  College,  as  well 
as  of  the  apparatus,  machinery,  models  and  appliances  gathered  there 
for  the  promotion  of  the  objects  of  the  institution.  In  this  most  in- 
teresting task  they  were  most  kindly  and  zealously  assisted  by  all 
with  whom  they  came  in  contact. 

In  examining  the  courses  of  study  provided,  your  committee  had 
constantly  in  view  the  words  of  the  fundamental  act  of  Congress,  by 
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virtue  of  which  the  College  has  derived  its  chief  revenues,  to  ascer- 
tain as  far  as  possible  whether  the  Collegers  organized  and  working 
in  accordance  therewith,  or  whether  it  has  drifted  astray,  and  if  so,  to 
what  extent,  for  they  believed  the  General  Assembly  would  be  largely 
influenced  in  its  dealings  with  the  College  by  these  important  con- 
siderations. 

The  act  of  Congress  donating  public  lands  for  educational  pur- 
poses, which  act  is  forever  binding  upon  the  States  receiving  these 
lands,  provides  in  these  words:'  that  "The  leading  object  shall  be, 
without  excluding  other  scientific  and  classical  studies,  and  including 
military  tactics,  to  teach  such  branches  of  learning  as  are  related  to 
agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature 
may  prescribe,  in  order  to  promote  the  liberal  and  practical  education 
of  the  industrial  classes  in  the  several  pursuits  and  professions  of 
life." 

In  pursuance  of  this  most  wise  and  comprehensive  provision  of  law, 
we  found  organized  and  in  full  and  successful  operation  five  broad 
and  liberal  courses  of  study,  each  of  which  leads  to  its  appropriate 
diploma.    These  courses  are: 

First  The  general  "  Course  in  the  sciences  related  to  the  indus- 
tries," which  occupies  four  years,  and  leads  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science.     (B.  S.) 

The  technical  courses  aim,  while  giving  a  liberal  culture,  to  so  di- 
rect that  culture  as  to  meet  the  requirements  of  a  special  pursuit  or 
profession.    These  are  four,  as  follows: 

I.  The  "Course  in  Agriculture,"  which  requires  four  years  of 
study,  and  leads  to  the  degree  of  "Bachelor  of  Scientific  Agricul- 
ture."    (B.  S.  A.) 

II.  The  course  in  "  Mechanical  Engineering,"^  four  years,  and 
leads  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Mechanical  Engineering."  (B. 
M.  E.) 

III.  The  course  in  civil  engineering,  of  four  years,  leading  to  the 
degree  of  "  Bachelor  of  Civil  Engineering,"  (B.  C.  E.) 

IV.  The  course  in  "Veterinary  Science,"  two  years  in  length, 
leading  to  the  degree  of  "  Bachelor  of  Veterinary  Medicine,"  (B.  V. 
E.) 

In  examining  the  scope  and  extent  of  the  work  required  in  these 
several  courses,  your  committee  were  deeply  impressed  with  the  ad- 
mirable and  practical  plans  upon  which  they  have  been  built  up 
during  the  fifteen  years  of  the  most  successful  life  of  the  College. 
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The  first  of  them,  the  "  course  in  the  sciences  related  to  the  indus- 
tries," is  found  to  contain  among  other  studies  a  very  full  course  in 
mathematics,  physics,  chemistry,  entomology,  botany,  geology,  polit- 
ical economy,  commercial  law,  English  literature,  etc. 

All  these  seem  to  your  committee  to  be  branches  of  learning  re- 
lated to  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  and  if  strengthened  by 
adding  thereto  history  and  by  an  extension  of  the  course  in  English 
literature,  to  be  pre-eminently  adapted  "to  promote  the  liberal  and 
practical  education  of  the  industrial  clashes,"  as  required  in  the 
words  of  the  act  of  Congress. 

The  "  coarse  in  agriculture "  of  four  years  leads  the  student 
through  the  whole  course  of  the  sciences  underlying  the  work  of  the 
scientific  and  practical  agriculturist,  including  most  of  the  scientific 
and  literary  work  of.  the  general  "  course  in]soience,"  but  with  addi- 
tional work  in  the  laboratory  and  on  the  farm,  with  the  microscope, 
the  blow-pipe,  the  test  tube,  and  the  dissecting  knife,  together  with 
special  instruction  and  practice  in  the  management  kand  breeding  of 
stock,  the  rotation  of  crops  and  other  practical  matters. 

This  course  also  includes  a  very  practical  as  well  as  scientific 
course  in  horticulture  and  forestry,  which,  indeed,  runs  through  all 
the  courses  of  study,  but  has  its  fullest  development  here.  Your 
committee  could  see  the  practical  character  of  the  work  required  in 
this  course  of  study  during  their  examination  of  the  farm  with  its 
buildings,  stock  and  tools.  ' 

In  examining  the  course  in  "  mechanical  engineering "  your  com- 
mittee were  shown  the  machinery  and*fixturesjjust  going  into  place 
in  the  new  building  erected  out  of  the  lastjappropriation  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Here  students  are  not  only  thoroughly  taught '  the  mathematical 
principles  underlying  their  art,  but  are  required  also  to  put  their 
hands  to  the  tools  and  machinery  and  work  out  in  metal  or  wood  the 
various  problems  given  them  so  that  when  they  go  beyond  the  walls  of 
College  they  are  not  only  theoretical  students,  but]  also  practical 
the  workmen,  so  that  they  are  ready  to  take  their  places  in  the  indus- 
trial battle  of  life  as  doers  as  well  as  thinkers. 

Xhe  honored  motto  of  the  College  is  "  science  with  practice  "  and 
in  all  their  examinations  your  committee  observed  the  most  admirable 
manner  in  which  they  seem  to  have  been  blended  in  all  the  courses  of 
study  by  their  founders. 
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The  courses  in  "civil  engineering"  and  in  "veterinary  science" 
came  also  under  observation,  and  while  space  will  not  permit  details, 
your  committee  are  glad  to  say  in  general  terms  that  they  are  glad  to 
say  in  general  terms  that  they  seem  to  be  organized  and  conducted 
with  the  same  wise  blending  of  science  with  practice  which  charac- 
terizes all  the  courses  of  study  provided  and  pursued  at  the  College. 

Your  committee  feel  that  their  duty  would  not  be  fully  discharged 
did  they  fail  to  place  on  record  the  conviction  forced  upon  them  and 
strengthened  by  every  step  in  their  examination  that  in  its  Agricul- 
tural College  and  the  means  of  education  gathered  there  by  the  ex- 
perience of  years  the  State  of  Iowa  has  in  charge  as  a  sacred  birth- 
right for  its  children,  a  great  and  not  fully  appreciated  treasure, 
affording  the  best  means  at  its  disposal  of  imparting  the  new  educa- 
tion, the  education  which  makes  the  student  acquainted  with  things 
themselves  as  well  as  with  words  and  ideas,  which  trains  and  practices 
the  eye  and  the  hand  as  well  as  the  memory  and  the  reason  and  turns 
out  students  the  best  fitted  to  meet  and  conquer  the  practical  problems 
of  life  in  this  intensely  industrial  and  practical  age. 

Your  committee  unanimously  agreed  with  the  assembled  faculty 
that  a  broader  culture  in  history  and  literature  would  add  strength  to 
the  general  "  course  in  science  "  but  beyond  that  no  desirable  change 
was  suggested^  or  deemed  necessary  to  make  the  courses  of  study  con- 
form to  the  high  ideal  so  happily  expressed  in  the  words  of  the  act 
of  Congress  providing  the  means  by  which  the  College  exists. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  desire  to  express  their  conviction, 
as  the  result  of  their  investigation,  that  the  State  Agricultural  Col- 
lege is  worthy  to  be  placed  on  the  same  broad  and  liberal  basis  as  to 
numbers  as  well  as  to  the  high  character  and  ability  of  the  individual 
members  of  its  board  of  managers  that  the  State  University  enjoys, 
and  that  the  cause  of  scientific  and  practical  education  in  the  State 
will  be  benefitted  by  such  action.

To  the  Twentieth  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Iowa  Soldiers'  Orphans'  Home  and  Home  for 
Indigent  Children,  in  accordance  with  law,  herewith  submit  their 
ninth  biennial  report,  from  October  1,  1881,  to  June  30,  1883,  both 
dates  inclusive,  and  most  respectfully  ask  your  consideration  of  the 
same.  For  a  full  and  detailed  statement  of  the  condition  of  the 
Home,'  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent,  S.  W.  Pierce, 
herewith  submitted. 

ATTENDANCE.

It  will  be  seen  that  the  soldiers'  orphans  have  decreased  during  the 
biennial  period,  eight,  and  the  county  children  have  increased  fifty- 
two.  The  decrease  in  soldiers'  orphans  has  not  been  as  large  as  an- 
ticipated. The  applications  for  admission  of  soldiers'  orphans  have 
been  mostly  from  mothers  and  friends  who  have  made  every  effort  to 
keep  the  children  with  them,  but  owing  to  sickness  and  indigent  cir- 
cumstances have  been  compelled  to  ask  for  their  rights  in  the  Home. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Home  to  indigent  children,  in  July,  1876, 
there  have  "been  received  two  hundred  and  fifty  children  from  forty 
counties. 
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It  will  be  seen  that  the  soldiers'  orphans  have  decreased  during  the 
biennial  period,  eight,  and  the  county  children  have  increased  fifty- 
two.  The  decrease  in  soldiers'  orphans  has  not  been  as  large  as  an- 
ticipated. The  applications  for  admission  of  soldiers'  orphans  have 
been  mostly  from  mothers  and  friends  who  have  made  every  effort  to 
keep  the  children  with  them,  but  owing  to  sickness  and  indigent  cir- 
cumstances have  been  compelled  to  ask  for  their  rights  in  the  Home.

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HEALTH. 

The  good  health  of  the  children  may  be  attributed  to  the  mutual 
efforts  of  the  Physician,  Superintendent  and  Matron,  to  good  and 
substantial  food  in  abundance,  regularity  of  meals,  regular  outdoor 
exercise,  periodical  bathing,  and  wholesome  family  government  For 
a  more  detailed  statement,  we  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Physi- 
cian in  charge,  Dr.  W.  F.  Peck. 

treasurer's  report. 

The  Treasurer's  report  is  herewith  submitted.  You  will  find  & 
statement  of  receipts  and  disbursements  during  the  biennial  period.

INDEBTEDNESS. 

There  is  no  indebtedness.  All  bills  are  paid  with  the  close  of  each 
month. 

TEN  THOUSAND  FIVE  HUNDRED  DOLLARS, 

appropriated  by  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly  for  buildings,  was 
expended  in  the  erection  of  a  brick  hospital,  two  brick  cottages,  one 
brick  out-house,  and  completion  of  dining  hall. 

BUILDINGS. 

There  are  now  buildings  as  follows:

One  brick  dining-hall  and  kitchen,  66x80,  two-story,  erected  in 1880 

One  brick  hospital,  36x59,  two-story,  erected  in 1882 

One  brick  laundry,  26x48,  one  and  one-half  stories,  erected  in 1877 

Four  brick  out-houses,  erected  in 1880 

One  brick  out-house,  erected  in 1882 

One  frame  chapel,  erected  in 1869 

One  frame  stable,  erected  in 1862 

The  buildings  erected  for  army  purposes  have  all  been  removed, 
with  the  exception  of  the  one  used  as  a  stable  for  horses  and  cattle. 
which  has  been  made  to  answer  the  purpose  by  continual  repairs. 

There  are  twelve  cottages,  five  north  of  the  dining-hall  which  are 
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occupied  by  boys,  seven  south  of  the  dining-hall,  five  occupied  by 
girls,  two  by  teachers,  employes  and  visitors.  Owing  to  the  want  of 
room,  the  hospital  has  to  be  used  as  a  hospital,  also  as  a  residence  for 
the  Superintendent  and  family.  Thus  far  there  has  been  but  little 
sickness,  but  should  there  be,  it  will  be  very  embarrassing  to  the 
management* 

BUILDINGS    WANTED. 

The  present  dining-hall  should  have  twelve  feet  added  on  the  east 
end,  and  attached  to  the  dining-hall  should  be  the  central  build- 
ing. The  first-  floor  of  the  central  building  will  be  used  for 
offices,  reception-room,  library,  and  dining-rooms  for  employes;  sec- 
ond floor  for  sewing-room,  store-room,  rooms  for  visitors  and  Super- 
intendent and  family;  third  floor  for  gymnasium  for  children,  and 
rooms  for  employes.  By  the  erection  of  the  central  building,  the 
Superintendent's  quarters,  offices,  reception-room,  library,  reading- 
room,  dining-hails,  kitchen,  sewing-room,  store-room,  and  sleeping- 
rooms  for  employes  will  all  be  ifnder  one  roof.  Until  that  is  done, 
the  beet  possibilities  of  the  Home  cannot  be  realized. 

There  should  be  erected  a  two-story  nursery-building,  so  that  chil- 
dren of  both  sexes,  of  two  years  of  age  and  under,  may  be  admitted 
and  properly  cared  for.  Two  additional  cottages  are  required  for 
boys;  the  boys'  cottages  are  now  all  occupied. 

The  erection  of  the  central  building  will  vacate  the  two  cottages 
now  occupied  by  employes,  so  that  they  can  be  used  for  girls.  There 
should  be  a  barn  built  with  sufficient  capacity  for  the  stock  and  stor- 
age of  hay  and  straw.  The  building  now  used  for  that  purpose  is  in 
a  very  dilapidated  condition,  as  it  was  built  in  1862,  for  army  use. 

HEATING. 

The  buildings  should  be  heated  with  steam.  After  putting  in 
steam-heating  apparatus  the  expense  of  heating  will  be  much  less 
than  the  present  system  of  heating  with  stoves.  It  will  be  more 
healthful,  much  more  cleanly,  and  less  danger  from  fire. 

SEWERAGE. 

There  should  be  a  thorough  system  of  sewerage.  With  proper 
sewerage  the  sanitary  condition  will  be  improved. 
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LANDS. 

There  are  forty  acres  of  land  belonging  to  the  Home.  About  fif- 
teen acres  are  used  for  buildings,  lawns  and  play-grounds;  twenty 
acres  for  pasture,  leaving  about  live  acres  for  cultivation.  The  want 
of  more  land  is  detrimental  to  the  best  interests  of  the  Home.  We 
have  leased  eighteen  and  a  half  acres  adjoining  the  Home  on  the 
south,  which  can  be  bought  for  $3,000.00.  The  price  is  low,  and  it  is 
better  suited  to  the  wants  of  the  Home  and  at  less  cost  than  other 
land  adjoining.  The  counties  are  paying  $8.33£  per  month  instead  of 
$10.00  as  allowed  by  law,  thereby  making  a  saving  to  the  counties  of 
$4,213.00  during  the  biennial  period  of  twenty-one  months.  The  re- 
duction in  price  has  been  partially  maintained  by  renting  land  for 
cultivation.  By  having  land  the  boys  have  practical  instruction  in 
farming  and  gardening,  which  are  among  the  best  industries  that  can 
be  taught  them. 

INDUSTRIAL. 

All  children  in  good  health  and  old  enough  to  work  are  required 
to  work  part  of  eaoh  day.  We  have  had  various  kinds  of  industries 
under  advisement,  but  think  for  the  present  it  is  best  to  give  the 
boys  all  the  practical  information  in  gardening,  farming  and  growing 
of  fruits  that  our  limited  means  will  admit  of.  For  industries  of  the 
girls  we  refer  you  to  the  Superintendent's  report.

As  shown  the  total  cost  of  the  Home  to  the  State  for  the  biennial 
period,  including  the  amount  invested  in  buildings,  was  but  $29,581.65. 
The  amount  advanced  the  Home  by  the  State  for  the  support  of 
county  children  is  refunded  by  the  counties  having  children  at  the 
Home.  v 

CEMETERY. 

The  Trustees  of  Oakdale  cemetery  have  given  to  the  Home,  and 
executed  a  deed  for  the  same,  a  very  desirable  piece  of  ground  con- 
sisting of  thirty  full  lots. 

GENERAL  REMARMS. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  Home  in  July,  1862,  there  have  been  re- 
ceived fourteen  hundred  and  fifty  soldiers'  orphans;  of  that  number 
but  sixty-eight  remain.  Of  the  number  that  have  left,  their  subse- 
quent  record  must  be  very  pleasing  to  all  friends  and  advocates  of 
the  Home.  Of  that  number  ninety-five  per  cent  have  made  good  cit- 
izens. There  have  been  but  few  instances  of  the  girls  being  led 
astray,  or  of  the  boys  becoming  criminals.  We  know,  of  only  one 
boy  who  has  been  sent  to  the  penitentiary,  and  as  far  as  advised  but 
for  minor  offenses;  but  we  find  them  as  laborers,  farmers,  mechanics, 
teachers,  physicians,  county  officials,  in  fact  in  all  honorable  voca- 
tions. Iowa  has  been  most  liberal  in  providing  for  the  wants  of  sol- 
diers' orphans,  but  in  what  direction  could  the  State  have  invested 
the  same  amount  of  money  with  as  good  results?  It  may  be  asserted 
that  the  children  would  have  made  equally  as  good  citizens  without 
the  benefits  of  the  Home;  such  an  assertion  may  have  a  possibility 
but  not  a  probability. 

Counties  that  were  among  the  first  to  send  their  indigent  children 
to  the  Home  are  realizing  that  by  so  doing  they  are  removing  a  heavy 
burden  from  tax-payers  in  the  near  future.     What  should  be  expected 
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of  children  reared  in  county  poor-houses — the  associates  of  the  unfor- 
tunate, the  vicious  and  the  vile — but  that  they  should  develop  into 
criminals  and  paupers,  and  as  such  will  burden  the  coming  generation 
of  taxpayers  with  the  support  of  their  offspring?  There  is  but  little 
doubt  that  for  each  child  reared  in  the  county  poor-house,  on  the  av- 
erage, the  following  generation  will  have  at  least  three  persons  to 
support.  Such  being  the  facts,  can  the  counties  afford  to  ignore  these 
considerations  and  continue  to  rear  their  unfortunate  children  in 
their  poor-houses? 

It  appears  to  be  but  an  equitable  arrangement  for  the  State  to  fur- 
nish sufficient  land  and  suitable  buildings,  then  for  the  counties  to 
pay  for  the  support  of  their  indigent  children,  thereby  co-operating 
in  relieving  the  tax-payers  of  the  counties  in  the  future,  and  giving 
to  the  commonwealth  law-abiding  and  productive  citizens. 

By  extending  to  the  Home  your  fostering  care,  which  it  so  richly 
merits,  it  can  be  developed  to  its  broadest  capacity  for  usefulness.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


Davenport,  Iowa,  Jane  36,  1883. 

To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Iowa  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Homey  and  Home  for  Indigent  Children: 

Gentlemen — In  accordance  with  the  laws  of  the  State,  I  respect- 
fully present  to  70a  for  transmission  to  the  Twentieth  General  As- 
sembly, the  ninth  biennial  report  of  this  Institution,  for  the  period 
closing  June  30,  1883.  At  the  date  of  the  last  report  (September  30, 
1881),  the  number  of  children  connected  with  this  Institution  was 
seventy-nine  boys  and  ninety  girls;  total,  one  hundred  and  sixty-nine. 
Seventy-six  of  these  were  admitted  as  soldiers'  children,  and  ninety- 
three  as  county  children.  During  the  last  one  and  three  fourth  years 
one  hundred  and  twenty-four  children  have  been  admitted.  Of  these 
twenty-two  were  soldiers'  orphans,  and  one  hundred  and  two  county 
children.  Sixty-eight  have  been  discharged,  and  seven  have  died. 
Of  the  sixty-eight  discharged,  thirty  were  soldiers'  "orphans  and 
thirty-eight  county  children.  Of  the  seven  that  died,  one  was  a  sol- 
dier's orphan  and  six  were  county  children. 

The  present  enrollment  is  as  follows:  One  hundred  and  eleven  boys 
and  one  hundred  and  seven  girls;  total,  two  hundred  and  eighteen. 
Of  these,  sixty-eight  are  soldiers'  orphans  and  one  hundred  and  fifty 
are  county  children.  The  average  monthly  attendance  has  been  one 
hundred  and  ninety-four. 
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The  present  inmates  of  the  Home  are  from  thirty-six  different 
counties,  as  follows: 
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There  are  one  hundred  children  under  ten  years  of  age,  and  twenty- 
one  of  these  are  under  six.  Nine  children  have  both  parents  living; 
sixty-eight  have  neither  parent  living;  forty-two  have  only  a  father 
living,  and  ninety-nine  have  only  a  mother  living. 

Boys  are  not  retained  here  after  they  are  fifteen  years  of  age,  and 
girls  after  they  are  sixteen.  The  number  of  boys  now  in  the  Institu- 
tion fourteen  years  of  age  is  ten.  The  number  of  girls  fifteen  years 
of  age  is  eleven.  The  monthly  enrollment  has  constantly  increased 
during  the  entire  period,  till  now,  we  are  obliged 'to  say,  we  have  as 
many  inmates  as  we  can  comfortably  accommodate. 

The  cottages  are  all  occupied.  The  boys  occupy  the  five  cottages 
on  the  north  side  of  the  grounds,  and  the  girls  five  of  the  seven  on 
the  south.  We  are  obliged  to  occupy  two  of  the  cottages  on  the 
south  side  of  the  grounds  that  were  erected  for  the  girls  as  guest 
rooms  and  sleeping  rooms  for  our  teachers.  As  soon  as  the  central 
building  is  completed  we  can  vacate  them,  which  will  give  us  accom- 
dations  for  fifty  more  girls. 
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As  the  population  of  our  State  increases  (especially  that  of  our 
cities  and  towns),  the  number  of  indigent  children  also  increases. 

Since  the  Home  was  opened  to  indigent  children  in  1876,  there  has 
been  sent  here,  from  forty  different  counties,  a  total  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  children.  Some  of  these  remained  only  one  year  (the  short- 
est time  for  which  they  can  be  admitted).  In  all  cases  where  friends, 
relatives,  or  guardians  can  support  and  care  for  them  properly,  they 
have  been  returned  to  them.  Since  the  establishment  of  this  Institu- 
tion, one  thousand  four  hundred  and  fifty  soldiers'  orphans  have  en- 
joyed its  benefits. 

HEALTH. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Home  is,  and  has  been,  good.  There 
have  been  a  few  cases  of  sickness  among  children  sent  here  in  an 
enfeebled  condition,  as  a  result  of  previous  exposure  and  other  cir- 
cumstances beyond  control. 

Seven  deaths  have  occurred,  as  follows: 

Clyde  Wilcox,  died  April  19,  1882. 

Willie  Worthen,  died  May  16,  1882. 

Mary  Smith,  died  May  26,  1882. 

Sammy  Height,  died  June  19,  1882. 

Lydia  Spangler,  died  April  6,  1883. 

Hettie  Huff,  died  May  20,  1883. 

Nellie  Shultz,  died  May  25,  1883. 

Two  of  these  children  came  to  the  Home  in  poor  health,  and  lived 
but  a  few  weeks.  \ 

We  were  visited  once  more  with  .scarlet  fever,  with  no  unfavorable 
results.     There  is  no  one  sick  at  this  time. 

For  further  particulars  in  sanitary  matters,  you  are  respectfully  re- 
ferred to  the  report  of  the  Physician  of  the  Home,  Dr.  W.  P.  Peck, 
who  is  ever  untiring  in  his  labors,  day  or  night,  for  the  relief  of  our 
numerous  family. 

Our  new  hospital  has  proven  a  great  blessing  to  us  in  time  of  need. 

SCHOOLS. 

The  schools  are  thoroughly  graded,  and  in  good  condition.  They 
are  presided  over  by  three  teachers.  All  children  six  years  old  and 
upward  attend  school. 

Schools  are  in  session  five  and  a  half  hours  a  day  for  five  days  in 
the  week,  and  nine  months  in  the  year. 
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Each  of  the  three  departments  contains  three  classes  of  different 
grades.  Aside  from  these  there  is  a  class  of  beginners  in  the  pri- 
mary school  the  most  of  the  time. 

The  higher  department  contains  fifty-four  pupils,  arranged  in  three 
classes  of  different  grades. 

The  higher  class  contains  twelve  pupils,  who  study  reading,  writ- 
ing, spelling,  arithmetic,  grammar,  geography,  and  United  States 
history. 

The  next  class  contains  seventeen  pupils,  who  study  the  same,  ex- 
cept United  States  history. 

The  lowest  class  contains  twenty-five  pupils,  who  study  the  same  as 
the  preceding  class.  The  intermediate  department  contains  seventy- 
five  pupils,  arranged  also  in  three  classes.  The  higher  class  contains 
eighteen  pupils,  who  study  reading,  writing,  spelling,  arithmetic,  and 
geography. 

The  next  class  contains  twenty  pupils  of  a  different  grade,  who 
pursue  the  same  studies  as  the  preceding  class. 

The  lowest  class  contains  thirty-seven  pupils,  one  grade  lower  than 
the  preceding,  and  pursuing  the  same  studies. 

The  lower,  or  primary,  school  contains  sixty-four  pupils. 

The  higher  class  contains  eighteen  pupils,  who  study  reading, 
writing,  and  spelling,  with  oral  lessons  in  arithmetic  and  geography. 
Also  oral  lessons  in  language,  etc. 

The  next  class  contains  seventeen  pupils,  who  study  the  same  as 
the  preceding  class. 

The  lower  class  contains  twenty-nine  pupils,  and  is  largely  begin- 
ners. 

Industrial  drawing  is  taught  in  all  departments. 

On  each  Sabbath  morning  at  nine  o'clock  all  assemble  in  Sabbath 
school  at  the  chapel,  and  at  3:30  p.  m.  there  is  preaching  by  the  dif- 
ferent ministers  of  the  city.  Many  thanks  to  all  for  services  ren- 
dered. 

The  library  consists  of  twelve  hundred  and  sixty  volumes  of  well 
selected  books  that  are  read  with  much  interest  and  profit  by  the 
children  and  employes. 

The  books  are  selected  from  catalogue,  and  given  out  to  each  fam- 
ily weekly  by  the  Librarian. 
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IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  appropriations  of  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly  have  ena- 
bled as  to  make  many  valuable  and  permanent  improvements,  viz.: 
Two  cottages  have  been  built  for  the  girls.  A  hospital  has  been 
built,  36x59  feet,  and  two  stories  high.  The  upper  story  of  the 
dining  hall  has  been  plastered  and  finished  off  into  rooms  long  needed, 
two  of  which  are  used  temporarily  as  offices,  one  as  a  guest  room,  one 
as  a  sewing  room,  one  as  a  library,  and  the  remainder  as  lodging 
rooms  for  a  part  of  the  employes. 

The  walls  and  ceilings  of  the  cottages  have  all  been  painted  and 
the  inside  wood-work  grained.  The  tin  roofs  and  covered  porches 
and  tin  gutters  have  all  been  thoroughly  painted  and  repaired.  The 
necessary  sidewalks  have  been  built,  and  the  numberless  other  re- 
pairs attended  to.  The  grounds  and  lawn  enclosed  by  the  buildings 
are  being  much  improved  in  appearance  each  year  by  grading,  etc. 

All  the  old  barracks  have  |>een  removed.  One  hundred  and  fifty 
shade  trees  have  been  set  out  the  last  season.  The  drives  have  been 
laid  out  and  graded  according  to  the  plan  of  the  landscape  architect. 

The  Oakdale  Cemetery  Company  of  the  city  have  recently  pre- 
sented our  Institution  with  a  very  fine  lot  in  their  cemetery,  for  our 
use  for  burial  purposes.  It  contains  thirty  ordinary  sized  lots,  and  is 
very  pleasantly  located.  For  this  generosity  we  are  more  than  grate- 
ful. 

BUILDINGS. 

The  buildings  now  occupied  by  this  Institution  are:  One  two-story 
school-house,  35x68,  containing  four  rooms,  26x32;  twelve  cottages, 
for  children,  31x51,  one  and  one  half  stories  high,  each  containing  a 
sitting-room  18x18,  a  sleeping-room  20x30,  and  a  sleeping-room  10x12 
for  the  lady  in  charge  of  the  cottage,  together  with  a  bath-room  and 
sundry  closets  and  an  unfinished  attic;  one  laundry  26x48;  one  build- 
ing 66x80  feet  and  two  stories  high,  used  as  a  dining  hall  and  kitchen 
on  the  first  floor,  and  temporary  offices,  sewing  room,  library,  and 
sleeping  rooms  for  a  part  of  the  employes,  on  the  second  floor;  one 
two-story  hospital  building  36x59. 

They  are  all  brick  buildings  plain  but  substantially  built. 

There  is  also  an  old  dilapidated  wooden  building,  of  insufficient 
capacity,  used  as  a  stable  for  horses  and  cows,  which  should  be  at 
once  torn  down  and  replaced  by  a  suitable  building  for  the  shelter  of 
horses  and  cattle  and  storage  of  hay  and  straw. 
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This  old  stable,  and  one  other  building,  16x30,  used  as  a  sleeping 
room  for  two  of  the  laboring  men,  are  the  only  buildings  left  of  the 
old  barracks. 

There  is  a  frame  building,  38x60,  built  in  1869,  used  as  a  chapel. 

INDUSTRIES. 

The  several  industries  of  the  Home  are  under  the  direct  supervis- 
ion of  the  Superintendent  and  Matron,  aided  by  all  of  the  employes 
in  charge  of  the  different  departments.  Each  child  old  enough  to  be 
useful  is  regularly  employed  at  some  work  suited  to  its  strength  and 
ability.  The  boys  aid  in  the  general  duties  about  their  cottages,  such 
as  sweeping,  making  beds,  making  fires,  etc.  They  also  work  at  gar- 
dening, and  taking  care  of  the  roads  and  lawns.  The  girls  do  the 
general  housework,  the  ironing,  mending,  and  much  of  the  making 
of  the  clothing  for  the  boys  and  girls.     A  few  each  year  are  taught 

to  cook. 

The  following  articles  of  clothing  have  been  cut  and  made  in  the 
sewing  room,  besides  making  all  the  bedding,  towels,  curtains,  and 
carpets  needed:  Seven  hundred  dresses,  875  aprons,  220  skirts,  250 
chemise,  420  pairs  drawers,  235  night  gowns,  325  waists,  95  cloaks,  800 
handkerchiefs,  200  collars,  470  shirts,  275  coats,  415  pairs  pants,  30 
vests,  105  sun-bonnets,  and  60  hoods. 

We  have  rented  the  last  season  eighteen  and  a  half  acres  of  land 
adjoining  us.  About  eight  acres  of  this  was  planted  to  sweet  corn, 
field  corn  and  oats;  about  one  acre  to  garden  vegetables;  about  four 
acres  was  mowing,  and  the  remainder  was  pasture. 

Of  our  own  land  we  can  only  cultivate  three  acres  for  corn  and 
about  one  acre  for  garden.  The  remainder  is  only  suitable  for  past- 
ure. 

As  we  were  unable  to  rent  any  land  for  the  season,  the  crops  raised 

in  1882  were  very  meagre.  They  consisted  of  sixty  dozen  ears  of 
sweet  corn,  one  hundred  bushels  field  corn,  four  bushels  peas,  eight 
bushels  string  beans,  and  what  other  garden  vegetables  we  could 
raise  from  less  than  one  acre  of  ground. 

The  prospect  for  a  large  yield  of  garden  vegetables  and  a  fair 
yield  of  corn,  oats  and  hay,  is  good.  As  near  as  can  be  estimated, 
our  crop,  the  present  season,  will  be  worth  to  us  $800.00. 
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CHILDREN.

Each  cottage  is  in  charge  of  a  competent,  Christian  lady. 

The  greatest  care  is  taken  to  have  our  children  always  neat  and 
clean,  and  taught  orderly,  industrious  habits. 

Children  never  go  to  their  meals  or  tb«e  school-room  without  clean 
faces  and  hands,  and  well-combed  hair.  They  are*  never  ragged, 
whether  at  work  or  play. 

All  are  well  fed  and  clothed.  % 

They  are  all  thoroughly  bathed  and  provided  with  clean  clothes 
once  each  week,  and  as  much  oftener  as  is  necessary  to  keep  them 
neat  and  clean.     All  bedding  is  changed  weekly.     Each  child  is  fur- 
nished a  Sunday  suit  throughout.     The  name  of  each  child  is  plainly 
marked  on  all  its  clothing.     At  their  meals  the  children  are  attended 
by  the  lady  in  charge  of  each  cottage  (called  a  Cottage  Manager), 
who  controls  their  behavior  at  the  table  and  attends  to  all  their  wants - 
at  the  cottage,  except  doing  the  cooking,  washing,  ironing,  and  the- 
making  of  the  clothing.     An  abundant  supply  of  well-cooked,  whole- 
some food  is  provided  at  regular  intervals.     Fruit  and  vegetables  are- 
furnished  as  abundantly  as  possible. 

The  holidays  are  always  observed  in  a  suitable  manner,  and  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  children,  who  are  already  looking  forward  to 
Christmas,  with  its  accompanying  pleasures. 

Several  gentlemen  of  the  city,  who  love  to  make  others  happy  in 
a  quiet  way  with  their  means,  have  handed  me  money  to  expend  as  I 
saw  tit,  to  aid  in  making  our  little  ones  happy.  Other  friends  donate 
toys,  books,  etc. 

No  child  is  ever  deprived  of  its  meals  as  a  punishment.  The  dis- 
cipline of  the  Home  is  mild  but  firm,  corporal  punishment  being  re- 
sorted to  only  in  extreme  cases,  and  then  it  is  administered  by  the 
Superintendent  or  Matron,  in  private.  Our  aim  is  to  teach  those  un- 
der our  care,  by  precept  and  example,  to  love  labor,  and  that  by  it 
they  are  to  secure  an  honest  living;  that  it  is  no  disgrace  to  be  poor, 
but  to  be  idle  and  ignorant  will  drag  them  down  in  sin  and  crime. 

The  Superintendent  and  Matron  keep  in  communication  with  all 
discharged  pupils,  as  far  as  possible. 

Many   revisit  the  Institution  monthly,  often  bringing  with  them 

their  husbands  or  wives  and  children.     With  scarcely  an  exception, 

all  have  done  well,  some  moderately  so  and  others  extremely  so.     In 

all  probability  this  would  have  been  otherwise  had  it  not  been  for  the 
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care  of  the  State  for  them.  There  is  a  place  in  this  work,  and  a  pre- 
paration of  the  child  by  the  Institution,  which  nothing  else  can  sup- 
ply. It  takes  the  children  of  untidy,  slothful  and  intemperate  hab- 
itB  and  fits  them  for  thrifty,  useful  citizens.  Religion,  morality  and 
knowledge  are  essential  to  good  government,  and  the  State  can  dis- 
charge no  higher  duty  to  itself  than  to  take,  educate  and  prepare  for 
citizenship  its  indigent  children.  I  question  whether  any  expendi- 
ture of  the  State  is  more  far  reaching  in  its  results,  or  better  calcula- 
ted to  promote  the  public  welfare.  The  hope  of  a  State  is  its  youth. 
The  prevention  of  pauperism  and  crime  demands  our  earnest  atten- 
tion as  citizens.  As  a  class,  the  children  sent  us  from  the  counties 
for  the  last  few  years  are  not  such  as  would  be  selected  to  make 
good  citizens. 

Were  they  not  fostered  and  educated  by  this  or  some  other  charity, 
they  would  make  the  poorest  kind  of  citizens.

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NECESSITIES. 

The  necessities  of  the  Institution  are  as  follows: 

During  the  coming  two  years  it  will  be  necessary  to  erect  two 
new  cot  "ages  for  boys,  like  those  already  erected.  Also,  one  two- 
story  building,  36x60,  for  a  nursery,  to  accommodate  our  younger 
children  of  both  sexes.  The  present  dining-hall,  or  central  building, 
slould  be  enlarged  and  completed.  This  building  is  greatly  needed. 
Its  uses  would  be  as  follows:  The  lower  story  will  be  used  for 
offices,  reception-rooms,  library  and  reading-rooms,  dining-rooms  for 
officers  and  employes,  and  for  additional  dining-room  for  children. 
The  second  story  for  guests'  rooms,  sleeping-rooms,  and  rooms  for 
family  of  Superintendent.  The  third  floor  for  sleeping-rooms  for 
teachers,  sewing-room  help,  laundry  help,  etc.,  etc.,  and  also  for  a 
gymnasium.  This  building  will  be  centrally  located,  on  the  west 
side  of  the  grounds. 

A  boiler  house  is  greatly  needed.  A  stable  is  needed  for  the  horses 
and  cattle,  storage  for  hay  and  straw,  carriages,  etc.  The  central 
building  should  be  heated  by  steam,  and  so  should  all  the  other 
buildings,  as  soon  as  possible  ;  consequently  we  need  steam  heating 
apparatus.  We  need  two  more  boilers.  We  need  to  lay  permanent 
and  spacious  sewers,  at  once.  We  need  a  larger  water  supply.  We 
need  land,  and  feel  that  we  must  have  it,  so  that  we  can  raise  oar 
own  vegetables,  and  as  much  hay  and  grain  as  possible  for  our  cattle. 

There  is  not  a  county  poor-house  that  has  not  one  hundred  and 
sixty  or  more  acres  of  land  to  cultivate,  while  we  have  not  six  that 
we  can  use  for  anything  but  pasture. 

After  carefully  considering  the  needs  of  the  Institution,  and  ob- 
taining various  plans  and  estimates,  I  recommend  that  the  following 
special  appropriations  be  made: 

For  erecting  a  central  building  and  enlarging  dining-hall $  3,500.00 

For  erecting  a  nursery 7,000.00 

For  erecting  two  cottages 6,000.00 

For  erecting  a  boiler  house  and  stack 2,500.00

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PHYSICIAN'S  REPORT. 

Davenport,  Iowa,  November  1, 1883. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Iowa  Orphans'  Some: 

In  conforming  to  the  established  requirement  of  your  Board,  I 
herewith  submit  a  statement  of  the  medical  and  surgical  manage- 
ment of  the  Institution  since  my  last  report. 

While  the  health  of  the  Home  may  be  stated  to  have  been  gener- 
ally good,  it  will  be  noticed  that  an  unusual  number  of  deaths  has 
occurred.  The  explanation  of  this  increased  mortality  is  mainly  dae 
to  the  impaired  constitutions  of  those  sent  by  county  authority.  Up- 
on examining  the  subjoined  table,  it  will  be  observed  that  there 
have  been  in  all  seven  deaths,  and  out  of  this  number  six  were  in 
children  who  were  sent  by  Boards  of  Supervisors. 

In  the  remaining  case  the  early  history  shows  that  the  child  was 
originally  a  county  charge,  but  for  good  cause  the  case  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  State  (soldiers)  account. 

It  is  safe  to  predict  that  in  the  future  medical  management  of  the 
Institution  the  cases  of  chronic  sickness  and  resulting  deaths  will  be 
more  numerous  than  in  the  past,  because  of  the  operation  of  hered- 
itary influences  in  developing  and  perpetuating  disease.  Much  may 
be  done  to  alleviate  and  improve  such  constitutions,  but  the  best 
efforts  will,  in  many  cases,  be  confronted  by  obstacles  difficult  if  not 
impossible  to  overcome. 

In  the  early  winter  of  1882  there  occurred  an  epidemic  of  scarlet 
fever,  which  was  no  doubt  limited  in  the  number  of  cases  by  reason 
of  the  hospital  facilities  for  isolation.  In  all  there  were  six  cases, 
none  of  them  dying. 

One  case  of  malarial  fever  developed  in  June,  1883.  During  Jhe 
same  month  there  occurred  one  case  of  severe  ulcerative  inflamma- 
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tion  of  the  throat  and  tonsils,  in  many  respects  looking  not  unlike 
xliptheria,  although  no  such  opinion  was  warranted. 

In  September,  1883,  there  appeared  one  case  of  severe  bronohitis. 

There  have  been  numerous  cases  of  mumps,  and  chicken-pox,  all  of 
which  recovered  without  entailing  any  unpleasant  oonsequences. 

For  an  extreme  case  of  phimosis  I  performed  the  operation  of  cir- 
cumcision. 

The  hygiene  of  the  Institution  has  been  good.  The  food  and 
-clothing  have  been  such  as  to  receive  the  commendation  of  the  med- 
ical officer. 

« 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  oomment  in  unreserved  fterms  of  the  re- 
markable efficiency  of  the  Superintendent  and  Matron,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Pierce.  On  all  occasions  they  have  been  judiciously  watchful  of 
the  children's  interests,  and  on  every  occasion  they  have  faithfully 
co-operated  with  the  surgeon  to  made  the  suffering  of  the  inmates 
less  and  their  health  better. 

It  is  hoped  that  an  appropriation  will  be  obtained  sufficient  in 
amount  to  permit  the  entire  hospital  to  be  used  for  the  specific  pur- 
pose for  which  it  was  originally  intended.

REPORT. 


To  the  7\oenHeih  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa: 

Your  joint  committee,  charged  with  the  duty  of  visiting  and  in- 
quiring into  the  management  of  the  Iowa  Soldiers'  Orphan's  Home 
and  Home  for  Indigent  Children,  at  Davenport,  Iowa,  beg  leave  to 
report,  that  they  have  performed  their  duty  in  aooordanoe  with  the 
concurrent  resolution  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Your  committee  would  report  that  they  visited  the  above  named 
Institution  on  the  6th  day  of  February,  1884,  and  proceeded  to  the 
duties  assigned  them. 

Your  committee  was  charged  with  the  following  duties:  To  ex- 
amine and  include  in  their  report: 

"JFtir**.  Whether  the  appropriations  made  by  the  last  General  As- 
sembly have  been  wisely  and  economically  expended. 

"Second.  Whether  they  have  been  expended  for  the  object  appro- 
priated. 

"  Third.  Whether  chapter  67  of  the  acts  of  the  Seventeenth  General 
Assembly  have  been  complied  with  in  not  contracting  indebtedness 
in  excess  of  the  appropriations. 

"Fourth.  Whether  there  has  been  any  diversion  of  the  money 
from  the  specific  purpose  for  which  it  was  drawn  from  the  State 
treasury. 

"Said  committee  shall  also  report  the  names  and  number  of  persons 
employed  at  the  Institution;  for  what  purpose  employed  and  at  what 
salary;  also  whether  any  of  the  employed  receive  or  have  received 
anything  in  addition  to  the  salary  in  the  way  of  board,  rooms,  lights, 
fuel  or  clothing,  or  anything  else  at  the  expense  of  the  State. 

"Said  committee  shall  also  examine  and  report  as  to  the  sufficiency 
of  the  means  of  fire  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  also  as  to  the  protec- 
tion against  fire. 
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"And  said  committee  is  hereby  authorized  and  requested  to  present 
other  and  further  report  than  herein  mentioned  which  it  may  deem 
necessary  to  be  made  known  to  the  Assembly." 

We  find  that  the  appropriations  made  by  the  Nineteenth  General 
Assembly  have  been  wisely  and  economically  expended,  and  that  they 
have  been  expended  for  the  objects  for  which  they  were  intended; 
and  that  chapter  67,  acts  of  the  Seventeenth  General  Assembly,  has 
been  complied  with  in  not  contracting  indebtedness  in  excess  of  the 
appropriations;  and  that  no  funds  have  been  diverted  from  the  spe- 
cific purpose  for  which  they  were  drawn  from  the  State  treasury. 

The  following  table  shows  the  names  of  all  persons  employed,  the 
kind  of  service  they  severally  perform,  and  the  prioe  paid  each  per 
month.  All  of  these  persons  have  their  board,  fuel,  lights  and 
washing  at  the  expense  of  the  State.

The  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  are  ample,  and  as  protection 
against  fire  the  Institution  is  provided*  with  the  following  appliances, 
viz:     Six  Whitman  fountain  pumps;  two  Baboock  fire  extinguishers; 
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six  Bean  force  pumps;  two  hundred  feet  of  rubber  hose;  two  hydrants 
attached  to  water  supply  pipe  leading  from  tank  in  attic  of  dining 
hall  building. 

We  inspected  the  cottages,  twelve  in  number,  two  of  which  are 
occupied  at  present  as  rooms  for  guests  and  sleeping  rooms  for  the 
teachers.  They  are  plain,  substantial,  brick  structures,  31x51,  one 
and  one  half  stories  high,  each  containing  a  sitting  room  18x18,  a 
sleeping  room  20x80  for  the  children,  a  sleeping  room  10x12  for  the 
lady  in  charge  of  the  cottage,  together  with  bath  room  and  sundry 
closets.  The  rooms  were  in  perfect  order,  and  the  children  were  all 
provided  with  good,  comfortable  beds.  The  schools  are  graded  and 
presided  oyer  by  three  competent  teachers.  All  children,  six  years 
old  and  upward,  attend  school. 

An  inspection  of  the  laundry,  bakery,  pantry,  storeroom  and  dining 
hall  show  the  same  admirable  management  that  pervades  the  whole 
Institution. 

The  children  are  piovided  with  plenty  of  wnolesome  food,  are 
plainly  but  comfortably  clad  and  appear  to  be  contented  and  happy. 

Owing  to  want  of  room,  the  hospital  has  to  be  used,  in  part,  as  a 
residence  for  the  Superintendent  and  family.  At  present  there  are 
no  patients  in  the  hospital,  but  should  an  epidemic  occur,  the  whole 
building  might  be  needed  for  hospital  purposes. 

The  old  barracks,  used  as  a  stable  for  the  horses  and  oattle  belong- 
ing to  the  Institution,  are  about  ready  to  tumble  down,  and  should  be 
replaced  by  a  barn  of  sufficient  capacity  to  shelter  the  stock  and  afford 
storage  for  hay  and  grain. 

There  are  forty  acres  of  land  belonging  to  the  Home;  about  fifteen 
acres  are  used  for  buildings,  lawns  and  play  grounds,  twenty  acres  for 
pasture,  leaving  about  five  acres  for  cultivation. 

The  Trustees  ask  for  an  appropriation  of  $3,000,  to  buy  eighteen 
and  one-half  acres  of  land  adjoining,  which  is  offered  at  a  reasonable 
price.  It  can  be  readily  seen  that  more  land  is  needed  to  furnish  em- 
ployment for  the  boys,  and  to  make  the  Institution  more  nearly  self- 
sustaining.  There  are  at  present  two  hundred  and  forty  children  in 
the  Home,  one  hundred  and  sixteen  girls  and  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
four  boys. 
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The  Trustees  ask  for  the  following  special  appropriations: 

Extension  of  dining-hall  and  central  building $  85,000.00 

Nursery  building 7,000.00 

Forcottages 6,000.00 

Land,  eighteen  and  one-half  acres 3,000.00 

Steam  heating  and  water  supply 2,600.00 

Sewerage 1,000.00 

Boiler  house  and  stack 2,500.00 

Furniture 4,000.00 

General  "repairs 1,600.00 

Library 250.00 

Total $   62,760.00 

Your  committee,  believing  that  the  best  possibilities  of  the  Insti- 
tution cannot  be  realized  with  the  present  accommodations,  cheerfully 
reoommend  the  appropriations  asked  for  by  the  Trustees,  and  would 
especially  call  your  attention  to  their  request  for  steam  heating  and 
water  supply,  in  the  interest  of  economy  and  safety;  also  in  regard 
to  sewerage,  in  the  interest  of  the  good  health  of  the  inmates  of  the 
Institution. 

We  would  respectfully  oall  your  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  In- 
stitution has  cost  the  State,  up  to  the  present  time,  for  buildings  and 
land,  less  than  thirty-six  thousand  dollars,  and  when  we  consider  the 
good  results  that  have  accrued  to  the  State  and  society,  you  can 
readily  see  that  the  State  never  made  a  better  investment. 

It  is  also  the  opinion  of  your  committee  that  at  some  time  in  the 
near  future,  an  Industrial  School,  where  the  children  could  be  taught, 
some  useful  trade  should  be  established  in  connection  with  this  Insti- 
tution. 

In  conclusion  we  take  great  pleasure  in  commending  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Superintendent,  S.  W.  Pierce,  and  his  worthy  lady,  the 
Matron  of  the  Home,  which  they  have,  with  the  held  of  their  com- 
petent assistants,  made  a  Home  in  fact  as  well  as  in  name,  for  the 
little  children  placed  in  their  care. 

The  Institution  has  been  very  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of 
so  eminent  a  physician  and  surgeon  as  Dr.  W.  F.  Peck,  and  so  able 
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and  enthusiastic  a  resident  Trustee  as  S.  P.  Bryant,  Esq.,  who  is  ably 
supported  by  the  other  members  of  the  Board,  Messrs.  Oroutt  and 
Wilson.

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TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


To  Hi*  Excellency,  Boren  R.  Sherman,  Governor  of  Iowa. 

Sir: — The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  In- 
stitution for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  respectfully  report: 

We  again  rejoice  in  the  fact  that  the  close  of  the  biennial  pe- 
riod, ending  June  30th,  1883,  permits  us  to  report  a  continued 
state  of  general  and  marked  prosperity.  The  number  of  benefi- 
ciaries ha3  largely  increased,  at  times  approaching  the  number  of 
300;  yet  through  Providential  Grace,  which  is  devoutly  and 
thankfully  acknowledged,  the  general  health  during  the  whole 
psriod  has  been  excellent;  infectious  and  serious  diseases  remain- 
ing unknown  and  cases  of  lighter  illness  receiving  prompt  care 
and  proper  treatment.  The  moral  condition  of  the  pupils  has 
kept  pace  with  their  physical  development;  it  seldom  becoming 
necessary  to  administer  severe  punishment,  and  the  praiseworthy 
and  zealous  efforts  of  the  teachers,  aided  by  the  decided  interest 
shown  by  the  scholars  in  their  studies,  has  advanced  the  school 
proper  to  a  highly  creditable  standard.  This  favorable  state  of 
affaire  justifies  and  strengthens  the  hope,  that,  after  the  addition 
of  soma  needed  facilities,  the  Iowa  S3I100I  for  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  will  rank  among  the  first  institutions  of  its  kind. 

The  finances  of  the  institution  have  been  managed  with  prop- 
er regard  to  economy.  None  but  necessary  expenditures  have 
teen  made  and  the  term  closed  with  a  small  balance  in  the  hands 
of  the  Treasurer.  The  report  of  the  Superintendent  gives  a  full 
account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  current  and  ordinary 
funds,  while  the  Treasurer's  report  states  the  condition  of  the 
special  appropriations,  made  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  most 
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of  which  have  been  either  entirely  or  nearly  expended  for  their 
proper  purposes. 

Unless  very  unfavorable  weather  and  unusually  high  prices  of 
fuel,  provisions  and  common  necessaries  should  increase  the  cost 
of  living,  the  allowance  of  $35.00  per  quarter  per  pupil  will  be 
sufficient  to  meet  the  expenses  from  the  general  fund  for  the 
current  term.  The  ordinary  fund,  however,  from  which  the 
teachers'  and  officers'  salaries  must  be  paid,  and  which,  in  addi- 
tion, must  meet  all  bills  for  the  ordinary  needs  of  the  institu- 
tion, including  furniture,  school-books  and  appliances,  mn3t  nat- 
urally be  enlarged,  by  reason  of  the  steady  and  rapid  growth  of 
attendance.  An  additional  number  of  experienced  teachers  will 
have  to  be  employed  during  the  current  term,  and  increased  sup- 
plies for  the  school  are  required.  To  meet  these  necessities,  af- 
ter a  careful  estimate,  we  recommend  an  increase  of  this  fund  to 
the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars,  ($5000.00). 

There  are  two  subjects,  which  continue  to  be,  not  only  the 
cause  of  great  and  constant  expense,  but  also  the  source  of  con- 
tinued care  and  anxiety:  the  supply  of  water  and  of  light.  The 
attention  of  the  General  Assembly  has  repeatedly  been  called  to 
the  urgent  necessity  of  changing  the  mode  of  supplying  the  in- 
stitution with  water,  on  account  of  the  present  danger  of  spread- 
ing disease  among  the  inmates,  and  we  are  again  compelled  to 
refer  to  this  matter.  The  water  is  now  obtained  from  Mosquito 
creek,  half  a  mile  from  the  institution,  where  it  is  conducted  by 
means  of  a  steam  pump  and  the  necessary  piping.  The  latter 
being  laid  in  low  ground,  is  liable  to  rust  quickly,  requiring  re- 
placement every  few  years,  and  the  great  quantity  of  water  re- 
quired, necessitates  the  almost  constant  employment  of  a  man  to 
attend  the  steam  pump;  which  two  circumstauces  combined 
make  this  method  of  water  supply  quite  expensive.  This,  how- 
ever, might  be  overlooked,  if  the  water  obtained,  were  good  and 
pure.  But  such  is  not  the  case.  The  creek  is  the  receptacle  of 
much  offall  and  unclean  and  impure  matter.  A  slaughter-house 
is  situated  on  the  bank — although  a  few  hundred  feet  below  the 
mouth  of  the  water  supply-pipe, — a  paper  and  several  other  fac- 
tories are  located  above  it,  emptying  their  filth  and  putrid  matter 
into  the  stream.     Although  the  water  thus  obtained,  is  not  now 
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used  for  cooking  and  drinking  purposes,  yet  this  necessity  may 
at  any  time  arise,  and  in  such  a  case,  detrimental  consequences 
must  be  apprehended. 

Various  remedies  have  been  suggested.  The  possibility  of 
successfully  boring  an  artesian  well  lias  been  proven  by  several 
successful  cases,  one  in  close  proximity  to  the  institution  grounds, 
in  which  instance  the  flow  of  water  is  abundant  enough  to  sup- 
ply many  times  the  present  needs  of  the  institution.  The  exper- 
iment will  require  an  outlay  of  from  four  to  six  thousand  dollars, 
but  in  case  of  suqeessful  outcome,  would  shut  off  all  further  ex- 
penses for  water.  Another  and  probably  the  more  feasible  plan 
of  remedying  this  trouble,  is  the  connection  of  the  Institution 
with  the  pipe-system  of  the  Council  Bluffs  water  works,  which 
are,  or  soon  will  be,  completed  and  in  working  order.  The  cost 
of  this  work;  of  the  necessary  pipe,  etc.,  has  been  carefully  esti- 
mated and  will  amount  to  §0,737.00,  the  water  to  be  paid  for 
monthly  or  annually,  at  moderate  rates.  We  submit  these  sug- 
gestions and  figures  with  the  hope  that  means  will  be  found  to 
avert  possible  evil. 

The  introduction  of  the  electric  light  into  many  business 
houses  and  public  institutions  (among  others  the  penitentiary  at 
Anamosa,  and  the  Illinois  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb), 
and  its  sue^e^ril  operation,  se?m'.  t)  i:il"eit?  that  this  is  the 
most  proper  and  cheapest  m?thod  of  lighting  large  buildings  and 
rooms.  The  manufacture  of  gas,  as  practiced  now  in  this  and 
other  public  institutions,  h  very  expensive  and  the  introduction 
of  the  electric  light  would  soon,  by  reduced  expenses,  repay  the 
first  outlay,  besides  granting  much  more  safety  against  the  dan- 
ger of  fire.  The  cost  of  this  improvement,  with  appliances  for 
•ill  the  buildings  and  grounds,  is  estimated  at  §4,584.20 

The  appropriation  of  §3,000.00,  made  by  the  last  General  As- 
$omb!y,  for  a  li'ii  1.-;  1>  i!Mi:rjr,  hv>  be:*:!  fully  exhausted  for  that 
purpose.  A" substantial,  two  story  brick  building  has  been  e- 
rcctcd,  of  which  the  iippa*  rooms  are  oc  'iiphd  by  the  printing 
office.  The  appropriated  Mini  not  Ina'ng  sufficient  to  purchase 
the  nieu-siry  laundry  fixtures  and  apparatus,  an  appropriation  of 
81,500  for  this  purpose  is  respectfully  asked  for. 
A  coal  cellar,  adjoining  the  engine  room,  and  a  tunnel  leading 
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to  it,  are  a  great  necessity  and  should  be  built  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable. The  sum  of  $1,350  is  required  for  this  purpose. 
The  east  wing  of  the  main  building  has  no  lire  escape,  which 
is  absolutely  necessary.  Both  wing;*  also  require  a  portico  at 
the  east  and  west  entrances.  For  these  purposes  §1,725.00  are 
respectfully  requested. 

The  industrial  departments  give  promise  of  great  develop- 
ment, especially  the  carpenter  and  the  printing  departments. 
The  number  of  pupils  who  take  advantage  of  the  opportunities 
granted,  to  fit  themselves  for  active  practical  life,  by  learning 
honorable  trades,  is  constantly  increasing  and  this  laudable  tend- 
ency should  undoubtedly  be  encouraged  by  extending  the  facili- 
ties offered  in  the  shops.  We  ask  for  an  appropriation  of 
§1,000  for  the  printing  office  and  of  §2,000  for  the  carpenter 
shop,  which  is  badly  in  need  of  proper  tools  and  has  as  yet  no 
machinery  whatever. 

The  especial  appropriation  made  to  supply  the  building  with 
shutters,  has  proved  insufficient.  Although  a  very  favorable 
contract  was  made  and  the  strictest  ecomony  employed,  the  main 
building  only  could  be  supplied  with  these  necessary  appliances. 
To  supply  the  two  wings,  a  further  appropriation  of  about  nine- 
teen hundred  dollars  will  be  required. 

The  main  building,  which  now  serves  as  school  house  and  as 
home  for  275  pupils  and  a  number  of  officers  and  teachers,  is  be- 
coming too  limited  for  all  the  purposes,  which  it  is  called  upon 
to  serve.  The  erection  of  a  separate  school-house,  which  would 
relieve  the  crowded  condition  of  the  principal  building  and  prove 
an  advantage  and  a  benefit  in  many  other  directions,  can  hut  be 
a  question  of  very  short  duration,  if  the  prosperous  progress  of 
the  school  is  to  remain  uninterrupted.  We  have  taken  this  mat- 
ter under  earnest  consideration  and  had  an  estimate  of  the  prob- 
able cost  made  which  wrould  be  in  the  neighborhood  of  §40,000. 

With  the  limited  means  at  our  command,  wre  have  not  been 
able  to  put  the  extensive  grounds  belonging  to  the  institution,  in 
that  pleasing  condition  which  they  should  present.  When  it  is 
considered  that  the  only  pleasure  for  those  for  whose  benefit  this 
institution  is  founded  and  maintained,  is  derived  from  their  sight, 
«nd  that  cheerful  surroundings  are  not  an  inconsiderable  factor 
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of  education,  it  becomes  apparent  that  an  outlay  in  this  direc- 
tion is  justifiable  and  will  prove  beneficial.  We  recommend  an 
appropriation  of  $1,500.00  for  this  purpose. 

Recognizing  with  gratitude  the  great  encouragement  and  sup- 
port which  the  institution  has  received  from  the  state  in  the 
past,  we  solicit  for  the  future  a  continuance  of  the  same,  know- 
ing that  liberality  towards  her  benevolent  enterprises  will  abun- 
dantly repay  the  commonwealth.

SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT, 
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To  His  Excellency,  Buren  R.  Sherman,  Governor  of  Iowa. 

Dear  Sir:— It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  pre- 
sent you  wi;h  the  lif:eenth  biennial  report  of  the  Iowa  Institu- 
tion for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb. 

During  the  past  two  years  a  kind  and  merciful  Providence 
has  watched  over  and  blessed  the  Institution  with  a  large  degree 
of  prosperity,  and  enabled  it  to  accomplish  more  for  the  deaf 
children  of  Iowa  than  during  any  former  period  of  its  existence. 

The  whole  number  who  have  enjoyed  the  benefits  of  the 
school  was  two  hundred  and  ninety-two. 

December  29th,  18^2,  Hiss  Elsie  Friend,  a  pupil,  died.  She 
came  to  the  institution  in  September,  in  poor  health,  and  our 
physician,  John  Green,  M.  D.,  soon  decided  that  her  disease  was 
tuberculosis.  In  December  she  began  to  decline  very  rapidly 
and  all  we  could  do  was  to  make  her  as  comfortable  as  possible. 
Her  body  was  sent  home  to  Tipton,  Cedar  Co.,  for  interment. 

Since  my  last  report,  fifty-four  new  pupils  have  been  admitted 
and  have  made  commendable  progress.  The  most  of  these  pu- 
pils have  come  to  the  institution  without  any  knowledge  of  let- 
ters or  any  thing  beyond  the  narrow  circle  of  their  own  homes, 
and  the  simple  modes  of  communication  which  a  mother's  affec- 
tion has  invented,  as  a  necessity  to  the  unfortunate  loved  one's 
existence. 

The  horn 3  signs  arc  of  litHc  value  to  the  pupil  in  beginning 
school  work,  as  they  seldom  resemble  the  sign  language,  hence 
we  must  begin  at  the  beginning  and  by  slow  and  patient  work 
teach  them  the  names  of  common  things.     This  is  accomplished 
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by  the  use  of  pictures,  the  sign  for  the  word,  the  written  word, 
and  the  word  spelled  by  the  hand.  This  process  must  be  re- 
peated until  the  names  of  common  objects,  such  as  they  can  see 
and  understand,  are  well  learned.  The  second  step  to  be  taken 
is  to  teach  them  by  invention  and  patient  effort  the  use  of  verbs 
and  qualifying  words.  The  best  way  to  accomplish  this  is  to 
demonstrate  the  verb  by  performing  some  action.  The  teacher 
can  write  a  command  on  the  blackboard  or  convey  it  to  the  mind 
by  the  use  of  the  sign  language,  and  as  the  command  is  obeyed 
the  verb  is  demonstrated.  To  illustrate  my  meaning, T  will  com- 
mand "John  take  the  green  book  from  the  desk  and  give  it  to 
Mary."  John  will  study  the  command  a  moment  and  if  he  does 
not  understand  it,  will  ask  for  an  explanation,  and  when  this  is 
given,  will  quickly  obey.  The  teacher  will  then  ask  the  class  to 
write  on  their  slates  a  description  of  the  action  performed.  The 
elates  are  then  examined,  and  corrected  if  necessary,  and  the 
teacher  writes  on  the  board  a  correct  statement  of  the  action. 
This  will  enable  the  pupil  to  compare  his  work  with  that  of  the 
teacher,  and  will  easily  discover  his  own  mistakes.  At  this  point 
in  the  work  the  teacher  can  take  deliberate  care  in  correcting  all 
mistakes,  and  in  explaining  each  word,  and  its  relation  to  other 
words  in  the  sentence  or  to  the  sentence  as  a  whole.  This  pro- 
cess must  be  repeated  hundreds  of  times  until  the  pupil  has 
learned  the  use  and  meaning  of  a  limited  number  of  words  and 
the  correct  way  of  using  them  in  the  construction  of  a  few  sim- 
ple sentences. 

Hearing  people  have  an  opportunity  to  acquire  knowledge 
every  day  of  their  lives,  and  indeed  it  would  be  impossible  for 
them  not  to  learn  many  things  each  day  unless  they  purposely 
closed  their  ears  to  the  ordinary  conversation  of  their  companions. 
Common  curiosity  will  prompt  the  hearing  child  to  enquire  the 
name  and  the  use  of  the  objects  he  seej>  around  him,  and  in  the 
explanation  given  he  may  hear  many  new  words,  but  the  mean- 
ing of  these  words  is  indicated  by  the  connection,  or  is  easily  ex- 
plained by  his  friends,  so  that  he  really  begins  his  school  life 
with  his  earliest  associations. 

During  the  early  years  of  his  life  the  deaf  child  finds  himself 
sadly  alone  in  the  midst  of  a  multitude,  and  the  only  intercourse 
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he  can  hold  with  human  beings  is  that  limited  by  his  own  natur- 
al inventive  genius  and  the  narrow  confines  of  his  own  home. 

A  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  condition  of  a  deaf-mute 
child  must  appeal  to  the  sympathy  of  every  person  who  has  a 
regard  for  those  less  fortunate  than  himself,  and  the  ordinary 
feelings  of  humanity  will  prompt  the  legislators  of  the  prosper- 
ous state  of  Iowa  to  make  ample  provision  for  the  mental  and 
moral  development  of  her  deaf-mute  children.

During  the  past  history  of  the  Institution  there  have  been  no 
graduating  classes,  but  we  have  now  so  organized  and  graded 
the  school  that  a  class  can  be  graduated  at  the  close  of  the  next 
biennial  period,  when  the  first  Academic  class  will  have  com- 
pleted the  full  course  of  study.  It  is  the  intention  to  give  those 
pupils  who  honorably  complete  the  full  course  a  graduating  di- 
ploma. 

The  course  of  study  in  the  Academic  department  has  been  ar- 
ranged with  the  special  idea  of  making  it  preparatory  to  the 
National  Deaf -Mute  College  at  "Washington,  D.  C.  This  is  the 
only  college  in  the  United  States  intended  especially  for  the 
higher  education  of  the  deaf  mutes  of  the  country. 

The  college  is  generously  supported  by  the  National  Govern- 
ment and  is  free  to  all  male  deaf  mutes  who  can  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination. 

One  of  our  pupils,  John  E.  Staudacher,  expects  to  enter  the 
college  this  fall,  without  regularly  graduating  from  the  Insti- 
tution. He  has  been  a  faithful,  industrious  student,  and  has 
improved  his  vacations  in  hard  study.  I  think  he  has  made 
sufficient  advancement  to  justify  him  in  making  the  effort  to 
enter  the  college  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  college  year. 

Iowa  has  furnished  only  two  students  to  this  college:  Prof.  F. 
C.  Holloway  and  Prof.  George  M.  Teegarden.  The  former  an 
efficient  teacher  in  the  Iowa  Institution  and  the  latter  occupying 
a  similar  position  in  the  West  Pennsylvania  Institution. 

I  think  the  Iowa  Institution  will,  in  the  near  future,  graduate 
many  pupils  who  will  have  received  such  a  thorough  training, 
as  to  not  only  qualify  them  to  enter  the  college,  but  give  them 
so  just  an  appreciation  of  the  value  of  acquired  knowledge  as  to 
make  them  ambitious  students,  honoring  the  state  and  the  na- 
tion which  have  made  such  generous  provision  for  the  deaf 
children  of  the  country. 
The  fact  that  young  ladies  are  not  admitted  to  the  National 
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Deaf -Mute  College  has  caused  us  to  anticipate  this  want  to  some 
extent  by  arranging  the  course  of  study  in  the  tenth  and  eleventh 
years,  so  that  the  young  ladies  in  the  course,  and  the  young  men 
who  do  not  intend  to  take  a  college  course,  can  pursue  a  course 
of  study  that  will  be  somewhat  advanced  and  at  the  same  time 
eminently  practical. 

THE  ART  DEPARTMENT. 

After  much  effort  I  succeeded  in  securing  the  services  of  Miss 
Florence  Clement,  of  Jacksonville,  111.,  as  instructor  of  drawing 
and  painting.  Miss  Clement  came  to  us  with  the  highest  re- 
commendations. She  had  served  as  teacher  in  the  Art  depart- 
ment of  the  Illinois  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  for 
several  years  and  her  year's  service  with  us  has  proven  her  an 
adept  in  art  work. 

Those  familiar  writh  this  work  know  that  such  a  department 
cannot  be  built  up  in  a  month  nor  a  year.  The  pupils  were  can- 
vassed in  order  to  find  the  proper  talent  and  after  the  class  was 
organized  they  made  as  rapid  advancement  as  any  other  pupils 
could  in  the  same  length  of  time,  and  the  improvement  was 
enough  to  justify  the  employment  of  a  special  teacher. 

The  teaching  of  penmanship  was  added  to  this  department. 
Miss  Clement  spending  fifteen  minutes  a  day  with  each  regular 
class  .with  the  most  gratifying  results. 

THE  INDUSTRIAL   DEPARTMENT. 

This  is  an  age  of  practical  work,,  and  the  world  has  come  to 
believe  that  any  knowledge  that  does  not  tend  to  increase  men- 
tal power  or  which  cannot  be  turned  to  a  practical  account  is  of 
no  positive  value.     In  many  parts  of  our  country'  training  schools 

are  springing  up  or  industrial  departments  are  being  added  to 
colleges  in  answer  to  this  growing  sentiment. 

All  educators  of  the  deaf  have  realized  that  they  must  be 
taught  practical  knowledge  which  they  can  use  in  obtaining  the 
necessities  of  life.  This  thought  has  resulted  in  placing  around 
every  state  school  for  the  deaf,  a  few  shops  where  the  most  com- 
mon trades  are  taught.  The  Iowa  Institution  has  not  been  be- 
hind  in  making  good  plans,  but  the  fire  which  destroyed  the 
main  buildings  of  the.  Institution  in  1877,  and  the  lack  of  funds. 


id 


have  interfered  with  the  proper  organization  of  the  department. 

The  committee  sent  to  the  Institution  by  the  last  general  as- 
sembly found  some  fault  with,  and  advised  a  better  organization 
of  the  department,  suggesting  that  all  foremen  of  the  different 
industries  should  be  familiar  with  the  sign  language.  No  one 
was  more  fully  convinced  of  the  wisdom  of  this  advice  than  my- 
self but  many  difficulties  have  faced  me.  The  necessities  of  the 
work  are  plain  and  that  the  Institutions  of  Iowa  need  the  best 
of  instructors  every  one  knows,  and  the  educational  spirit  of  the 
great  state  of  Iowa  echoes  this  sentiment,  but  some  peculiar  em- 
barrassments surround  the  school  for  the  deaf  and  to  these  I 
call  your  attention. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  is  the  custodian  of  the  funds  appro- 
priated by  the  state  for  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  Institution, 
and  while  the  Superintendent  and  the  Board  are  anxious  to  do 
the  best  possible  thing  for  the  prosperity  of  the  work  they  find 
the  limit  of  expenses  marked  out,  and  outside  of  the  boundary 
they  dare  not  go,  hence  I  may  say  that  we  see  as  plainly  as  any 
one  the  necessities  of  the  Institution  and  at  the  same  time  realize 
that  we  have  not  the  financial  ability  to  meet  them  all. 

The  usual  time  devoted  to  work  in  this  department,  before 
the  past  year  was  but  two  hours  per  day  for  five  days  in  the 
week.  This  was  only  equal  to  ten  hours  work  each  week.  As 
the  special  appropriations  made  by  the  last  General  Assembly 
were  made  provisional  upon  the  extended  employment  of  the  pu- 
pils, I  made  the  time  two  and  one  half  hours  per  day  for  six 
days  in  the  week.  Many  of  the  pupils  objected  to  the  extension 
of  working  time,  and  some  refused  to  work,  but  by  patient  ex- 
planation of  the'law  and  the  wisdom  that  enacted  it,  and  the  ex- 
ercise of  much  firmness  I  succeeded  in  carrying  out  the  spirit  of 
the  law. 

THE  SUOE  SHOP. 

During  the  entire  period  the  shoe  shop  has  been  in  charge  of 
George  W.  Ramsey.  He  is  a  mute,  and  received  his  education 
and  learned  his  trade  at  the  Institution,  and  I  am  glad  to  say 
that  he  has  proved  himself  an  industrious  faithful  man. 

Eighteen  boys  worked  in  the  shop  during  the  past  year  and 
nearly  all  have  improved  rapidly.     Four  of  them  learned  the 


trade  so  well  that  they  were  put  upon  new  work  and  gave  good 
satisfaction.  The  shop  has  made  boots  and  shoes  and  done  re- 
pairing for  the  pupils.  We  have  charged  about  twenty  per 
cent  less  than  the  ordinary  price  for  such  work.  The  object  in 
making  the  charge  wa6  to  replace  in  our  current  fund  the  cost  of 
materials  used. 


CARPENTER   SHOP. 
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A  good  foreman  for  the  carpenter  shop  has  been  hard  to  find. 
I  could  have  hired  many  good  work  men  but  to  find  a  man  who 
possessed  the  three  necessary  qualifications — ability  as  a  work- 
man, aptness  to  teach,  and  a  sufficient  knowledge  of  the  sign 
language  to  converse  with  the  deaf  and  dumb  was  indeed  a  prob- 
lem. After  several  changes  and  much  time  spent  in  search  of 
the  right  man,  I  secured  the  services  of  Mr.  J.  B.  Duiit  of 
Council  Bluffs,  who  has  proven  himself  a  good  mechanic  and  a 
patient  faithful  teacher,  and  he  is  rapidly  acquiring  the  sign 
language.  Eleven  boys  have  worked  in  this  shop  during  the 
year,  and  have  done  well.  Several  of  them  will  work  at  their 
trades  during  the  coming  vacation  and  will  earn  good  wages. 
With  the  exception  of  fifteen  kitchen  tables  which  have  been 
made  and  sold  for  $19.75,  the  work  done  by  the  carpenters  has 
been  repairing  the  house  or  making  furniture  for  the  Institution. 
A  portion  of  the  special  appropriation  made  by  the  last  General 
Assembly  for  furniture  was  used  in  the  purchase  of  materials  to 
be  made  up  in  this  shop. 


THE  BROOM  SHOP. 


David  Rickabaugh,  one  of  the  pupils,  has  acted  as  foreman  of 
this  shop  during  the  last  two  years.  He  has  become  a  good 
workman  and  can  in  the  future  manage  the  shop  well.  We  have 
not  tried  to  do  more  in  this  department  than  to  supply  the  house 
with  brooms.  Broom  corn  has  been  raised  on  the  farm  in  suffi- 
cient quantity  to  supply  the  wants  of  the  shop.  It  will  be  pos- 
sible in  the  near  future  for  the  shop  to  make  brooms  for  the  gen- 
eral market,  and  furnish  opportunity  for  more  boys  to  learu  the 
trade.  Seven  boys  have  been  employed  in  this  shop  during  the 
past  year. 
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THE  PRINTING  OFFICE. 

• 

At  the  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  a  special  appro- 
priation was  made  to  purchase  an  additional  outfit  for  the  print- 
ing office.  Only  a  part  of  this  fund  has  been  used  for  the  rea- 
son that  not  enough  money  was  appropriated  to  supply  the  office 
with  the  necessary  type  and  small  fixtures  and  also  purchase  the 
presses  needed.  It  was  thought  best  by  the  Trustees  to  purchase 
only  the  supplies,  and  ask  the  next  General  Assembly  for  enough 
more  money  to  purchase  new  presses  and  a  steam  engine. 

Fourteen  boys  and  four  girls  have  worked  in  the  office  during 
the  past  year.  Some  of  the  boys  who  have  worked  in  the  office 
for  three  years,  have  learned  enough  to  enable  them  to  secure 
work  in  offices  near  their  homes  for  the  three  months  of  vacation. 
When  new  presses  are  purchased  and  a  good  foreman  secured  for 
this  department,  I  think  it  can  be  made  a  source  of  great  good 
to  the  deaf  and  dumb  by  giving  many  of  them  a  trade  that  will 
be  remunerative  and  furnish  honorable  employment.   • 

The  Deaf-Mute  Hawkeye  has  been  enlarged  and  issued  semi- 
monthly during  the  past  year.  The  subscription  list  has  been 
small  but  the  paper  has  furnished  work  for  the  pupils  and  served 
the  Institution  by  giving  information  to  the  people. 

The  girls  have  been  formed  into  classes  for  work  in  the  vari- 
ous departments  of  the  house.  At  the  close  of  each  month  the 
classes  have  changed  departments  so  as  to  give  them  instruction 
in  all  the  branches  of  housekeeping. 

Mrs  Maria  Pettit,  our  efficient  seamstress,  has  given  instruc- 
tion to  a  large  sewing  class,  and  a  few  of  the  girls  have  been 
taught  to  cut  common  garments.  The  sewing  classes  have  been 
utilized  in  making  quantities  of  bed  clothing  for  the  Institution. 

THE  FARM. 

The  Institution  farm  consists  of  ninety  acres  of  land.  The 
most  of  the  land  is  low  and  is  often  overflowed  by  water.  Twice 
during  the  present  spring  about  sixty  acres  were  under  water. 
Under  such  circumstances  it  has  been  impossible  to  accomplish 
much  in  raising  any  kind  of  grain.  The  Institution  needs  some 
good  dry  land  for  a  garden,  and  then  the  low  land  can  be  put 
into  grass  and  in  that  way  made  profitable. 
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There  is  no  business  a  deaf-mute  can  follow  that  is  so  well 
suited  to  his  condition  as  farming,  and  for  this  reason  it  is  easy 
to  understand  why  farming  should  be  numbered  among  the  in- 
dustries taught  at  the  Institution.  Unlike  hearing  people  the 
mute  gets  his  best  knowledge  from  persons  who  can  converse 
with  him  by  means  of  the -sign  language.  He  needs  clear  and 
plain  explanations,  and  the  truth  must  be  impressed  upon  his 
mind,  and  no  one  can  do  this  important  work  so  well  as  the  man 
who  is  acquainted  with  the  peculiarities  of  the  deaf-mute  and 
who  is  "apt  to  teach." 

EAILBOADS. 

I  am  under  many  obligations  to  the  following  Railroad  Com- 
panies who  have  shown  so  much  kindness  to  our  pupils  that  I 
am  convinced  they  do  "have  a  soul." 

All  roads  named  below  have  transported  our  pupils  at  one 
half  the  regular  fare  both  going  home  and  returning  to  school, 
and  have  shown  a  spirit  of  kindness  on  all  possible  occasions. 
Chicago  and  Northwestern,  Chicago,  Rock  Island  and  Pacific-, 
Chicago,  Burlington  and  Quincy,  Chicago,  Milwaukee  and  St. 
Paul,  Sioux  City  and  Pacific,  Wabash,  St.  Louis  and  Pacific, 
Illinois  Central,  the  Central  of  Iowa,  and  the  Burlington,  Ced- 
ar Rapids  and  Northern. 

NEWSPAPERS. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  press  of  the  state  for  the  many  kind  no- 
tices they  have  published  gratuitously  and  for  exchanging  with 
the  Deaf -Mute  llawk-Eye.  The  papers  of  the  state  have  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  our  pupils  and  have  been  a. great  help  to 
them,  not  only  in  bringing  them  news  from  home  and  giving 
them  the  news  of  the  World,  but  also  making  them  familiar 
with  the  common  modes  of  expression,  and  by  this  means  being 
a  great  help  in  the  acquirement  of  language.  "The  man  that 
reads  must  become  a  grammarian."  The  newspapers  of  the  day 
are  the  grammars  of  the  nation. 

Warden  Martin  of  the  Additional  Penitentiary,  has  the  thanks 
of  myself  and  our  printing  office  force,  for  two  large  composing 
stones,  dressed  up,  by  his  workmen,  in  line  style  and  sent  to  us 
during  the  past  winter. 
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At  the  close  of  the  first  year  of  the  period  Miss  S.  E.  Wright, 
Matron  and  Mrs.  E.  Willard,  Assistant  Matron,  resigned  their 
positions.  These  ladies  had  faithfully  served  the  Institution  for 
several  years,  and  left  the  work  here  with  the  best  wishes  of  all 
their  associates. 

For  a  concise  statement  oft  the  wants  of  the  Institution  you 
are  respectfully  referred  to  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
The  amounts  they  ask  for  may  seem  large,  but  you  may  be  as- 
sured that  the  real  wants  of  the  Institution  have  been  carefully 
considered  and  the  estimates  correctly  made. 

Our  work  is  but  a  part  of  the  public  school  system  of  Iowa 
and  the  state  can  ill  afford  to  be  ungpnerous  toward  her  deaf 
wards.

SUPPLEMENTAL  REPORT, 


To  Ilia  Excellency,  Bueex  R.  Sherman,  Governor  of  * 

Deah  Sin: — Owing  to  the  change  in 
perintendency  of  this  Institution,  it  would  naturally  be 
cd  of  the  new  incumbent  to  make  a  report  supplemental 
already  prepared  by  the  honorable  Board  of  Trustees 
previous  Superintendent. 

Prominent  among  the  questions  to  be  settled,  is  tlv 
supply.  From  the  preceding  reports  is  clearly  seen  t 
ner  of  procuring  water  at  present,  and  the  unsatisfacto 
acter  of  the  supply.  Since  the  estimates  of  piping  1 
city  works  to  the  Institution  were  made,  others  have  b> 
mitted  of  the  cost  of  supply  for  ten  years  in  case  the 
works  company  should  themselves  lay  the  mains  and  kt 
in  repair.  The  cost  of  sinking  an  Artesian  well  has  a 
ascertained  approximately  from  comparison  of  those  al 
operation  in  Council  Bluffs.  Water  has  been  found  in 
stances  at  a  depth  of  about  800  feet.

[■he  undersigned,  constituting  the  committee  appointed  by  you  to 
it  the  Iowa  Institute  for  the  Education  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb, 
>mit  the  following  report: 

We  arrived  at  said  Institute,  which  is  located  about  two  miles 
itheaat  of  the  city  of  Council  Bluffs,  on  Wednesday,  the  6th  inst., 
d  remained  until  Friday,  the  8th.  Previous  to  our  visit  there  we 
i  comparatively  little  knowledge  of  the  Institute,  and  we  were  ac- 
rdingly  impressed,  daring  this  visit,  much  more  deeply  than  ever 
fore  with  the  noble  nature  of  the  work  being  done  by  it.  Without 
iltiplying  words,  we  may  say  that  it  is  lifting  the  unfortunate  sonB 
d  daughters  of  our  commonwealth,  bereft,  by  disease  or  other  prov- 
mtial  visitation,  of  the  senses  of  speech  and  hearing,  from  a  con- 
lion  of  pitiable  helplessness  and  dependence  to  one  of  intelligence, 
aracter  and  independence. 

Our  examination  of  the  system  by  which  instruction  in  the  sign  or 
ite  language  is  imparted  to  the  unfortunate  pupils,  through  all  the 
iges  of  progress  here  made,  was  most  interesting.  A  system  which 
n  take  minds  so  imperfect  and  undeveloped;  so  incapable  of  giving 
telligent  expression  to  even  the  simplest  word  or  thought,  and,  by 
;  method  of  instruction,  lead  them  up  to  the  ready  use  of  language 

its  more  intricate  forms,  and  the*  framing  of  sentences  which  con- 
intly  involve  the  employment  of  memory  and  the  reasoning  pow- 
i;  thus  rendering  them  capable  of  reaching  the  higher  attainments 

knowledge,  and  cultivating  them  even  to  the  extent  of  investiga- 
ig  the  arts  and  sciences,  and  participating  in  the  consideration  of 
e  nobler  problems  of  life,  deserves  our  highest  commendation,  and 
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is  worthy  of  the  hearty  financial  support  of  the  State  in  whi 
located. 

Our  investigation  into  the  general  management  of  the  Inati 
its  Board  of  Trustees,  satisfies  us  that  its  interests  are  oared  f 
business-like  manner  and  with  proper  economy.  The  supplies 
establishment  are  contracted  for  judiciously  and  at  reasonablt 
The  employes  are  secured  on  favorable  terms;  the  salaries 
teachers  being,  in  some  oases,  hardly  fairly  remunerative,  we 
for  the  services  rendered. 

The  books  of  account  are  well  systematized;  cover  every  bn 
expenditure  connected  with  the  Institute,  and  are  kept  in  fit 
shape. 

The  establishment  is  now  under  the  superin  tendency  of  F 
C.  Hammond,  recently  secured  to  the  position,  and,  in  our  o 
thoroughly  fitted  by  education  and  successful  experience  for  t 
portant  responsibilities  it  imposes.  We  were  favorably  img 
with  him  in  all  respects.  The  teachers  in  charge  seem  entht 
and  devoted. 

In  their  last  report,  the  Board  of  Trustees  state  that  the  tl6, 
nual  appropriation  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenditures  is  insu 
and  they  ask  that  it  be  increased  to  $21,000.  We  have  given 
quest  careful  consideration,  and  view  of  the  increasing  size 
school,  and  the  enlarged  course  of  instruction  demanded,  and 
introduced,  thus  necessitating  the  'employment  of  more  teac 
good  capacity,  we  [are  convinced  that  the  appropriation  ast 
should  be  granted.

elieving  that  the  welfare  of  the  Institution,  as  well  as  the  inter- 
of  economy,  demand  the  establishment  of  such  a  water  supply, 
t  can  be  secured,  we  recommend  the  appropriation  of  eight  thous- 
dollars  (18,000),  or  so  much  thereof  as  necessary,  to  be  expended 
esting  the  practicability  of  securing  water  by  this  means,  and  of 
izing  the  water  if  secured. 

'he  Trustees  recommend  the  introduction  to  the  building  of  elec- 
lights,  which  they  think  would  be  cheaper  and  more  satisfactory 
□  manufacturing  and  using  gas  as  is  now  done.  While  there  are 
le  considerations  favoring  this,  we  are  not. prepared  to  recommend 
present  adoption  of  their  suggestion,  believing  other  demands  of 
Institute  to  be  more  pressing. 

Tie  Trustees  ask  for  $1,500  to  purchase  fiztuies  and  apparatus  for 
laundry,  located  in  a  substantial  brick  building  reoently  erected, 
l  cost  of  $5,000,  adjacent  to  the  Institute.  Tour  committee  think 
t  $1,000  may  serve  this  want,  and  recommend  its  appropriation. 
"he  Trustees  say  "a  coal  cellar,  and  a  tunnel  leading  to  it  from 
engine  room,  are  a  great  necessity  and  should  be  built  as  soon  as 
sible."  They  have  had  the  cost  of  such  improvement  as  they 
m  desirable  computed  and  find  it  to  be  thirteen  hundred  and  fifty 
lars  ($1,850).  We  recommend  giving  them  $500,  which  will 
are  a  cheaper  coal  receptacle  than  the  one  contemplated. 
The  east  wing  of  the  main  building  has  no  fire  escape,  which 
aid  be  supplied  at  one.  Both  wings  are  destitute  of  any  portico. 
s  computed  that  proper  fire  escapes  and  porticos  will  oost  seven- 
n  hundred  and  twenty-five  dollars  ($1,725).  We  would  recom- 
nd  appropriating  $1,500,  or  so  much  of  it  as  is  needed,  to  be  el- 
ided under  the  supervision  of  R.  S.  Finkbine,  Esq.,  in  accordance 
;h  such  plans  and  specifications  as  he  may  prepare. 
["he  gam  of  $1,000  is  asked  for,  to  properly  furnish  the  printing 
ce  with  type,  presses,  etc.,  and  $2,000  to  buy  tools  and  machinery 
the  carpenter  shop.  Your  committee  recommend  the  granting  of 
500  appropriation  for  the  printing  office  and  $600  for  the  carpen- 
shop,  believing  that  these  amounts  may  be  made  to  serve  the 
using  needs  of  these  establishments. 
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The  two  wings  of  the  main  building  are  without  any  shutter*;  the 
Trustees  request  an  appropriation  of  ti  ,900  to  supply  the  same. 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils  and  the  enlargement  of  the 
course  of  study,  are  encroaching  on  the  accommodations  furnished 
by  the  building,  in  which  nearly  three  hundred  pupils  are  housed  and 
taught.  The  Trustees  urge  the  erection  of  a  good,  substantial  two- 
story  brick  building,  sufficiently  large  and  suitably  constructed  and 
equipped  for  a  school  'building,  in  which  all  pupils  of  the  Institute  . 
shall  be  taught,  while  the  present  building  shall  be  used  as  a  place  of 
lodging,  residence,  etc.,  for  the  pupils,  as  also  for  the  Superintendent, 
his  family,  and  the  teachers  and  others  employed  about  the  school. 
We  are  informed  that  the  number  of  inmates  would  increase  largely 
if  there  were  room  to  furnish  tht  proper  comforts  and  facilities  for 
additional  numbers;  but  that  many,  are  debarred  from  the  benefits 
which  this  Institution  is  designed  to  confer,  solely  because  of  lack  of 
room  for  their  accommodation.  Only  about  half  of  those  needing 
and  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  this  school,  are  reaping  those  benefits. 
This  should  not  be.  We  believe  that  additional  provision  should  at 
once  be  made,  and  all  brought  in  so  far  as  they  can  be  reached.  To 
this  end  we  recommend  an  appropriation  for  the  construction  of  the 
school  building  asked.  The  amount  required  has  been  estimated  at 
$40,000. 

The  Trustees  recommend  the  appropriation  of  #1,500  to  complete 
the  improvement  and  ornamentation  of  the  grounds.  This  we  would 
regard  favorably  if  our  means  were  abundant,  but,  under  present  cir- 
cumstances, we  are  constrained  to  dissent  from  the  recommendation, 
this  want  not  being  of  so  pressing  a  natnre  as  to  demand  immediate 
action. 

Several  requests  and  suggestions  made  by  Professor  Hammond, 
the  Superintendent,  in  his  supplement  to  the  Trustees'  report,  de- 
mand the  careful  attention  of  the  Legislature.  Provision  for  a 
gymnasium,  we  think,  should  be  made.  The  reasons  assigned  by  the 
Professor  in  support  of  the  introduction  of  gymnastic  training,  are 
clear  and  convincing. 

He  urges  the  erection  of  a* substantial  building,  constructed  on  the 
right  principles,  to  serve  as  a  house  for  cold  storage,  in  order  that 
large  supplies  of  butter,  fruits,  eggs,  etc.,  may  be  laid  in  when  mar- 
kets are  low,  and  be  preserved  till  the  season  of  scarcity  and  high 
prices.  It  is  estimated  that  it  would  cost  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
($1,800)  to  provide  such  a  building. 
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Both  the  former  Superintendent  and  the  present  one,  emphasize 

rming  as  one  of  the  branches  of  industry  to  which  attention  should 

'  given  in  the  instruction  of  deaf  mutes. 

Some  ninety  acres  of  land  are  now  connected  with  this  property, 

lieh  is  enough  land  if  iX  could  all  be  properly  utilized.     But  the 

ct  is,  that,  aside  from  the  grounds  immediately  about  the  building, 

1  more  than  forty  acres  can  be  successfully  cultivated,  the  remainder 

infZ  low  ground,  subject  to  overflow,  and  only  suitable  for  growing 

ass. 

The  present  buildings  occupy  the  high  ground  at  the  upper  or 

utheastern  corner  of  the  premises,  so  that  there  is  really  not  suita- 

e  space  for  additional  buildings,  without  usurping  that  reserved 

out  those  already  erected. 

Adjoining  this  property,  on  the  south,  is  a  tract  of  sixty  acres  of 

ad,  containing  a  high  point  next  the  Institute  building,  thence  slop- 

g  off  smoothly  toward  the  bottom.     This,  we  learn,  can  be  secured 

r  about  fifty-five  hundred  dollars.    We  consider  tbista  fair  valuation 

d  think  the  State  should  purchase  the  land  without  delay,  through 

e  agency  of  the  Trustees,  for  which  we  favor  appropriating  the  re- 

iaite  amount. 

Referring  to  the  specific  instructions  given  your  committee  in  con- 

rrent  resolution  No.  10,  we  take  pleasure  in  saying: 

First.     That  we  believe  the  appropriations  to  have  been  wisely  and 

ouomically  expended  so  far  as  expended  at  all. 

Second.    They  have  been  expended  only  on  the  objectif  specified  in 

e  appropriations. 

Third.    No  indebtedness,  not  covered  by  the  appropriations,  has 

en  contracted  in  any  case,  so  far  as  we  can  learn,  and  we  are  satis- 

d  that  none  such  exists. 

Fourth.     There  has  been  no  diversion  of  any  money  from  the  spe- 

ic  purpose  for  which  it  was  drawn. 

In  explanation  of  the  concluding  clause  of  specification  No.  1,  it  is 

oper  to  say  that  there  are  small  unexpended  balances  in  several  of 

e  funds,  some  of  which,  we  think  will  not  be  wanted  for  the  spe- 

ic  purpose  designed  in  the  appropriations.

REPORT  OF  THE  TRUSTEES. 


Fo  the  Honorable,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa: 

The  undersigned  Trustees  respectfully  submit  the  following  ai 
heir  report  of  the  management  and  present  condition  of  the  low: 
College  for  the  Blind. 

The  period  covered  by  this  report,  vie.:  September  30,  1881,  to  Jkdi 
;0,  1883,  has  been  one  of  marked  prosperity  in  the  history  of  the  Col 
ege.  Especially  is  this  true  of  the  term  closing  June-80,  1883,  tht 
,t  ten  dance  of  pupils  having  increased  from  ninety  to  one  hundrec 
ind  forty-one. 

This  increased  attendance,  together  with  the  liberal  pro  vis  iotu 
tiade  by  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly  for  the  current  cipensei 
if  the  College,  has  enabled  your  Trustees  to  maintain  not  only  th< 
character  and  efficiency  of  the  Institution,  but  to  greatly  advance  thi 
tame. 

The  decease  of  Rev.  Robert  Carothers,  Superintendent,  March  17 
IB82,  made  necessary  a  re-organization  of  the  school.  Tour  Trustee! 
were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  T.  F.  McCune  (for  five  yean 
\ssistant  Superintendent  of  the  Institution),  for  the  responsible  po 
tition  of  Superintendent.  Under  his  direction,  assisted  by  a  compe 
'.ent  corps  of  officers  and  teachers,  marked  progress  has  been  made  ii 
ill  departments  of  the  College,  and  harmony  and  good  order  prevail 

The  College  buildings  and  grounds  have  received  proper  attentioi 
ind  repairs,  and  are  now  in  good  condition,  with  the  exception  of  thi 
date  roof  of  the  College  building  proper.  Your  Trustees  are  of  th< 
>pinion  that  the  same  was  improperly  constructed.  The  freezing 
ind  thawing  during  the  winter  break  the  slates,  and  the  strong  wind; 
llow  them  off  the  roof.  The  result  is  leakage  and  great  damage  U 
.he  interior  of  the  building.  We  think  it  would  be  economy  for  thi 
State  to  appropriate  a  sum  sufficient  for  a  new  roof  to  the  Collegi 
milcHng. 
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The  appropriation  made  by  the  Nineteenth  General  Assem 
the  purpose  of  building  an  iron  fence  in  front  of  the  College  g 
has  been  expended,  and  we  now  have  in  position  a  substanti 
fence,  costing  in  the  aggregate  $4,089.00.  This  fence  adds  gr 
the  appearance  of  the  College  grounds,  and  is  creditable  to  th 
The  balance  of  the  appropriation  for  this  purpose,  viz.:  $4 
been  conveyed  back  into  the  State  Treasury. 

The  one  thousand  dollars  appropriated  by  the  Nineteenth  < 
Assertibly  for  the  purpose  of  employing  an  expert  oeculist  to  t 
the  eyes  of  the  pupils  and  operate  on  such  as  were  likely  to  1 
fited  thereby,  has  been  wholly  expended  in  the  employment 
C.  M.  Hobby,  of  Iowa  City,  and  E.  H.  Haxen,  of  Daveupoi 
eminent  in  their  specialties,  and  well  known  to,  and  indorsed 
profession  of  the  State.  These  gentlemen  made  operations  oi

The  Hoard  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  success  at 
this  first  experiment  of  the  kind,  will  warrant  another  appro;

The  pianos  belonging  to  the  Institution  have  been  in  consi 
from  ten  to  twenty  years,  and  are  nearly  worn  out.  They  sh 
replaced  by  new  instruments.  The  College  needs  for  the  . 
Department  at  least  six  new  pianos,  two  organs,  and  sever 
horns  for  the  use  of  the  orchestra.  We  ask  you  for  an  appro) 
of  three  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  nuts 
striiments  and  music  for  use  of  College. 

For  the  purchase  of  bedsteads,  bedding,  and  furniture,  we 
an  appropriation  of  three  thousand  dollars. 

Constant  repairs  are  needed  to  properly  protect  the  buildit 
heating  apparatus  of  the  Institution;  and  contingencies  are  1

CONDUCT   AND    DISCIPLINE. 

The  discipline  of  the  Institution  has  been  mild  but  firm.  ' 
the  influence  of  the  leading  pupils  a  good  moral  tone  has  been 
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roughout  the  school.  Seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  students  gave 
'  cause  for  censure  or  correction  during  the  year,  and  of  the  re- 
lining  twenty-five  per  cent,  one  half  were  guilty  of  offense  through 
oughtlessness  rather  than  intention.  Demerits  in  the  case  of  older 
ipils,  and  a  few  hours  confinement  in  the  hall  or  library  in  the  case 
younger  ones,  have  been  found,  in  all  instances  save  one,  to  meet 
e  demands  of  good  order.  It  was  thought  best  to  suspend  one 
•ung  man  for  disobedience,  with  the  understanding,  however,  that 
henever  he  could  obey  the  regulations  of  the  Institution  he  would 
'.  welcomed  back,  and  gladly. 


Ilarlin  Bowman  died  on  the  13th  of  January  last,  of  cerebral  hem- 
rhage.  Silas  Waters  returned  to  his  home  on  the  20th  day  of  Feb- 
iary  last,  where  he  has  since  died  of  consumption.  The  general 
;alth  of  the  Institution  has  been  good.  Our  arrangements  for  gym- 
istic  work  have  not  been  such  as  we  could  wish,  but  by  some  devices 
:  our  own  we  will  be  able  to  give  special  attention  hereafter  to 
lysical  exercise.

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>  the  Board  of  Trustees  Iowa  College/or  the  Blind: 

Sibs — We,  as  expert  opthalraologists,  appointed  by  you  under  the 
t  of  the  Legislature  at  its  last  session,  would  respectfully  make  the 
(lowing  report: 

Our  first  visit  to  the  Institution  was  made  January  2, 1863.  The 
,y  was  devoted  to  the  inspection  of  the  eyes  of  the  inmates,  for  the 
irpose  of  obtaining  a  general  idea, of  the  condition  of  the  eyes  ol 
ose  admitted.  We  bave  examined,  in  all,  one  hundred  and  forty 
ree  (143),  including  students  and  teachers.  Out  of  this  number  we 
id  about  one  third  whom  we  considered  subjects  for  medical  inter 
rencc;  about  a  half  of  this  number  for  increase  of  vision,  and  the 
her  half  for  the  purpose  of  personal  comfort  and  for  relief  of  pain 
nother  third  of  the  whole  number  could  be  benefited  by  medical 
eatment  and  the  adjustment  of  glasses;  the  other  third  needing  nc 
eatment. 

Owing  to  the  snow  blockades  there  were  some  visits  omitted  whicl 
herwise  would  have  been  made,  and  the  near  approach  of  the  enc 
'  the  term  made  it  impracticable  to  proceed  further  with  the  sur 
ical  cases.  Some  of  the  inmates,  whom,  it  Beems  to  us,  are  the  mosi 
•omising  for  vision,  were  not  prepared  for  operation;  some  of  then: 
>r  reason  that  the  authorities  of  the  school  had  not  been  able  tc 
)tain  the  consent  of  their  parents  or  guardians.  This  was  especially 
ue  among  eight  or  ten  cases  of  cataract. 

Two  cases,  one  of  senile  and  one  of  secondary  cataract,  were  oper 
ed  on  with  good  results,  they  being  enabled  to  read.  The  latter 
middle  life,  had  been  operated  on  by  a  well  and  favorably  knowi 
enlist  of  the  United  States  in  early  life,  but  which  had  not  beer 
fitcient  to  restore  vision. 

Near  the  close  of  the  session  two  others,  of  hopeful  congenita!

The  cornea  in  these  cases  is  sul 
constant  irritation,  either  by  misplaced  eye-lashes  or  by  pres 
lids,  causing  opacity  and  great  discomfort.  These  comprised 
and  all  improved.  This  class  of  eases  sometimes  need  seve 
tions  and  long  care  under  observation  to  obtain  the  maxim 
When  relieved  of  the  source  of  irritation,  a  continual  imp 
is  generally  the  result.  Several  cases  were  operated  on  n 
once,  and  some  had  a  combination  of  two  or  three, 

Each  surgeon  had  a  paticn*  for  whom  he  performed  the  m 
duty  of  removing  both  eyes.     It  was  done  at  their  request,' 
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lem  from  continued  pain, and  was  followed  by  improvement  in  ge 
ral  health. 

While  the-  results  attained  may  not  be  all  that  we  could  wish,  v 
ave  to  state  that  none  nave  been  made  worse  by  our  interferences. 

There  are  a  number  of  cases  whose  meagre  sight  might  be  donbli 
r  quadrupled  by  the  adjustment  of  proper  glasses.  Many  of  thet 
f  the  kind  admitted  here,  require  patient  examination  with  spec! 
pparatus,  accurate  mathematical  computation,  and  the  glasses  espc 
ally  ground  to  formula.  This  is  difficult  to  do  away  from  the  oflfi 
>f  the  o  ecu  list.  The  compound  glass  was  adjusted  in  one  case,  ai 
wo  of  the  cataract  cases  were  fitted  in  the  Institution. 

We  would  make  due  acknowledgement  for  the  patient  and  efficiei 
mention  to  the  after  treatment  carried  out  by  Dr.  C.  C.  Griffin,  tl 
l ttending  physician  of  the  College.  Much  of  our  success  mnst  1 
attributed  to  his  skillful  assistance. 

Matters  pertaining  to  State  hygiene  in  this  connection,  whit 
might  be  incorporated  in  this  report,  that  have  been  suggested  in  tl 
examination  of  the  institution,  we  omit  for  brevity.  Causes  produ 
ing  blindness;  the  evidence  of  gross  ignorance  or  neglect;  the  effe 
of  their  blindness  on  the  general  health  and  habits;  the  necessity 
extra  hygienic  measures  to  their  particular  condition,  although  n 
all  coming  in  the  province  of  what  is  expected  of  us,  are  still  su 
jested  to  the  examiner,  and  would  be  of  some  interest  to  the  phila 
thropiBt  or  statistician.

To  the  Twentieth  General  Assembly:  , 

Your  committee  appointed  by  the  Twentieth  General  Assembly  to 
visit  the  College  for  the  Blind,  at  Vinton,  most  respectfully  report: 

We  find  the  Institution  in  a  most  satisfactory  condition,  and  every 
facility  was  cheerfully  accorded  your  committee  for  a  close  examina- 
tion of  the  accounts  and  the  details  of  the  College  work. 

The  building  is  substantial  and  well  adapted  for  the  use  for  which 
it  was  designed,  but  the  roof  is  leaky  on  account  of  imperfect  con- 
struction, and  we  recommend  that  it  be  either  repaired  thoroughly 
or  rebuilt  at  once. 

We  find  that  the  employment  of  experienced  oculists  during  the 
past  two  years  has  been  productive  of  substantial  good,  and  recom- 
mend a  continuance  of  this  practice. 

Your  committee  are  pleased  to  find  that  the  able  principal  of  the 
College,  Mr.  McCunc,  has,  during  the  past  year,  made  successful  ef- 
forts to  bring  the  young  blind  people  of  the  State  under  the  influences 
of  the  adequate  provisions  that  have  been  made  for  their  education. 

We  approve  the  course  of  study  pursued  at  the  College,  and  are  es- 
pecially pleased  to  note  the  advance  made  by  the  pupils  in  the  mechan- 
ical arts,  whereby  many  of  them  are  lifted  from  a  state  of  dependence 
and  fitted  to  earn  their  own  living. 

In  regard  to  the  special  instructions  issued  by  the  General  Assem- 
bly to  your  committees,  we  have  duly  examined,  and  find — 

JFKnt.  That  the  appropriations  made  by  the  last  General  Assembly 
have  been  wisely  and  economically  expended. 

Second.  That  they  have  been  expended  for  the  object  appro- 
priated. 

Third.  That  chapter  67,  of  the  Acts  of  the  Seventeenth  General 
Assembly,  baa  been  complied  with  in  not  contracting  indebtedness 
in  excess  of  the  appropriations. 
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Fourth.  That  .there  has  been  no  diversion  of  the  money  from  the 
specific  purpose  for  which  it  was  drawn  from  the  State  treasury.

We  also  examined  carefully  the  means  at  hand  for  protection 
against  fire  and  of  opportunity  of  escape,  and  find  abundant  stair 
cases  to  furnish  means  of  exit,  but  would  recommend  that  the  hose 
and  water  apparatus  be  at  once  put  in  full  and  complete  repair,  and 
that  a  night  watchman  be  employed  to  give  alarm  and  assist  the  pu- 
pils in  their  escape  in  case  of  fire. 
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Your  committee  are  also  led  to  believe  that  the  present  Board  o; 
Trustees  is  too  expensive,  and  recommend  that  if  the  number  be  doi 
reduced  they  be  selected  in  the  future  as  follows:  two  from  thi 
county  of  Benton  and  the  remainder  from  a  locality  not  over  on< 
hundred  miles  from  the  College. 

Your  oommittee  canribt  close  this  report  without  expressing  thet 
sense  of  the  high  value  of  the  services  of  Seoretary  James  A.  Browi 
in  organizing  his  admirable  system  of  accounts,  and  also  of  Prinoi 
pal  McCune  for  the  fine  state  of  discipline  and  general  progress  o 
the  College;  and  they  cheerfully  recommend  that  the  appropriatioi 
asked  for  be  granted.

TRUSTEES'  REPORT. 


b  Jfis  Excellency,  Governor  Sherman,  and  the  General  Asiembly: 

Since  our  last  report,  the  Institution  has  largely  increased,  both  in 
umbers  and  importance. 

The  State  has  been  very  liberal  to  us  during  the  last  period,  except 
1  the  appropriation  for  a  main  building,  and  we  are  pleased  to  say 
e  are  able  to  make  what  we  believe  will  be  a  very  satisfactory 
lowing  for  every  dollar  expended. 

On  the  24th  day  of  May,  1882,  Dr.  0.  W.  Archibald  severed  his 
onnection  with  this  Institution,  and  his  successor,  the  present  incum- 
ent,  Dr.  F.  M.  Powell,  took  possession  as  Superintendent.  We  have 
een  highly  gratified  with  the  management  and  administration  of 
(r.  Powell.'  He  baa  devoted  himself  to  the  interest  of  this  great 
harity,  studied  its  wants,  and  mastered  the  many  details  connected 
'i  tli  its  successful  management.  We  are  especially  pleased  to  com- 
lend  the  superior  financial  and  economical  control  upon  his  part, 
■  hi  eh  brought  our  support  from  the  large  balance  against  us  to  a 
alance  in  our  favor  on  the  30th  day  of  June  last. 

Dr.  Powell  has  been  ably  seconded  in  his  efforts  by  our  Assistant 
'hysician,  Dr.  A.  C.  Rogers. 

Daring  the  last  period  our  officers  and  help  have  remained  substan- 
ially  the  same,  except  the  change  made  in  Superintendent  and  Ma- 
ron,  and  the  resignation  of  two  of  our  teachers,  Miss  Van  Doren 
nd  Miss  Russell  Mrs.  Dora  Moore  and  Mis*  Ella  Frazee  were 
hosen  to  fill  the  vacancies,  to  which  number  was  added.  Miss 
i.iiia  Townsend,  in  compliance  with  the  demand  for  more  help 
n  the  school-room. 

Our  teachers  have  all  been  faithful,  painstaking,  and  patient.  The 
teady  improvement  of  all  classes  committed  to  their  charge  is  the 
trongest  testimonial  to  their  efficiency  And  competency.    A  success- 
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ful  teacher  of  this  peculiar  class  of  children  requires  much  more 
than  is  necessary  to  teach  the  ordinary  child  of  sound  mind.  The 
constant  exercise  of  patience  under  very  trying  circumstances,  is  an 
absolute  prerequisite  to  success  in  the  art  of  training  the  feeble 
mind.  That  our  teachers  have  thoroughly  disciplined  themselves  in 
this  great  virtue,  is  proven  by  the  splendid  results  of  their  work. 

Dr.  Powell  has  secured  the  more  efficient  working  of  the  help  at 
the  Institution  by  providing  an  officer  known  as  "  Supervisor "  in  both 
the  male*  and  female  departments.  These  Supervisors  are  directly 
responsible  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  duty  by  every  person  under 
him  or  her.  The  increasing  numbers  require  this  division  of  respon- 
sibility in  the  daily  administration. 

The  general  health  of  the  children  has  been  remarkably  good,  not- 
withstanding the  necessarily  crowded  manner  in  which  they  have 
been  compelled  to  live  and  sleep.  Since  the  twenty-fourth  day  of 
May,  1882,  and  prior  to  June  30,  1883,  there  have  been  sixty-five 
children  admitted,  but  there  were,  during  the  same  period,  twenty- 
two  dismissed,  eleven  deaths,  and  one  deserter,  leaving  the  number 
in  the  Institution  on  the  last  named  date  at  two  hundred  and 
thirty-nine. 

There  are  applications  for  very  many  more,  none  of  whom  can  be 
admitted  until  our  new  cottages  are  completed,  and  even  then  only  a 
limited  number. 

All  the  funds  given  us  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  which  have 
been  expended,  have  been  so  expended  with  a  view  to  get  the  most 
possible  for  the  money  and  to  best  subserve  the  interest  of  the  State. 

We  have  now  a  fine  farm  for  the  boys  to  cultivate,  and  one  which 
has  yielded  a  good  return,  as  the  Superintendent's  report  shows. 

The  money  appropriated  for  a  new  building  ($25,000.00)  we  found 
too  small  to  erect  a  main  building,  as  we  desired,  and  we  therefore 
determined  to  build  two  good  cottages  instead.  Contracts  were 
awarded,  therefore,  and  the  cottages  are  nearly  completed,  at  a  cost 
of  $18,702.00,  for  both.  The  balance  of  the  appropriation  having 
been  expended  in  steam  heating,  gas  fitting  and  grading,  except 
$1,000.00  which  was  applied  in  building  a  story  upon  the  laundry 
building.  The  expenditure  of  this  fund  has  been'  approved  by  the 
Executive  Council,  as  required  by  law. 

The  main  building  is  still  a  great  necessity,  and  all  improvements 
are  made  with  reference  to  its  speedy  erection. 
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We  ask  that  the  Legislature  give  us  an  amount  which,  while  less 
than  the  amount  required  by  similar  institutions,  will  be  sufficient  to 
build  a  good,  substantial  structure,  with  corridors.  For  this  purpose 
we  ask  175,000.00.  With  this  amount  we  believe  we  can  complete  a 
substantial  building, 

The  additional  appropriations  we  ask,  are: 

For  school  apparatus $     600.00 

For  baths,  water  closets  in  new  cottages  and  changing  same  in 

old  building 3,000.00 

For  repairs  on  roofs,  floors,  doors,  and  windows 4,000.00 

To  complete   inside   of  laundry,    purchase  3  power  washers, 

wringers,  mangle,  and  construct  dry-room,  etc 2,000.00 

For  new  boilers  with  fittings  complete  to  furnish  the  radiation 

required  for  cottages 1,500.00 

For  a  permanent  water  tower  of  sufficient  capacity  for  the  whole 

Institution,  and  for  complete  Are  protection 12,000.00 

For  hospital 5,000.00 

These  constitute  the  present  wants  of  our  Institution,  and  they  " 
are  all  of  absolute  necessity  for  the  increased  demands  made  upon 

Concluding,  would  say,  that  this  noble  charity,  which  a  few  years 
ago  commenced  with  but  a  single  inmate,  has  now  grown  to  be  one 
of  the  most  important  of  all  our  State  institutions.  Its  beneficent 
instruction  to  the  feeble  intellect  is  now  fully  appreciated  in  almost 
every  county  in  the  State. 

That  a  feeble  child  can  be  educated,  and  that  to  a  very  considera- 
ble degree,  is  a  demonstrated  fact  in  Iowa.  The  really  good  letters 
written  to  the  parents  by  many  of  the  children,  entirely  unaided, 
would  greatly  surprise  many  people  unacquainted  with  the  devel- 
opment of  naturally  weak  intellects.  But,  as  we  observed  in  our  last 
report,  if  there  were  no  good  results  whatever  from  educational 
training,  in  such  cases,  still,  the  habits  of  personal  cleanliness,  of 
politeness,  of  good  manners,  of  gentlemanly  and  lady-like  deport- 
ment, would  many  times  compensate  the  State  for  every  expense. 
One  need  pay  but  a  single  visit  to  such  an  institution  to  become  in- 
terested in  iU  work,  and  surprised  at  its  success. 

To  us  it  has  been  a  personal  charge  of  absorbing  interest,  increas- 
ing with  time  and  associations.  Although  the  coming  year  must 
sever   the ,  connection    of  some  of  us  as  members   of  the  Board  of 
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Trustees,  jet  we  are  confident  it  can  never  lessen  the  almost  fi 
solicitude  we  feel  for  these  confiding  wards  of  the  State,  n 
the  recollection  of  pleasant  associations  at  an  Institution  wl 
hope  may,  strengthening  as  it  grows,  soon  be  the  peer  of  a 
itar  one  in  any  Commonwealth  in  the  Union.

STJPEBINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 

"b  the  Board  of  Trustees: 

Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  present  herewith  (1),  a  state- 
ment of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  when  I  assumed  its  manage- 
nent  under. your  direction;  (2),  the  disposition  of  affairs  since;  (3), 
lie  most  pressing  needs  for  the  immediate  future. 

On  the  24th  day  of  May,  1882,  by  your  order,  I  assumed  the  con- 
trol of  the  Institution,  and  at  once  caused  an  inventory  of  property 
to  be  taken  with  as  great  a  degree  -of  accuracy  as  was  consistent  with 
the  circumstances.  An  abstract  copy  of  the  result  you  wilL  find  at- 
tached as  "Table  A." 

I  fonnd  in  the  Institution  two  hundred  and  eight  inmates;  one 
hundred  and  thirty-two  males,  and  seventy-six  females;  one  of  the 
latter  being  supported  as  a  private  pupil,  all  of  the  remainder  by  the 
State.

A  general  description  of  the  location  and  buildings  1 
by  my  predecessor,  Dr.  0.  W.  Archibald,  and  it  only  rt 
to  say  that  while  the  rooms  of  the  buildings  were  arra:

der,  having  been  recently  papered,  calcimined,  and 
buildings  lacked  proper  protection  from  the  weather; 
in  bad  condition,  several  of  the  rooms  being  flooded 
fall,  while  the  windows  and  floors  of  several  rooms  v.

You  will  also  observe  that  $0.31  was  the  amount  at  my  disposal  for 
repairs. 

As  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly  ordered  that  the  fiscal  year 
end  June  30,  this  report  covers  a  period  of  a  little  over  thirteen 
months,  or  exactly  four  hundred  and  one  days.

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The  school  department  has  been  in  as  good  condition  as  the  Uni- 
ted room  and  material  would  permit.  No  change  was  made  in  the 
:orps  of  teachers  till  the  close  of  the  session  last  summer,  when  the 
>  laces  left  vacant  by  the  resignations  of  Miss  Jennie  Van  Doren  and 
Miss  Lucy  Russell  were  filled  by  Mrs.  Dora  Moore  and  Miss  Ella 
i?  razee.     Miss  Anna  Townsend  was  also  added  to  the  teaching  force. 

The  progress  made  in  each  room  has  been  creditable,  and  a  review 
)f  the  standing  of  the  pupils  is  as  follows: 

Sixteen  read  passably  well  in  the  Fourth  Reader. 

Twelve  read  passably  well  in  the  Third  Reader. 

Twenty- four  read  passably  well  in  the  Second  Reader. 

Thirty  receive  instruction  from  chart  and  primer. 

Eighteen  can  write  to  their  friends  without  assistance. 

Thirty-four  can  print  and  copy  words  and  sentences. 

Eight  can  perform  examples  in  division. 

Twenty-lwo  receive  instruction  in  numbers. 

One  hundred  and  twenty  are  taught  by  object  lessons. 

Sixty  receive  oral  instruction  in  Geography. 

One  hundred  and  eighty  are  drilled  in  articulation  and  calisthenics. 

Twelve  receive  instruction  in  drawing. 

A  large  class,  varying  in  size,  has  been  doing  plain  sewing,  and  has 
lone  a  large  amount  of  work. 

The  whole  number  in  school  has  been  two  hundred;  one  hundred 
md  twenty-eight  males,  and  seventy-two  females.  They  have  been 
iivided  during  the  year  into  five  classes: 

The  first  grade,  taught  by  Mrs.  Dora  Moore,  received  instruction 
in  the  elementary  branches  taught  in  common  schools.  They  read 
juite  nicely  in  the  Third  and  Fourth  Readers,  and  their  copy  books, 
both  as  to  penmanship  and  neatness,  compare  favorably  with  those  of 
.■lasses  of  much  higher  pretensions.  Most  of  them  correspond  with 
their  friends  in  a  very  intelligent  manner.  They  are  quite  proficient 
in  the  fundamental  rules  of  arithmetic,  performing  creditably  exam- 
ples in  multiplication  and  division,  and  reciting  and  applying  cor- 
rectly the  standard  tables.  They  receive  oral  lessons  in  Geography 
mil  United  States  History,  and  are  familiar  with  the  outline  map  of 
lie  United  States.  Vocal  music  and  articulation  form  a  part  of  their 
?xercises;  while  calisthenics,  which  is  an  important  element  of  each, 
las  been  a  specialty  in  this  class.  Upon  this  kind  of  concert  exer- 
cise mainly  we  depend  for  developing  the  power  of  fixing  the  atten- 
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tioD,  of  awakening  the  dormant  sensibilities,  of  sti 
disposition  to  put  forth  effort  to  equal  or  excel  other 
furnishing  that  essential  mental  and  physical  discipli 
comes  the  foundation  of  whatever  we  may  reasonably  b 
plish  in  the  way  of  permanent  improvement. 

The  second  class,  taught  by  Miss  Laura  Baker,  are 
the  first  lessons  in  notation,  numeration,  addition,  am 
They  can  copy  short  sentences  on  the  blackboard  and 
can  read  in  the  First  and  Second  Readers.  They  alsc 
ins'ruction  in  United  States  History  and  Geography;  ai 
in  Arithmetic  and  Calisthenics. 

The  third  class,  taught  by  Mrs.  Phcebe  Rogers,  are 
word  reading  from  charts,  and  by  the  association  of 
printed  words.  Names  of  objects  learned  are  print 
boards  and  slates.  Before  leaving  this  grade,  the  pupi 
learned  to  read  short  sentences  correctly  from  charts,  a 
itably  from  the  First  Reader.  They,  also,  as  well  as  ■ 
classes,  receive  movement  training,  articulation,  marchi 

The  fourth  class,  taught  by  Miss  Ella  Frazee,  are  give 
in  numbers,  naming  words  and  letters  by  the  use  of  i. 
blackboards.  In  this  class  special  attention  is  given  1 
sons.  These  are  entertaining  and  instructive,  exercisin 
patience  and  ingenuity  of  the  children.  Tbey  are  also 
general  exercises  of  marching,  singing,  articulation  a 
exercises. 

The  fifth  and  lowest  class,  taught  by  Miss  Anna  Towi 
most  helpless,  noisy,  and  restless  of  any,  requiring  pati 
on  the  part  of  the  teacher  to  entertain  and  instruct  then 
of  objects  are  used  to  attract  attention  and  arouse  iute 
cause  an  exercise  of  will,  however  feeble,  in  the  dire 
cuting  simple  movements.  Simple  apparatus  is  used,  at 
special  pnrposc,  as  colored  cups  and  balls,  blocks  cut 
recesses,  ladders,  steps,  buttons,  peg  boards,  bean  bags, 
etc.  An  important  function  of  this  department,  which  i 
extent  true  of  the  whole  Institution  in  .all  its  departme 
rect  improper  habits  of  conduct,  and  establish  those  of  ; 
neatness. 

I  feel  that  our  teachers  have  done  earnest  and  faithfu 
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take  pleasure  in  making  this  expression  of  appreciation,  I  regret  to 
say  that  no  department  is  more  seriously  crippled  for  want  of  room 
and  appliances.  The  Institution  can  very  poorly  afford  to  neglect 
the  school,  which  is  the  central  feature  of  the  work,  and  by  far  the 
most  important.  So  much  has  been  said  from  time  to  time,  and  by 
those  of  riper  experience  and  more  extended  observation,  and  the 
direct  results  of  this  training  are  so  evident  throughout  every  other 
department  of  the  Institution,  that  it  seems  useless  to  enlarge  upon 
it.     I  shall  refer  to  the  matter  of  room  again. 

The  health  of  the  household  has  been  good  in  general,  and  the 
mortality,  as  you  see,  has  been  4  1-34  per  cent,  which,  in  my  opinion, 
is  very  low  for  this  class  of  children.  We  were  visited  by  epidemics 
of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria,  and  mumps,  during  th§  winter,  but,  for- 
tunately they  were  light  ones.    I  will  speak  of  them  again. 

Of  the  deaths,  live  were  from  phthisis,  two  congestion  of  the  brain, 
two  marasmus,  one  typhoid  fever,  and  one  cardiac  lesion. 

Our  location  is  certainly  quite  fortunate  as  to  health,  the  high  alti- 
tude exempting  our  household  from  a  large  share  of  sickness,  other- 
wise almost  certain.  No  case  of  ague  or  malarial  poison  has  ever 
been  recognized  in  the  Institution,  so  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn, 
except  where  the  patients'  systems  were  saturated  with  the  poison 
when  admitted. 

Here  let  me  call  your  attention  to  a  very  important  matter  in  the 
administration  of  the  Institution,  viz.:  the  necessity  for  better  hos- 
pital accommodations.  A  large  per  cent  of  our  children  possess  low 
vitality,  and  must  of  necessity  be  under  treatment  much  of  the  time. 
Under  the  most  favorable  circumstances  we  need  ample  and  conven- 
ient hospital  facilities.  Again,  many  of  our  children  are  exposed  to 
contagious  diseases  during  their  journey  to  the  Institution,  and  either 
from  ignorance  of  the  fact  or  indifference  on  the  part  of  parents  or 
friends,  the  officers  of  the  Institution  are  unable  to  ascertain  the 
facts  till  some  disease  manifests  itself.  A  little  girl  was  admitted 
from  Davenport  during  the  winter,  who,  the  sequel  proves,  had  been 
exposed  to  scarlet  fever,  but  as  we  had  no  knowledge  of  the  fact  she 
was  admitted  to  a  regular  class  till  she  was  taken  sick  and  the  dis- 
ease recognized.  I  at  once  took  every  precaution  with  this  malady 
the  circumslances  would  permit,  by  taking  all  of  the  children  from 
one  story  of  the  south  wing  and  devoting  the  whole  of  the  same  ir> 
the  care  of  the  sick.     Communication  was  cutoff  from   other  ii..ns 
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of  the  building  and  from  the  outside  community  for  a 
ough  disinfection  employed.  Thus  the  scarlet  fever  epi< 
tted  to  twelve  mild  cases.  I  consider  that  we  were,  tc 
very  fortunate  in  escaping  so  easily,  for  the  wcll-kr.owi 
these  epidemics,  as  to  malignity,  reminds  us  that  an 
under,  so  far  as  observable,  the  same  conditions,  might  ] 
ful  mortality.  A  department  should  be  provided  n. 
sick,  but  also  for  the  care  of  recent  admissions  during 
tionary  period.  The  building  fur  this  purpose  shoul 
from  the  other  buildings  and  provided  with  accommo 
to  its  purpose. 

The  balance  of  funds  in  the  treasury  May  24,  IB 
disposed  of  as  follows:  The  $254. 07  cow  fund  has  bei 
signed  except  a  small  balance,  and  has  been  a  valuab 
support,  though  not  sufficient  to  afford  as  much  milk  as 
a  large  part  of  the  time. 

A  portion  of  the  school  apparatus  fund  has  been 
only  a  balance  of  $15.65  to  aid  in  fitting  out  the  sch< 
proaohing  year.  I  would  respectfully  recommend  th; 
$600.00  for  this  purpose. 

The  appropriation  for  an  oven  has  not  been  expende 
consideration  it  seemed  injudicious  to  build  an  oven 
with  our  present  buildings,  from  their  evident  lack  of 
their  present  use,  and  the  strong  conviction  that  the 
Assembly,  after  examination,  will  regard  increased  ac 
a  necessity.  This  fund  could  then  be  expended  to  : 
new  stnioture. 

I  have  found  it  impossible  with  the  $400.00  appropri 
to  build  anything  very  near  meeting  our  wants,  thougl 
to  move  the  horse  barn  to  a  location  at  a  greater  disl 
living  rooms  where  an  appropriate  place  was  selected 
barnyards,  and  then  to  construct  near  it  a  small  stable 
This  has  rendered  good  service  but  we  have  been  u 
away  any  great  quantity  of  either  hay  or  grain,  1 
should  be  provided  for,  as  should  also  straw,  which  ^ 
quantities  for  beds. 

The  appropriation  for  water  closets,  of  #800.00,  wa 
providing  these  muoh  needed  conveniences,  but  any 
ivith  the  e.ftst  of  plumbing  work  will  readily  unders 
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amount  was  of  itself  sufficient  to  meet  the  barest  needs  of  but  a  small 
number  of  our  large  household.  By  using  the  small  balance  remain- 
ing from  the  sewerage  appropriation  to  apply  on  soil  pipe  and  fittings, 
and  drawing  some  on  the  water  supply  fund  to  complete  the  water 
connections  and  then  using  current  funds  for  enclosing  the  work  in 
plain  pine  boxing,  we  have  gotten  along  quite  fairly  in  this  particular. 
As  you  remember,  the  contract  for  plumbing  and  water  closet  work  was 
made  previous  to  my  connection  with  the  Institution.  By  your  order 
everything  was  eliminated  from  the  work  that  could  be  consistently 
at  the  time.  We  have  been  compelled  to  resort  to  the  old  plan  of 
portable  commodes  for  the  use  of  quite  a  number  of  our  children, 
which  we  should  not  be  obliged  to  do,  and  we  have  not  been  able  to 
provide  any  water  closets  for  the  cottages  under  process  of  construc- 
tion. To  fit  these  in  closets  and  bathing  facilities,  and  meet  the 
expense  of  changing  this  work  in  the  old  buildings,  will  require 
#3,000.00.  The  necessity  for  tl  is  is  so  evident  that  I  will  not  speak 
of  it  further. 

Having  only  #9.31  of  the  tl, 500.00  appropriated  for  repairs,  I  have 
been  entiiely  unable  to  make  any  of  the  improvements  which  the 
condition  of  the  buildings,  above  referred  to,  has  demanded.  It  will 
require  #4,000.00  to  put  the  roofs,  floors,  doors  and  windows  in 
proper  shape. 

One  hundred  and  ninety-eight  dollars  and  fifteen  cents  has  been 
expended  in  improving  the  fences  and  extending  the  same,  leaving 
#257.23  unexpended  June  30,  1883;  hut  I  have  reserved  this  for 
material  which  our  farm  help  can  use  to  the  best  advantage  when 
the  summer's  work  is  out  of  the  way. 

I  have  also  reserved  the  sura  of  #667.76  of  the  appropriation  for 
furniture  to  provide  bedsteads,  chairs,  etc.,  so  far  as  it  will,  in  the 
cottages  under  process  of  construction,  the  balance  of  the  fund  hav- 
ing been  expended  in  supplying  bedsteads,  chairs,  carpets,  etc.,  for 
the  old  buildings.  The  estimated  appropriation  needed  for  the  next 
period  will  be  covered  by  the  size  of  new  buildings  of  which  I  shall 
speak  hereafter. 

The  appropriation  for  range  was  practically  expended  prior  to  my 
administration. 

The  aid  furnished  our  library  has  been  highly  appreciated. 

The  disposition  made  of  the  beating  and  laundry  funds  should  be 
noticed  together.     After  carefully  considering  the  subject  it  seemed 
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desirable  that  the  laundry  should  be  adjacent  to  the  b 
the  advantage  of  steam,  and,  in  the  future,  power 
appropriation  of  $1,000.00  not  being  sufficient  to  fui 
building  and  machinery,  and  as  new  machinery  conic 
advantage  without  proper  room,  it  seemed  advisable 
heating  and  laundry  funds  and  build  a  plain  house 
ranged  that  the  lower  story  could  be  used  for  boiler 
upper  story  for  laundry  purposes.  This  was  accordin 
as  to  build  two  stories,  cover  and  floor,  leaving  it  ui 
wise.  The  heating  has  been  in  every  way  satisfaci 
late  severe  winter.  The  boiler  for  the  job  was  locate 
above,  and  so  arranged  with  reference  to  a  second  boi 
be  used  for  pumping  and  power  purposes,  that  both  < 
either  high  or  low  pressure,  one  for  high  and  one 
arranged  that  two  more  boilers  can  be  added  as  neede 

I  recommend  that  you  ask  the  General  Assembl 
finish  the  bnildings  inside  and  furnish  at  least  thr 
washers,  wringers,  mangle,  dry  room,  etc.  This  will 
You  will  remember  that  our  washing  is  done  by  our  1 
two  persons  employed  to  manage  the  work,  and  that 
dry  room.  You  can  readily  see  that  the  Institution  1 
mansions  too  great  to  depend  much  longer  upon  snch  pi 
this  kind  of  work.  The  domestic  management  is  s: 
with  and  annoyed  by  this  condition  of  affairs.  Tl 
many  of  our  children  is  suggestive  of  the  quantity  o 
goes  through  the  wash  daily,  and  the  necessity  of  tl 
cilities  for  cleaning  it. 

We  shall  also  require  two  other  boilers  as  soon  as  i 
in,  to  furnish  radiating  surface  for  the  cottages. 

As  stated  above,  the  severe  winter  just  experience! 
ing  apparatus  a  thorough  test,  there  being  no  time  t 
not  be  thoroughly  warmed  by  using  both  boilers. 

One  of  these  boilers  properly  belongs  to  the  water 
ment,  and  is  needed  most  of  the  time  for  pumping,  s 
pend  upon  it  for  heating;  and  the  additional  room  ■ 
referred  to  above,  will  make  additional  boilers  an  in 
sity.     These  with'fittings  will  require  4s  1,500.00. 

The  question  of  water  supply  is  always  of  import 
General  Assembly  quickly  recognized  this  in  the  case 
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lion,  and  I  found  last  May  #3,500  in  the  treasury  for  improving  this 
supply  and  giving  some  fire  protection. 

The  question  of  spending  the  appropriations  in  the  younger  insti- 
tutions is  constantly  embarrassed  by  the  lack  of  uniform  design  in 
the  various  details  of  improvements,  so  that  however  urgent  may  be 
the  demand  for  improvements,  every  conscientious  person  interested 
in  part  or  altogether  with  the  execution  of  such  improvements,  is 
often  perplexed  to  determine  how  far  ultimate  economy  and  design 
should  yield  to  expediency.  I  wish  to  speak  of  this  again  in  con- 
nection with  the  subject  of  new  buildings. 

As  to  the  water.  You  are  aware  that  the  old  well  has  given  prom- 
ise of  a  bountiful  supply,  but  it  is  about  one  hundred  and  twenty-five 
feet  deep,  and  requires  frequent  attention  to  keep  the  sand  from 
shutting  off  the  inlet,  so  it  did  not  seem  advisable  to  put  machinery 
of  sufficient  dimensions  to  supply  the  growing  demand  of  toe  Insti- 
tution into  this  well  and  depend  upon  it  alone  for  our  supply. 

After  making  some  investigations  upon  the  bottom  land  something 
over  a  thousand  feet  from  the  buildings,  it  was  found  that  water 
could  easily  be  found  at  from  fifteen  to  thirty  feet  depth,  and  a  well 
was  sunk  for  this  purpose,  and  so  located  that  in  case  of  failure  a 
supply  can  easily  be  obtained  from  Keg  creek.  A  No.  8  Blake  pump 
was  placed  here  and  supplied  with  steam  from  the  boiler  on  the  hill, 
throwing  a  stream  of  sufficient  size  to  supply  all  that  the  Institution 
will  use  for  years  to  come.  The  mechanical  portion  of  the  plan 
works  admirably  and  in  every  way  satisfactorily,  but  the  well  which 
I  have  since  re-enforced  by  another,  does  not  furnish  a  sufficient  sup- 
ply, so  that  if  a  small  amount  more  invested  in  boring  does  not 
afford  enough,  it  will,  I  think,  be  advisable  to  open  up  communica- 
tion with  the  creek  where  a  supply  for  general  purposes  can  be  ob- 
tained in  abundance.  For  cooking  and  drinking  purposes  no  better 
water  can  be  found  than  is  furnished  by  the  old  well,  which  we  have 
drawn  upon  continually  to  help  out  the  lower  ones.  I  believe  it  ad- 
visable to  put  a  deep  well  pump  in  the  old  well,  which  will  furnish  all 
of  the  pure  water  needed.  The  pump  which  has  been  used  here  was 
a  cheaply  fitted  one,  put  in  two  years  ago,  when  there  were  no  funds 
to  furnish  a  better  one,  and  is  nearly  worn  out.  This  latter  change  I 
shall  feel  compelled  to  make  from  current  funds  if  the  matter  meets 
with  your  approval. 
I  have  provided  a  good  coil  of  two  inch  hose  for  each  story  of  our 
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building,  bo  that  a  partial,  but  not  satisfactory,  fire  pi 
afforded  so  long  as  the  small  tank  of  water  holds  out. 
serious  matter  conneoted  with  this  whole  subject  now,  I 
cerning  general  water  supply  and  fire  protection,  is  th 
tank  capacity.  Ton  will  remember  that  it  was  deemed  i 
make  the  old  tank  (of  one  hundred  and  thirty  barrels  c; 
swer  till  an  appropriation  could  be  had  for  what  would 
necessary  by  this  year.  Accordingly  the  tank  was  pis 
attic  of  the  old  building,'  the  only  available  place  that  co 
temporarily  for  giving  sufficient  pressure.  Of  course  t 
temporary,  as  its  position  is  both  unsafe  and  annoying  fit 
and  the  capacity  not  over  one  tenth  what  it  should  be,  as  ' 
polled  to  run  the  pumps  either  continually  at  a  slow  r; 
often  during  the  day,  so  that  a  minimum  amount  of  work 
the  fuel  consumed.  In  my  opinion  we  should  have  a  seps 
tower  erected,  designed  to  support  on  brick  or  iron,  at  leaf 
of  sufficient  size,  and  at  such  height  that  a  pressure  c 
constantly  at  the  highest  part  of  any  building  on  the  grot: 
a  structure  could  also  be  used  for  shopH  and  tool  rooms. 

I  can  see  no  reason  why  this  matter,  so  important  in  ev 
cannot  be  disposed  of  during  this  period,  and  that  in  sac 
as  to  dispose  of  it  for  all  time  to  come,  so  far  as  any  calc 
be  made. 

It  would,  I  think,  require  $12,000.00  for  this  purpose  ai 
pletion  of  the  fire  protection,  and  I  can  think  of  no  c 
which  that  amount  could  be  more  satisfactorily  invested. 

The  appropriation  for  land  was  expended  as  designed, : 
highly  gratified  with  the  result.  While  our  farm  of  one  h 
eighty  acres  will  soon  be  small  for  the  Institution,  it  al 
ready  appreciable  remuneration.  Our  garden  has  afford' 
June  30,  863  dozen  radishes,  816  dozen  onions,  327  doze) 
56  bushels  lettuce,  and  12  bushels  peas.  Besides  we  have 
dred  grape  vines,  one  hundred  and  fifty  apple  trees,  and 
small  fruit  growing.  There  are  over  two  hundred  apple  1 
farm,  some  of  which  already  bear  fruit.  Of  the  farm,  fifi 
in  corn,  thirty  acres  in  oats,  and  eight  acres  in  potatoes,  v 
are  furnishing  our  tables  abundantly  with  a  fine  article  at 
writing.  All  of  our  crops  are  in  good  condition,  and  pr 
results. 
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You  will  recollect  that  I  purchased  last  year  thirty  acres  of  corn 
in  the  field,  jast  after  planting,  which  was  tended  by  our  men  and 
boys,  and  furnished  corn  for  our  stock  till  May.  The  fodder  was 
also  carefully  gathered,  and  lasted  both  cows  and  horses  till  May  fol- 
lowing. We  will  have  forty  or  fifty  acres  for  pastnrage  this  year, 
having  been  heretofore  compelled  to  herd  our  stock  most  of  the  time. 
The  farm  can  now  represent  a  feature  of  the  work  which,  at  no  dis- 
tant day,  will  be  a  very  important  department  of  training,  as  well  as 
an  important  element  of  support.  On  this  subject  my  predecessor 
has  already  dwelt  at  length  in  former  reports,  and  it  only  remains  for 
me  to  express  satisfaction  in  the  fact  that  our  land  fortunately  com- 
bines good  farming  qualities  with  the  advantages  of  pleasant  pleas- 
ure grounds  for  our  children.  Not  only  have  we  the  grove  in  front 
of  the  buildings,  which  will  require  but  little  to  develop  it  into  an 
elegant  park,  but  we  have  a  good  grove  of  ten  acres  about  one  mile 
from  the  buildings,  which  can  in  a  short  time  be  made  a  beautiful, 
shady  picnic  ground,  where  our  whole  "family"  can  be  handsomely 
entertained  at  times  during  the  pleasant  weather.  This  is  a  fact  of 
no  mean  importance  in  the  exercise  of  the  functions  of  an  institu- 
tion of  this  kind.  Nothing  relieves  the  monotony  of  our  routine 
life  and  inspires  new  energy  into  even  the- lowest  of  our  children 
like  these  frequent  excursions  into  the  groves,  where  they  can  in- 
dulge  in  swinging,  romping,  climbing,  or  such  other  sports  as  their. 
nature  and  the  occasion  suggest,  in  the  pure  open  air. 

The  business  connected  with  the  construction  of  the  cottages  is 
already  so  familiar  to  your  body  that  no  special  mention  need  be 
made,  but  I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  for  addi- 
tional room  now. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  the  proper  method  of  expending  the 
#35,000  appropriation  granted  by  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly 
was  an  embarrassing  question  to  your  body,  from  the  fact  that  it  was 
not  nearly  adequate  to  build  what  was  needed,  and  what  was  contem- 
plated by  your  body  when  asked  for;  and  as  I  became  familiar  with 
the  work,  I  was  convinced  of  the  positive  necessity  of  limiting  the 
accessions  to  the  population  in  the  Institution;  and,  acting  upon  this, 
I  have  admitted  only  (1),  those  already  promised;  (2)  those  who 
from  their  higher  grade  would  be  the  least  expense  and  care;  (3) 
those,  whose  circumstances  of  poverty,  etc.,  were  such  that  I  could 
not  consistently  refuse  them.    This  policy  has  continued  during  the 
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entire  year,  limiting  the  admissions  to  sixty-five  out  o: 
and  nine  applications.  In  addition  to  this  there  are  a 
that  will  make  our  population  two  hundred  and  fifty  a 
of  the  coming  session  of  school. 

I  do  not  see  how  we  can  be  justified  in  exceeding 
more  room  can  be  supplied  for  their  care  and  for  the  ge 
ment.  It  is  to  be  remembered  that  not  only  the  livin| 
rooms  for  our  children  are  overcrowded,  but  every  deps 
Institution  is  similarly  and  literally  packed.  All  of  t 
can  be  used  for  dining  purposes  is  crowded  full  (incl 
ment  cellar  room,  poorly  lighted,  a  portion  of  one  hall 
the  kitchen),  so  that  a  person  can  scarcely  pass  througt 
and  then  from  twenty-five  to  fifty  have  to  be  fed  in  the! 

In  the  school  department  the  only  room  that  we  car 
eral  purposes  is  twenty-seven  by  thirty-three  feet,  so  ths 
seen  that,  after  deducting  room  for  piano  and  stairway 
comfortable  standing  room  for  all  of  our  children,  and  ' 
for  those  who  assemble  every  day,  saying  nothing 
capacity.  We  should  have  a  chapel,  or  general  asseml 
trally  located,  and  of  sufficient  capacity  to  seat  all  of 
when  desired.  For  lack  of  this  we  have  not  been  pern 
the  children  any  collective  entertainment,  which  we  sho 
do  frequently.  We  have  three  school-rooms  for  five  te: 
been  compelled  to  use  one  play-room  and  one  dormiti 
purposes.  The  rooms  we  have  are  not  over  one  half 
should  be;  and,  for  the  number  of  children  we  have,  w 
at  least  twelve  teachers. 

A  room  fifteen  by  eighteen  feet  serves  as  best  it  can  I 
no  comments  are  necessary!  The  general  office  is  a 
seventeen  feet.  Our  help  are  crowded  together  in  a  vt 
tory  manner  —  more  to  get  along  than  to  live. 

Three  classes,  comprising  about  eighty  children,  a 
frame  building,  unsafe,  and  otherwise  unsuitable  for  tl 
one  grade  of  forty  boys  has  been  accommodated  for  ; 
in  one  story  of  the  unfinished  laundry  building,  using 
sleeping  at  night  and  for  ironing  during  the  day.  E< 
the  room  needed,  in  the  present  shape  it  would  be  exce< 
venieut.  The  classification  of  the  children,  as  in  my 
should  be  classified,  is  entirely  impossible,  while  the  doi 
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meats  are  constantly  embarrassed  by  the  want  of  adaptation  of  the 
various  departments  to  their  respective  kinds  of  work,  and  their 
inconvenience  with  reference  to  one  another.  It  has  only  been  by 
using  the  same  rooms  for  various  purposes,  without  reference  to  con- 
venience, that  we  have  gotten  along  without  very  serious  difficulty, 
and  we  have  only  permitted  this  in  anticipation  of  better  accommo- 
dations soon. 

The  new  cottages  will  accommodate  about  one  hundred  and  fifty 
children,  thus  leaving  still  one  hundred  in  the  old  buildings,  and 
about  one  third  of  these  in  the  old  frame  referred  to.  We  can  also 
increase  the  dining-room  and  the  hospital  some,  and  make  a  few 
other  slight  changes;  but  we  will  not  then  be  able  to  give  any  depart- 
ment what  it  positively  demands  in  the  way  of  room.  While  we 
shall  appreciate  highly  our  new  buildings,  which  will  be  very  satis- 
factory to  the  extent  of  their  capacity,  you  will  readily  see  that  our 
needs  are  really  relieved  only  to  a  very  small  degree. 

So  far  I  have  only  considered  the  number  of  inmates  that  are  in 
the  Institution,  or  will  be  this  summer.  This  is  but  a  limited  view, 
while,  with  the  charge  that  the  State  has  to  provide  for  now,  she  cer- 
tainly cannot  avoid  her  evident  duty  to  provide,  as  soon  as  possible, 
all  accommodations  needed.  It  would  be  a  very  short-sighted  policy 
on  the  part  of  those  of  us  who  are  held  responsible  for  the  work,  to 
fail  in  recognizing  the  demands  of  the  future,  as  well  as  the  needs  of 
the  present. 

There  are  at  the  present  time  one  hundred  applications  on  file  for 
which  admissions  have  not  been  granted,  so  that  after  eliminating 
those  who,  from  age  and  other  reasons,  could  not  be  admitted,  there 
are  at  the  lowest  calculation  three  hundred  pupils  who  would  be  in 
the  Institution  at  present  if  there  were  room.  Further,  the  number 
of  applications  is  constantly  increasing,  and  we  have  every  reason  to 
believe  that  they  will  till  we  have  at  least  double  the  number  of 
which  we  now  have  any  account.  I  certainly  should  not  place  the 
number  below  six  hundred  of  those  who  will  be  the  constant  wards 
of  the  Institution  in  a  very  few  years;  and  I  draw  this  conclusion  as 
a  legitimate  deduction  from,  the  history  of  this,  and  similar  institu- 
tions in  other  States,  and  the  late  census  returns. 

The  State  of  Iowa  reports  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  four- 
teen feeble-minded  children,  of  whom  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  sixty  were,  in  1880,  at  home,  neither  provided  for  in  insane  hos- 
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pitals  or  institutions  of  this  class.  The  number  of  ina 
«  at  the  same  time  was  two  thousand  five  hundred  and  ft 
as  the  collection  of  statistics  upon  the  former  subject 
more  difficult  than  in  the  case  of  the  insane,  both  from  ■ 
recognize  mental  imbecility  in  young  children,  and  the 
verance  in  denying  it  when  recognized,  we  readily  cone] 
census  returns  give  us  an  estimate  much  too  small. 

What  we  want  then  is  a  main  building  of  sufficient 
the  general  work,  dining-rooms,  kitchen,  assembly  and  i 
and  offices.  The  building  now  used  for  these  purposes  < 
used  is  a  cottage,  and  we  need  every  foot' of  it  to  pro] 
our  children. 

The  State  could  then  build  cottages  as  the  populate 
and  each  one  so  built  would  be  a  part  of  the  general  wh 

The  main  structure  need  not  be  a  ponderous  one,  but  i 
tainly  be  well  built  and  fire  proof. 

In  my  opinion  we  cannot  condemn  too  highly  the  prat 
ing,  in  a  superficial  and  flimsy  manner,  buildings  of  t 
which  will  settle,  crack,  and  in  a  short  time  be  in  a 
manding  constant  repairs,  that  in  a  very  few  years  cost 
good  edifice  originally. 

I  believe  it  of  the  utmost  importance  that  everything 
way  of  permanent  improvements,  be  spent  in  the  execut 
eral  plan,  so  that  instead  of  so  much  remodeling  from 
each  additional  appropriation  will  build  to  the  best  adv; 
of  a  symmetrical  whole.  The  expenditures  of  the  pai 
been  made  in  accordance  with  this  idea;  and  for  this  r 
know,  after  the  unsuccessful  efforts  to  procure  plans  1: 
would  provide  the  room  we  most  needed  and  not  excee< 
appropriated,  I  have  emphatically  discouraged  the  idea 
build  a  main  building  until  it  could  be  done  properly; 
to  me  that  time  has  certainly  come.  Our  present  situat 
it,  and  the  immediate  future  makes  it  doubly  imperative 

I  find  that  we  are  not  able  to  give  our  children  the  f 
the  $10.00  per  month  support  fund  intended  for  them  as 
plated  by  the  last  General  Assembly  when  it  authorized 
ation  for  general  expenses,  for  we  cannot  properly  orgs 
drawing  upon  the  support  fnnd  for  paying  wages.     Thi 
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not  be  compelled  to  do,  and  your  attention  is  respectfully  directed  to 
this  necessity  of  increasing  the  ordinary  fund. 

Occasional  complaints  are  sent  to  this  office  because  bills  for  cloth- 
ing are  sent  to  counties  made  out  against  persons  who  have  moved 
out  of  the  counties.  As  the  law  now  is  we  have  no  option,  but  must 
send  to  the  county  from  which  the  child  came.  This  sometimes  leads 
to  the  trouble  mentioned,  and  in  justice  to  the  counties  the  law 
should  be  changed. 

To  all  friends  of  the  Institution  who  so  kindly  and  generously  re- 
membered our  household  in  the  matter  of  Christmas  presents,  news- 
papers, and  other  donations,  I  wish  to  acknowledge  my  sincere 
thanks.  I  owe  much  of  whatever  success  has  attended  my  efforts  in 
the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Institution  to  the  officers, 
teachers  and  employes,  and  it  is  with  pleasure  that  I  take  this  occa- 
sion to  express  my  gratitude  and  appreciation  of  their  fidelity  to  the 
cause  and  their  faithful  and  earnest  work.  I  gratefully  acknowledge 
the  many  courtesies  that  you,  gentlemen  of  the  Board,  have  shown 
me,  and  I  feel  that  to  your  wise  and  generous  counsel  and  full  sup- 
port, I  owe  very  much.  I  beg  that  whatever  imperfections  you  may 
have  found  in  my  administration  may  be  looked  upon  with  a  reason- 
able degree  of  charity,  and  charged,  rather  to  a  lack  of  extended 
experience,  than  to  a  disposition  to  be  cither  arbitrary  on  the  one 
hand,  or  indifferent  on  the  other. 

Trusting  that  this,  one  of  the  noblest  of  the  State's  charities,  the 
support  of  which  is  one  of  the  plainest  duties  of  the  State,  may 
grow  into  continually  increasing  usefulness,  and  meet  at  the  bands 
of  the  State-  that  generous  support  which  I  realize  it  deserves,  I 
respectfully  submit  this  report  to  you,  and  ask  for  it  that  considera- 
tion which  the  work  demands,  however  poorly  its  cause  may  be  rep- 
resented. m

The  education  imparted  to  this  class,  includes  not  < 
elements  of  instruction  of  our  common  schools,  wher 
cable,  but  embraces  a  course  of  training  in  the  more 
ters  of  every-day  life,  the  cultivation  of  habits  of  c 
priety  and  self-reliance,  and  to  develop  and  enlarge  th 
useful  occupations. 

To  promote  these  objects,  children  will  receive  t 
and  such  moral  and  hygenic  treatment,  as  their  pecul 
conditions  demand. 

Mental  imbecility  depends  upon  some  abnormal  or 
veloped  condition  of  the  physical  system,  a  conditic 
nervous  organization  is  especially  defective,  preventin 
ous  and  natural  development  of  the  mental  and  moral 

Idiots  and  imbeciles,  as  a  rule,  are  feeble  in  bod 
mind.  Their  gait  and  voluntary  movements  are  gent 
and  slow,  and  their  special  senses  inactive  and  undev 
wanting  in  nervous  and  muscular  power.  Physical  t 
velopment,  therefore,  are  essential,  in  order  that  th 
provement  may  become  permanent,  hence  the  importi 
sity  of  gymnastic  and  calisthenic  exercises  in  their  tr 

The  very  feeble  power  of  attention  must  be  cult 
creased  by  the  most  attractive  means.    The  special 
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trained  and  educated,  vicious  habits  are  to  be  corrected,  and  the  idea 
of  obedience  and  moral  obligation  must  be  planted  and  nourished. 

Some,  who  are  only  backward,  and  are  undeveloped  from  being 
misunderstood,  or  abused,  can  be  brought  out  and  reclaimed  by  spe- 
cial means.  Many  others  can  be  arrested  in  their  downward  course, 
made  orderly  and  obedient,  docile  and  industrious;  and  all  can  be 
improved  in  their  general  condition. and  habits. 

In  order  to  secure  these  blessings  to  this  afflicted  class,  they  must 
have  that  special  care,  treatment  and  instruction,  which  cannot  be 
obtained  in  the  family  at  home,  or  in  private  medical  practice,  or  by 
any  of  the  ordinary  methods  of  education;  and  it  is  only  in  some 
institution,  well  arranged  and  directed  for  the  accomplishment  of 
these  special  objects,  that  they  can  receive  such  benefits.  Each  indi- 
vidual case  must  be  studied,  and  treated  as  its  peculiarities  demand. 

Every  child  and  youth  residing  in  the  State,  between  the  ages  of 
five  and  eighteen,  who  by  reason  of  deficient  intellect  is  rendered 
unable  to  acquire  an  education  in  the  common  schools,  shall  be  enti- 
tled to  receive  the  physical  and  mentat  training  and  care  of  this  In- 
stitution at  the  expense  of  the  State. 

The  special  system  of  instruction,  training  and  management  ad- 
hered to  in  this  Institution,  renders  it  a  desirable  residence  for  all 
children  of  this  class. 

Applications  for  admission  shall  be  made,  "First,  By  the  father 
and  mother,  or  either  of  these  if  the  other  be  adjudged  insane.  Sec- 
ond, By  the  guardian  duly  appointed.  Third,  In  all  other  cases  by 
the  board  of  supervisors  of  the  county  in  which  the  child  resides. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  board  of  supervisors  to  make  such  appli- 
cation for  any  such  child  that  has  no  living  sane  parent  or  guardian 
in  the  State,  unless  such  child  is  comfortably  provided  for  already." 

"The  form  of  application  for  admission  into  the  Institution  shall 
be  such  as  the  trustees  prescribe,  and  each  application  shall  be  accom- 
panied by  answers  to  such  interrogatories  as  the  trustees  shall  re- 
quire propounded." 

The  Institution  is  under  the  management  of  me  di  call  officer  s,  and 
the  inmates  receive  all  ordinary  medical  and  hospital  treatment  free 
of  charge. 

The  progress  and  improvement  of  our  children  have  been  very  en- 
oouraging,  and  parents  and  friends  almost  invariably  express  satiafao-

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tio*  "with  the  results  in  the  comparatively  short  time  t 
have  been  under  training. 

Our  Institution  is  open  'daily,  except  Sundays  and 
visitors  and  the  public,  at  all  reasonable  hours,  and  all 
cordially  invited  to  visit  our  school,  but  earnestly  requei 

Eaoh  child  admitted  should  be  provided  with  at  least 
of  clothing,  which  will  be  registered  when  the  child 
Such  clothing  as  may  be  needed  subsequently  will  be 
the  Superintendent,  registered,  and  a  bill  of  the  same  re 

As  a  matter  of  convenience  these  bills  will  be  sent  fc 
of  the  county  in  which  the  parents  reside,  so  that  thf 
tied  by  said  parents  near  home. 

The  board  of  supervisors  of  said  county  shall  detern 
ability  of  said  parents  to  pay  their  bills  so  rendered,  a 
inability,  they  shall  be  paid  by  the  county.

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To  the  Twentieth  General  Assembly: 

Your  committee  appointed  to  visit  the  Asylum  for  Feeble-minded 
children,  at  Glenwood,  respectfully  present  the  following  report: 

On  the  6th  and  7th  inets.  we  visited  the  Asylum  and  made  a  care- 
ful examination  of  the  buildings,  grounds,  and  general  management 
of  the  Institution,  including  the  expenditure  of  the  money  appropri- 
ated by  the  last  General  Assembly.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  the 
funds  so  appropriated  have  all  been  wisely  and  economically  ex- 
pended. 

There  are  now  employed  forty-nine  persons  to  care  for  the  inmates 
and  perform  all  the  duties  necessary  to  the  management  and  control 
of  the  Asylum. 

The  following  table  shows  the  names  of  these  persons,  the  kind  of 
service  they  severally  perform,  and  the  price  paid  each.  All  of  these 
employed  have  their  board,  fuel,  lights  and  washing,  at  the  expense  of 
the  State:

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The  above  list  of  employes  may,  to  such  as  have  never  visited  the 
Institution,  seem  too  large,  but  your  committee  are  satisfied  that  no 
more  help  is  employed  than  is  abaolutdy  neceuary.  The  price  paid  is 
really  a  poor  compensation  when  considering  the  constant  vigil  nec- 
essary to  properly  control  and  care  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  pupils, 
the  number  now  in  the  Institution,  whose  every  movement  must  be 
directed  by  some  one  of  the  teachers  or  other  employes.  These 
teachers  seem  inspired  with  a  commendable  seal  far  beyond  that 
which  can  be  induced  by  a  mere  money  consideration.  Seldom,  if 
ever,  is  such  patience,  perseverance  and  energy  manifested  as  we 
here  witnessed.  Your  committee  are  unanimous  in  the  opinion  that 
this  Institution  should  be  made  perpetual  and  so  enlarged  at  the  ear- 
liest possible  date  as  to  accommodate  all  this  unfortunate  class  of 
imbeciles.  This  should  be  done  not  so  much  on  the  theory  of  char- 
ity but  on  the  higher  ground  of  public  policy,  or,  rather  public  safety 
The  reports  show  that  a  large  majority  of  the  inmates  are  congenital 
mental  imbeciles,  the  very  sight  of  which  is  really  distressing, 
if  not  absolutely  revolting.  We  know  of  no  reported  case  where 
one  snoh  of  the  class  referred  to  has  been  cured  or  materially  bene- 
fitted by  any  course  of  treatment  now  known  to  science.  To  turn 
out  into  the  world  one  such,  to  reproduce  its  kind,  is,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  undersigned,  not  only  cruel  but  a  high  crime  against  the  true 
spirit  of  our  laws,  both  human  and  divine,  and  almost  certain  to 
visit  the  present  and  future  generations  with  untold  misery  and  mis- 
fortune. 

To  advance  them  intellectually  only  in  a  small  degree,  which  is  all 
that  can  be  expected,  and  then  turn  them  adrift  on  society  only  en- 
hances the  danger  already  referred  to.  Had  your  committee  the  re- 
motest idea  that  suoh  would  be  the  future  policy  of  the  State,  we 
would  not  recommend  the  appropriation  of  a  single  dollar  to  perpefe 
uate  the  Institution,  but,  on  the  contrary,  would  earnestly  urge  that 
it  at  once  be  abolished  as  an  institution  calculated  to  infuse  the  most 
dreadful  poison  into  the  veins  of  our  progressive  race.  Again,  what- 
ever advancement  may  be  made  in  the  class  just  referred  to,  can  in 
no  case  be  sufficient  to  qualify  them  to  meet  and  discharge  the  duties 
of  life  not  even  so  far  as  to  support  themselves  for  any  considerable 
time.  When  turned  out  then,  or  permitted  to  go  from  the  Institu- 
tion, which  should  be  their  permanent  home,  they  at  once  become 
the  easy  prey  of  the  crafty,  the  unscrupulous  and  the  vicious,  and 
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sooner  or  later  die  of  starvation  and  want,  or  drift  into  alms  or  poor 
houses.  Certain  it  is,  that  what  little  scholastic  attainments  they 
may  be  able  to  acquire  can  be  of  no  protection  to  them,  and  of  hat 
little  or  no  value  whatever. 

As  viewed  by  your  committee  then,  less  time  and  labor  should  he 
expended  by  way  of  vainly  attempting  to  instruct  them  in  letters, 
and  more  attention  given  to  manual  labor  and  pursuits.  Many  of 
them,  we  think,  may  be  so  trained  as  to  in  a  degree  be  of  service  to 
the  State  byway  of  cultivating  the  farm  belonging  to  the  Institution, 
and  producing  a  large  portion  of  the  necessary  food  that  now  has  to 
be  purchased  in  the  markets.  The  females  should,  as  far  as  possible, 
be  instructed  and  required  to  do  the  kitchen  and  laundry  work,  nearly 
all  of  which  is  now  done  by  hired  help.  In  this  manner  the  running 
or  ordinary  expenses  could  be,  by  a  few  years  careful  and  persistent 
training,  greatly  lessened,  and  with  a  reasonable  amount  of  cultiva- 
table  land  might,  we  think,  if  properly  managed  "and  utilized,  place 
the  Institution  on  a  self-supporting  basis,  or  nearly  so. 

True  it  is,  we  think,  that  the  State  should  adopt  a  rigorous  policy, 
and  quarantine  such  cases  as  are  hopeless  for  life,  and  so  increase  the 
capacity  of  the  Institution  as  to  be  able  to  furnish  a  permanent  home 
for  all  such  as  are  now  there,  or  may  hereafter  be  admitted.  We  are 
led  to  believe  that  the  commingling  of  the  sexes,  of  the  class  last 
referred  to  is  wholly  pernicious,  and  adds  greatly  to  the  care  and  re- 
sponsibility, which  is  certainly  very  great  now,  devolving  upon  those 
in  charge.  But  to  effect  this  necessary  change  much  more  room  is 
required. 

The  present  Superintendent,  Dr.  Powell,  concurs  with  your  commit- 
tee in  the  views  hereinbefore  expressed,  and  is,  as  we  verily  believe, 
doing  all  that  can  possibly  be  done  to  advance  the  best  interests  of 
this  asylum,  and  to  carry  out  the  spirit  and  intent  of  the  act  that 
created  it.  The  State  may  well  be  congratulated  on  securing  the  ser- 
vices of  so  faithful  and  able  an  official. 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  report  [and  recommendations  of 
the  Trustees  of  this  Institution,  so  far  as  the  same  relate  to  appro- 
priations by  the  General  Assembly.  They  earnestly  ask  an  appropri- 
ation of  $75,000  to  construct  a  central  building,  with  corridors. 

Such  a  building,  as  we  believe,  is  absolutely  necessary  and  in  fact 
indispensible,  but  owing  to  the  pressing  demands  of  some  of  the 
other  State  institutions  at  this  time,  we  have  concluded  to  reduce  the 
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amount  asked  and  recommend  that  $60,000  be  appropriated  and 
applied  to  this  purpose,  and  that  the  same  be  so  expended  as  to  par- 
tially complete  the  building  at  least  and  fit  it,  or  the  greater  portion 
of  it,  for  occupancy  within  the  present  year. 

We  find  the  old  building  formerly  occupied  as  a  Soldiers'  Orphans' 
Home  sadly  ont  of  repair,  especially  the  roof  and  floors.  A  better 
and  larger  supply  of  water  must  be  had,  and  cannot  be  delayed  with 
safety  to  the  lives  of  the  inmates. 

In  addition  to  the  $60,000  for  the  new  building  referred  to,  we 
recommend  appropriations  as  follows: 

For  school  apparatus,  $600. 

Baths,  water  closets  in  new  cottages  'and  changing  same  in  old 
building,  $2,500. 

Repairing  old  building,  $4,000. 

To  complete  inside  of  laundry,  etc.,  $1,500. 

New  boilers,  $1,600. 

Permanent  water  tower,  $19,000, 

Painting,  bedding,  etc.,  $2,500. 

Necessary  grading  and  completing  basement  story  under  gymna 
sium,  $4,000. 

Enlarging  smoke-stack,  $200. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Trustees  it  will  be  seen  that  the 
above  appropriations  recommended  by  us,  are,  in  the  aggregate, 
many  thousands  of  dollars  less  than  the  sum  by  them  asked,  not  on 
the  ground  that  they  have  asked  more  than  is  really  needed,  but  on 
the  theory  that  the  State  is  not  prepared  to  meet  all  the  demands 
that  will  be  made  upon  her  treasury. 

In  conclusion  permit  ns  to  say  that  the  present  management  is 
admirable  and  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  State,  but  that  it  may 
still  be  much  improved  by  adopting  some,  if  not  all,  of  the  changes 
herein  referred  to  and  recommended,  will  not,  we  think,  be  ques- 
tioned by  any  one  giving  the  subject  a  careful  and  impartial  consid- 
eration.

Sir — I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  transmit  to  you,  on  behalf  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Iowa  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Mount 
Pleasant,  their  twelfth  biennial  report,  together  with  the  report  of 
the  Superintendent,  and  statistical  and  other  exhibits,  showing  the 
operations  of  the  period,  and  the  present  condition  of  the  Institution.

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To  His  Excellency,  Buren  R.  Sherman,    Governor  of  the  State  of 
Towa: 

The  Trustees  respectfully  submit  their  twelfth  biennial  report, 
accompanied  by  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  exhibits  of 
the  Steward  and  Treasurer. 

All  the  regular  meetings  of  the  Board  required  by  law  have  been 
held  during  this  period,  and  monthly  visits  by  one  or  two  Trustees 
each  intervening  month,  between  the  regular  quarterly  meetings  of 
the  Board. 

The  improvements  and  repairs  have  been  made  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  Superintendent,  with  the  advice  and  counsel  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees.  The  work  is  well  and  substantially  done,  and  has 
the  approval  of  the  Trustees. 

Some  changes  in  the  present  law  would  simplify  its  working,  and 
be  in  the  line  of  true  economy;  among  which  we  suggest  that  the 
Hospital  be  relieved  from  the  burden  of  paying  the  State  Visiting 
Committee.  If  paid  as  the  matter  now  stands,  it  must  be  out  of  the 
current  expense  funds.  This  is  not  a  legitimate  charge  to  that  fund, 
and  fails  to  represent  truthfulness. 

Again,  section  1,419  of  the  Code  provides  for  the  removal  of  pa- 
tients who  have  no  legal  settlement  in  the  State,  if  the  Trustees  see 
fit  and  proper.  This  class  of  patients  is  constantly  increasing,  like 
tramps  drifting  in  from  distant  States  and  Canada.  There  being  no 
provision  made  for  the  payment  of  the  expense  of  removal,  this  has 
become  a  serious  burden  upon  the  State.  One  of  these  might  cost 
from  one  to  four  thousand  dollars  to  keep  through  life.  Less  than 
one  year's  expense  would  remove  the  most  distant. 

The  removal  of  patients  from  the  Hospital  by  the  board  of  county 
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commissioners  of  insanity,  before  recovery,  seems  fraught  with  dan- 
ger, destroying  the  chance  of  final  recovery,  by  sending  them  bark 
to  their  former  condition  when  first  placed  in  the  Hospital,  when 
a  month  or  two  longer  stay  bid  fair  to  restore  them  to  family 
and  friends  in  comfortable  health.  Should  there  be  two  authorities 
on  this  point,  the  county  commissioners  and  Hospital  Superintend- 
ent? If  not,  which  is  best  qualified  to  come  to  a  correct  judgment  in 
the  case?  We  suggest  that  the  law  be  so  modified  that  when  a  dif- 
ference of  opinion  occurs  between  the  commissioners  of  insanity  of 
any  county  and  the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  in  regard  to  th« 
propriety  of  discharging  any  patient,  the  matter  be  referred  to  the 
Board  of  Trustees  for  final  settlement. 

The  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  if  changed  from 
the  first  Wednesday  of  the  month  to  the  second,  would  lessen  the 
labor  of  making  returns  and  give  a  few  days  in  which  txTclose  uy 
accounts. 

We  refer  your  Excellency  to  the  aecompanyingreport  of  the  Medi- 
cal Superintendent,  as  containing  what  we  deem  necessary  in  the  way 
of  appropriations  for  repairs  and  permanent  improvements  during 
this  biennial  period,  premising  in  the  language  of  the  Association  nf 
Medical  Superintendents  of  American  Institutions  for  the  Insane, 
assembled  at  Toronto,  Canada,  in  1871,  "that  no  expense  that  is  re- 
quired to  provide  just  as  many  of  these  hospitals  as  may  be  necessary 
to  give  the  most  enlightened  care  to  all  their  insane,  can  properly  he 
regarded  as  either  unwise,  inexpedient,  or  beyond  the  means  of  any 
■one  of  the  United  States  or  British  Provinces." 

We  recommend  building  an  addition  to  eaeh  wing  of  the  Hospital, 
which  will  provide  room  for  three  hundred  more  patients  at  a  per 
capita  cost  of  less  than  one  half  the  cost  paid  in  either  of  the  Hospi- 
tals for  insane  of  the  State,  or  that  can  be  provided  by  the  building 
of  any  new  hospital,  because  we  have  the  motive  power  ready  t» 
attach,  and  all  needed  hospital  physicians,  and  would  incur  no  addi- 
tional expense  except  for  food,  clothing,  and  necessary  attendants. 
These  wings  would  be  made  of  brick,  painted  stone  color  to  corre- 
spond with  the  present  building,  and  would  add  three  wards  to  eaeh 
wing,  making  twelve  in  eaeh  wing.  This  number  is  regarded  as  most 
desirable  for  the  best  and  most  perfect  classification  of  patients,  and 
hence  increases  their  chances  of  recovery.  Our  estimates  are  made, 
and  will  not  exceed  the  cost  per  capita  of  five  hundred  dollars.     Tin 
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sum  asked  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  Should  this  be 
appropriated,  it  will  secure  the  completion  of  these  wings  for  patients 
within  the  incoming  biennial  period. 

The  lamented  Dr.  Ranney  died  the  last  of  January,  1882;  was 
buried  in  the  cemetery  in  sight  of  his  place  of  toil  and  labor  for 
years,  and  rests  unconscious  of  all  criticism  as  the  prairie  breezes 
that  blow  over  his  tomb. 

Dr.  H.  M.  Bassett  kindly  assumed  the  duties  of  Superintendent 
until  the  Trustees  could  secure  a  successor.  This  was  done  in  July, 
and  on  the  16th  of  October  following,  Dr.  H.  A.  Gilman,  long  and 
favorably  known  as  First  Assistant  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital 
for  Insane  at  Jacksonville,  Illinois,  commenced  his  service  as  Super- 
intendent. 

Mrs.  Ranney  remained  after  the  death  of  her  husband  about  ten 
months  in  her  position  of  Matron,  exerting  all  her  power  and  energy 
to  perfect  the  work  carried  on  for  years  by  her  beloved  husband.  As 
successor  of  Mrs.  Ranney,  Mrs.  F.  V.  Cole  was  duly  appointed  Ma- 
tron, and  is  regarded  as  rendering  valuable  service.- 

Mr.  E.  N.  Nelson  succeeds  Mr.  J.  W.  Henderson  as  Steward; 
assumes  all  the  duties  of  the  position,  employing  no  clerk  for  the 
past  nine  months,  thus  saving  the  State  this  expense,  and  by  his 
energy  and  straightforward  business  course  is  winning  the  confidence 
and  respect  of  the  business  community. 

In  closing  this  report  the  Board  desires  to  bear  testimony  to  the 
able,  vigilant  and  untiring  manner  in  which  the  resident  officers  are 
discharging  their  respective  duties,  and  the  general  morale  and  good 
condition  of  the  Hospital.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT. 


To  the    Trustees  of  the  Iowa  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  ML  Pleasant^ 
Iowa: 

Gentlemen — By  an  act  of  the  last  Legislature  the  biennial  period 
closes  June  30,  instead  of  September  30,  as  heretofore,  consequently 
this  report  covers  the  operations  of  the  Hospital  for  but  twenty-one 
months. 

Only  about  eight  months  of  this  period  has  come  under  my  per- 
sonal observation,  and  to  Dr.  H.  M.  Bassett,  Acting  Superintendent 
ad  interim  from  the  date  of  Dr.  Ranney's  death  to  October  16,  1882, 
and  who  remains  associated  with  me  as  Senior  Assistant  Physician, 
I  am  indebted,  largely,  for  the  record  of  the  work  accomplished  sinoe 
the  date  of  the  last  biennial  report. 

The  twenty-one  months  included  in  this  review  shows  a  larger  num- 
ber of  patients  admitted  and  cared  for  in  the  Hospital  than  any  pre- 
vious period  of  the  same  duration,  and  during  the  whole  time  the 
Institution  has  been  overcrowded. 

The  general  results  for  this  period,  including  statistical  tables, 
financial  statements,  etc.,  are  appended  for  your  perusal. 

The  number  admitted  in  twenty-one  months  has  been  five  hundred 
and  thirty-four:  three  hundred  and  nineteen  men  and  two  hundred 
and  fifteen  women. 

The  total  number  treated  during  the  period  has  been  ten  hundred 
and  seventy-eight:  six  hundred  and  sixteen  men  and  four  hundred  and 
sixty-two  women.  The  whole  number  discharged  during  the  period 
has  been  six  hundred  and  six:  three  hundred  and  eighty  men  and  two 
hundred  and  twenty-six  women;  of  these  seventy-three  men  and 
forty-seven  women  were  discharged  recovered,  one  hundred  and  n^ne 
men  and  seventy  women  improved,  one  hundred  and  forty-one  men 
sixty-seven  women  stationary  or  unimproved,  fifty-seven  men  and 
foity-one  women  died,  and  one  man  was  found  not  insane,  being  a 
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plain  case  of  drunkenness,  leaving  in  the  Hospital  June  30,  lS33,two 
hundred  and  thirty-six  men  and  two  hundred  and  thirty-sii  women. 

The  death  rate  has  heen  large,  which  is  due  chiefly  to  the  over- 
crowded condition  of  the  Hospital,  and  the  imperfect  system  of  ven- 
tilation, which  is  now  being  remedied. 

The  daily  average  for  the  period  has  been  five  hundred  and  eigh- 
teen: two  hundred  and  seventy-seven  men  and  two  hundred  and  forty- 
one  women. 

HEATING    AND    VENTILATING   Ft'NT>. 

The  last  Legislature  appropriated  $5,000  for  changing  the  system  of 
heating  and  ventilating  the  first  two  sections  of  the  east  wing  of  the 
Hospital,  which  appropriation  remained  undrawn  until  the  present 
Superintendent  assumed  charge.     The  work  in  the  two  sections  for 
which  the  appropriation  was  made  has  been  satisfactorily  accom- 
plished and  enough  saved  to  perfect  the  same  system  in  the  third  sec- 
tion of  the  same  wing,  which  had  once  been  attempted  hut  with 
very  unsatisfactory  results.     This  work  has  now  progressed  far  to- 
ward completion,  and,  when  done,  will  make  the  Hospital  a  mu-.li 
more  desirable  place  of  residence,  so  far  as  pure  air  is  concerned. 
The  heating  flues  in  all  these  wards,  nine  in  number,  have  been  tut  in 
the  corridor  walls  to  a  point  about  seven  feet  from  the  floor  and  a 
register  face  placed   in  each  opening,  which  completely  removes  the 
nuisance  which  formerly  obtained  when  the  openings  were  near  the 
floor,  resulting  from  using  them  as  spittoons  or  a   repository  for  dirt 
and  filth.     The  ventilating  flues  have  been  made,  by  cutting  through 
the  partition  walls  between  the  sleeping  rooms,  which  being  only 
nine  inches  thick,  it  became  necessary  to  build  out  pilasters  into  each 
room   of  brick,  leaving  the  opening  about  twelve  inches  from  the 
floor,  all  the  impure  air  being  thus  carried  into  the  attics,  and  thence 
outside  through  the  campaniles  in  the  roof.     This  work,  alone,  for  the 
entire  east  side  of  the  Institution,  has  been  quite  a  serious  one,  con. 
sidering  the  fact  that  all  the  wards  have  been  very  much  crowded  all 
the  time,  but  the  discomfort  resulting  is  amply  repaid  by  the  advant- 
age gained  by  the  improvement. 


The  appropriation  made  for  the  purpose  of  repairs  was  $5,000.  of 
which  about  #1,100  had  buen  expended,  for  laying  new  floors  ami 
various  other  necessary  items,  previous  to  my  arrival. 
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The  center  building  had  no  system  of  heating  throughout,  or 
ingress  for  pure  air.  The  medical  offices  had  no  way  of  heating, 
except  by  fire  places,  and  were  very  uncomfortable  in  cold  weather; 
the  reception  room  and  Steward's  office  had  a  steam  coil  in  each  as 
did  the  rooms  on  the  second  story;  the  third  story  was  heated  only 
by  stoves  and  one  fire  place,  and  the  fourth  story  had  no  heat  at  all. 
Flues  were  cut  in  the  corridor  walls  from  the  basement  to  the  fourth 
story,  and  openings  made  into  the  corridors,  offices  and  all  other 
rooms  in  the  center,  and  Gold's  Patent  Radiator,  Utica  pattern, 
placed  in  the  basement  and  connected  with  the  steam  pipe,  thus  heat- 
ing all  the  apartments,  the  air  supply  being  taken  from  the  common 
air  chamber,  and  reinforced  by  hinged  windows  opening  into  the 
basement.  The  medical  offices,  reception  room,  and  two  corridors  in 
the  center  have  been  painted,  a  very  necessary  work,  as.  they  had  be- 
come very  dingy,  and  the  cutting  of  the  flues  added  to  the  disfigura- 
tion. The  water-closets  in  the  center  were  emitting  sewer  gas,  and 
the  soil  and  ventilating  pipes  to  these  were  overhauled  and  we  now 
have  complete  ventilation. 

In  the  closet  on  the  office  floor  the  wooden  floor  and  fixtures  had 
commenced  to  decay,  and  a  brick  arch  was  turned,  and  a  tile  floor 
laid  in  cement  in  its  place,  and  all  the  closets  have  been  lighted  by 
gas.  Some  minor  repairs  have  been  made  in  the  dispensary.  Store* 
rooms  for  groceries  and  the  general  supplies  of  the  Hospital  have 
been  finished  in  the  basement,  and  a  system  of  distributing  supplies 
inaugurated  which  we  anticipate  will  result  in  a  very  material  saving 
in  expense. 

Following  the  masons  in  their  work  of  remodeling  the  system  of 
heating  and  ventilating  the  wards;  the  carpenters  and  painters  have 
two  wards  pretty  thoroughly  renewed  and  repainted.  The  water- 
closets  have  been  renewed  and  new  fixtures  put  in.  There  were  no 
bath-tubs  in  the  wards,  and  the  rooms  that  were  used  for  wash-rooms 
and  closets  have  been  divided,,  and  well  heated,  and  comfortable  bath 
rooms  constructed. 

New  tile  floors,  laid  in  cement  on  brick  arches,  have  been  put  in 

» 

each  wash-room.  There  was  no  water  in  the  dining-rooms  for  wash- 
ing dishes,  and  a  corner  sink  has  been  placed  in  each,  and  hot  water 
introduced  for  that  purpose.  A  flue  was  also  constructed  in  connec- 
tion with  the  ventilating  flue,  with  a  steam  coil  in  the  basement  for 
drying  towels.     Dust  flues  opening  into  the  stairways  have  been  con- 
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structed  with  doors  on  each  landing  for  each  ward,  taking  the  place 
of  unsightly  and  foul  boxes  that  were  previously  used  to  hold  the 
sweepings  of  each  day  from  the  wards.     In  the  first  section  the  old 
wash  basins  were  re-set  and  answer  a  very  good  purpose;  in  the  second 
and  third  sections  new  basins  have  been  put  in,  being  Mott's  enameled 
work.     There  was  no  accommodation  for  patients'  clothing,  except 
small,  dark  closets,  and  large,  well  lighted  clothing  rooms  have  been 
constructed,  so  that  each  patient  can  have  ample  room  by  box  and 
hook  for  his  clothing,  and  much  disorder  and  confusion  remedied  in 
this  respect.     Closets  have  also  been  placed  adjoining  the  attendants* 
rooms  for  their  clothing.     Carpets  have  been  placed  on  the  floors  of 
wards  five  east,  and  one  and  five  west,  and  the  wards  thus  made 
more  homelike  and  cheerful.      Numbers  one  and  five  east,  have  been 
seated  with  comfortable  chairs. 


WATER-CLOSET  FUND. 


A  portion  of  this  fund  has  been  expended  in  purchasing  hoppers, 
sinks,  slop-safes,  soil  pipes,  and  in  putting  in  the  same,  and  the  work 
is  still  progressing  along  with  the  other  repairs. 

TELEPHONE    FUND. 

A  telephonic  connection  has  been  made  with  the  city  of  Mount 
Pleasant,  and  much  of  our  business  is  transacted  by  this  agency:  in 
addition  to  this  we  have  an  annunciator  in  the  medical  office,  and  the 
apparatus  is  so  arranged  that  the  same  transmitter  is  used  for  the 
town  line  and  the  Hospital  stations,  a  switch  being  used  to  accom- 
plish the  change  from  the  town  line  to  the  house.  We  have  the  six 
extreme  wards,  boiler-house,  carpenter  shop,  and  stable  connected, 
and  use  at  each  of  these  stations  the  pony,  crown,  or  hand  telephone, 
and  there  is  also  a  call-bell  in  the  rear  kitchen.  The  entire  appro- 
priation of  1300  was  expended  for  these  appliances. 


WIRE   MATTRESSES    AND    BEDSTEADS. 


One  hundred  wire  mattresses  have  been  procured,  and  are  a  great 
comfort  to  the  patients,  and  the  most  economical  bed  that  can  be 
used.  Fifty  bedsteads  have  been  purchased  to  replace  those  old  and 
worn  out. 
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AIRING-COTTRT   FUND. 


This  had  all  been  expended,  save  $162,  before  my  arrival  here,  for 
the  legitimate  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended,  and  it  will  require 
the  balance  to  complete  the  work. 

FIRH-PROOF   WALLS. 

The  appropriation  for  this  purpose  was  $3,000,  and  remains  un- 
drawn, but  we  desire  immediately  to  commence  this  work  and  carry 
it  forward  to  completion  before  the  period  expires  in  which  it  was 
expected  to  accomplish  it. 

IMPROVEMENTS   AND   REPAIRS    NEEDED. 

Your  attention  has  been  called  from  time  to  time  to  the  remainder 
of  the  defective  sub-basement  walls  of  the  Hospital,  and  you  are 
aware  of  the  dangerous  condition  they  are  in  from  crumbling.  This 
is  growing  worse  constantly;  they  have  been  pronounced  unsafe  by 
competent  builders,  and  some  calamity  may  result  unless  they  are 
renewed  the  coming  year.  The  estimated  cost,  based  upon  the  ex- 
pense of  that  already  replaced,  together  with  new  stone  steps,  is 
#8,500.  The  present  heating  surfaces  for  the  whole  house  have  been 
in  use  ever  since  its  construction,  over  twenty  years.  They  were 
very  much  injured  by  using  water  from  an  artesian  well  some  years 
ago,  the  action  of  the  chemicals  in  the  water  having  partially  de- 
stroyed the  pipes  so  that  they  are  constantly  bursting  and  leaking. 
It  has  become  a  very  serious  matter  to  attempt  to  patch  up  and  renew 
them  during  the  winter,  when  needed  for  the  comfort  of  the  Institu- 
tion. We  can  economically  use  $2,500  per  annum  for  renewing  that 
portion  of  the  heating  apparatus  contained  in  the  basement.  The 
system  of  heating  and  ventilating  the  three  sections  of  the  west  wing 
is  as  defective  as  that  was  in  the  east  wing  previous  to  the  improve- 
ments just  approaching  completion.  Five  thousand  dollars  was  ap- 
propriated for  two  sections  of  the  east  wing.  I  think  by  economical 
management  that  amount  will  accomplish  the  result  for  the  three 
sections  on  the  west  side  untouched,  and  where  pure  air  is  so  much 
needed.  This  will  make  the  entire  Hospital  a  completely  ventilated 
institution,  and  go  a  long  way  toward  aiding  in  the  recovery  of  our 
patients,  and  toward  preventing  any  epidemic  or  malarial  disease. 
Some  years  ago  an  appropriation  was  asked  for  rebuilding  and  en- 
arging  the  old  filter  used  for  filtering  our  water  before  its  introduc- 
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tion  into  the  house,  and  repairing  one  of  the  reservoirs.  The  amount 
of  appropriation  made  proved  only  sufficient,  I  learn,  to  repair  the 
reservoir,  and  the  filter  became  entirely  useless  and  worthless  We 
need  the  sum  of  $5,000  to  build  a  filter  of  sufficient  capacity  to  sup- 
ply clear,  pure  water  for  our  household.  This  is  one  of  the  necessi- 
ties in  common  with  a  pure  air  supply,  and  must  be  had  in  order  to 
secure  the  best  results  and  ward  off  disease.  Impure  air  and  impure 
water  are  two  of  the  most  formidable  enemies  of  the  human  race.  As 
the  water  of  this  whole  State  is  largely  surface  drainage,  swelling  our 
creeks  and  streams  at  certain  seasons  of  the  year,  so  that  the  water 
is  very  muddy  and  unfit  for  use,  and  at  no  time  is  it  in  a  condition  to 
be  used  for  drinking  water  and  culinary  purposes,  without  being 
filtered. 

We  find  the  woven-wire  mattress  the  most  comfortable  and  eco- 
nomical bed  we  can  use  in  the  Hospital,  and  as  it  is  among  the  must 
important  items  in  caring  for  the  insane,  who  are  so  generally  troubled 
with  insomnia,  to  provide  comfortable  beds,  we  desire  enough  more 
to  furnish  the  institution,  and  bedsteads  to  supply  the  place  of  those 
broken  and  worn  out.  For  this  purpose  we  shall  need  1 1,000  per 
annum  during  the  next  two  years.  Our  washing-machines  have  been 
in  use  nine  or  ten  years,  and  are  worn  out  and  likely  to  fall  in  pieces 
at  any  time,  leaving  us  in  very  serious  trouble,  with  our  sis  hundred 
people  to  provide  clean  clothing  for.  The  machines  have  always 
been  overloaded,  or  they  might  have  lasted  even  longer  than  they 
have.  I  desire  to  procure  three  machines  to  replace  the  old  one.*,  and 
one  additional  to  supplement  their  work.  It  has  been  demonstrated 
that  the  brass  machine  is  much  more  durable,  economical  and  satis- 
factory, and  we  desire  that  kind,  for  which  $2,500  will  be  needed. 
The  cyclone  last  year  destroyed  our  shelter  for  cattle  and  hogs,  and 
we  need  good,  substantial  sheds,  for  the  cattle,  and  a  piggery  for  shel- 
tering our  hogs,  and,  in  connection  with  these  buildings,  a  proper 
place  for  storing  and  keeping  dry  our  lumber  that  we  use  from  tirm-  to 
time  in  making  repairs.  We  can  purchase  lumber  more  economically  by 
getting  it  by  the  car-load,  but  as  no  place  has  hitherto  been  provided, 
it  has  been  piled  out  of  doors  at  a  great  loss.  For  building  sheds  (at 
our  cattle,  a  piggery  for  our  hogs,  and  a  place  for  storing  lumber  we 
require  the  sum  of  $3,000.  The  work  of  renovating  the  west  wing  of 
the  Hospital  as  has  been  done  in  the  east  wing,  together  with  much 
needed  changes  in  the  kitchen,   new  tea  and  coffee   urns,  food-ears, 
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renewing  of  plastering,  repainting,  and  a  multitude  of  minor  repairs 
constantly  demanding  immediate  attention  throughout  the  length 
and  breadth  of  this  building  will  require  $5,000  per  annum.  This  is 
absolutely  demanded  to  preserve  the  property  from  deterioration  and 
decay.  Every  prosperous  and  thrifty  individual  is  sure  to  practice 
economy  by  not  permitting  his  buildings  to  become  shabby  or  out  of 
repair,  but  in  season  cares  for  them,  and  thus  saves  a  much  larger 
outlay  in  the  future.  This  is  doubly  true  in  a  hospital  for  the  insane 
where  the  destructive  propensity  is  so  fully  developed,  and  constant 
repair  is  the  order  of  the  day. 

I  believe  it  is  the  true  policy  of  the  State  to  take  economical  care  of 
its  property.  The  terrible  accounts  that  we  have  read  from  time  to 
time  of  the  burning  of  hospitals  calls  our  attention  to  the  fact  that  we 
have  no  system  lire  alarm  in  this  Institution.  There  should  be  an  an- 
nunciator in  or  near  the  office,  connected  by  wire  with  different  por- 
tions of  the  building,  and  especially  with  the  attics,  basements,  and  un- 
frequented places;  also  with  the  kitchens,  bakery,  and  wherever  there 
is  a  fire.  In  all  these  localities  a  system  of  thermostats  should  be  put 
in,  so  that,  in  case  of  a  fire,  instantaneous  alarm  would  be  given,  and 
the  place  of  the  fire  designated  in  season  to  save,  not  only  the  build- 
ing, but  perhaps  scores  and  hundreds  of  lives.  For  connecting  the 
wards  with  signals,  putting  in  a  system  of  thermostats,  and  connect- 
ing alarm  with  large  bell  in  the  tower,  by  actual  estimate  of  Western 
Electric  Co.,  $2,000  will  be  required. 


INCREASED    ACCOMMODATION    FOR    THE    INSANE. 

This  question  has  forced  itself  upon  your  attention  from  year  to 
year,  and  has  been  ably  presented  to  former  Legislatures,  and  now  the 
demand  is  greater  than  ever  before.  The  compendium  of  the  tenth 
census  of  the  United  States  shows  that  there  were  2,544  insane  in  the 
State  of  Iowa  in  1880.  It  is  fair  to  estimate  that  this  number  has 
increased  to  3,000  during  the  past  three  years.  These  figures  are 
somewhat  startling  when  we  consider  the  fact  that  only  1,000  are 
provided  with  hospital  care,  the  residue  being  scattered  over  the 
State  in  jails,  almshouses,  and  in  private  families.  The  terribly 
crowded  condition  of  our  State  institutions  is  to  be  deplored,  and  is 
prejudicial  to  the  best  results  of  treatment. 

Upon  assuming  the  responsibility  as  Superintendent  of  this  Hos- 
pital I  found,  as  you  know,  one  hundred  and  eighteen  men  and  twenty- 
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five  women  sleeping  on  tbc  corridor  floors  on  straw  beds,  a  ce.nditi.rn 
of  affairs  certainly  not  in  accordance  with  scientific  care,  or  in  nm 
no nance  with  true  philanthropy,  or  even  humanity.  Not  feelin"  nil- 
ling  to  be  responsible  for  such  care,  relief  was  sought  by  your  onler 
of  discharge,  and  in  that  manner  our  numbers  have  been  reduced 
more  than  one  hundred,  but  still  we  are  accommodating  about  one  hun- 
dred more  than  the  Hospital  was  intended  for.  What  can  be  done  to 
relieve  this  state  of  affairs,  inside  and  outside  our  two  Hospitals? 

Cffunty  care  has  been  tried  in  this  and  other  States,  and  the  result 
has  been  most  unsatisfactory  to  the  counties  themselves,  and  a-  a 
rule  left  the  unfortunate  victims  of  disease  in  a  pitiable  condition. 
The  experience  of  all  alienists  and  true  philanthropists  has  been  tli.u 
State  supervision  of  all  institutions  for  the  care  of  the  insane  is  the 
comparatively  safe,  and  only  wise,  plan.  Under  the  watchful  care  of 
a  board  of  trustees,  elected  from  the  people  by  the  legislature,  an<l 
selected  because  of  characteristics  of  head  and  heart  which  eminently 
qualify  them  for  so  humane  a  mission,  any  institution  can  but  be 
safely  administered,  and  the  best  possible  results  to  humanity  se- 
cured. In  addition  to  this  body,  in  Iowa  wo  have  a  board  of  visitors 
appointed/by  the  Governor,  and  selected  on  account  of  their  peculiar 
fitness  for  such  a  labor  of  love,  and  the  Hospitals  are  open  to  their 
inspection  by  law.  Biennially  a  report  of  the  stewardship  of  these 
Boards,  and  of  the  Superintendents,  is  presented  to  the  represents 
tives  of  the  people  in  the  Legislature  assembled;  and  finally  the  Chief 
Executive  of  the  State  has  authority,  and  advises  from  time  to  time 
in  regard  to  the  welfare  of  these  wards  of  the  State.  Not  so  with 
county  institutions  or  any  other  system.  They  are  not  thus  guarded 
or  tenderly  watched  over,  but  are  left  to  themselves;  and  if  the 
county  physician  visits  them  once  a  week  he  is  doing  probably  more 
than  he  is  paid  for.  Let  it  never  be  said  that  Iowa  thus  contracts 
for  the  care  of  her  unfortunate  by  "  farming  them  out "  to  the  lowest 
bidder. 

As  tbc  Superintendent  of  one  of  these  State  Hospitals,  I  am  ready 
to  aid  in  every  possible  way  in  solving  this  vexed  question;  and  a?  a 
practicable,  tangible  proposition,  I  will  agree  to  construct  additional 
wings  to  this  institution  for  the  accommodation  of  three  hundred 
mure  patients,  for  the  sum  of  *I50,000 — or  #500  per  capita— wlii.h  I- 
more  than  fifty  per  cent  less  than  the  cost  of  the  original  hiiil.liii!.'. 
I  am  aware  of  the  additional  hard  work.  re»ponsibiiitv,  and  .mi..- 
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qiient  anxiety  with  which  this  plan  is  fraught,  but  having  devoted  my 
life  to  this  work,  after  mature  deliberation,  I  am  prepared  to  make 
all  necessary  sacrifices  to  carry  it  forward,  and  thus  contribute  to  the 
relief  of  this  class  of  suffering  humanity.  It  is  a  fact,  often  demon- 
strated, that  the  additional  number  we  shall  then  be  enabled  to  ac- 
commodate can  be  oared  for  at  a  much  less  rate  per  capita  than  the 
number  which  we  now  have.  The  gas  mains,  water  mains,  sewers, 
laundry,  kitchen,  bakery,  stables,  barns,  shops,  etc.,  are  all  here,  suffi- 
cient in  capacity  for  the  increased  number  we  propose  to  accommo- 
date. The  central  or  administrative  building,  with  its  corps  of  offi- 
cers, save  an  additional  assistant,  are  also  on  the  ground;  all  the 
necessary  domestics,  kitchen  and  laundry  help,  and  all  other,  except 
Urn  immediate  attendants  upon  the  additional  patients  to  be  treated. 
The  cost  then  for  building  and  future  care  will  be  less  than  by  any 
other  plan.  Immediate  accommodation  is  what  is  heeded,  and  we 
propose  to  have  this  addition  completed  and  occupied  before  the 
session  of  the  General  Assembly  succeeding  the  next.  We  have  the 
appliances,  shops,  machinery,  carpenters  and  machinists  here,  and  fa- 
miliar with  this  kind  of  work,  so  that  the  earliest  and  best  possible 
results  will  be  secured,  and  the  pressure  to  that  extent  relieved.  We 
have,  then,  the  most  economical  scheme  for  additional  buildings;  the 
most  economical  plan  for  keeping  the  per  capita  cost  of  maintenance 
at  the  lowest  possible  figure;  and  the  means  for  the  most  prompt 
eiecution  of  the  work,  so  as  to  further  accommodate  the  unfortunate 
wards  of  the  State,  and  thus  far  relieve  the  imperative  demand  for 
more  room.  I  submit  the  plans  to  your  Board  for  this  addition,  and 
desire  to  present  them  to  the  Legislature,  asking  for  an  appropriation 
to  construct  accordingly.  But  this  will  not  be  sufficient  provision, 
and  the  State  should  still  further  make  an  appropriation  for  a  new 
institution  in  some  convenient  section  of  the  State. 

There  are  some  potent  reasons  for  placing  new  hospitals  in  this 
State,  as  they  may  be  required,  in  different  parts  of  the  com  mou wealth. 
The  expense  of  transportation,  to  counties  and  individuals,  becomes 
something  of  an  item,  and  can  be  curtailed  by  convenient  access  when 
new  institutions  are  thus  located. 

The  section  surrounding  the  hospital  becomes  more  familiar  with 
the  management,  and  confidence  is  thus  gained  by  a  thorough  ac- 
quaintance with  the  manner  of  conducting  affairs  which  very  mate- 
rially strengthens  the  administration  and   increases  the  usefulness  of 
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the  institution.  This  confidence  gained,  the  patient  is  promptly  re- 
moved to  the  hospital,  has  the  advantage  of  early  treatment,  is  eured, 
and  becomes  a  producing  citizen  instead  of  a  life  burden,  by  this  early 
care,  when  if  the  hospital  had  been  at  a  more  remote  point,  the  ease 
would  have  been  delayed  and  become  permanent.  Nearness  of  lo- 
cality gives  opportunity  for  friends,  at  much  less  cost,  to  visit  the 
patients  while  in  the  hospital,  while  at  present  it  is  often  a  burden. 
Close  proximity  to  any  of  these  benevolent  enterprises  of  the  State 
engenders  and  stimulates  philanthropic  and  friendly  feelings  toward 
the  afflicted  whose  interests  we  desire  to  subserve.  One  other,  and  a 
most  important,  reason  for  shortening  the  distance  to  our  Hospitals 
is,  the  exhaustion  consequent  upon  long  trips,  especially  in  case  of 
delicate  female  patients  who  are  often  brought,  but  few  days  after 
confinement,  with  puerperal  fever  or  exhausted  from  mania;  the  long 
journey,  often  so  exhausting  as  to  leave  the  patient  at  the  Hospital 
doors  in  a  moribund  condition.  This  Institution,  and  all  kindred 
ones  that  may  be  needed  in  the  future,  should  be  called  Hospitals  for 
the  Insane,  and  not  designated,  as  some  are  inclined  to  do,  by  the 
name  of  "  Incurable  Institutions"  or  "Asylums  for  Incurable  Insane." 
A  majority  or  the  chronic  cases  have  sufficient  mind  to  realize  that, 
if  transferred  or  placed  in  an  institution  thus  named,  they  leave  be- 
hind all  hope  when  crossing  its  threshold,  and  thus  they  are  robbed 
of  the  last  boon  left  them  in  their  misfortune,  anticipation  of  fu- 
ture health  and  happiness  in  this  life.  Those  who  have  devoted  their 
lives  to  this  specialty  concur  in  the  opinion  that  separation  of  the  re- 
cent and  chronic  cases  of  insanity,  is  not  only  wrong  in  theory,  but 
impracticable  in  execution.  Every  hospital  for  the  insane  is  largely 
tilled  with  the  incurable,  it  being  safe  to  say  that  out  of  every  live 
hundred  patients  found  in  a  hospital,  not  more  than  fifty  are  curable, 
because  those  who  recover  are  admitted,  remain  a  few  months,  and 
go  to  their  homes,  while  the  constantly  accumulating  residue  are  in- 
curable, and  should  be  cared  for,  for  life. 

The  chronic  case  often  exerts  a  soothing  influence  over  the  recent 
one,  aids  in  making  him  feel  better  satisfied,  and  relieves  his  mind 
of  many  delusions  and  suspicions  in  regard  to  friends  and  the  officers 
of  the  institutions,  as  well  as  its  object. 

On  the  other  hand  the  recovery  of  the  recent  case  is  an  inspiration 
to  the  chronic  insane,  stimulating  and  encouraging  him  to  hope,  that 
he  too,  in  turn,  may  recover,  thus  making  his  life  a  happy,  hopeful 
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one,  instead  of  a  hopeless  one,  if  labelled  "  Incurable."  Other  States 
are  moving  in  this  matter  of  provision  for  their  insane;  Ohio  has 
four  hospitals,  Illinois  four,  Michigan  three,  and  Indiana  has  just  ap- 
propriated money  for  three  new  ones.  This  State  must  not  delay 
longer  or  turn  a  deaf  ear  to  the  cry  of  this  class.  Being  out  of  debt, 
with  State  taxes  at  a  minimum,  the  work  can  be  accomplished  without 
scarcely  feeling  the  increase  necessary  to  place  Iowa  alongside  the 
other  States  of  the  Northwest. 

CRIMINAL    INSANE. 

The  matter  of  separate  provision  for  this  class  has  been  discussed 
before  you,  and  by  my  predecessor  in  the  biennial  reports.  It  seems 
to  me  that  just  a  single  sentence  is  sufficient  to  convince  any  one  of 
the  great  injustice  of  forcing  innocent  persons,  unfortunate  enough  to 
require  treatment  for  brain  disease,  to  associate  with  murderers  and 
thieves.  What  must  be  the  feeling  of  every  right  minded  person,  un- 
fortunate enough  to  have  a  wife,  sister,  father,  brother,  son  or  daughter 
insane,  and  knowing  if  taken  to  the  Hospital,  such  must  be  their  as- 
sociates. A  mild  application  of  the  Golden  Rule,  it  occurs  to  me, 
cannot  fail  to  cure  this  malignant  excresence.  Morally  this  class  are 
debased  and  their  influence  for  evil  is  constant  and  demoralizing. 
They  are  also  our  most  vicious  and  dangerous  patients.  It  seems  to 
me  that  while  the  State  is  erecting  the  penitentiary  at^Anamosa,  a 
wing  should  be  constructed  for  this  class,  and  for  those  arrested  for 
crime  aild  found  insane,  that  they  may  all  be  under  observation, 
without  the  opportunity  for  escape  which  there  is  in  a  hospital.  At 
the  same  time  they  can  have  proper  treatment,  if  necessary,  and,  if 
able  to  work,  cannot  shirk  it,  as  when  transferred  to  our  Institution. 
This  will  also  do  away  with  the  attempt  to  feign  insanity,  hoping 
thereby  to  be  removed  to  the  Hospital,  escape  hard  work,  or  elope 
altogether.  It  is  to  be  hoped  this  opportunity  will  not  be  allowed  to 
pass  by  without  making  the  necessary  and  suitable  provisions  indi- 
cated. 

NON-RESIDENT  INSANE. 

Great  injustice  has  been  done  the  bona  fide  citizens  of  this  State  as 
a  result  of  the  law  permitting  non-residents  to  be  sent  to  the  Hospital 
in  the  same  manner  as  those  having  a  legal  settlement,  while  no  one 
is  made  responsible  for  their  removal  after  ordered  discharged  as  in- 
curable.    The  law  has  militated. against  the  interest  of  the  citizens 
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and  tax-payers  in  this  way.     We  have  been  compelled  to  receive  all 

such  cases,  and  when  the  Institution  became  so  much  crowded  that  a 
discharge  list  must  be  made  out,  in  order  to  make  room  fur  new 
comers,  it  has  been  necessary  to  place  upon  the  list  the  names  of  ilnw 
having  a  legal  settlement  in  order  to  secure  their  removal  by  counties 
responsible,  while  the  tramp,  vagrant,  and  others,  who  have  never 
paid  a  cent  of  tax  toward  the  Hospital,  are  left  to  enjoy  its  comforts 
and  care;  a  class  constantly  accumulating  and  increasing  in  munlier, 
until  there  are  now  present  in  the  Institution  over  one  hundred  whu 
have  never  aided  in  any  way  to  secure  the  comforts  they  enjoy,  while 
many  of  those  who  have  been  taxed  regularly  for  the  building  of  lie 
Institution  are  in  county  houses.  I  submit  that  this  is  a  gross  injus- 
tice, and  there  ought  to  be  some  legislation  by  which  it  ean  !»■ 
remedied. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

The  importance  of  properly  directed  diversions  for  our  patienU 
cannot  be  too  emphatically  dwelt  upon.  The  introduction  of  any 
entertainment,  game,  or  amusement  of  any  kind,  by  which  the  mini!, 
too  much  given  to  introspection,  is  attracted,  and  the  thoughts  di- 
verted into  other  and  healthy  channels  is  a  point  gained  in  the  right 
direction  in  the  individual  case,  and  aids  just  that  much  in  relieving 
.the  diseased  brain,  and  consequent  mental  obliquity,  from  the  irrita- 
tion causing  the  abnormal  condition,  and  thus  starting  the  patient  on 
the  road  to  recovery.  With  this  end  in  view,  we  have  purchased  one 
square  grand,  and  one  cabinent  grand,  upright  piano,  both  from  tlm 
manufactory  of  Win.  Knabe  &  Co.,  Baltimore,  Md.  These  instru- 
ments are  unsurpassed  in  brilliancy  and  sweetness  of  tone,  and  have 
been  the  source  of  much  gratification  to  our  household,  and  there  ha» 
been  a  large  number  of  our  female  patients  who  could  perform  very 
creditably  upon  them.  Two  billiard  tables  have  been  placed  in  the 
gentlemen's  wards,  and  afford  the  means  of  whiling  away  many  other- 
wise tedious  hours.  The  weekly  dance  is  continued  most  of  the  year, 
on  Friday  evening,  and  is  entered  into  with  much  /.est,  and  highly 
enjoyed  by  all.  An  orchestra,  to  furnish  music  for  our  dances  and 
other  entertainments,  has  been  organized  from  among  the  utlii'er>. 
employes,  and  patients,  and  very  creditable  music  is  thus  afforded. 
A  lyccuiii,  or  literary  association,  waa  organized  in  the  autumn,  and 
each  Monday  evening  during  the  winter  and  spring,  a  programme 
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has  been  presented,  consisting  of  declamations,  recitations,  select 
readings,  essays,  the  reading  of  papers  edited  by  patients;  one,  by  the 
ladies'  division,  called  The  Hospital  Bugle,  and  the  other,  by  the  gen- 
tlemen, The  Golden  Arrow;  the  entertainment  usually  concluding 
with  a  spicy  debate  on  some  important  question  of  church  or  state, 
the  discussion  being  largely  carried  on  by  patients.  During  the 
amusement  season,  on  Tuesday  evenings,  the  oxy-hydrogen  light  has 
been  brought  into  requisition,  and  the  views  of  cities,  public  build- 
ings, landscapes,  etc.,  all  over  the  world  have  been  shown,  an  instruc- 
tive and  entertaining  lecture  by  one  of  the  physicians  accompanying 
each  presentation.  We  have  also  had  several  dramatic  entertainments 
which  were  highly  pleasing  and  very  creditable  to  the  performers, 
considering  the  appliances  at  hand.  In  this  connection  I  will  say 
that  we  feel  very  seriously  the  need  of  a  convenient  amusement  hall. 
Our  Christmas  entertainment,  when  each  patient  received  some  token 
from  friends  at  home  or  here,  placed  on  large  evergreen  Christmas 
trees,  was  highly  enjoyed;  and  the  musical  programme,  both  vocal 
and  instrumental,  was  greatly  appreciated.  On  Washington's  Birth- 
day, in  the  evening,  a  masquerade  ball  was  given,  when  seventy-five 
or  more  masqued,  and  a  very  happy  occasion  followed.  When  the 
weather  is  pleasant  the  patients  are  allowed  to  be  out  of  doors  daily 
in  the  airing-courts,  and  those  considered  trusty  about  the  grounds, 
a^id  even  about  town.  During  settled  weather,  when  the  roads  are 
good,  patients  go  out  carriage  riding,  and,  in  the  winter,  sleighing 
parties  are  in  vogue.  A  band  has  been  organized  recently  from 
among  the  officers  and  employes,  consisting  of  ten  parts,  including 
drums,  and  supplied  with  LeCompte's  French  nicklc-plated  instru- 
ments. They  are  making  good  progress  and  afford  excellent  music, 
on.  the  green  in  front  of  the  Hospital  two  evenings  in  the  week,  much 
to  the  gratification  of  our  patients.  The  gentlemen  assist  on  the 
farm  and  about  the  buildings  outside,  with  profit  to  themselves  and 
the  Institution,  and  the  ladies  aid  in  like  manner  in  the  various  do- 
mestic departments  and  in  the  ordinary  hall  work.  Since  last  October 
the  pastors  of  the  different  churches  in  the  city  have  alternated 
monthly,  in  supplying  our  chapel  desk  each  Sabbath,  and  all  of  tliem 
to  the  edification  of  the  patients,  officers,  and  employes. 
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Below  we  present  a  list  of  produels  from  our  farm  and  garden. 
We  are  enabled  to  furnish  fresh  vegetables,  of  the  different  varieties 
in  their  season,  to  our  entire  household,  and,  by  judicious  foresight, 
in  putting  in  the  seed;  this  is  continued  throughout  the  spring,  sum- 
mer and  autumn.  A  large  number  of  the  patients  assist  in  the  wort 
of  cultivation,  and  are  thus  benefited,  both  mentally  and  physically, 
and  their  labor  contributes  toward  enabling  us  to  raise,  in  greater 
variety  and  quantity,  the  products  of  the  farm  and  garden  than  »*■ 
otherwise  could.  The  list  following  is  for  the  years  1881  and  1882. 
This  season  has  been  an  uncommonly  wet  one,  17.06  inches  of  rair 
having  fallen  since  April  1.  It  has  been  very  difficult  to  get  into  tbe 
fields  of  corn,  potatoes  and  garden  vegetables,  to  give  the  crops  pro|ier 
care,  but,  notwithstanding  this  drawback,  we  have  fifty  acres  of  oats, 
forty  acres  of  corn,  twenty-five  acres  of  potatoes,  and  about  fifteen 
acres  of  garden  vegetables  under  cultivation,  with  a  prospect  of  an 
average  crop  of  each.

REPORT. 


To  the  Twentieth  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa: 

Your  joint  committee  committee  charged  with  the  duty  of  visiting 
and  inquiring  into  the  management  of  the  Iowa  Hospital  for  the  In- 
sane at  Mt.  Pleasant,  Iowa,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  per- 
formed their  duty  in  accordance  with  the  Concurrent  Resolution 
of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives. 

Your  committee  would  report  that  on  the  fifth  day  of  February, 
1884,  they  met  at  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Mt.  Pleasant,  Iowa, 
and  effected  an  organization  by  electing  T.  J.  Caldwell,  chairman,  and 
J.  D.  McVay,  clerk,  and  on  the  same  day  proceeded  to  the  work  as- 
signed them. 

Your  committee  were  charged  with  the  following  duties:  To  ex- 
amine and  include  in  their  report: 

JFirst.  Whether  the  appropriations  made  by  the  last  General  As* 
sembly,  have  been  wisely  and  economically  expended. 

Second.  Whether  they  have  been  expended  for  the  objects  appro- 
priated. 

Third.  Whether  chapter  67  of  the  acts  of  the  Seventeenth  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  has  been  complied  with,  in  not  contracting  indebted- 
ness in  excess  of  appropriations. 

Fourth.  Whether  there  has  been  any  diversion  of  any  money,  from 
the  specific  purpose  for  which  it  was  drawn  from  the  State  treasury. 

Fifth.  Said  committee  shall  also  report  the  names  and  number  of 
persons  employed  by  the  institution,  for  what  purpose  employed  and 
at  what  salary.  Also,  whether  any  of  the  employes  receive  or  have 
received,  anything  in  addition  to  the  salary,  in  the  way  of  board, 
rooms,  lights,  fuel,  or  clothing,  or  anything  else  at  the  expense  of  the 
State. 
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Sixth.  Said  committee  shall  specially  examine  and  report,  as  to 
the  sufficiency  of  the  means  of  tire  escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  also  a* 
to  the  protection  against  fire. 

Your  committee  would  most  respectfully  submit  the  following  re- 
port of  their  visit  and  examinations: 

We  began  by  visiting  the  Hospital  in  the  official  capacity  of  a  visit- 
ing committee.  We  examined  the  books,  records  and  vouchers  con- 
nected with  the  financial  management  of  the  Hospital,  and  gave  the 
hospital  buildings  and  grounds  a  thorough  inspection. 

Your  committee  are  disposed  to  concur  in  the  opinion  of  the  Joint 
Committee  of  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly,  that  a  careful  id 
spection  discloses  the  fact,  that  the  foundation,  upon  which  the  hos- 
pital building  rests,  is  imperfect.  The  sub-basement  walls  of  the 
main  building,  have  been  partially  replaced,  during  the  biennial 
period  between  the  Eighteenth  and  Nineteenth  General  Assemblies 
by  a  new  foundation,  under  the  supervision  of  the  late  Superintend- 
ent, Dr.  Ranney,  and  your  committee  find  the  work  done  in  a  good, 
substantial  and  workman-like  manner.  But  the  work  is  not  oomple 
ted,  and  your  committee  would  recommend  a  further  appropriation 
for  the  completion  of  the  same. 

The  offices  of  superintendent,  steward,  physicians  and  ssistant 
physicians,  and  apothecary  store-rooms  are  located  on  the  first  floor 
of  the  Hospital.  The  wards  for  the  patients,  are  in  the  east  and 
west  wings  of  the  main  building.  The  laundry,  store-room  and 
bakery  are  situated  in  the  rear  center  building.  The  Qaundry  is  pro- 
vided with  all  the  necessary  machinery  except  washing-machines. 

Your  committee  also  visited  the  minor  buildings,  connected  with 
the  Hospital,  such  as,  barn,  ice-house,  smoke-house,  carpenter  and 
blacksmith  shops.  The  barn  and  wagon-house  we  find  sufficient  for 
the  wants  of  the  Hospital,  there  being  barn  room  enough  for  the 
stock  upon  the  hospital  farm,  except  a  shed  for  cattle  and  piggery  for 
hogs.  The  shed  for  cattle  was  destroyed  by  the  cyclone  in  June, 
1882.  The  ice-house  and  house  for  storing  meat  and  fish,  were  in 
good  condition,  the  ice-house  being  filled  with  ice. 

We  found  a  very  efficient  corps  of  medical  assistants,  who  are  at- 
tentive to  the  wants  of  the  patients.  The  Superintendent,  Dr.  Gil 
man,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  is  peculiarly  adapted  to  the 
arduous  duties  devolving  upon  him,  as  the  chief  executive  and  med. 
ical  officer  of  the  Institution,  having  had  large  experience  in  the  care 
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and  management  of  the  unfortunate  class  committed  to  his  charge. 
He  is  a  man  of  great  energy,  rare  executive  ability,  and  most  excel- 
lent judgment. 

The  capacity  of  the  Hospital,  is  for  but  three  hundred  and  fifty 
patients,  whereas,  there  are  now  five  hundred  and  three  confined 
therein.  This  is  altogether  too  crowded  a  condition,  for  either  the 
health  or  comfort  of  the  patients  and  should  be  remedied.  We  found 
the  patients  well  cared  for,  the  wards  clean,  well  warmed,  and  a  part 
well  ventilated.  We  find,  upon  examination,  that  the  ventilation  of 
some  of  the  rooms  is  very  deficient.  The  registers  were  improperly 
placed,  so  that  the  warm  pure  air  is  carried  off,  while  the.  impure  at- 
mosphere remains  in  the  rooms.  This  defect  has  heen  remedied,  in 
some  respects  in  a  part  of  the  building,  and  we  would  recommend  an 
appropriation  of  a  sufficient  sum  to  complete  the  needed  changes  in 
this  department.  The  bedding  and  clothing  of  the  patients,  we  found 
to  be  clean  and  in  good  condition. 

Your  committee  would  report  that  they  found  the  building  well 
provided  with  means  of  fire  escape,  so  that  the  entire  building  could 
be  cleared  in  a  brief  space  of  time  and  without  creating  any  con- 
fusion. The  fire-trap,  in  the  shape  of  studded  partition  from  the 
office  floor  to  the  cupola,  has  been  removed,  and  in  its  place  a  solid 
brick  wall  built,  separating  the  front  center  from  the  rotunda,  and 
shutting  off  completely  the  wards  where  the  patients  are  located, 
with  fire- wall  and  iron  doors,  so  that  in  case  of  fire  in  one  section,  or 
in  the  center  building,  it  can  progress  no  further.  This  wall  has  been 
plastered,  the  carpenter  work  done  and  painted,  within  the  appropria- 
tion. We  found  everything  connected  with  the  patients  and  house- 
hold, in  good  order  and  condition,  showing  that  the  Superintendent 
had  given  his  personal  attention  to  all  things  connected  with  the 
Hospital.  The  internal  management  which  was  also  under  the  spe- 
cial supervision  oi  Dr.  Gilman,  is  deserving  of  high  commendation. 

As  an  investigating  committee,  we  would  report  as  follows: 

First.  The  appropriations  made  by  the  last  General  Assembly 
have  been  wisely  and  economically  expended. 

Second.  The  appropriations  have  been  expended  for  the  objects  for 
which  they  were  appropriated. 

Third.  The  acts  of  the  Seventeenth  General  Assembly  have  been 
complied  with,  in  not  contracting  indebtedness  in  excess  of  the  ap- 
propriations. 
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Fourth.  There  has  been  no  diversion  of  money  from  the  gpecitie 
purpose  for  which  it  was  drawn  out  of  the  State  treasury. 

Fifth.  Your  committee  herewith  submit  Exhibit  "  A,"  which  con- 
tains the  names  of  the  persons  employed  in  the  Institution,  for  what 
purpose  employed,  and  at  what  salary,  and  what  has  been  received  \u 
addition  to  salary,  in  the  way  of  board,  rooms,  lights,  fuel,  or  cloth- 
ing,  or  anything  else  at  the  expense  of  the  State. 

Sixth.  That  the  sufficiency  of  the  means  of  escape  from  tire  are 
ample,  but  some  additional  protection  against  fire  is  required. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  the  following  appropriations: 

For  renewing  sub-basement  walls $  8,500.0) 

For  renewing  heating  surfaces 5,000.00 

For  changing  the  system  of  heating  and  ventilating  the  re- 
mainder of  the  wards 5,O0O.(w 

For  filter 5,000.w 

For  renewing  bedsteads  and  for  wire  mattresses 2,000.1*0 

For  washing  machines 2.50O.0U 

For  sheds  for  cattle,  piggery  for  swine  and  drying  shed  for  lum- 
ber    3,000.011 

For  repairs  and  contingent  fund 10,000a") 

For  electric  fire  alarm  and  system  of  thermostats 2,O0O.U) 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  necessity  for  the  several  appro- 
priations and  repairs  requested  by  the  Trustees  and  Superintendent 
and  believe  that  each  request  is  an  absolute  necessity,  therefore,  we 
recommend  as  follows: 

For  renewing  sub-basement  icaUs,  $8,500. 

m 

This  wall,  constructed  of  imperfect  stone  originally,  has  been  par- 
tially renewed  by  former  appropriations;  however,  about  five  or  six 
hundred  feet  of  the  rotten  foundation  and  sub-basement  still  remain, 
and  this  is  constantly  growing  worse,  so  that  now  the  walls  of  the 
building  are  badly  cracked  in  places,  and  it  is  only  a  matter  of  time 
when  they  will  fall  down  and  some  calamity  result,  unless  renewed. 
They  have  been  condemned  by  a  competent  builder.  We  recommend 
the  above  estimate,  it  being  based  upon  the  actual  expense  of  that 
portion  already  renewed.  This  small  expense  will  make  the  structure 
as  substantial  as  any  can  be. 
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For  renewing  heating  surfaces  in  the  basement  to  the  entire  building, 

$5,000. 

We  have  carefully  examined  sections  of  the  steam  coils  now  in 
use,  and  find  they  are  badly  eaten  by  rust  and  the  action  of  chemicals 
found  in  water  taken  from  an  artesian  well  some  years  ago.  They 
are  constantly  bursting  during  the  winter,  when  the  steam  is  turned 
on,  and  it  is  necessary  to  turn  it  off  from  the  section  where  the  dam- 
age occurs,  thus  leaving  that  portion  of  the  building  uncomfortable. 
We  think  this  improvement  and  renewal  can  be  wisely  and  economi- 
cally done  in  the  summer,  when  the  steam  heat  is  not  needed  in  the 
wards,  and  that  one  half  can  be  renewed  in  1884  and  the  other  in 
1885;  therefore  we  recommend  the  sum  of  12,500  per  annum. 

For  changing  tlie  system  of  heating  and  ventilating  the  remainder  of 

the  wards,  $6,000. 

The  improvement  made  in  the  Hospital  where  this  work  has  been 
accomplished  is  more  marked  than  any  of  the  repairs  resulting  from 
the  appropriations  made  by  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly;  and 
the  importance  of  perfect  ventilation  for  the  remainder  of  the  build- 
ing,  where  the  patients  are  suffering  from  vitiated  air,  cannot  be  too 
strongly  emphasized.  The  appropriation,  for  two  sections  of  the  east 
wing,  made  by  the  last  General  Assembly,  has  been  so  economically 
expended  that  another  section  has  been  nearly  completed.  The 
Superintendent  only  asks  for  tlve  same  amount  for  the  three  sections 
of  the  west  wing  as  was  made  for  two  sections  of  the  east  wing, 
by  the  Legislature  two  years  ago,  and  we  recommend  the  amount 
asked,  which  is  '$5,000. 

For  filter  to  purify  at  least  60,000  gallons  of  water  per  day,  $5,000. 

The  water  supply  of  this  institution  has  been  assured  for  all  time 
during  the  past  year,  by  making  a  contract  with  the  Mount  Pleasant 
water-works,  at  a  less  cost  per  annum  than  was  formerly  expended 
for  fuel,  repairs,  boiler,  pumping  and  wages  of  engineer  engaged  in 
pumping.  It  is  well  known  that  the  supply  in  this  portion  of  the 
country  is  surface  water,  which,  after  being  pumped  into  reservoirs, 
holds  in  suspension  a  great  deal  of  vegetable  and  animal  impurity. 
By  means  of  the  filter  proposed  here  this  can  be  made  absolutely 
pure.  The  plan  recommended  is  a  double  filter,  each  portion  30  x  30 
feet,  excavation  having  been  made  about  7  feet  deep,  and  composed  of 
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solid  clay  impervious  to  water,  which  shall  be  covered  with  stone, 
brick  and  cement,  with  a  wall  of  brick  laid  in  cement  between.  A 
main  drain  will  be  laid  the  entire  length  of  the  bottom  of  bed, 
emptying  into  the  clear  water  space,  which  shall  be  20  x  20  feet,  and 
also  separated  by  solid  brick  and  cement  wall.  Smaller  drains  will 
be  laid  every  five  or  six  feet,  connecting  with  the  main,  then  twelve 
inches  of  rock,  broken  four  inches  in  diameter,  will  be  placed  in  the 
bottom  of  the  basin  on  top  of  these  drains,  then  twelve  inches  of 
rock  two  inches  in  diameter,  twelve  inches  of  coarse  gravel,  twelve 
inches  of  charcoal,  twelve  inches  of  very  coarse  sand,  and,  finally, 
twelve  inches  of  very  fine  sand.  A  perforated  iron  pipe  will  be 
placed  in  position  across  the  top,  fastened  three  or  four  inches  above 
each  of  these  filter  beds.  The  water  thus  let  in,  percolates  down 
through  and  empties  into  the  clear  water  space,  is  pumped  up  into 
the  Hospital  and  distributed  for  all  purposes.  It  will  be  necessary 
to  place  over  this  filter  a  tight  brick  structure,  ten  feet  high,  covered 
by  a  roof  to  prevent  freezing  in  winter.  Believing,  for  the  same 
reason  that  perfect  ventilation  should  exist  in  every  Hospital,  that 
there  should  be  an  abundance  of  pure  water,  we  recommend  for  the 
construction  of  this  filter  the  sum  of  $5,000. 

For  renewing  bedstead*  and  for  wire  mattresses,  $2,000. 

By  observing  the  difference  in  the  comfort  and  inducement  to 
repose,  so  necessary  to  the  recovery  of  this  class  of  invalids,  between 
the  old  wooden  slats  and  straw  beds  and  the  new  beds  already  pro- 
vided, we  feel  that  no  delay  should  be  permitted  in  refurnishing  the 
remaining  wards,  and  we  recommend  for  that  purpose  $1,000  per 
annum  for  two  years. 

For  washing  machines,  $2,500. 

We  examined  the  washing  machines,  and  found  one  entirely  dis- 
abled and  beyond  repair,  and  the  others  rotten  and  liable  to  fall  in 
pieces  at  any  time.  Abashing  is  done  here  for  more  than  six  hun- 
dred people,  and  many  of  the  patients  are  exceedingly  filthy.  Your 
committee  desire  to  recommend  the  estimate  of  the  builders  of  these 
machines,  which  is  $2,500. 
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For  sheds  for  cattle,  piggery  for  swine  and  drying  shed  for  lumber, 

$3,000. 

We  find  the  cyclone  of  June,  1882,  destroyed  all  the  shelter  for 
cattle  and  hogs,  except  the  cow-barn;  also  that  no  place  has  ever 
been  provided  for  storing  lumber  necessary  for  the  constant  repairs 
needed.  To  supply  these  needs  we  recommend  an  appropriation  of 
$3,000. 

For  repair  and  contingent  fund,  $10,000. 

We  find  that  the  entire  building,  walls,  ceiling  and  wood-work,  has 
had  no  repairs,  and  has  never  been  painted  since  its  construction, 
nearly  twenty-five  years  ago,  until  the  work  was  commenced,  about  a 
year  ago.  The  whole  had  become  dingy,  much  of  the  plastering  had 
fallen  off,  and  the  wood-work  was  split  and  defaced,  so  as  to  give  to 
the  institution  a  generally  " run-down"  appearance.  In  the  eight 
wards  of  the  east  wing,  where  the  work  of  repair  has  been  carried 
on,  everything  looks  bright  and  oheerful.  The  walls,  ceiling  and 
wood-work  can  now  be  constantly  cleaned,  and  a  much  healthier  con- 
dition be  maintained  than  when  the  wall  and  wood-work  were  im- 
pregnated with  poisonous  emanations.  We  believe  the  remainder  of 
the  building  should  at  once  be  repairied  in  like  manner,  for  hygienic 
reasons,  as  well  as  the  next  important,  cheerful  surroundings,  which 
are  so  necessary  in  the  treatment  of  mental  disease.  The  large 
kitchen  needs  oyer  hauling  and  repairing  throughout,  and  in  the  way 
of  furniture,  new  tea  and  coffee  urns  and  steam  roasters.  There  is, 
of  course,  in  a  hospital  of  this  character,  need  for  a  multitude  of  con- 
stantly occurring  repairs,  as  a  result  of  the  destructive  propensity  of 
the  insane.  We  recommend,  to  carry  forward  this  very  important 
work  of  renovating  the  remainder  of  the  building,  including  kitchen, 
and  as  a  contingent  fund  for  this  biennial  period,  the  sum  of  $5,000. 

For  electric  fire  alarm  and  system  of  thermostats,  $2,000. 

By  the  introduction  of  this  apparatus,  millions  of  property  and 
thousands  of  lives  have  been  saved,  and  we  should  deem  it  an  act  of 
negligence  should  we  fail  to  recommend  this  protection  to  this  unfor- 
tunate and  helpless  class  of  our  fellow-citizens.  We  most  emphati- 
cally indorse  the  recommendations  of  the  Superintendent  in  this 
direction,  and  recommend  the  actual  estimate  of  the  Western  Electric 
Co.,  which  is  $2,000. 

2 
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CRIMINAL  INSANE. 

Your  committee  deem  it  of  great  importance  to  urge  the  necessity 
of  separate  provisions  for  the  care  of  the  criminal  insane.  Morally 
this  class  are  debased,  and  their  influence  for  evil  is  constant  and 
demoralizing.  There  are  now  about  one  hundred  of  this  class  of 
insane  persons  in  our  State,  who  should  be  separated  from  the  other 
insane.  In  our  opinion  it  would  be  advisable  for  the  State  to  make 
provision  for  such  insane  at  one  of  our  Penitentiaries,  which  can  be 
accomplished  at  a  comparatively  small  expense  to  the  State.

To  the  Honorable,  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa: 

The  Commissioners  appointed  by  the  provisions  of  an  act  of  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Iowa  to  superintend  the  erection 
of  the  Iowa  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at  Independence,  would  respect- 
fully submit  a  report  of  their  proceedings  since  their  last  report,  to* 
gether  with  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Construction,  with 
an  exhibit  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  Board  giving  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  expenditure  of  so  much  of  the  appropriation  made  by  the 
Nineteenth  General  Assembly  as  has  been  used  up  to  this  time. 
Also  a  report  of  the  committee  appointed  to  examine  the  accounts 
and  vouchers  of  the  Treasurer.  , 

At  the  date  of  our  last  report  there  remained  to  be  built,  to  com- 
plete the  Hospital  according  to  the  original  plan,  the  fifth  and  sixth 
sections  of  the  south  wing. 

For  the  erection  of  these  sections  the  Nineteenth  General  Assem- 
bly appropriated  $65,000,  and  for  furnishing  them  when  built,  the 
sum  of  $5,000.  There  was  also  appropriated  by  the  same  act,  $1,250 
for  constructing  a  cistern,  and  $500  for  continuing  the  sewer. 

On  the  30th  of  March,  1882,  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of 
law,  we  advertised  for  proposals  for  excavating,  putting  in  the  con- 
crete and  footing  stone  for  the  foundations  of  the  two  sections  of 
the  building  to  be  erected.  Also  for  furnishing  the  materials  and 
building  the  basement  story  of  the  same.  At  the  same  time  we 
advertised  for  proposals  for  furnishing  not  to  exceed  one  million 
hard  burnt  brick,  delivered  at  the  Hospital. 

There  having  been  no  money  to  expend  in  building  during  a  part 
of  the  years  1881  and  1882,  we  had  dispensed  with  the  services  of 
Superintendent  of  Construction,  but  on  resuming  work  in  the  spring 
of  1882,  we  again  employed  George  Josselyn  as  such  superintendent 
for  one  year  from  April  1,  1882,  at  a  salary  of  $125  per  month,  and 
have  continued  him  in  that  position  until  the  present  time. 

He  has  rendered  valuable  and  faithful  service  to  the  State  during 
that  time,  as  well  as  from  the  commencement  of  the  erection  of  the 
Hospital  in  1868. 
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Hon.  Buren  R.  Sherman,  having  been  inaugurated  Governor  in 
January,  1882,  became  estroffido  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners. He  attended  the  first  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  titer 
he  became  a  member,  and  was  elected  President  of  the  Board  April 
25,  1882. 

On  the  25th  of  April,  1882,  the  proposals  received  as  advertised 
for  were  examined  and  considered  by  the  Board,  and  the  contract  for 
putting  in  'the  foundation  and  building  the  basement  story  was 
awarded  to  George  Netcott  and  Patrick  Lundy,  for  the  sum  of 
$7,647. 

The  contract  for  furnishing  the  brick  was  awarded  to  George  and 
James  Netoott,  for  $8.60  per  thousand.  At  the  same  time  it  was  de- 
termined to  finish  and  furnish  the  west  end  of  the  fourth  section  of 
the  south  wing  as  soon  as  practicable.  When  finished  this  would 
furnish  additional  accommodations  for  thirty  patients.  The  plaster- 
ing and  wood  work  was  done  by  contract,  and  the  rooms  finished  and 
furnished  ready  for  occupation  about  the  first  of  December,  1882. 

During  the  season  of  1882,  we  expected  to  build  the  basement  and 
one  or  more  stories  of  the  superstructure.  In  this  we  were  disap- 
pointed. The  spring  was  backward  and  wet,  thus  retarding  the  com- 
mencement and  progress  of  the  work  until  J  ate  in  the  season,  conse- 
quently only  the  basement  story  was  erected  during  that  year.  But 
in  the  fall  and  winter,  the  stones  which  were  to  be  used  in  the  super- 
structure, and  which  were  furnished  from  the  State  quarry  near  Ana- 
mosa,  and  cut  by  the  convict  labor  at  the  penitentiary  at  that  place, 
were  delivered  on  the  ground — also  brick  and  sand ;  so  that  every- 
thing was  ready  to  prosecute  the  work  without  delay,  as  soon  as  the 
weather  would  permit  in  the  spring  of  1883. 

In  October,  1882,  we  had  a  cistern  constructed  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Hospital,  one  hundred  feet  long,  with  an  interior  diameter  of  ten 
feet.  It  cost,  together  with  the  pipes  connecting  it  with  the  down 
spouts  from  the  roof,  and  with  the  steam  pump  in  the  boiler  house, 
twelve  hundred  and  fifty  dollars. 

Early  in  the  spring  of  1883,  a  contract  was  made  with  the  Inde- 
pendence Manufacturing  Company  to  furnish  all  the  doors,  window 
sash,  door  and  window  frames,  necessary  to  be  used  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  building.  A  contract  was  also  made  with  R.  C.  Hyde  for 
doing  the  wood  work  for  the  roof  and  other  parts  of  the  building.  A 
contract  was  made  with  Richard  Godson,  of  Cedar  Rapids,  to  furnish 
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the  materials,  manufacture  and  put  up  the  galvanized  iron  work;  also 
the  tin  and  slate  for  the  roofs  and  to  put  the  same  on.  Furnishing 
the  copper,  making  and  putting  in  the  gutters  and  flushings,  were 
done  by  Frederick  Hass,  of  Rook  Island,  Illinois.  All  other  mate- 
rials necessary  for  the  construction  of  the  building  have  been  pur- 
chased where  it  could  be  done  to  the  best  advantage  to  the  State. 

The  season  of  1883  proved  favorable  for  building.  We  commenced 
work  on  the  superstructure  about  the  20th  of  April. 

In  constructing  the  walls  of  the  building,  we  employed  brick  ma- 
sons, tenders,  stone  setters  and  cutters  by  the  day.  By  the  15th  of 
August  the  walls  were  up  ready  for  the  roof,  and  by  the  20th  of  Oc- 
tober the  roofs  were  so  far  completed  that  the  plastering  was  com- 
menced; this  work  was  also  done  by  men  employed  by  the  day,  and 
was  completed  December  20th.  At  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  6.  H.  Hill, 
Medical  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  we  put  dormer  windows  in 
the  mansard  roof  of  the  fourth  or  attic  story  of  the  sixth  section  of 
the  south  wing;  also  had  this  story  plastered,'  floor  laid  and  finished 
up  in  one  room  for  an  associate  dormitory.  It  makes  a  good,  com- 
fortable sleeping-apartment,  with  room  for  thirty  single  beds. 

The  carpenter  work  necessary  to  finish  the  building  is  being  done 
by  contract.  When  this  is  completed  and  the  inside  work  iq  painted, 
it  will  be  furnished  and  made  ready  for  occupation  on  or  before 
April  1,  1884. 

The  whole  building  is  now  nearly  completed  according  to  the 
original  plan,  except  the  portico  over  the  front  entrance  and  pointing 
the  outside  walls. 

There  will  be  a  balance  of  about  $7,000  left,  of  the  $65,000  appro- 
priated for  building  the  fifth  and  sixth  sections,  after  they  are  com- 
pleted. We  would  recommend  the  General  Assembly  to  authorize 
the  Commissioners  to  use  this  balance  in  constructing  the  portioo 
and  pointing  the  walls.  The  appropriation  of  $500  for  continuing 
the  sewer  has  not  been  drawn  from  the  treasury,  and  we  would  rec- 
ommend that  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  be  authorized  to  draw 
and  expend  it.  The  appropriation  of  $1,250  made  for  constructing  a 
oistern  has  been  drawn  and  expended.  Of  the  appropriation  of 
$65,000  made  for  building,  only  $55,000  has  been  drawn  from  the 
treasury,  all  of  which  has  been  expended.  The  appropriation  of 
$5,000,  made  for  furnishing,  has  all  been  drawn  from  the  treasury, 
but  only  $1,180.72  has  been  paid  out,  but  it  will  be  necessary  to  use 
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the  balanoe  to  furnish  the  sections  of  the  building  now  nearly  com- 
pleted. 

The  following  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  Hospital  made  in  our 
third  biennial  report,  dated  November  1,1873,  page  6,  reads  as  fol- 
lows: "The  cost  of  this  Hospital  when  it  is  entirely  finished,  com- 
plete with  all  its  necessary  furniture  and  all  its  equipments,  will  be 
about  $850,000." 

We  find  that  the  total  amount  that  has  been  expended  in  building, 
furnishing,  steam-heating,  sewerage,  gas  works,  water  sup- 
ply, superintendence,  per  diem  and  expenses  of  Commission- 
ers, Secretary  and  Treasurer  is,  including  the  appropriation 
made  by  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly  (except  the  $500 
for  continuing  the  sewer) $840,550.00 

To  this  should  be  added  the  amount  saved  by  having  the  stone 
used  in  building  the  fifth  and  sixth  sections  of  the  south  wing 
furnished  by  the  State  and  cut  by  the  convict  labor  at  the  pen- 
itentiary at  Anamosa 5,000.00 

Total  cost .' $845,550.00 

Estimated  cost  made  in  1873 850,000,00 

The  Hospital  will  be  completed  before  the  meeting  of  another 
General  Assembly,  and  without  further  appropriations.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  CONSTRUCTION. 


To  the   Commissioner*  /or  building  the  Iowa  Hospital  for  the  Insane 
at  Independence: 

Gentlemen — I  respectfully  submit  to  you  the  following  report  of 
the  progress  of  the  work  done  on  the  Hospital  buildings  since  No- 
vember 1,  1881 : 

Soon  after  the  appropriation  for  the  completion  of  the  unfinished 
parts  of  section  four,  and  for  building  sections  five  and  six  was  made 
by  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly,  the  work  was  commenced,  by 
deafening  and  grounding  the  part  of  section  four  which  had  not  been 
plastered.  The  contract  for  the  plastering  of  said  section  was  let  to 
Jacob  Brandel. 

The  finishing  of  the  inside  carpenter  work  was  let  to  Wm.  Uren; 
the  mill  work  to  the  Independence  Manufacturing  Company;  the 
painting,  heating  and  plumbing  being  done  by  the  day. 

The  material  for  heating  and  plumbing  was  furnished  by  A.  Y.  Mc- 
Donald, of  Dubuque,  and  the  J.  L.  Mott  Iron  Works  of  New  York. 

These  sections  were  finisned  in  the  fall  and  occupied  after  being 
furnished  with  the  necessary  furniture. 

In  the  spring  of  1882,  the  contract  for  excavating  for  the  founda- 
tions, putting  in  the  ooncrete  foundations  and  footing  stones  (the 
footing  stones  being  furnished  by  the  State),  doing  the  granite  work 
and  brick  work  of  the  basement  story  of  sections  five  and  six,  was 
given  to  Patrick  Lundy  and  Geo.  Netcott. 

A  contract  was  also  made  with  George  and  James  Netcott  to 
furnish  what  brick  would  be  needed  to  build  the  two  sections. 
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In  consequence  of  the  very  wet  weather  in  the  early  part  of  the 
summer  of  1882  the  work  did  not  progress  as  rapidly  as  desired;  the 
foundations  and  basement  work  were  not  completed  until  October, 
when  the  first  floor  of  joists  were  laid  on  the  walls,  which  were  then 
covered  with  boards  for  the  winter;  the  contract  for  doing  said  work 
having  been  given  to  Wm,  Uren. 

The  out  stone  work  for  facing  the  outside  walls,  also  the  window 
and  door  caps  and  sills,  which  were  furnished  from  the  State  quarries 
and  cut  by  the  convicts  at  Anamosa,  were  shipped  during  the  fall  and 
winter,  so  that  early  in  the  month  of  April,  1883,  the  mason  work 
was  commenced. 

The  setting  of  the  stone  and  laying  of  the  brick  it  was  thought 
best  to  have  done  by  the  day. 

A  contract  was  made  in  the  spring  with  the  Independence  Manu- 
facturing Company  to  furnish  the  window  and  door  frames,  sash  and 
doors.  The  making  of  the  wrought  iron  sash  was  given  to  J.  L. 
Meeker,  of  Newark,  New  Jereey.  The  contract  for  all  the  galvanized 
iron,  tin  and  slate  work  was  awarded  to  R.  Godson,  of  Cedar  Rapids; 
the  carpenter  work  for  enclosing  the  buildings  to  R.  C.  Hyde,  of  In- 
dependence. 

The  making  of  the  iron  guards  for  the  windows  was  given  to  the 
T.  E.  Barnum  Wire  and  Iron  Works,  of  Detroit,  Michigan. 

By  the  middle  of  August  the  stone  walls  were  completed  ready  to 
receive  the  roofs.  About  this  time  it  was  concluded  that  it  would  be 
best  to  arrange  the  attic  story  of  the  sixth  section  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  be  able  to  use  it  for  a  domitory;  which  ^change  necessitated  the 
making  of  additional  window  frames  in  the  Mansard  roof,  and  some 
extra  galvanized  iron  and  tin  work,  which  work  was  given  to  R.  God- 
son. By  the  middle  of  November  the  buildings  were  under  roof,  the 
galvanized  iron  and  tin  work  completed;  also  the  copper  gutters  and 
other  copper  work  about  the  roofs,  a  CQntract  to  do  the  same  having 
been  awarded  to  F.  Hass,  of  Rock  Island,  Illinois. 

Wrought  iron  beams  were  used  to  support  the  floors  in  the  bath 
rooms,  drying  rooms  and  water  closets;  also  over  the  third  story  of 
the  building.  These  beams  were  connected  with  brick  arches.  The 
iron  beams  were  purchased  from  the  Phoenix  Iron  Works,  of  Phila- 
delphia. 
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The  castings  for  the  stairways  were  furnished  by  F.  Megow,  of  In- 
dependence. The  slate  steps  for  said  stairs,  also  the  floor  tiles  and 
base  for  the  bath  rooms  and  water  closets,  were  purchased  of  the 
Burlington  Manufacturing  Company,  Chicago. 

A  contract  was  made  with  R.  C.  Hyde  to  ground  and  otherwise 
prepare  the  walls  for  plastering.  Also  with  W.  L.  Barton  to  put  in 
.  the  deafening  boards.  This  work  was  completed  by  the  time  the 
roofs  were  on.  The  plastering  was  then  commenced,  and  was  fin- 
ished by  the  22d  of  December,  the  weather  having  been  unusually 
fine  and  warm.  The  floor  tiles  are  laid  and  the  wash-basins  set, 
which  completes  the  mason  work. 

A  contract  was  awarded  to  George  Netcott  to  excavate  for  and 
build  a  cistern  one  hundred  feet  long  by  ten  feet  interior  diameter, 
cylindrical  in  shape,  which  was  completed  late  in  the  fall  of  1862, 
and  connections  were  made  to  the  same  with  the  down  spouts  from 
the  roof  of  the  building  at  several  points.  The  cistern  was  also  con- 
nected with  the  pump  in  the  boiler-house.  An  air  duct  connecting 
with  the  main  air  duct  has  been  constructed  of  stone,  with  a  brick 
arch  covering,  to  supply  the  fifth  and  sixth  sections  with  fresh  air, 
and  through  which  the  condense  return  pipes  run  to  the  boiler 
room. 

The  main  steam  pipes  as  well  as  a  large  proportion  of  the  steam 
:  adiators  are  in  place  and  connected  to  each  other,  so  the  building  i* 
supplied  with  some  heat ;  the  rest  will  be  put  up  as  fast  as  possible. 

The  outside  sewer  pipes  have  been  laid,  to  which  the  soil  and  waste 
pipes  to  the  bath  rooms  and  water  closets  will  be  connected  as  soon 
as  the  plumbing  is  done. 

A  contract  for  completing  the  inside  carpenter  work,  such  as  lay- 
ing the  floors,  setting  the  door  jambs  and  hanging  the  doors,  putting 
down  the  base,  fixing  up  the  closets  and  clothes  rooms,  etc.,  has  been 
given  to  R.  C.  Hyde. 

The  heating  and  plumbing  is  being  done  by  the  day,  finding  that 
to  be  the  most  economical  manner  of  doing  that  kind  of  work. 

The  radiators  have  been  purchased  from  A.  Y.  McDonald,  of  Du- 
buque ;  Runce,  Spencer  &  Co.,  of  Milwaukee;  and  F.  Megow,  of  In- 
dependence. The  most  of  the  pipe,  fittings  and  brass  work  hare 
been  furnished  by  A.  Y.  McDonald.  The  supplies  for  plumbing  were 
bought  of  the  J.  L.  Mott  Iron  Works,  of  New  York. 
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We  hope,  if  the  weather  permits,  to  have  the  work  all  completed 
by  the  first  of  April,  so  the  building  oan  be  occupied  at  that  time.

30,  1883. 

This  report  is  accompanied  by  the  report  of  the  Superintendent, 
Dr.  G.  H.  Hill;  the  report  of  the  Steward,  John  H.  McDonald;  the  re- 
port of  the  Matron,  Lucy  M.  Gray,  and  the  report  of  the  Treasurer, 
Wm.  G.  Donnan,  for  the  same  period.

At  the  commencement  of  this  biennial  period  Dr.  A.  Reynolds,  the 
former  Superintendent,  took  leave  of  the  institution  as  its  Superin- 
tendent. Failing  health,  which  had  caused  him  considerable  anxiety 
for  years,  induced  him  to  resign  the  position,  contrary  to  the  wishes 
of  the  entire  Board  of  Trustees. 

Dr.  G.  H.  Hill  was  chosen  Superintendent  in  his  place.  Dr.  Hill 
had  been  the  first  assistant  physician  of  the  Hospital  nearly  all  the 
time  since  its' organization.  He,  therefore,  brought  to  the  work  an  in- 
timate knowledge  of  its  affairs.  He  had  a  personal  knowledge  of 
each  patient,  and  the  peculiarities  of  his  or  her  malady.  He  was  also 
acquainted  with  all  the  other  officers  and  employes,  and  knew  all  of 
the  needs  and  resources  of  the  institution.  The  change,  therefore, 
was  not  as  great  as  though  some  new  person,  a  stranger  to  all,  had 
come  into  the  control. 

Under  the  management  of  Dr.  Hill  the  business  of  the  institution 
has  been  conducted  in  a  systematic  and  successful  manner. 

There  were  in  this  institution  as  patients  for  treatment  on  the  first 
day  of  October,  1881,  two  hundred  and  twenty-four  males  and  two 
hundred  and  forty-eight  females,  or  a  total  of  five  hundred  and 
twenty-two.  During  the  period  covered  by  this  report  there  have 
been  admitted:

For  a  more  particular  description  of  the  causes  of  death  and  the 
peculiar  condition  of  all  the  patients,  and  the  movement  of  the  popu- 
lation, reference  may  be  had  to  the  report  of  the  Superintendent  which 
accompanies  this  report. 

There  has  been  no  epidemic  among  the  inmates  of  the  Hospital. 
The  patients  have  been  free  f  rom^contagious  diseases,  and  the  general 
health  of  all  has  been  good. 

The  appropriations  made  by  the  Nineteenth  General  Assembly  for 
the  use  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital  were  as  follows: 

For  three  new  boilers  (six  thousand  dollars) $6,000.00 

For  completing  water  supply  (five  hundred  dollars) 500.00 

For  contingent  expenses  (three  thousand  dollars) 3,000.00 


/ 
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The  three  new  boilers  were  contracted  to  be  made  of  best  homo- 
geneous steel  plates,  each  fourteen  feet  long  and  five  feet  in  diam- 
eter. 

We  also  contracted  for  fronts  and  grates  of  the  most  approved 
patterns.  These  boilers  were  received  and  set  during  the  fall  of  1882, 
and  have  so  far  done  good  service.  The  grates,  we  think,  have  been 
the  means  of  saving  a  large  amount  of  fuel  to  the  Institution  during 
the  past  year. 

These  boilers  cost $  3,000.00 

The  grates  and  fronts  cost 1,320.00 

Setting  the  boilers  and  connecting  the  same  to  the  chimney 
and  covering  the  domes  and  steam-maina  cost 1,880.00 

Total $  6,200.00 

The  labor  in  setting  these  boilers  was  paid  out  of  the  current  ex- 
pense fund. 

The  money  for  completing  the  water  supply  has  been  used  for  that 
purpose,  but  has  proven  wholly  inadequate  for  the  purpose  for  which 
it  was  appropriated. 

The  three  thousand  dollars  of  contingent  fund  has  been  used  as. 
follows: 

For  hose $     500.00 

Transferred  to  the  repair  fund V 2,500.00 

The  farm  during  the  biennial  period  has  produced  well,  and  the  pro- 
duce has  all  been  used  by  the  Institution.  We  have  had  to  purchase, 
besides  what  has  been  raised  on  the  farm,  a  large  amount  of  produce 
each  year. 

Hay,  corn,  oats,  and  potatoes  have  to  be  purchased  in  considerable 
quantities.  A  large  part  of  this  outlay  could  be  avoided  by  purchas- 
ing eighty  acres  of  land  that  adjoins  the  land  now  owned  by  the 
State  and  corners  into  it  so  that  the  southeast  corner  of  this  eighty 
is  within  a  few  rods  of  the  barn  owned  by  the  Institution.  This 
eighty  has  for  some  years  belonged  to  a  Mrs.  Gray.  In  the  spring  of 
1883  she  was  determined  to  sell  the  same.  Our  Superintendent,  Dr. 
G.  H.  Hill,  purchased  it  in  order  to  sell  it  to  the  State,  as  the  State  very 
much  needs  this  land  and  ought  to  have  it.  Dr.  Hill  proposes  to  sell 
it  for  what  it  cost  him,  if  the  State  will  take  it.     It  would  cost  no 
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additional  outlay  to  work  this  land;  it  could  be  done  by  the  patients, 
and  would  greatly  increase  the  income  from  the  farm. 

On  the  22d  day  of  June,  1882,  a  severe  wind-storm  from  the  north- 
west blew  down  the  large  chimney,  unroofed  the  main  building,  and 
several  of  the  wings  of  the  institution,  moved  some  of  the  towers  on 
the  building,  blew  down  the  fences  and  some  of  the  out-buildings, 
doing  a  large  amount  of  damage,  and  leaving  the  rooms  so  that  at 
each  rain-storm  the  water  came  in  through  the  ceilings,  and  made  the 
rooms  damp  and  unhealthy.  The  chimney  fell  upon  the  boiler-house, 
crushed  in  the  roof  of  that,  and  damaged  two  boilers  that  had  been 
set  outside  the  boiler-house  to  use  while  repairs  were  being  made. 

Thus,  for  several  days,  the  Institution  was  left  without  steam  and 
without  any  way  to  make  it.  All  the  washing,  ironing,  and  carrying 
of  water  had  to  be  done  by  hand. 

As  soon  as  could  be  done  after  this  storm  the  Trustees  were  called 
in  extra  session;  the  Governor  was  requested  to  convene  the  Execu- 
tive Council  at  the  Hospital,  which  he  did. 

The  Trustees  and  Executive  Council  when  together  could  find  no 
warrant  in  the  law  for  either  to  act  in  making  the  necessary  repairs; 
on  the  other  hand,  the  strict  letter  of  the  law  made  it  a  crime  for 
either  the  Governor,  Executive  Council,  or  Trustees  to  use  any  funds 
sufficient  to  make  the  repairs  necessary  to  protect  the  property,  and 
care  for  the  unfortunate  people  committed  to  the  charge  of  this  Hos- 
pital. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  repairs  made  by  the  Trustees  was  thir- 
teen thousand,  nine  hundred  and  eighty-five  (13,985)  dollars.  This  in- 
cluded only  that  which  was  necessary  to  be  done  to  enable  the 
patients  to  remain  through,  the  winter. 

After  this  estimate  was  made  and  during  the  progress  of  the  re- 
pairs it  was  deemed  best  to  put  an  iron  roof  upon  the  boiler-house, 
which  cost  about  three  thousand  dollars  extra. 

The  Executive  Council  gave  the  Trustees  the  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars  out  of  the  providential  contingent  fund,  and  authorized  them, 
so  far  as  their  authority  extended,  to  borrow  money  to  complete  the 
sum. 

Thus  we  found  ourselves  with  five  hundred  and  fiftv-two  insane 
people,  one  hundred  and  twenty  employes  and  attendants,  the  bniM- 
ings  unroofed,  our  steam  apparatus  crushed,  property  that  had  I'osr 
the   State  eight  hundred  thousand  dollars  in  danger,  and  no  mow-r 
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except  the  four  thousand  dollars  referred  to,  and  twenty-five  hundred 
(2,500)  dollars  of  the  contingent  fund  appropriated  by  the  Nineteenth 
General  Assembly,  with  which  to  repair  the  same,  and  with  penal 
statutes  to  punish  us  if  we  moved  in  the  matter,  and  no  officer  or 
body  of  officers  in  the  State  that  had  power  to  grant  us  relief. 

We  pursued  the  only  reasonable  course:  we  took  the  responsibility, 
we  used  the  contingent  fund,  run  in  debt,  used  the  support  fund,  and 
set  to  work  and  repaired  the  damages.  By  the  time  winter  set  in  we 
had  rebuilt  the  chimney,  at  a  cost  of  six  thousand,  one  hundred  and 
twenty  dollars  ;  we  had  rebuilt  the  boiler-house,  at  a  cost  of  five 
thousand,  two  hundred  and  seventy-four  dollars  and  thirty-six  cents; 
we  had  put  in  three  new  boilers ;  we  had  the  roofs  of  the  buildings 
replaced,  at]  an  expense  of  two  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  eighty- 
six  dollars  and  forty-three  cents. 

The  other  damages  done  by  the  storm  were  repaired  as  well  as  the 
means  at  our  command,  and  time,  would  allow. 

GAt  the  closing  of  the  account  we  find  that  we  have  expended  in  re- 
pairs sixteen  thousand,  eight  hundred  and  forty-seven  dollars  and 
twenty  cents  (16,847.20).  It  yet  leaves  one  tower  that  had  been 
moved  from  the  walls,  but  not  precipitated  to  the  ground,  unreplaced. 
It  is  estimated  that  to  replace  this  will  cost  five  hundred  (500)  dol- 
*  lars.  When  that  is  done  the  damage  by  the  storm  of  June  22,  1882, 
will  have  been  repaired,  except  the  injury  by  water  to  the  walls  and 
plastering  while  the  roofs  were  off . 

It  appears  to  us  to  be  an  unwise  state  of  affairs  when  a  State  has 
several  millions  of  dollars  in  buildings  that  are  liable  to  damage  by 
storm  and  fire,  and  which  buildings  shelter  and  protect  the  unfortunate 
insane,  blind  and  mute  people,  to  have  the  laws  so  framed  that  no  offi- 
cer or  body  of  officers  have  authority  to  provide  legally  for  the  repair  of 
the  buildings  and  the  protection  of  the  unfortunates,  when  the  Legis- 
lature is  not  in  session.     But  such  are  the  laws  of  Iowa  at  this  time. 

WATER    SUPPLY. 

In  our  last  report  we  made  especial  mention  of  two  sources  of  water 
to  supply  the  wants  of  the  inmates  of  the  Hospital.  One  was  some 
additional  cisterns  to  take  all  the  water  that  falls  on  the  buildings, 
and  use  that  as  far  as  it  will  go  in  washing  and  making  steam. 

The  other  source  mentioned  was  to  till  the  reservoir  from  the  sur- 
plus water  of  the  well,  in  times  when  there  was  more  water  than  was 
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needed.  The  well  that  supplies  the  water  to  the  Hospital  is  located 
about  eighty  rods  west  of  the  Hospital  building,  in  a  gravel  bed  that 
was  formed  in  a  clay  basin.  The  well  is  within  three  rods  of  the 
north  line  of  the  Hospital  land,  and  the  same  distance  from  the  south 
line  of  the  eighty  that  we  have  recommended  the  State  to  purchase. 
This  well,  during  the  driest  time  we  have  had  in  the  ten  years  since 
the  Hospital  was  opened,  has  never  furnished  less  than  eight  hundred 
barrels  of  water  per  day.  At  times  when  there  was  an  abundance  of 
rain  it  has  furnished  as  much  as  sixteen  hundred  barrels  per  day. 
We  have  had  soundings  made  in  this  water  basin,  and  we  think  it 
takes  all  the  rain-fall  on  about  sixty  acres  of  land.  The  deepest  part 
is  about  ten  rods  north  and  a  little  west  of  where  the  Hospital  well  is. 
We  believe  that  two  more  wells  could  be  put  in  this  basin,  each  of 
which  would  furnish  as  much  water  as  the  one  from  which  we  are 
now  drawing.  This  would  give  us  an  abundance  at  all  times.  The 
land  will  cost,  if  purchased  now,  two  thousand  six  hundred  and 
eighty  dollars.  Two  more  wells  will  cost  twelve  hundred  dollars. 
Pipes  to  run  the  water  to  the  Hospital  will  cost  eighteen  hundred  dol- 
lars.    Total  cost,  five  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty  dollars. 

The  land  is  well  worth  the  amount  asked,  without  regard  to  the 
water  supply  that  is  under  it.  We  earnestly  recommend  the  Legisla-. 
ture  to  purchase  this  land,  and  make  an  appropriation  of  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars  to  make  the  wells  and  lay  the  pipes  to  the 
building.  If  this  plan  succeeds  it  will  be  much  the  cheapest  one  by 
which  the  hospital  can  be  supplied  with  water. 

The  rain-fall  at  the  Hospital  has  been  as  follows  since  1875: 

For  the  year  1876 27.70  inches. 

For  the  year  1877 85.78  inches. 

For  the  year  1878 33.47  inches. 

For  the  year  1879 33.05  inches. 

For  the  year  1880 42.95  inches. 

For  the  year  1881 43.97  inches. 

For  the  year  1882 36.51  inches. 

For  the  year  1883,  first  seven  months 20.50  inches. 

This  gives  an  average  for  the  seven  years  of  more  than  thirty-six 
inches  a  year. 

Three  feet  of  rain-fall  upon  an  acre  of  land  makes  thirty-one  thou- 
sand and  forty  barrels.  On  sixty  acres,  makes  one  million,  eight  hun- 
dred and  sixty-two  thousand  and  four  hundred  barrels.  This  gives 
five  thousand  one  hundred  and  two  bairels  each  day  of  the  three  hun- 
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dred  and  sixty-five,  or  more  than  foui  times  the  aiuouul  uoncssary  to 
supply  the  Hospital  at. twelve  hundred  barrels  per  day.  The  number 
of  patients  now  in  the  Hospital  is  five  hundred  and  eighty.  The  offi- 
cers and  employes  number  one  hundred  and  eleven.  All  of  these 
have  to  be  supplied  with  water  to  do  a  large  part  of  the  cooking,  and 
for  drinking,  washing,  washing  clothing,  bathing,  cleaning  the  wards, 
and  to  wash  away  the  excrements,  and  to  make  steam  to  heat  the  entire 
building,  and  run  the  machinery,  and  protect  from  fires.  This  re- 
quires a  large  supply,  and  should  be  obtained. 

The  water  obtained  now  from  this  well  is  very  pure  and  wholesome, 
and  means  should  be  taken  to  secure  the  land,  and  thereby  insure  the 
water  for  the  use  of  the  Institution. 

We  cannot  urge  this  matter  too  strongly,  and  we  earnestly  request 
that  the  Legislature  make  the  necessary  appropriations  therefor. 

The  ventilation  of  the  Hospital  has  never  been  completed  accord- 
ing to  the  plan  that  was  adopted  by  the  commissioners.  Each  Gen- 
eral Assembly  has  been  asked  to  make  an  appropriation  for  a  fan  and 
engine  to  run  it;  and  for  means  to  pave  and  plaster  the  air-ducts 
leading  from  the  ventilating  tower  to  the  basement  of  the  building 
under  the  heaters. 

If  such  an  appropriation  cannot  be  made,  then  some  other  means  of 
ventilating  the  building  ought  to  be  adopted  and  carried  out.  Dur- 
ing the  summer  season  it  is  comparatively  easy  to  keep  the  rooms 
supplied  with  fresh  air  by  means  of  open  windows.  In  the  winter  it 
is  quite  a  different  matter.  Then  there  must  be  forced  into  the  room 
warm,  pure  air,  and  the  colder,  foul  air  taken  out.  A  constant  succes- 
sion or  flow  of  pure  air  through  the  rooms  is  thus  necessary  in  order 
to  keep  the  rooms  warm  and  the  air  pure.  With  the  present  facili- 
ties, this  is  very  difficult  to  accomplish.  An  appropriation  should  be 
made  to  accomplish  this  end. 

The  Hospital  building  has  never  been  pointed.  This  allows  a  large 
amount  of  air  to  come  into  the  rooms  on  windy  da]  3,  and  increases 
the  amount  of  fuel  necessary  to  keep  the  rooms  wai  a.  It  would  be 
a  great  saving  of  fuel,  and  add  much  to  the  comfoi*  of  the  inmates, 
if  the  building  was  pointed. 

The  Steward's  report  shows  the  produce  of  the  farm  for  the  period 
covered  by  this  report. 

The  year  1882  was  not  a  good  year  for  farming,  and  the  products 
were  not  as  great  as  in  more  favorable  years;  but  the  report  shows 
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that  there  was  raised  on  the  farm  that  year  a  large  amount  of  pro- 
duce, that  went  far  toward  supporting  the  institution. 

This  report  is  made  too  early  in  1883  to  enable  us  to  any  more  than 
approximate  the  amount  that  will  be  raised  this  year.  For  a  full 
statement  of  these  matters,  reference  is  had  to  the  Steward's  report, 
herewith  transmitted. 

The  work  that  has  been  done  by  the  patients  under  charge  of  the 
Matron  is  shown  in  her  report  herewith.  The  labor  of  the  female 
patients  has  thus  been  utilized  to  the  benefit  of  the  Institution,  and 
has  produced  good  results  in  those  who  have  been  engaged  in  the 
labor.  This  work  has  been  done  by  the  female  patients  in  addition 
to  what  they  have  done  in  the  kitchen  and  laundry,  and  is  of  great 
value  to  the  Institution.  The  details  are  shown  in  the  Matron's  re- 
port. 

There  are  a  large  number  of  patients  sent  to  the  Hospital  each  year 
who  have  first  been  accused  of  some  crime,  and  after  being  arrested 
for  such  crime  develop  symptoms  of  insanity  and  are  sent  to  the  Hos- 
pital. Such  cases  ought  to  be  treated  separately  from  the  ordinary 
patients. 

We  respectfully  urge  upon  the  General  Assembly  the  passage  of 
some  law  by  which  criminals  will  be  kept  from  immediate  contact 
with  the  unfortunate  insane  against  whom  no  crime  is  charged. 
Either  a  separate  institution,  or  provision  for  separate  wards  in  the 
present  institutions,  is  advisable  and  greatly  to  be  desired. 

The  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  Hospital  for  the  biennial  per- 
iod may  be  summarized  as  follows:

The  requisitions  drawn  upon  the  Auditor  of  State  for  support  of 
the  insane  were  based  upon  fourteen  dollars  per  month  up  to  July  1, 
1882,  and  on  sixteen  dollars  per  month  after  that  time. 

The  Hospital  keeps  about  thirty-five  cows,  and  has  now  no  barn,  or 
convenient  place  for  them  in  winter,  nor  is  there  any  place  to  store 
hay  and  it  has  to  be  stacked  out.  There  ought  to  be  a  good  barn 
for  the  purpose  of  stabling  the  cows  and  storing  hay  and  feed  for 
them.     The  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars  is  asked  for  that  purpose. 

The  Institution  is  in  great  need  of  an  ice-house  with  refrigerating 
rooms  attached. 

A  building  thirty  by  forty  feet  will  be  ample  for  that  purpose,  and 
it  is  estimated  that  such  a  building  with  proper  refrigerator  rooms, 
one  for  storing  meat,  and  another  for  vegetables,  and  another  for 
milk  and  butter,  would  cost  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars.  An 
appropriation  of  that  amount  is  asked  for  that  purpose. 

In  this  climate  the  exposed  wood  and  iron  requires  frequently  to  be 
painted,  and  without  such  painting  suffers  by  decay  and  rust. 

Some  parts  of  this  building  have  now  been  up  over  twelve  years, 
and  no  appropriation  has  been  made  to  enable  the  Trustees  to  paint 
the  outside  wood  and  iron  work.  We  respectfully  ask  the  Legislature 
to  give  us  one  thousand  dollars  to  enable  the  Trustees  to  have  the 
building  newly  painted. 

When  this  Institution  was  opened,  and  up  to  the  time  that  there 
were  but  four  hundred  patients  and  employes,  the  laundry  depart- 
ment was  considered  sufficiently  large  to  enable  the  washing  and 
ironing  to  be  done  fairly  well,  but  with  nearly  six  hundred  patients 
and  more  than  one  hundred  employes,  it  is  now  entirely  too  small. 

By  raising  the  roof  of  the  present  building  and  putting  the  drying, 
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room  and  ironing-room  in  the  second  story  and  using  the  first  floor 
for  washing  it  will  give  room  enough  for  the  laundry  work  for  all 
time.  To  make  this  change,  it  is  estimated,  will  cost  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  (2,000)  dollars.  Additional  wasting  machines  are  needed, 
and  these  will  cost  five  hundred  (500)  dollars. 

It  is  also  important  that  we  have  a  carpenter  shop  with  room  for 
for  the  men  to  work  and  considerable  storage  room  for  lumber. 

The  building  could  be  made  two  stories  high,  and  bedrooms  made 
in  the  upper  story  for  the  male  help  about  the  farm  and  place  to 
sleep. 

A  building  such  as  is  needed  for  these  purposes  will  cost  about  fire 
thousand  (5,000)  dollars,  and  should  be  provided  at  an  early  day. 
We  earnestly  request  the  Legislature  to  make  the  necessary  appropri- 
ation for  this  purpose. 

New  steam  main  pipes  are  very  much  needed  and  should  be  sup- 
plied at  once.  The  old  ones  now  require  very  frequent  repairs  in 
order  to  enable  the  officers  to  keep  the  building  warm  durings  the  cold 
weather.  These  mains  are  liable  to  give  out  at  any  time,  and  new 
ones  should  be  provided.  It  is  estimated  that  they  will  cost  fixe 
thousand  (5,000)  dollars.  An  appropriation  for  that  amount  is  most 
earnestly  requested. 

It  now  remains  to  summarize  the  appropriations  asked,  each  of 
which  is  much  needed  by  the  Institution  in  order  to  successfully  and 
and  economically  carry  on  the  great  and  beneficent  work  for  which 
it  was  erected:

Storm  sash  for  north  wing 1,000.00 

Enlarging  wash-room  and  getting  new  machinery  for  same 2,-500.00

New  steam  mains 5,000.00 

Cow  barn 3,000.00 

Eighty  acres  of  land 2,680.00 

Completing  water  supply 3,000.00

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SUPERINTENDENT'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Trustees  of  ike  Iowa  Hospital  for  the 
Insane,  at  Independence: 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  present  the  sixth  biennial  report  of 
this  Hospital,  for  the  period  beginning  October  1,  1881,  and  ending 
June  30,  1883. 

The  movement  of  population  and  statistics  you  will  find  arranged 
in  the  tables  following  my  report. 

ADMISSIONS. 

By  a  comparison  with  similar  institutions  in  other  States  we  find 
that,  from  the  outset,  the  admissions  of  this  Hospital  have  been  unu- 
sually numerous. 

This  fact  is  attributed  to  the  inadequate  provision  made  by  this 
State,  for  the  insane.  Since  new  patients  require  special  care,  other 
things  being  equal,  hospitals  having  the  most  admissions  do  the  most 
work. 

From  Table  III,  it  may  be  seen  that  three  hundred  and  thirty-two 
persons  have  been  received  for  treatment  more  than  once;  and  three 
as  many  as  six  times.  These  readmissions  are  occasioned:  first,  by 
subsequent  attacks  in  patients  discharged  cured;  second,  by  the  re- 
lapse of  patients  discharged  improved  in  health,  behavior,  and  men- 
tal state;  and  third,  in  those  discharged  as  incurable  and  harmless, 
but  who,  after  being  with  friends,  or  in  the  county  alms-house  for  a 
time,  become  burdensome  or  positively  unmanageable. 

In  order  to  prevent  counties  from  sending  us  incurable  and  harm- 
less insane,  in  April,  1882,  the  Board  of  Trustees  notified  Commis- 
sioners of  Insanity  of  counties  assigned  to  send  patients  to  this 
Institution  that  the  history  of  each  case  must  be  forwarded,  and  per- 
mission obtained  before  a  patient  can  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital- 
Generally  this  request  is  complied  with.     Consequently  the  Trustee* 
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have  been  obliged  to  discharge  fewer  patients  than  otherwise  would 
have  been  necessary,  and  the  counties  have  been  saved  the  expense  of 
conveying  some  incurable  patients  to  and  from  the  Hospital. 

Again,  with  this  opportunity  to  reject  applicants,  patients  wha 
have  no  "legal  settlement"  in  any  of  the  counties  entitled  to  the  ben- 
efit of  this  Hospital,  may  be  refused  admission. 

DISCHARGES. 

By  reference  to  the  table  giving  the  residence  of  patients,  it  will 
be  seen  that  we  now  have  in  the  Hospital  seventy-four  patients  who 
are  supported  by  the  State.  Eighteen  of  these  patients  were  trans- 
ferred from  Mt.  Pleasant  years  ago,  and  there  are  many  others  who- 
have  been  in  the  Institution  a  long  time.  A  large  proportion  of  these 
State  patients  are  harmless  and  incurable.  If  their  friends  refuse 
to  take  them  away,  they  remain  here  indefinitely. 

There  is  injustice  in  having  so  much  room  occupied  by  State  pa- 
tients, to  the  exclusion  of  those  who  have  permanent  homes  in  Iowa, 
and  who  are  fully  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital.  Upon 
investigation  it  is  sometimes  found  that  persons  admitted  to  the  Hos- 
pital, with  an  "unknown  legal  settlement"  properly  belong  in  some 
other  State.  Usually  such  patients  could,  after  a  few  days'  treatment,, 
be  sent  to  the  homes;  but  the  expense  might  be  great  on  account  of 
distance  and  the  necessity  of  sending  an  attendant  with  the  patient.. 
This  the  Trustees  may  authorize  the  Superintendent  to  do,  according 
to  section  1419  of  the  Code,  but  it  is  seldom  done,  because  we  dislike 
to  take  from  the  current  expense  fund  the  amount  of  money  required. 
Would  it  not  be  well  to  amend  the  law  so  the  Board  of  Trustees  could 
draw  a  special  requisition  upon  the  State  Treasurer  for  money  ad- 
vanced to  relieve  the  Institution  of  State  patients? 

During  the  biennial  period  sixty-four  of  the  incurable  insane  have 
gone  to  county  asylums  and  alms-houses,  and  many  more  in  like  con- 
dition have  been  taken  in  charge  by  their  relatives.  There  have  been 
about  the  usual  number  of  recoveries  among  those  discharged.  Sev- 
eral discharged  much  improved  completed  their  restoration  of  mind 
at  home.  Among  those  who  died  there  were  only  eight  patients 
whose  history  gave  promise  of  recovery. 

The  advantage  of  sending  persons  to  the  Hospital  as  soon  as  the 
mental  derangement  manifests  itself  is  indicated  in  Table  IV. 

Of  those  who  had  been  insane  three  montns  or  less  before  admis- 
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.sion,  thirty-six  per  cent  recovered,  besides  twenty-seven  per  cent  who 
made  great  improvement,  but  were  not  fully  restored;  while  in  those 
whose  diseases  had  existed  a  year  or  more  before  admission,  less  than 
five  per  cent  recovered. 

TRIAL   VISITS. 

During  the  period  for  which  this  report  is  made  I  have  allowed 
about  one  hundred  patients  to  go  away  and  visit  relatives.  Eighty- 
two  were  taken  by  friends  with  the  understanding  that  they  would 
keep  them  at  home  permanently  if  they  behaved  well,  but  that  we 
would  receive  them  again  any  time  within  three  months,  without  new 
admission  papers,  if  they  proved  very  troublesome.  Twenty-eight 
men  and  twenty-two  women  thus  removed  have  remained  at  home. 
Although  there  is  no  law  sanctioning  and  regulating  such  a  practice, 
we  find  it  desirable.  With  our  Hospital  always  crowded  this  kind  of 
relief  is  very  convenient. 

CAPACITY   OF   THE    HOSPITAL. 

The  building  has  been  erected  by  piecemeal,  beginning  at  the  north 
■end.  Now  the  last  two  sections  of  the  south  wing  are  being  enclosed. 
In  about  one  year  more  the  Institution  will  be  entirely  finished  ac- 
cording to  design.  From  time  to  time,  as  new  wards  have  been  fin- 
ished and  furnished  by  the  building  commissioners,  our  capacity  has 
been  increased.  The  numbers  admitted  and  numbers  treated,  assbown 
in  table  XI,  illustrate  the  growth  of  the  Hospital.  Last  January  the 
west  end  of  the  fourth  section  of  the  south  wing  was  made  ready, 
and.  was  occupied  by  thirty  female  patients. 

Thus  the  upper  ward  in  the  main  center  was  vacated,  and  given  to 
men. 

« 

In  the  final  distribution  of  patients,  the  men  will  occupy  the  north 
wing  and  the  two  wards  in  the  main  center;  the  women  the  south 
wing.  Then  the  limit  for  the  accommodation  of  patients  in  this  in- 
situation  will  be  reached.  Its  capacity  will  be  for  three  hundred  and 
forty  men  and  two  hundred  and  sixty  women,  six  hundred  in  all. 

UNITED  STATES  CENSUS,  1880. 

This  census  is  believed  to  contain  the  most  perfect  enumeration  of 
the  insane  that  has  ever  been  secured.  For  convenience  I  have  copied 
two  tables  from  the  compendium  authorized  by  congress  last  August 
and  have  arranged  a  few  others  to  illustrate  some  of  the  conclusions 
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that  may  be  based  upon  the  census.  A  few  States  in  our  own  latitude 
have  been  selected  for  comparison  with  Iowa.  The  most  striking  re- 
sult of  the  last  census  is  the  apparently  great  increase  in  the  number 
of  the  insane.  The  increase  in  the  whole  population  of  the  United 
States  during  the  last  decade  was  thirty  per  cent,  while  that  of  the 
insane  was  one  hundred  and  forty-six  per  cent. 

I  cannot  believe  that  there  is  any  such  disproportion  between  the 
growth  of  our  country  and  the  development  of  insanity.  When  an 
enumeration  of  the  insane  is  being  taken  it  is  difficult  to  get  at  the 
facts.  Heretofore  the  questions  of  soundness  and  unsoundness,  in- 
sanity or  idiocy,  were  left  to  the  untrained  judgment  of  the  enumer- 
ator, or  some  member  of  the  family  being  enumerated. 

Thoroughness  and  accuracy  were  obtained  in  1880  by  furnishing 
the  enumerator  with  a  special  schedule  for  this  part  of  the  general 
population,  and  by  giving  him  extra  pay  for  learning  the  facts  in 
every  case  of  suspected  unsoundness.  Besides,  one  hundred  thousand 
physicians  co-operated  by  returning  to  the  superintendent  of  the  cen- 
sus the  names  and  descriptions  of  all  the  insane  known  in  their  vi- 
cinity.. 

By  Table  "A"  it  will  be  seen  that  the  proportion  of  the  insane  i& 
greater  in  the  older  and  more  populous  States  than  in  Iowa,  while  it 
is  smaller  in  a  State  like  Nebraska. 

Table  "B"  shows  that  the  per  cent  of  the  increase  in  the  insane 
population  since  1870  is  greater  in  the  western  than  in  the  eastern 
States.  This  is  due,  no  doubt,  to  the  more  thorough  enumeration  in 
1870  in  the  older  and  more  populous  States. 

We  have  long  felt  confident  that  the  per  cent  of  foreigners  who  are 
insane  is  much  greater  than  the  per  cent  of  foreigners  in  the  whole 
population.     We  are  now  able  to  show  the  facts  in  Table  "D." 

While  sixteen  per  cent  of  the  population  in  Iowa  is  foreign  bornr 
thirty-two  and  one  half  per  cent  of  our  insane  is  foreign  born.  In 
New  York  and  Nebraska  as  many  as  forty-five  per  cent  of  the  insane 
are  natives  of  other  countries. 

It  is  shown  in  Table  "E"  that  the  per  cent  of  men  insane  and  wo- 
men insane  in  this  State  is  practically  the  same  as  the  per  cent  of  men 
and  women  in  the  whole  population.  So  we  infer  that,  in  Iowa  at 
least,  one  sex  is  no  more  likely  to  become  insane  than  the  other. 
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EMPLOYMENT  VERSUS   RESTRAINT. 

Perhaps  no  questions  are  receiving  more  practical  attention  from 
*    physicians  in  charge  of  the  insane  than  these:    Can  we  not  take  proper 
•care  of  our  patients  with  less  mechanical  restraint?     What  industrial 
pursuits  can  we  use  to  exercise  the  minds  and  bodies  of  all  our  pa- 
tients who  are  not  too  much  debilitated  to  engage  in  any  occupation? 

If  it  is  true  of  persons  having  mens  sana  in  corpore  sano,  that  "  Sa- 
tan finds  mischief  for  idle  hands  to  do,"  it  is  also  true  of  the  insane 
that  employment,  fresh  air,  and  sunlight,  tend  to  make  restraint, 
tonics,  and  sedatives  unnecessary.  No  work  is  better  adapted  to  the 
requirements  of  insane  men  than  farming  and  gardening. 
□  We  find  that  the  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres  belonging  to  the 
State  are  not  sufficient  to  produce  all  the  small  fruit,  grass,  hay,  com, 
oats,  straw,  potatoes,  beans,  and  other  vegetables  that  {are  required 
by  the  family  and  animals  belonging  to  the  institution.  You  have 
'  rented  this  season  eighty  acres  of  improved  land,  and  yet  we  could 
•cultivate  still  more  land  if  we  had  it.  If  the  Legislature  will  grant 
us  a  small  sum  to  procure  tile  with,  we  can  drain  and  seed  down  many 
acres  of^the  present  farm  which  now  are  comparatively  unproductive 
One  jjyoke  of  oxen,  driven  by  a  patient,  does  much  of  the  teaming; 
only  two  spans  of  horses  are  used  on  the  farm.  In  many  things  we 
avoid  the  use  of  labor-saving  machinery.  Instead  of  using  scrapers, 
the  men  are  provided  with  shovels  and  wheelbarrows;  the  horse  fork 
is  not  substituted  for  numerous  pitchforks. 

The  unfortunate  fact  is  that  the  season  for  farming  comes  to  an 
end  so  our  patients  cannot  engage  in  extensive  out-door  work  much 
more  than  half  of  the  year.  We  need  shops,  and  to  devise  employ- 
ment for  men  in  winter. 

Using  scroll  saws  and  knitting  machines,  putting  cane  seats  in 
chairs,  making  brooms,  scrub  brushes,  baskets,  and  mattresses,  mend- 
ing shoes,  and  doing  simple  carpenter  work,  would  be  suitable  indus- 
tries. 

On  an  average  this  summer  sixty  male  patients  are  engaged  in  out- 
door work. 

By  reference  to  the  Matron's  report  you  will  get  an  idea  of  the 
kinds  and  amount  of  needle  work  done  by  the  female  patients.  This 
does  not  include  fancy  work  and  sewing  the  women  do  for  them- 
selves. We  have  lately  discovered  that  sewing  carpet  rags  and  mak- 
ing rugs  are  occupations  well  adapted  to  the  weak-minded  and  more 
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disturbed  women.  On  an  average,  during  the  period,  six  women  have 
gone  to  the  kitchen  every  day,  six  to  the  ironing-room,  and  five  to 
have  the  sewing-room,  sixteen  have  worked  for  themselves,  sixteen 
done  sewing  for  the  institution  in  the  wards,*  and  thirty-five  have 
assisted  the  female  attendants  with  the  ward  work.  In  the  male 
wards  fifty-two  men  usually  assist  in  the  dining-room  work,  in  bed 
making,  sweeping,  and  scrubbing.  We  make  no  account  of  male  and 
female  patients  who  only  take  care  of  their  own  rooms,  make  their 
own  beds,  or  assist,  in  other  work  to  a  slight  extent. 

Since  the  mind  is  generally  relieved  of  its  delusions  by  turning  it 
into  other  channels,  until  morbid  ideas  or  feelings  are  forgotten,  we 
find  that  suitable  occupation  does  much  toward  restoring  patients 
susceptible  of  cure,  and  is  salutary  forQall. 

VIOLENT   WIND    STORM. 

On  the  22d  of  June,  1882,  after  a  day  of  light  showers,  intense 
heat,  and  a  muggy  atmosphere,  black  clouds  suddenly  filled  the 
heavens  and  our  wards  became  almost  as  dark  as  night.  At  quarter 
before  five  o'clock  the  wind  began  to  blow  fiercely  from  the  north- 
west, and,  after  continuing  steadily  from  this  quarter  for  ten  minutes, 
ceased.  In  character  the  storm  resembled  a  strong  gale  rather  than 
a  tornado.  The  region  of  country  over  which  it  swept  was  broad, 
its  course  and  the  borders  of  its  track  were  not  well  defined.  It  was 
not  a  whirlwind.  In  Independence  two  young  men  were  killed  and 
several  other  persons  were  injured.  At  the  Hospital  no  one  was 
harmed  in  the  least. 

The  tin  roof  of  the  center  building  was  taken  off  with  the  sheeting 
and  rafters;  the  tin  roof  was  torn  off  of  two  sections  of  the  north  and 
one  section  of  the  south  wing. 

The  roofs,  tin  and  slate,  on  all  other  parts  of  the  building  were 
damaged;  the  smoke-stack  fell  on  the  end  of  the  boiler-house,  and 
broke  it  down.  Two  old  boilers  were  entirely  used  up;  machinery  in 
the  carpenter  shop,  located  over  the  boiler  room,  was  broken  in  pieces; 
two  ventilating  towers  were  badly  damaged;  the  entire  roof  of  the 
cow  stable  was  removed;  the  wagon-house,  the  shed  for  fat  cattle,  the 
slaughter-house,  and  the  summer-houses,  together  with  fences  of  air- 
ing, court  and  farm,  were  blown  down;  the  chimney  of  the  gas-house 
was  blown  off,  and  a  hole  punched  in  the  gas-holder;  our  trees  and 
crops  were  much  injured.     Fortunately  the  best  boiler  stood  farthest 
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from  the  chimney,  and  was  not  seriously  disabled.  By  the  time  that 
a  sheet-iron  smoke-pipe  could  be  made  the  boiler  was  in  working 
order. 

We  were  only  without  steam  in  the  kitchen  and  water  in  the  tanks 
three  days;  in  ten  days  the  house  was  again  lighted  with  gas. 

The  greatest  discomfort  and  disorder  were  due  to  the  roof  being  off 
of  several  wards.  Rains  were  frequent.  The  water  ran  through  the 
ceilings  at  the  top,  and,  although  it  was  caught  or  mopped  up,  it  ran 
down  from  floor  to  floor  to  a  considerable  extent. 

The  patients  belonging  in  the  upper  stories  were  obliged  to  sleep 
on  the  hall  floors  of  the  lower  wards.  They  were  agitated  and  in- 
clined to  be  discontented.  But  all  our  employes  were  faithful,  co-op- 
erating to  promote  order  and  comfort. 

The  repairs  were  imperative.  We  made  them  speedily  as  possible. 
With  the  utmost  exertion  the  new  boiler-house  and  smoke-stack  were 
ready  for  use  when  cold  weather  came. 

NEEDS    OF   THE    HOSPITAL. 

First  in  importance  is  the  need  of  a  larger  supply  of  water.  Every 
year  brings  an  increase  in  the  size  of  our  family.  We  are  now  not 
only  employing  more  help  and  consuming  more  food  than  ever  before, 
but  we  are  using  more  water;  therefore  we  should  have  more  cisterns 
and  more  wells. 

Our  sewer  extends  only  eighty  rods  directly  east  of  the  building, 
but  an  open  ditch  conducts  the  sewage  nearly  as  much  farther  in  the 
same  direction.  A  marshy  pond  serves  as  a  cesspool.  The  offensive 
odor  of  the  sewage  is  carried  by  the  wind  nearly  a  mile.  We  have 
thought  of  distributing  this  sewage  upon  the  farm,  but  as  we  have  an 
abundance  of  manure,  I  believe  it  will  not  pay  to  bother  with  it. 
The  sewer  should  be  extended  to  the  river. 

We  have  five  hundred  feet  of  two  and  one  half  inch  fire  engine  hose; 
but  our  steam  force  pump  with  which  it  is  connected  has  elevated 
water  into  the  tanks  under  the  roof  ten  years.  Its  plungers  and 
pistons  are  badly  worn,  the  pump  is  weak  and  liable  to  become  dis- 
abled. For  protection  against  fire,  and  in  order  to  afford  opportunity 
to  mend  the  old  pump,  a  new  one  ought  to  be  supplied  as  soon  as  pos- 
sible. 

Only  a  part  of  the  basement  in  the  wings  of  the  building  has  been 
plastered  overhead  ;  for  greater  security  against  fire  this  work  should 
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be  finished.  If  iron  doors  were  hung  in  all  the  attics  in  time  of  fire 
they  could  be  closed  and  thus  prevent  the  flames  from  passing  from 
one  section  into  the  next. 

■ 

The  Institution  has  never  had  a  carpenter  shop  or  any  suitable  place- 
to  store  lumber. 

A  contracted  space  under  the  roof  of  the  wash-house  is  now  used 
for  these  purposes.  It  is  inconvenient  and  unsafe.  I  would  recom- 
mend the  erection  of  a  two  story  brick  building  for  shops.  The  sec- 
ond floor  would  furnish  a  suitable  place  for  patients  to  work  during 
the  winter  months.  Our  family  of  patients,  employes,  and  officers 
now  number  seven  hundred.  Of  late  the  laundry  work  has  been 
done  at  a  great  disadvantage.  The  wash-house  is  too  small  in  every 
part ;  the  drying-room  in  particular,  is  entirely  inadequate.  The 
building  is  practically  only  one  story  in  height.  I  hope  you  will  ask 
for  an  appropriation  to  raise  the  roof. 

By  putting  the  ironing-room  and  the  drying-room  on  the  second 
floor,  by  supplying  the  latter  with  a  hot  air  blower,  and  the  laundry 
with  another  washing-machine,  the  work  of  this  department  could  be 
more  thoroughly  done,  with  less  help. 

It  is  now  conceded  that  low  pressure  steam  heating  is  more  econo- 
mical, and  better  in  other  respects,  than  high  pressure.  The  three  new 
boilers  for  which  money  was  appropriated  by  the  last  Legislature  are 
excellent.  They  are  already  suitably  set  for  the  low  pressure  system  of 
heating.  To  make  the  change,  it  will  be  necessary  to  add  another 
boiler  to  our  number,  and  to  put  in  a  larger  steam  main. 

The  grates,  boilers,  steam  pipes,  and  packing  in  the  radiators  will 
last  enough  longer  to  pay  for  making  the  alteration.  In  supplying 
warm  air  to  all  parts  of  the  building,  and  in  conducting  foul  air  out 
of  the  wards,  we  are  entirely  dependent  upon  natural  currents  in  the 
beating  and  ventilating  flues. 

Our  ventilation  is  tolerably  good,  and  we  can  distribute  heat  pretty 
well,  except  in  very  windy  weather.  Then  we  experience  the  same 
trouble  that  is  common  to  all  large  buildings.  The  rooms  exposed 
get  less,  and  those  sheltered  from  the  wind  get  more,  than  their  share 
of  the  heat. 

This  Hospital  is  on  high  ground,  and  has  little  shelter  of  any  kind  ; 
we  always  get  the  full  force  of  wind.  I  believe  a  large  fan  in  motion 
at  the  entrance  of  the  air-ducts  would,  to  a  great  extent,  counteract 
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the  opposition  of  high  winds,  and  make  our  heating  apparatus  much 
more  reliable  in  stormy  weather. 

Storm  sashes  are  used  on  all  the  windows  of  the  south  wing,  and  in 
the  wards  of  the  center  building.  Windows  at  the  extreme  end  of 
the  north  wing  have  been  provided  with  them.  The  comfort  of  the 
male  patients  in  the  severest  winter  weather  would  be  increased,  and 
some  fuel  saved,  if  all  the  windows  of  the  north  wing  were  thus  pro- 
tected. 

I  think  it  my  duty  to  remind  you  that  almost  no  part  of  the  outside 
wall  of  the  Hospital  has  ever  been  pointed.  Quite  wide  spaces  were 
left  under  the  window'  sills,  when  they  were  set,  which  have  never 
teen  filled  with  mortar.  The  house  would  be  warmer  if  this  were 
done. 

Much  will  be  added  to  the  comfort  and  attractiveness  of  the  main 
entrance  by  having  the  portico  as  designed.  The  building  is  not  com- 
plete without  it. 

The  ventilating  tower  near  the  end  of  the  north  wing  was  badly 
damaged  by  the  storm,  and  it  has  not  yet  been  repaired. 

Next  spring  a  large  and  permanent  airing-court  for  women,  con- 
taining summer-houses  and  seats,  should  be  provided.  I  greatly 
desire  the  services  of  a  landscape  architect  to  make  a  suitable  design, 
with  a  working  plan,  by  which  the  grounds  about  the  Hospital  may 
be  graded  and  ornamented.  The  surroundings  can,  with  a  small  ap- 
propriation, be  made  much  more  inviting  and  useful  as  a  place  of 
resort  for  patients. 

A  building  erected  expressly  for  cold  storage  should  be  provided  at 
once.  In  the  management  of  fresh  meat,  the  butter,  and  the  milk,  I 
am  sure  such  a  house  would  prove  an  economical  investment.  A  low 
temperature  cannot  be  maintained  in  store  rooms  in  hot  weather 
without  the  presence  of  a  large  body  of  ice. 

We  have  now  thirty-five  cows;  more  will  be  required  soon.  They 
are  kept  in  a  temporary  stable;  a  large  barn  for  them  is  needed,  with 
capacity  for  two  hundred  tons  of  hay  and  straw. 

It  is  highly  important  that  an  institution  of  this  kind  should  be 

•supplied  with  a  good  microscope,  and  other  appliances  for  doing 

pathological  work.     A  small  appropriation  for  this  purpose  would 

certainly  give  substantial  encouragement  to  the  medical  staff  of  the 

Hospital. 
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A  NEW  HOSPITAL  WANTED. 

By  reference  to  the  U.  S.  census  table  appended  to  this  report,  it 
will  be  seen  that  there  were  in  Iowa,  three  years  ago,  twenty-live 
hundred  and  forty-four  insane  persons.  There  are  certainly  more 
now.  In  the  two  hospitals  there  are,  to-day,  ten  hundred  and  fifty-two 
patients;  there  remain,  then,  fifteen  hundred  persons  of  unsound 
mind  for  whom  the  State  makes  no  provision.  The  State  exercises 
no  supervision  over  the  insane  who  remain  at  home  or  in  the  care  of 
county  officers.  Many  of  the  counties  in  Iowa  are  still  sparsely  pop- 
ulated; one  fourth  of  them  have  no  poor-houses;  and  only  six  have 
separate  buildings  for  their  insane.  No  county  in  Iowa  has  enough 
incurable  insane  persons  belonging  in  it  to  enable  suitable  provision 
to  be  made  for  them. 

A  complete  classification  is  necessary  in  order  to  secure  for  the  in- 
sane the  highest  degree  of  order,  comfort,  and  happiness;  this  cannot 
be  made  without  several  wards  for  each  sex.  The  quiet  ones  should 
be  separated  from  the  noisy,  the  appreciative  from  the  stupid,  the 
neat  from  the  destructive  and  filthy,  those  who  exercise  self-control, 
and  enjoy  freedom,  from  those  who  are  lawless  and  abuse  privil- 
eges. 

In  my  opinion,  the  best  method  of  making  increased  provision  for 
the  insane  in  Iowa  will  be  by  erecting  three  more  small  hospitals. 
They  should  be  plain  brick  buildings,  to  accommodate  not  more  than 
three  hundred  patients  each. 

One  should  be  located  near  the  geographical  center,  one  in  the 
southwest,  and,  last,  one  in  the  northwest  part  of  the  State,  These 
hospitals,  if  they  are  well  located,  need  not  cost  more  than  three  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  apiece,  furnished  and  ready  for  occupancy. 
Hospitals  for  the  insane  in  a  large  State  like  Iowa  should  be  distrib- 
uted  so  that  they  will  be  convenient  of  access. 

Undoubtedly  the  first  object  of  the  State,  in  providing  for  the  in- 
sane, is  to  cure  as  many  as  possible.  One  of  the  chief  conditions  requi- 
site to  the  restoration  of  an  insane  person  is  an  early  commitment  to 
the  hospital.  It  is  noticeable  that  people  living  near  a  hospital  have 
more  confidence  in  it  than  those  who  know  nothing  of  it  except  by 
hearsay.  If  an  insane  person  resides  no  great  distance  from  the  hos- 
pital, the  relatives  can  accompany  him,  instead  of  committing  him  to 
the  hands  of  a  sheriff.  When  the  friends  live  near,  and  know  they 
can  visit  patients  often,  they  are  more  willing  to  allow  the  hospital 
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to  take  charge  of  them.  Again,  if  the  hospital  is  near  at  hand,  the 
family  physician  and  commissioners  of  insanity  are  less  likely  to  at- 
tempt to  have  the  patient  cured  at  home,  because  the  expense  of  con- 
veying  the  patient  to  the  hospital  will  be  small. 

When  all  parts  of  Iowa  have  been  provided  with  curative  institu- 
tions, then  detached  buildings,  for  such  incurable  insane  as  are  quiet 
and  in  good  physical  condition,  can  be  erected,  when  needed,  in  con- 
nection with  either  hospital.  Such  a  building  may  be  made  two 
gt:ries  in  height,  and  large  enough  to  accommodate  one  hundred  pa- 
tients of  either  sex.  It  would  be  less  expensive  than  accommodation 
for  an  equal  number  in  the  hospital  proper,  because  it  need  not  be 
divided  into  single  rooms;  the  second  story  would  be  one  large  asso- 
ciated dormitory,  to  be  used  by  all  at  night;  t  he  first  story  would  con 
tain  a  large  dining-room  and  a  day-room. 

This  detached  building  would  have  a  kitchen,  but  no  bakery  or 
laundry.  Such  a  building  would  serve  well  in  connection  with  a 
hospital,  but  not  at  a  distance  from,  and  independent  of,  it.  Even  if 
suitable  cases  are  selected-  for  such  quarters  at  the  outset,  one  and  an- 
other will  soon  become  unfit  for  the  "congregated"  mode  of  life. 
Sickness  or  excitement  will  make  it  necessary  to  remove  patients  to 
one  of  the  hospital  wards.  Exchanges  can  be  made  and  suitable  cas?s 
supplied  without  inconvenience  or  expense  if  these  buildings  for  in- 
curables exclusively,  are  connected  with  the  hospital. 

CRIMINAL   INSANK. 

The  erection  of  a  separate  building  for  the  criminal  insane  has  re- 
peatedly beenre  commended  by  the  Superintendents  of  both  Hospitals, 
and  by  the  Governor.  Convicts  should  never  be  transferred  from  the 
penitentiaries  to  the  hospitals  for  the  insane. 

There  are  now  at  least  one  hundred  insane  persons  in  this  State 
who  properly  belong  to  such  an  institution.  I  should  think  a  suitable 
building  for  this  purpose  could  be  erected  in  connection  with  the 
penitentiary  at  Anamosa  with  little  expense. 

RELIGIOUS    SERVICES. 

It  is  the  custom  of  this  institution  to  have  religious  worship  in  the 
chapel  every  Sunday  afternoon.  The  pastors  of  the  churches  in  In- 
dependence usually  take  turns  in  conducting  the  service.  During  the 
biennial  period  we  have  been  furnished  with  sermons  by  the  follow- 
ing clergymen:

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APPENDIX  «A." 

The  Trustees,  at  their  meeting  on  April  6, 18S2,  deemed  it  necessary 
to  restrict  the  admission  of  patients,  as  provided  in  section  1422  of 
the  Code.  Preference  hereafter  will  be  given  to  recent  cases,  and 
those  where  the  prospect  of  the  recovery,  or  marked  benefit,  is  fa- 
vorable. 

Chronic  cases  that  are  dangerous  or  otherwise  unmanageable  at 
home,  or  in  the  alms-house,  will  be  received  as  far  as  the  capacity  of 
the  Institution  will  admit. 

The  clerk  should  6end  the  return  of  physican  to  the  Superintendent, 
Dr.  G.  H.  Hill,  and  obtain  permission,  before  a  patient  is  sent  to  the 
Hospital. 

Before  starting  for  the  Hospital  with  a  patient  it  should  be  known 
that  all  the  formalities  of  the  law  have  been  complied  with. 

Some  person  should  accompany  the  patient  who  is  familiar  with 
the  history  of  the  case;  a  relative,  if  possible. 

No  person  should  be  brought  to  the  Hospital  without  having  been 
clearly  informed  of  his  destination.  If  he  is  too  insane  to  appreciate 
the  situation,  no  harm  will  be  done;  while  if  some  reason  still  re- 
mains he  will  understand  that  at  least  his  friends  intend  to  deal  hon- 
estly by  him.  Nor  should  he  be  told  that  his  stay  will  be  but  a  few 
hours  or  days,  or  that  he  can  go  home  when  he  pleases.  Such  prom- 
ises give  a  patient  a  distrust  of  the  Hospital  and  those  under  whom 
he  is  placed. 

Patients  should  be  provided,  before  being  brought  to  the  Hospital, 
with  a  change  of  good  clothing,  and  at  least  one  extra  change  of  un- 
derwear. 

Persons  in  charge  of  patients,  arriving  by  night  trains,  should  re- 
main in  the  city  until  morning.  It  is  extremely  injurious  to  patients 
already  retired  and  asleep  to  be  disturbed  by  the  arrival  ofj  another, 
perhaps  noisy  and  turbulent;  and  in  our  present  crowded  condition, 
every  bed  occupied,  it  is  a  great  inconvenience. 

All  communications  in  regard  to  patients  should  be  addressed  to 
the  Superintendent  of  the  Hospital,  Independence,  Iowa.

Thursday.— Vegetable  soup,  roast  beef  with  gravy,  potatoes,  hominy,  bread, 
pickles. 

Friday—  Picked  codfish  cooked  in  milk,  or  other  fish,  potatoes,  onions, 
hominy,  bread,  pie. 

Saturday.— Pea,  soup,  vegetables,  pickles,  bread,  hasty  pudding  with  sirup. 

SUPPER. 

Sunday.— Tea,  bread,  butter,  sauce,  cake. 
Monday.— Tea,  bread,  butter,  cheese. 
Tuesday.— Tea,  bread,  butter,  sauce,  cake. 
Wednesday.— Tea,  bread,  butter,  rice,  sauce. 
Thursday.— Tea,  bread,  butter  ,'toast. 
Friday.— Tea,  bread,  warm  biscuit,  butter. 
Saturday.— Tea,,  bread,  butter,  cake. 

EXPLANATION   OP  DIET   TABLE. 

Coffee  is  given  to  all  the  household  for  breakfast,  and  tea  for  sup- 
per. Tea  is  sent  to  most  of  the  female  wards  for  breakfast  and  din- 
ner; also  to  any  sick  who  desire  it. 

Bread. — Graham  as  well  as  white  bread  is  always  on  the  table,  and 
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crackers  for  those  who  prefer  them.  Hot  buckwheat  or  griddle  cakes 
are  occasionally  furnished  for  breakfast  in  winter,  and  hot  corn  cakes 
throughout  the  year.     Milk  toast  twice  a  week  in  summer. 

Meat. — Veal,  mutton,  lamb,  beef  and  eggs  add  to  the  variety  in 
summer;  fresh  fish,  liver,  pork,  chickens,  head-cheese,  oysters  and 
sausage  in  winter. 

Vegetables. — Cabbage,  squash,  onions  and  beets  are  often  used  for 
dinner,  and  an  ample  supply  of  potatoes  furnished  once  or  twice  a 
day  throughout  the  entire  year.  Green  peas,  string  beans,  green 
sweet  corn,  carrots,  parsnips,  turnips,  radishes,  lettuce,  horse-radish, 
and  tomatoes  are  had  in  their  abundance  in  season.  Large  quan- 
tities of  green  corn  and  tomatoes  are  kept  for  winter  use.  Cucumbers, 
green  tomatoes  and  onions  are  made  up  into  pickles. 

Cake. — Cake  includes  cookies,  soft  gingerbread,  doughnuts,  etc. 

Sauce. — Dried  apples,  peaches,  prunes,  berries,  green  apples,  pie- 
plant, boiled  or  baked  custards  afford  a  variety  of  sauce  for  sapper. 
Sirup  is  always  on  the  table. 

Extras. — On  Thanksgiving  Day  the  whole  household  has  turkey  for 
dinner,  and  either  turkey  or  chicken  two  other  days  in  the  year. 
Fresh  strawberries  and  raspberries  are  served  to  all  the  patients  sev- 
eral times  in  summer,  also  melons  in  their  season.  Apples  are  dis- 
tributed throughout  the  entire  house  on  Sunday  during  the  winter 
months. 

Delicacies  for  the  sick. — Fresh .  oysters,  beef  tea,  chicken  broth, 
scalded  milk  and  crackers,  gruel,-  oat-meal,  milk  punch,  cracked 
wheat,  porridge,  dry  toast,  milk  toast,  toast  with  dropped  egg,  boiled 
egg,  blanc  mange,  corn  starch,  tapioca,  honey,  jelly,  baked  apples  and 
canned  fruits  are  carefully  given  to  invalids,  and  all  who  are  not  able 
to  partake  of  the  regular  diet. 

Distinction  in  wards. — The  convalescent  wards  for  either  sex  are 
supplied  with  a  greater  variety  in  food  than  the  rest.

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The  farm  contains  three  hundred  and  twenty  acres,  lying  in  the 
form  of  the  letter  T,  the  quarter  section  occupied  by  the  Hospital 
and  other  buildings  being  square  with  an  eighty  to  the  east,  and  an 
eighty  to  the  west,  extending  one  half  mile  each  way  on  the  south 
side  of  the  farm.  About  forty  acres,  near  the  center  of  the  farm,  are 
occupied  by  the  Hospital  buildings  and  grounds.  The  crops  for  the 
year  1883,  consist  of  twenty-five  acres  of  potatoes,  fifteen  acres  of 
corn,  seven  acres  of  oats,  fifteen  acres  of  garden  vegetables,  two  acres 
of  strawberries,  one  acre  of  raspberries,  one  acre  of  grape  vines,  one 
half  acre  of  currants,  rhubarb,  and  asparagus ;  there  are  about 
sixty  acres  of  tame  grass,  and  fifty  acres  of  unbroken  prairie,  the  rest 
of  the  farm  is  pasture  land. 

The  Institution  also  rents  a  farm  of  eighty  acres,*  forty  of  which 
are  sown  to  oats,  eight  acres  are  planted  to  white  beans,  one  qnarter 
acre  to  sweet  potatoes,  the  balance  is  meadow  and  pasture. 

In  estimating  the  expense  of  running  the  farm  no  account  is  taken 
of  labor  performed  by  patients,  but  all  labor  performed  by  others, 
and  paid  out  of  current  expense  fund,  is  entered  against  the  farm,  all 
other  expense  incurred  on  account  of  farm  being  in  connection  with 
the  Hospital.  Everything  received  from  fcrm,  and  all  labor  per- 
formed by  farm  hands  or  teams  is  placed  to  credit  of  farm;  all  stock 
bought  for  farm  is  charged,  and  all  stock  sold  is  given  credit,  so  that 
at  the  end  of  the  year  the  balance,*  if  in  favor  of  the  credit  side 
of  account,  shows  a  gain,  and  if  in  favor  of  debtor  side,  a  loss.

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To  the  Twentieth  General  Assembly: 

Gentlemen — Your  committee  appointed  to  visit  the  Hospital  for 
the  Insane  at  Independence  have  discharged  that  duty,  and  herewith 
submit  the  following  report,  to-wit: 

We  find  the  property  conneoted  with  the  Institution  in  good  con- 
dition and  well  cared  for.  We  visited  all  the  parts  of  the  building 
containing  the  insane  people,  from  top  to  basement,  and  also  all  the 
out-buildings  connected  therewith,  and  we  find  every  department  in 
good  condition,  well  cared  for,  and  in  competent  hands.  Nothing 
that  we  could  discover  is  left  undone  to  make  the  unfortunate  in- 
mates as  cheerful,  comfortable  and  happy  as  circumstances  will  per- 
mit. All  wards,  beds  and  clothing  were  clean.  The  food  prepared 
for  the  inmates  was  good  and  well  cooked,  and  plenty  provided,  so  far 
as  we  oould  see.  All  employes  are  efficient  and  attentive  to  their 
respective  duties,  and  the  least  possible  number  are  employed  to 
effectively  and  properly  care  for  the  large  number  of  patients  now  in 
said  Hospital,  and  we  believe  eaoh  employe  is  about  fairly  compen- 
sated for  his  or  her  labor,  as  shown  by  the  exhibit  hereto  attached, 
showing  the  number  and  names  of  employes  of  said  Institution. 

Your  committee  further  find  that  the  several  amounts  asked  for  by 
the  Trustees  of  said  Institution  on  pages  (16  and  17)  sixteen  and  sev- 
enteen of  their  sixth  biennial  report  of  said  Institution,  ought,  as  a 
matter  of  economy  to  the  State  and  justice  and  fairness  to  those 
unfortunates  therein  confined,  to  be  appropriated,  excepting  perhaps 
the  item  of  one  thousand  dollars  for  plastering  the  basement  and 
attics,  and  the  item  of  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000)  for  ice  house 
and  refrigerator  room,  and  the  item  of  two  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars  ($2,500)  for  two  large  cisterns.     These  three  items  could  be 
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dispensed  with  for  the  present  without  serious  results  to  the  efficiency 
of  the  Institution. 

Your  committee  further  find  that  the  Legislature  should  provide 
in  some  way  a  fund  with  which  to  make  from  time  to  time  needed 
repairs  and  repair  damages  done  by  action  of  the  elements,  as  was 
the  case  in  June,  1882.  Machinery  and  apparatus  for  heating  water, 
supplying  and  manufacturing  gas,  are  liable  to  give  out  at  any  tinn 
and  need  immediate  repairs  at  considerable  expense.  At  present  no 
fund  of  this  kind  is  provided,  only  as  money  may  be  drawn  from 
other  funds  for  such  purposes. 

In  reply  to  interrogatories  of  the  joint  resolution  under  which 
your  committee  was  appointed  we  beg  leave  to  make  the  following 
answers,  to-wit: 

First.    Whether  an  appropriation  made  by  the  Nineteenth  Gen 
eral  Assembly  has  been  wisely  and  judiciously  expended?   Your  com- 
mittee find  that  the  $9,500  so  appropriated  has  been  wisely  and  well 
expended,  so  far  as  we  are  able  to  see. 

Second.  Whether  they  have  been  expended  for  the  objects  for 
which  they  were  appropriated?  Your  committee  would  say  they 
have. 

Third.  Answering  the  third  inquiry  in  said  resolution  your  com- 
mittee would  state  we  think  that  the  provisions  of  chapter  67,  laws 
of  the  Seventeenth  General  Assembly,  have  been  complied  with  in 
not  contracting  indebtedness  in  excess  of  the  amounts  appropriated. 

Answering  the  fourth  inquiry  in  said  resolution  your  committee 
beg  leave  to  state  that  we  find  that  the  violent  storm  of  June  22, 
1882,  unroofed  a  large  part  of  said  building,  blew  down  the  brick 
tower,  and  did  a  large  amount  of  other  damages,  to  repair  which 
there  was  no  funds  on  hand.  That  to  make  these  needed  repairs  the 
Board  used  about  $2,000  of  money  appropriated  by  the  Nineteenth 
General  Assembly,  and  also  about  $10,000  which  they  took  from  the 
support  fund  to  aid  in  making  such  repairs. 

We  also  find  that  the  sum  of  $4,000  was,  by  order  of  the  Execu- 
tive Council  of  the  State,  on  the  sixth  of  July,  1882,  paid  from  the 
providential  contingent  fund  to  the  repair  fund,  to  aid  the  Trustees 
in  making  needed  repairs  to  said  Institution.  A  copy  of  said  reso- 
lution is  hereto  attached  and  made  a  part  of  this  report,  and  marked 
Exhibit  "B;"  and  while  such  action  was  not  provided  by  law,  yet  the 
circumstances  under  which  the  Trustees  were  placed,  in  having  no 
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fund  to  make  said  repairs,  we  think  such  action  was  wise  and  proper, 
and  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Institution  and  State. 

In  answer  to  the  inquiry  in  reference  to  the  number  of  employes, 
and  pay  of  each,  your  committee  would  report  that  they  find  the  en- 
tire number  employed  to  be  one  hundred  and  eleven  (111).  The 
name  of  each,  for  what  purpose  employed,  and  at  what  salary  and 
what  each  receives  in  addition  to  salary,  all  fully  appear  in  the  report 
of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Institution,  hereto  attached  and  made 
apart  of  this  report,  and  marked  Exhibit  "A."  We  believe,  from 
the  best  information  we  can  get  and  from  all  the  information  we 
could  gather,  that  the  number  of  employes  is  a  necessity,  and  said 
Institution  could  not  well  and  successfully  be  run  with  a  less  number, 
and  we  believe  the  pay  of  each  is  about  a  fair  compensation. 

FIRE   ESCAPES. 

Your  committee  examined  said  Institution  as  to  the  means  of 
escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  find  that  there  are  a  series  of  iron  stair- 
ways in  each  wing  of  said  building  which  are  kept  free  for  use. 
These  stairs  pass  from  the  upper  floor  to  the  ground;  beside  these, 
there  is  the  stairway  in  the  main  building,  and  there  is  also  hose  in 
various  wards,  or  convenient  to  each  ward,  connected  with  large  iron 
tanks,  which  would,  in  case  of  fire,  throw  a  large  amount  of  water 
and  be  of  great  service  in  putting  out  fire  within  the  different  wards. 
There  are  one  hundred  feet  of  two-inch  rubber  hose,  with  a  five- 
eighth  inch  nozzle,  for  the  barn.  Recently  five  hundred  feet  of  two 
and  one  half  inoh  rubber  three-ply  hose,  with  a  five-eighths  inch  noz- 
zle, was  purchased  to  be  kept  in  the  engine  house  and  constantly 
connected  with  the  large  force  pump  in  the  engine  house.  By  this 
means,  in  case  of  fire  in  any  of  the  outer  buildings,  and  the  Hospi- 
tal itself,  water  can  be  thrown  in  an  immense  stream  upon  the  fire, 
so  that,  with  proper  use  of  the  various  facilities  for  putting  out  fire, 
it  seems  to  your  committee  that  the  means  are  quite  sufficient  and 
effective,  and  about  all  that  is  needed. 

The  Hospital  is  also  supplied  with  one  extension  and  two  twenty- 
five-foot  ladders.  The  engineer,  fireman  and  male  attendants  know 
where  the  hose  and  ladders  are  kept,  and  know  how  to  use  them. 

On  the  whole,  your  committee  was  very  favorably  impressed  with 
the  manner  in  which  this  Institution  is  managed.  The  Superintend- 
ent, from  what  we  could  learn,  and  the  head  employes,  and  in  fact 
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all,  seemed  to  be  anxious  and  willing  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  fur- 
ther  the  best  interest  of  the  Institution  and  the  many  unfortunate 
inmates  therein  contained. 
All  of  which  we  herewith  most  respectfully  submit.

Whereas,  On  the  22d  day  of  June,  1882,  by  an  extraordinary  tornado  five 
sections  of  this  Hospital  were  unroofed,  allowing  the  rain  to  go  through  the 
wards  under  said  roofs,  and  thereby  exposing  the  patients  in  twelve  wards, 
to  the  number  of  about  three  hundred,  to  wetting  at  each  rain,  and  the 
rooms  in  said  wards  during  this  weather  being  constantly  damp  and 
unhealthy;  and, 

Whereas,  The  said  tornado  did  also  destroy  the  chimney  and  the  boiler- 
house,  and  it  is  utterly  impossible  to  warm  the  institution,  or  cook,  or 
wash,  without  the  engine-house  and  chimney,  and  the  other  damage  to  the 
institution  is  great;  and, 

Whereas,  It  will  be  impossible  to  use  said  institution  for  the  purpose  for 
which  it  was  built  without  making  the  repairs  hereinafter  mentioned,  and 
the  making  of  the  repairs  is  an  absolute  necessity  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
tecting the  property  of  the  State  from  greater  loss;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Trustees  have  no  money  or  means  of  getting  the  same  to 
make  these  repairs,  except  by  creating  an  indebtedness  against  the  State; 
and,  as  they  believe  the  Executive  Council  have  the  authority  to  authorize 
the  creation  of  a  debt  for  that  purpose,  therefore, 

Resolved,  by  the  Trustees  of  said  Institution,  That  the  Executive  Council  be 
and  are  hereby  requested  to  authorize  the  Trustees  to  create  an  indebtedness 
against  the  State,  and  to  borrow  the  money  to  pay  for  said  repairs  for  the 
following  purpose  and  the  following  sums,  to- wit: 

To  re-roof  the  buildings $  2,500.00 

To  rebuild  the  slaughter-house 800.00 

To  rebuild  the  stock-barn 200.00 

To  re-roof  the  cow-barn 300.00 
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To  repair  the  exercise  ground  fence 900.00 

To  replace  the  wagon-house 100.00 

To  repair  (temporarily)  north  ventilating  tower 500.00 

To  repair  fan  tower 250.00 

To  rebuild  the  chimney 6,000.00 

To  repair  the  boiler-house 3,000.00 

To  repair  the  carpenter  shop 200.00 

To  repair  the  coal  sheds 500.00 

To  replace  the  pavilions 900.00 

To  repair  the  fences  and  other  damages 2,500.00 

Total  debt $  16,960.00 

Which  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  the  board,  and  a  copy  of  the 
same,  signed  by  the  Board  of  Trustees,  was  presented  to  the  Executive 
Council,  now  present,  and  the  said  Executive  Council  made  the  following 
indorsement  in  regard  to  said  resolution,  to-wit: 

"  In  view  of  the  foregoing  resolution  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Trustees, 
after  a  full  examination  of  the  damage  done  the  Hospital  for  the  Insane  at 
Independence  by  the  storm  of  June  22, 1882,  we  the  undersigned  members  of 
the  Executive  Council  hereby  reccommend  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  said  in- 
stitution to  take  immediate  steps  to  repair  the  same,  and  thereby  save  the 
building  from  further  damage;  and  we  hereby  grant  four  thousand  dollars 
out  of  the  providential  contingent  fund,  and  as  we  have  no  other  fund  upon 
which  we  can  lawfully  draw  to  pay  for  such  damage,  and  the  sum  of  four 
thousand  dollars  being  entirely  inadequate,  we  therefore  recommend  said 
board  to  contract  whatever  debt  may  be  necessary  to  put  said  Hospital  in 
such  repair  as  will  protect  the  building  from  damage  and  the  lives  and 
health  of  the  unfortunate  class  therein  confined  from  jeopardy,  and  enable 
them  to  carry  on  the  institution  as  was  contemplated  by  the  law  creating 
it."

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BIENNIAL  REPORT. 


Hon.  Burbn  R.  Sherman,   Governor  of  Iowa: 

The  visiting  committee  for  Iowa  Hospitals  for  Insane  beg  leave  to 
submit  this,  their  fifth  biennial  report,  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1883: 

The  usual  monthly  visits,  provided  for  by  law,  have  been  regularly 
made,  and  a  thorough  inspection  of  the  wards  has  been  made  at  these 
visits,  as  also  at  the  regular  meetings  of  the  full  committee,  and 
their  condition  closely  observed.  The  wards,  as  a  general  rule,  are 
kept  clean  and  in  good  order,  taking  the  class  of  patients  into 
account;  beds  are  clean  and  comfortable,  and  their  quality  is  im- 
proved from  year  to  year,  as  the  appropriations  render  possible  an 
increase  in  the  stock  of  woven  wire  and  hair  mattresses  and  other 
first  class  bedding.  The  food  furnished  has  been  of  good  quality 
and  abundant  in  quantity,  and  very  little  complaint  has  been  made 
by  the  patients  in  either  Hospital  concerning  it.  Your  committee 
have,  at  nearly  every  visit,  been  careful  to  observe  the  patients  at 
their  meals,  and  the  condition  of  the  dining-room  and  tables,  and 
find  the  latter  uniformly  clean,  and  furnished  with  a  fair  variety  and 
excellent  quality  of  food;  it  could  not  be  made  better  upon  the  pres- 
ent allowance  per  month. 

The  members  of  the  committee  have,  as  far  as  practicable,  culti- 
vated a  personal  acquaintance  with  patients,  and  talked  freely  with 
them  about  their  condition  and  prospects;  most  of  them  are  satisfied 
with  the  life  they  are  leading,  others  are  persistently  dissatisfied  and 
declare  that  they  never  ought  to  have  been  brought  there,  and  regard 
their  detention  as  imprisonment,  and  that  they  are  not  now  and  never 
have  been  insane;  and  there  are  all  grades  of  feeling  and  opinion 
among  them,  as  there  are  among  sane  people.  No  general  charge  of 
bad  management  in  either  Hospital  has  been  made  to  the  committee 
during  the  last  biennial  period. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS 

A8   TO   THE    FUTURE    POLICY   OF  THE    STATE    IN    THE    MANAGEMENT   OF 

THE    INSANE. 

The  present  number  in  hospital  is  about  1,040,  of  which  Independ- 
ence hospital  has  580,  that  at  Mt.  Pleasant  460.  We  have  in  this  State 
one  insane  person  in  every  639,  according  to  the  last  United  States 
census,  and  we  have  the  lowest  percentage  of  insane  of  any  State  in 
the  Union.  There  were,  in  1880,  in  this  State,  2,544  insane  persons, 
of  whom  913  were  in  hospital,  69  in  other  institutions,  323  in  county 
poor-houses,  7  in  jails,  and  1,232  at  home;  and  it  is  thus  shown  that 
only  36  per  cent  of  our  insane  are  cared  for  in  hospitals,  while  Illinois 
has  43  per  cent,  New  York  57,  and  Massachusetts  60.  On  an  average 
in  the  whole  Union,  44£  per  cent  are  under  treatment  in  hospitals. 
The  design  of  our  present  hospitals  being  mainly  for  the  cure  of  in- 
sanity, it  is  manifest  that  more  hospital  room  must  be  provided  for 
the  relief  of  this  afflicted  class  of  our  fellow  citizens;  the  present 
hospitals  being  constantly  crowded  with  the  chronic  cases,  we  regard 
it  as  an  imperative  duty  of  the  coming  legislature  to  make  an  appro- 
priation for  locating  and  building  a  new  hospital  in  the  western  part 
of  the  State;  the  location,  in  our  opinion,  should  be  to  accommodate 
the  southwestern  and  central  western  part  of  the  State,  and  the  insti- 
tution should  be  of  the  same  general  character  as  the  present  ones; 
it  should  be  a  first  class  brick  building,  and  not  built  as  expensively 
as  the  present  hospital  structures.  This  should  be  the  third  of  our 
series  of  hospitals,  and  will  necessarily  be  followed  by  a  fourth, 
eventually,  of  about  the  same  kind,  located  in  the  northwestern  part 
of  the  State.  As  the  population  of  the  State  increases  the  percentage 
of  insane  will  undoubtedly  continue  at  least  as  large  as  at  the  present 
time;  and  our  State  does  not,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee, 
desire  to  be  behind  other  States  in  its  provision  for  these  unfor- 
tunates. 

After  our  State  has  been  well  supplied  with  curative  institutions, 
other  structures  may  be  provided  on  the  hospital  farms,  where,  under 
the  same  general  supervision,  the  chronic  cases  can  be  cared  for  more 
cheaply  and  in  a  better  manner  than  they  could  be  in  county  institu- 
tions for  the  same  purpose.  Your  committee,  in  their  report  at  the 
end  of  the  biennial  period  two  years  since,  inclined  to  the  belief,  for 
special  reasons  given  at  that  time,,  that  a  state  institution  for  the  care 
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of  what  are  styled  "  chronic  and  incurable  cases  of  insanity  "  would 
be  the  better  mode;  but,  after  further  investigation  and  further 
thought  on  the  subject,  we  think  it  simply  better  than  sending  them 
back  to  their  counties;  and  our  opinion  is  now  firmly  fixed  that  there 
should  be  no  separate  institution  for  such  a  class,  but  that  they  should 
be  provided  for  in  and  about  our  hospitals  on  the  plan  indicated 
above.  The  following  opinions  on  this  subject  are  given  by  some  of 
the  most  distinguished  alienists  in  this  country: 

Dr.  Brigham  says:  "No  one  can  determine  with  much  accuracy 
which  patients  are,  and  which  are  not,  incurable.  Of  this  asylum 
(Utica),  we  cannot  say  of  at  least  one  third,  to  which  of  these  classes 
they  belong.  We  still  indulge  hopes  of  their  restoration,  but  will 
probably  be  disappointed  in  a  majority  of  them.  But  the  hope  we 
Mve,  and  which  encourages  us  in  our  efforts  to  cure  them,  would 
be  destroyed  by  sending  them  to  an  '  incurable9  establishment.  The 
fact  that  the  chances  of  recovery  would  be  diminished  to  even 
but  a  few  is  enough  to  make  us  hesitate  before  we  establish  such 
asylums.  Many  who  are  incurable  are  deranged  on  but  one  or  two 
subjects,  and  sane  on  others.  Such,  surely,  should  not  be  deprived 
of  any  comforts  that  are  offered  the  curable  class,  among  the  greatest 
of  which  is  the  hope  of  again  being  restored  to  society,  which  would 
be  destroyed  if  they  were  sent  to  an  asylum  for  incurables.  Among 
the  incurable  insane  there  would  be  no  certain  means  of  ascertaining 
the  neglect  or  abuse  of  them.  In  all,  the  fact  that  some  are  well  and 
soon  to  leave  the  asylum  is  the  greatest  safeguard  against  abuse.  No 
possible  good  would  arise  from  such  distinct  asylums,  except  they 
might  be  conducted  at  less  expense.  But  how  so  if  they  are  to  have 
proper  officers,  physicians,  etc.  And  if  they  do  not,  why  are  they 
better  than  poor-houses?  There  are  no  facts  in  favor  of  such  estab- 
lishments. We  hope  never  to  see  such  institutions  in  this  country. 
On  the  contrary,  let  no  asylum  be  established  but  for  the  curable,  and 
to  this,  the  incurable,  the  rich  arid  the  poor,  should  be  admitted;  let 
all  have  the  same  kind  of  care,  and  let  all  indulge  the  same  hope,  even 
if  delusive  to  many,  of  ultimate  recovery;  but  do  not  drive  any  to 
despair,  and  destroy  the  little  mind  they  still  possess,  by  consigning 
them  them  to  a  house,  over  the  entrance  of  which  Dante's  lines  on 
the  gates  of  hell  might  well  be  inscribed:  *  Leave  hope  behind,  all 
who  enter  here.' " 
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Dr.  Gray,  the  present  distinguished  superintendent  of  Utica  asy- 
lum, says  these  opinions  are  as  sound  and  comprehensive  as  ever,  and 
embrace  the  whole  philosophy  of  the  subject. 

Dr.  Bell,  so  eminent  by  reason  of  his  investigations  into  the  organ- 
ization and  management  of  insane  hospitals  in  Europe,  declares  as 
the  fruit  of  his  experience:  "The  principle  is,  there  is  no  such  thing 
as  a  just  and  proper  and  curative  or  ameliorating  treatment  of  the 
insane  in  cheaply  constructed  and  cheaply  managed  institutions.  If 
it  is  worth  while  to  have  any  institutions  beyond  these  receptacles  in 
which  the  worst  patients,  or  rather  the  worst  sufferers,  can  be  crowded 
together  at  the  least  charge,  it  is  worth  while  to  establish  such  as 
will  accomplish  all  of  cure  or  relief  which  is  practicable." 

In  reference  to  this  subject,  Dr.  Kirkbride,  for  forty  years  superin- 
tendent of  the  Pennsylvania  hospital  for  the  insane,  at  Philadelphia, 
says:  "I  have  been  trying  for  years  how  we  are  to  keep  the  chronic 
insane  more  cheaply  in  separate  institutions  than  we  have  been  keep- 
ing them  where  all  classes  were  received.  Why,  they  have  got  to 
have  the  same  amount  of  air,  fresh  air  I  mean,  and  warmth;  the  same 
amount  of  clothing  and  the  same  amount  of  food.  How,  then,  are  yon 
to  keep  them  cheaper?  I  have  never  seen  any  mode  suggested  by 
which  you  are  to  reduce  the  expense,  except  by  lowering  the  scale  of 
treatment.  You  must  give  them  room;  what  is  necessary  in  one  in- 
stitution is  necessary  in  another.  I  do  not  know  that  it  is  necessary 
to  say  one  word  more,  only  to  remark  that  I  do  not  believe  it  can 
ever  be  economical  to  do  wrong.  And  to  revoke  the  decision  of  the 
association,  or  to  put  up  institutions  for  incurables  would  be  a  wrong 
step.  It  is  better  and  cheaper  to  cure  a  man  at  any  cost  than  to  sup- 
port him  as  an  incurable." 

The  Association  of  Superintendents,  after  years  of  effort  to  obtain 
the  most  reliable  data,  and  after  full  and  free  discussion,  resolved: 
"  That  insane  persons  considered  curable,  and  those  supposed  incura- 
ble, should  not  be  provided  for  in  separate  institutions  or  establish- 
ments." 

In  the  Medical  Record  of  the  23d  of  December  last,  Dr.  C.  R.  Ag- 
new,  of  New  York,  in  an  article  upon  the  care  of  the  chronic  insane, 
says:  "  The  idea  at  present  in  full  operation  in  this  State,  of  gather- 
ing the  acute  insane  in  one  institution  and  the  balance  in  another,  is 
both  unscientific  and  inhuman,  as  bad  as  it  can  be  in  an  economic 
point  of  view.     An  asylum  for  chronic  cases  comes  to  be  considered 
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by  the  popular  mind  as  a  place  for  incurables,  a  place  on  which  may 
*  be  inscribed, '  no  hope  enters  here,'  and  the  influence  of  that  consid- 
eration, sooner  or  later,  pervades  the  asylum  itself,  and  scientific  in- 
terest in  the  scrutiny  of  the  inmates  case  by  case  dies  out,  and  you 
have  a  mere  poor-house,  with  scarcely  a  vestige  of  a  hospital  or  sani- 
tarium about  it." 

INVESTIGATIONS. 

The  investigations  made  by  your  committee  during  the  biennial 
period  are  now  in  the  executive  office,  and  to  be  printed  as  a  part  of 
this  report. 

Your  committee  are  much  pleased  to  see  an  effort  made  in  both 
hospitals  to  do  away  with  mechanical  restraints  as  far  as  possible  in 
the  management  of  violent  cases  of  insanity;  and  as  one  means  of 
accomplishing  this  purpose  they  encourage  all  male  patients  who  are 
able  to  go  out  to  work  on  the  farm;  these  patients  perform  a  large 
amount  of  labor,  to  their  own  benefit  and  that  of  the  hospitals,  when 
under  proper  management;  many  help  do  the  ward  work;  in  the  fe- 
male wards  a  large  number  do  ward  work;  others  go  to  the  sewing 
and  ironing  rooms,  and  are  benefitted  by  such  labor;  all  work  off 
their  nervous  disturbances,  and  rest  better  at  night,  and  like  to  do 
such  labor  as  is  assigned  them.  We  recommend  the  establishment  of 
such  shops  as  are  asked  for  by  the  superintendents  in  their  reports,  so 
as  to  have  a  diversity  of  labor  as  needed. 

Your  committee  have  carefully  looked  over  the  list  of  appropria- 
tions asked  for,  and  find  that  what  the  boards  of  trustees  and  super- 
intendents of  both  hospitals  have  asked  for  are  of  vital  necessity  to 
the  successful  management  of  the  hospitals;  especially  would  we 
recommend  the  addition  of  the  "Gray  farm"  to  the  hospital  grounds, 
for  reasons  given  in  reports  from  Independence  hospital;  and  we 
think  it  economy  to  add  to  the  farms  of  each  hospital  as  opportunity 
offers;  each  of  the  present  hospitals  could  work  one  section  of  land 
with  a  very  small  increase  of  expense  in  labor  above  what  they  now 
have. 

In  the  Mt.  Pleasant  report,  the  following  items  asked  for  should 
have  the  necessary  appropriations,  being  absolutely  needed  for* the 
successful  working  of  the  Institution  and  safety  of  the  property,  viz.: 
Heating  and  ventilating,  including  the  same  changes  in  the  west  wing 
already  nearly  completed  in  the  east  wing  and  front  center;  this  im- 
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provement  is  a  very  valuable  one,  and  has  made  a  great  change  for  the 
better  in  the  heating  and  ventilation  of  the  parts  already  completed. 
In  fact,  there  is  no  single  item  asked  for  which  can  be  left  out  with- 
out damage  to  the  building  or  diminishing  the  capacity  of  the  man- 
agement to  take  good  and  efficient  care  of  the  inmates.  We  call 
attention  especially  to  the  superintendent's  plan  for  adding  to  the 
capacity  of  Mt.  Pleasant  hospital,  and  think  that  it  is  the  most  feasi- 
ble and  rapid  method  of  increasing  our  accommodations  for  the  in- 
sane, but  it  should  not  interfere  with  appropriations  for  a  new  hospi- 
tal; both  objects  should  be  provided  for  at  the  coming  session  of  the 
legislature.  A  plan  should  be  adopted  for  increasing  our  number  of 
hospitals  until  all  our  insane  are  cared  for  in  State  institutions,  and 
appropriations  should  be  made  at  every  session  of  the  legislature  un- 
til the  system  is  complete.  t 

Your  committee  again  call  your  attention  to  the  criminal  insane, 
and  protest  against  their  admission  to  our  hospitals;  and  as  there  is 
a  good  opportunity  for  the  State  to  provide  hospital  accommodations 
for  this  class  within  the  penitentiary  walls,  we  most  earnestly  recom- 
mend that  such  provision  be  made  for  them  with  as  little  delay  as 
practicable. 

We  ask  your  attention  to  the  call  from  both  hospitals  for  new 
steam  mains  and  radiators,  and  recommend  that  the  appropriations 
be  made  for  larger  mains,  so  that  what  is  called  the  "low  pressure" 
plan  of  heating  can  be  adopted,  which  is  both  the  best  and  the  most 
economical. 

We  also  recommend  that  the  appropriations  asked  for  from  both 
•hospitals  for  woven  wire  mattresses,  and  bedsteads,  be  continued 
from  year  to  year  until  a  full  supply  is  obtained. 

The  appropriation  desired  at  Mt.  Pleasant  for  the  continuance  of 
the  work  on  sub-basement  walls  is  absolutely  necessary  to  the  safety 
of  the  building. 

The  improvements  in  the  wash,  drying  and  ironing  rooms,  in  both 
hospitals,  are  positive  necessities  in  each. 

We  need  not  particularize  further,  for  there  is  not  one  item  asked 
for  either  hospital  which  can  be  omitted  without  damage. 

At  the  close  of  the  last  biennial  period  your  committee  regarded 
the  water  supply  at  each  hospital  as  uncertain  and  inadequate;  since 
that  time  the  arrangements  made  at  Independence  Hospital  will  ren- 
der the  supply  of  water  abundant  and  certain,  we  believe,  if  the 
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appropriation  is  made  for  the  purchase  of  the  land  asked  for  and  for 
"completing  the  water  supply,"  and  it  will  be  of  excellent  quality  for 
all  purposes.  That  at  Mt.  Pleasant  is  assured  in  their  contract  re- 
cently made  with  the  city. 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  non-resident 
insane  accumulating  in  our  hospitals,  and  recommend  that  authority 
be  granted  to  send  such  patients  to  their  residences,  when  they  can 
be  ascertained,  and  an  appropriation  be  made  to  carry  out  this  pur- 
pose* 

We  take  pleasure  in  saying  that  in  our  opinion  our  hospitals  are 
well  managed  and  are  reasonably  efficient  as  compared  with  other 
institutions  of  the  same  kind  in  this  country. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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OLMSTEAD  INVESTIGATION.

Hon.  B.  R.  Shkrman,  Governor  of  Iowa: 

Sir — In  obedience  to  your  order  of  October,  1882,  I  called  my 
committee  together  at  Iowa  Hospital  for  Insane;  present:  S.  B. 
Olney,  President,  J.  C.  Mitchell,  Secretary,  and  proceeded  to  examine 
into  the  charges  brought  of  mismanagement  and  want  of  care  of  one 
L.  M.  Olmstead,  late  a  patient  in  said  hospital  from  Clarke  county, 
Iowa.  Said  charges  were  made  by  Mrs.  L.  M.  Olmstead,  and  corrob- 
orated by  others,  that  said  Olmstead  was  discharged  from  said  hospi- 
tal in  an  extremely  filthy,  lousy  condition,  on  or  about  September  19, 
1882;  your  committee  proceeded  to  take  the  testimony  of  the  then 
superintendent,  Dr.  H.  M.  Bassett,  who  is  a  very  competent  physician 
in  his  specialty,  and  an  exceedingly  careful  and  painstaking  officer, 
who  made  a  full  statement  under  oath  as  to  said  Olmstead's  case,  and 
and  as  to  the  condition,  care  and  treatment  of  said  patient  during  his 
residence  in  said  hospital,  showing  conclusively  that  said  Olmstead 
did  not  want  for  care,  and  was  not  filthy  when  he  left  the  hospital; 
the  charge  of  his  family  or  wife  not  being  kept  properly  informed  is 
shown  not  only  by  Dr.  Bassett's  statement  to  be  without  any  founda- 
tion, but  by  the  regular  letter  book  it  is  shown  that  his  wife  had  regu- 
lar reports  of  his  case  by  mail;  and  that  finally,  on  the  seventeenth 
day  of  September,  1882,  Dr.  Bassett,  by  a  critical  personal  examina- 
tion of  the  said  patient,  became  satisfied  that  a  decline  had  set  in  that 
was  not  likely  to  be  arrested,  wrote  to  his  wife  of  his  apprehensions 
and  suggested  his  removal  to  his  home,  as  he  supposed  that  his  friends 
would  rather  have  him  die  there  than  at  the  hospital,  in  the  event  of 
such  a  contingency.  Dr.  B.  further  says  in  reference  to  the  charge 
that  Mr.  Olmstead  Was  in  such  a  notably  filthy  condition  as  to  be  ob- 
vious to  casual  observation,  that  less  than  forty-eight  hours  before 
said  Olmstead  left  the  hospital  he  made  a  thorough  personal  examina- 
tion of  his  body,  during  which  he  had  occasion  to  see  his  legs  as  high 
as  his  body,  and  see  exposed  the  whole  of  his  head,  face,  neck  and 
chest,  and  although  he  had  no  reason  to  suspect  such  a  state  of  lousi- 
ness as  his  friends  allege,  such  a  condition  could  not  have  escaped  his 
notice  had  it  existed.     His  testimony  is  also  to  the  effect  that  the  said 
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Olmstead  had  organic  disease  that  was  necessarily  fatal,  and  that  his 

residence  and  treatment  in  hospital  not  only  did  not  shorten  his  life, 

but  that  he  was  better  and  his  life  prolonged  by  said  treatment  and 
care. 

The  testimony  of  Dr.  Max  E.  Witte,  in  charge  of  the  male  wards, 
who  saw  Olmstead  every  day  and  had  charge  of  his  medical  treat- 
ment, is  positive  as  to  his  being  well  cared  for  and  cleanly,  and  knows 
that  he  was  clear  of  vermin  when  he  left  the  Hospital. 

Mr.  Francis  Braderick  is  supervisor  of  the  male  wards,  and  sees  all 
the  patients  in  his  department  every  day ;  is  confident  that  Olmstead 
left  the  Hospital  in  a  cleanly  personal  condition,  that  his  clothes  were 
clean  and  that  he  was  free  from  vermin;  he  saw  that  he  was  prepared 
for  leaving,  as  he  had  charge  of  patients9  clothing. 

Gilbert  Lyon,  assistant  supervisor  of  male  wing,  testifies  to  the 
same  purport  as  the  supervisor. 

Elmer  Alton,  attendant  in  ward  number  ten,  the  last  ward  that 
Olmstead  was  in,  says:  "I  do  not  think  it  possible  that  he  was  lousy 
while  in  my  ward  nor  when  he  left  it,  when  he  went  away.  I  feel 
positive  about  it,  for  he  had  good  care  and  attention.  We  had  to  be 
in  his  room  frequently;  had  to  take  his  meals  to  him  for  two  weeks 
before  he  went  home,  because  the  physician  directed  that  he  be  kept 
in  bed.  We  bathed  him  every  week  when  he  could  go  to  the  bath- 
room; we  sponged  his  body  frequently  while  he  was  in  his  room  and 
confined  to  bed." 

Mr.  Alton  says:  "We  examine  patieuts  quite  frequently  to  see  if 
any  have  vermin  upon  them."  He  says,  "  I  do  not  believe  Mr.  Olm- 
stead had  vermin  on  him  when  he  left  the  Hospital,  for  we  made  spe- 
cial effort  to  have  him  clean  and  nice  when  he  left.  We  sponged  off 
his  whole  body  the  morning  he  went  away,  and  tried  to  induce  him  to 
put  on  some  underclothing,  but  he  refused  to  do  so." 

Many  of  the  patients  in  this  ward  say  that  there  had  been  no  lice  in 
this  ward  for  six  or  eight  months. 

C.  L.  Simmons,  attendant  on  ward  six,  was  acquainted  with  Lewis 
Olmstead,  who  came  to  his  ward  from  ward  three  the  first  time,  as 
also  the  second  time  he  came  to  the  Hospital.  He  was  in  a  rather 
weakened  condition  when  he  came;  personally  he  was  in  a  cleanly 
condition.  He  said  he  came  from  a  back  ward  and  might  be  lousy, 
and  wanted  a  fine  comb.  "  I  gave  him  one,  and  also  examined  him, 
and  found  one  louse  on  his  beard;  did  not  find  any  more;  he  was 
thereafter  in  ward  six  more  than  two  months;  do  not  think  it  possible 
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he  could  have  had  vermin  all  that  time  without  its  being  discovered. 
When  he  asked  me  for  a  fine  comb  the  first  time,  he  requested  me  to 
trim  his  hair  and  beard,  and  I  did  so.  I  feel  quite  confident  he  had 
no  lice  when  he  left  my  ward  to  go  to  number  ten,  which  was  about 
August  23d. 

C.  F.  Kueney,  attendant  on  ward  three,  does  not  think  Olmstead 
was  lousy  when  he  was  in  his  ward,  and  is  quite  sure  about  it 

I  remember  of  seeing  this  patient  myself,  when  in  ward  ten,  and 
remember  that  he  had  a  nice,  clean  room,  and  was  to  all  appearances, 
well  cared  for;  and,  from  all  the  evidence  we  can  find,  we  do  not  be- 
lieve this  said  patient  Olmstqad  was  ill  used,  but  that  he  was  well 
cared  for  and  well  treated,  and  we  do  not  believe  that  he  left  the 
hospital  in  a  "filthy"  or  lousy  condition. 

The  attendants  who  have  testified  in  this  examination  we  are  well 
acquainted  with,  and  believe  them  to  be  truthful,  reliable,  and  faith- 
ful  attendants,  who  would  not  allow  a  patient  to  get  into  such  a  con- 
dition as  charged  in  this  case. 

Neither  do  we  believe  Dr.  Witta,  the  assistant  physician,  who  had 
direct  charge  of  the  male  wards,  and  of  the  said  Olmstead,  would 
allow  any  patient  under  his  charge  to  get  into  such  a  condition  as 
charged  in  this  case,  as  my  observation  of  him  is  that  he  is  faithful 
in  the  performance  of  his  duties  in  hospital.

REPORT. 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Iowa  in  General 
Assembly:  • 

The  State  Historical  Society  of  Iowa'  submits  this,  its  fourteenth 
biennial  report : 

Since  the  last  report  a  full  catalogue  of  the  library  of  the  Society 
has  been  made,  and  a  copy  of  the  same  is  herewith  appended. 

A  similar  catalogue  will  be  made  of  the  miscellaneous  collections 
of  the  Society  in  time  for  the  next  report. 

In  the  fall  of  1882  the  Society  was  under  the  necessity  of  removing 
its  collections,  as  the  building  hitherto  occupied  had  changed  to  the 
hands  of  a  gentleman  who  desired  to  use  it  for  other  purposes. 

In  a  new  building  then  in  process  of  erection  we  were  so  fortunate 
as  to  secure  a  room  admirably  adapted  to  our  purposes,  and  much 
more  centrally  located  than  our  former  room. 

Our  present  hall  is  eighty  by  thirty-five  feet,  lighted  from  front  and 
rear,  and  by  a  large  sky-light  in  the  center. 

The  building  itself  is  of  brick  with  an  iron  front.  The  rental  is 
three  hundred  dollars  a  year.  As  all  our  cases  were  readily  adapted 
to  the  new  room,  the  expense  of  removal  was  comparatively  slight. 

As  soon  as  we  were  fairly  seated  in  our  new  quarters,  steps  were 
taken  to  extend  our  correspondence,  to  enlarge  our  collections,  and  to 
put  new  life  into  our  organization. 

To  this  end  a  gentleman,  long  connected  with  the  Society,  Mr.  M. 
W.  Davis,  assumes  the  duties  of  secretary,  and  will  devote  much  time 
to  the  furtherance  of  the  interests  of  the  Society. 

And  we  hope  for  a  more  wide-spread  interest  in  the  work  of  the 
Society.  Contributions  are  most  respectfully  solicited  of  whatever 
may  be  connected  with  the  natural,  social,  or  political  history  of  the 
State. 

We  would  be  glad  to  receive  portraits  or  photographs  of  men  and 
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women  who  have  identified  themselves  with  the  early  history  and  the 
growth  of  the  State. 

t  Our  collection  of  relics,  already  quite  large,  may  be  increased,  in- 
definitely as  we  now  have  ample  room  for  their  display. 

We  are  prepared  also  to  receive  and  arrange  a  mineralogical  and 
geological  cabinet,  especially  representing  our  own  State,  and  "would 
be  glad  to  furnish  cases  for  a  complete  representation  of  the  ybuna 
and  the  flora  of  Iowa. 

In  the  furtherance  of  our  purpose  to  infuse  new  life  into  our 
Society,  we  ask  for  a  continuance  of  our  present  appropriation  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  annually.

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SENATE  RULES. 


ORDEB   OF   DAILY   BUSINESS. 

After  the  journal  is  read,  the  following  order  shall  govern: 

1.  Presentation  of  petitions  or  memorials. 

2.  Introduction  of  bills. 

3.  Resolutions. 

4.  Communications  on  the  President's  table. 

5.  Reports  of  Standing  Committees,  in  the  order  in  which  they 

stand  in  the  rules,  except  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  and 
Enrolled  Bills. 

6.  Reports  of  Select  Committees. 

7.  Third  reading  of  bills. 

8.  Bills,  other  matters,  and  unfinished  business  before  the  Senate, 

9.  General  orders  of  the  day. 

STANDING  BULKS. 

1.  The  President  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  the 
Senate  is  adjourned,  and  call  the  members  to  order;  and  if  a  quorum 
be  present,  he  shall  direct  the  journals  of  the  preceding  day  to  be 
read,  and  mistakes,  if  any,  corrected.  He  shall  preserve  order  and 
decorum,  and  decide  all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to 
the  Senate.  He  shall  appoint  all  committees,  unless  otherwise  espe- 
cially ordered. 

2.  One-fourth  of  the  members  may  have  a  call  of  the  Senate,  and 
absent  members  sent  for. 

3.  When  the  vote  is  taken  vii>a  voce,  questions  shall  be  distinctly 
put  in  this  form,  viz:  "As  many  as  are  of  the  opinion  (as  the  case 
may  be)  say  *  aye.' "  And  after  the  affirmative  voice  is  expressed: 
"as  many  as  are  of  the  contrary  opinion,  say  'no.'"    If  the  President 
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doubt,  or  a  division  be  called  for,  the  Senate  shall  divide — those  in 
the  affirmative  of  the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats,  and 
afterward  those  in  the  negative. 

4.  All  motions  (except  to  adjourn,  postpone,  or  commit)  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing,  if  required  by  any  member  of  the  Senate.  Any 
motion  may  be  withdrawn  by  the  mover,  before  it  is  amended  by  the 
Senate. 

5.  Every  member  present  when  a  question  is  put  shall  vote,  unless 
he  shall,  for  special  cause,  be  excused  by  a  vote  of  the  Senate;  but  no 
member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which  he  is  di- 
rectly and  personally  interested,  or  in  any  case  where  he  was  not 
present  when  his  name  was  called  in  the  taking  of  the  vote. 

6.  When  a  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  Senate,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  ad- 
dress himself  to  Mr.  President,  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  ques- 
tion under  debate,  avoid  personalities,  and  the  imputation  of  im- 
proper motives. 

7.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  for  the  previous  question,  to  post- 
pone to  a  day  certain,  to  commit  or  amend,  to  postpone  indefinitely; 
which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  named;  and  no  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to  com- 
mit, or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  being  decided,  shall  be  again  allowed 
on  the  same  day,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposition. 

8.  The  previous  question  shall  be  in  this  form:  "Shall  the  main 
question  be  now  put?"  It  shall  only  be  admitted  when  demanded 
by  a  majority  of  the  members,  present,  and  its  effect  shall  be  to  put 
an  end  to  all  debate,  and  bring  the  Senate  to  a  direct  vote  upon 
amendments  reported  by  a  committee,  if  any;  then  upon  pending 
amendments,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. 

9.  A  motion  to  adjourn,  to  lay  on  the  table,  and  for  the  previous 
question,  shall  be  decided  without  debate,  and  all  incidental  questions 
of  order  arising  after  a  motion  is  made  for  the  previous  question, 
and  pending  such  motion,  shall  be  decided — whether  an  appeal  or 
otherwise — without  debate. 

10.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  a  question,  which  shall 
be  divided,  if  it  comprehends  propositions  in  substance  so  distinct 
that  one  being  taken  away  substantive  propositions  shall  remain  for 
the  decision  of  the  Senate.     A  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  shall 


SENATE  RULES.  5 

be  deemed  indivisible;  bat  a  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost,  shall 
preclude  neither  amendments  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert. 

11.  Every  bill  shall  be  introduced  on  the  report  of  a  committee,  or 
by  leave.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings  previous  to 
its  passage;  but  no  bill  shall  have  its  second  and  third  readings  on  the 
same  day,  without  a  suspension  of  this  rule;  and  every  bill  shall  ex- 
press in  its  title  the  object  of  the  bill. 

12.  The  first  reading  of  a  bill  shall  be  for  information,  and  if  ob- 
jection be  made  to  it,  the  question  shall  be,  "  Shall  the  bill  be  re- 
jected?" If  no  objection  be  made,  or  the  question  to  reject  be  lost, 
the  bill  shall  go  to  its  second  reading  without  further  question. 

1 3.  Upon  the  second  reading  of  a  bill  or  joint  resolution,  the  Pres- 
ident shall  state  it  as  ready  for  amendment,  commitment,  or  engross- 
ment, and  if  committed,  then  the  question  shall  be,  whether  to  a  select, 
or  standing  committee,  or  a  committee  of  the  whole.  If  to  a  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  the  Senate  shall  determine  on  what  day.  But  if 
the  bill  be  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  its  third 
reading  at  any  time  after  that  day.  No  bill  or  joint  resolution  shall 
be  committed  or  amended  until  it  shall  have  been  twice  read. 

1 4.  When  a  question  is  lost  on  engrossing  a  bill  for  a  third  reading 
on  a  particular  day,  it  shall  not  preclude  a  question  to  engross  it  for 
a  third  reading  on  a  different  day.  After  a  third  reading  of  a  bill  or 
joint  resolution,  no  amendment  (except  to  fill  blanks),  shall  be  re- 
ceived, except  by  unanimous  consent  of  the  members  present;  and  the 
vote  on  its  final  passage  shall  be  immediately  taken  without  debate. 

15.  A  bill  or  joint  resolution  may  be  committed  at  any  time  pre- 
vious to  its  third  reading. 

16.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall  be 
first  put. 

17.  When  a  motion  or  question  has  been  decided  in  the  affirmative 
or  negative,  any  member  having  voted  with  the  majority  may  move 
a  reconsideration  of  the  same,  or  on  the  next  business  day. 

18.  Before  acting  on  executive  business,  the  Senate  Chamber  shall 
be  cleared,  by  direction  of  the  President,  of  all  persons  except  mem- 
bers, the  Secretary,  and  Sergeant-at-Arms;  the  members  enjoined  to 
observe  secrecy,  and  the  Secretary  and  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  be  sworn. 

10.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  Senate  shall  be  rescinded  or 
suspended,  unless  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  members  present,

except  an  order  fixing  the  hour  to  which  the  Senate  shall  stand  ad- 
journed. 

20.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  practice  comprised  in  Cashing'* 
Manual,  ^hall  govern  the  Senate  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  appli- 
cable, and  in  which  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  standing  rules 
or  orders  of  the  Senate,  and  Joint  Rules  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives. 

21.  The  Senate  shall,  at  its  pleasure,  elect  a  President  pro  tem.y 
who  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  remaining  portion  of  the  time  for 
which  the  President  was  elected;  and  when  the  President  shall  from 
any  cause  be  absent,  the  President  pro  tern,  shall  preside,  except  when 
the  chair  is  filled  by  appointment  by  the  President. 

22.  On  the  return  of  a  bill  from  the  House,  with  an  amendment, 
it  shall  be  placed  with  the  third  reading  of  bills,  unless  the  Senate 
shall  otherwise  order.  On  the  question  of  adopting  the  amendment 
the  vote  shall  be  taken  as  on  the  final  passage  of  the  bill;  and  if  the 
amendment  be  adopted  by  a  constitutional  majority,  no  further  vote 
is  necessary. 

23.  It  is  in  order  for  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  and  Enrolled 
Bills,  and  on  Printing,  to  report  at  any  time,  when  no  member  is  ad- 
dressing the  Senate. 

24.  When  any  order  of  the  day  is  not  proceeded  with  on  the  day 
assigned,  it  shall  stand  as  a  general  order  on  each  succeeding  day  un- 
til disposed  of,  unless  otherwise  ordered,  but  its  consideration  cannot 
be  moved  until  that  order  of  business  is  reached,  when  it  shall  be 
taken  up  in  the  order  of  its  file. 

25.  When  the  pending  question  is  interrupted  by  a  "  Special  Or- 
der "  it  shall,  upon  the  disposal  of  the  special  order,  be  before  the 
Senate  in  the  same  stage  as  if  it  had  not  been  so  interrupted. 

26.  A  motion  to  print  any  paper  presented  to  the  Senate  may,  on 
motion,  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Printing,  whose  duty  it  shall 
be  to  repoit  on  the  propriety  of  printing,  and  that  it  shall  be  in  order 
for  such  committee  to  report  as  provided  in  Rule  23. 

27.  Committees  are  permitted  to  employ  clerks  by  the  majority 
vote  of  the  whole  committee.  The  clerk  shall  be  selected  by  such 
vote,  and  in  like  manner  may  be  discharged  for  inefficiency  or  when 
the  services  of  the  clerk  become  unnecessary. 

28*  Admission  to  the  floor  of  the  Senate  chamber  shall  be  granted 
by  the  door-keeper  to  the  Governor  and  his  Private  Secretary,  mem- 
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bers  and  officers  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  officers  of  State 
and  their  deputies,  judges  of  the  several  Courts,  Capitol  Commission- 
ers, ex-members  of  the  Legislature,  ex-officers  of  State,  and  the  regu- 
lar reporters  of  the  Senate  and  clerks  of  committees.  No  persons, 
except  those  herein  specified,  shall  be  admitted,  except  upon  the 
special  permission  of  the  President  of  the  Senate,  or  of  a  member  of 
the  Senate.  And  no  person  shall  be  permitted  by  members,  or  other- 
wise, to  come  upon  the  floor  of  the  Senate  to  solicit  or  influence  Sen- 
ators in  legislation  or  their  action;  or  to  sell  any  article  or  to  solicit 
subscriptions. 

29.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  to  attend  the  Sen- 
ate during  its  sittings;  to  aid  in  the  enforcement  of  order,  under  the 
direction  of  the  President  of  the  Senate;  to  execute  the  commands  of 
the  Senate  from  time  to  time,  together  with  all  such  process,  issued 
by  authority  thereof,  as  shall  be  directed  to  him  by  the  presiding 
officer;  and  to  have  charge  of  the  messengers  of  the  Senate,  and  see 
that  they  severally  perform  their  respective  duties. 

30.  That  when  an  adjournment  has  been  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the 
Senate,  and  before  the  adjournment  is  declared  by  the  President  of 
the  Senate,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  the  chairmen  of  the  several  stand- 
ing committees  to  announce  in  open  Senate  the  time  and  place  of 
meeting  of  their  respective  committees. 

31.  All  bills  introduced  shall  be  printed,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Senate,  and  committees  may  order  to  be  printed  any  substi- 
tutes for  bill 8  reported  by  them.

RULES  OF  THE  HOUSE  OF  REPRESENTATIVES. 


DUTY   OF  THE   SPEAKEB. 

1.  He  shall  take  the  chair  every  day  precisely  at  the  hour  to 
which  the  House  shall  have  adjourned  on  the  preceding  day;  shall 
immediately  call  the  members  to  order,  and  on  the  appearance  of  a 
quorum  shall  cause  the  journal  of  the  preceding  day  to  be  read. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  order  and  decorum,  and  speak  to  points  of 
order  in  preference  to  other  members,  rising  from  his  seat  for  that 
purpose;  and  he  shall  decide  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  House  by  any  two  members. 

8.    He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  but  may  state  it  sitting. 

4.  Questions  shall  be  distinctly  put  in  this  form,  to-wit:  "  As 
many  as  are  of  the  opinion  that  (as  the  question  may  be)  say  'aye,'" 
and  after  the  affirmative  voice  is  expressed,  "  As  many  as  are  of  the 
contrary  opinion,  say  'no.' "  If  the  Speaker  doubts,  or  a  division  be 
called  for,  the  House  shall  be  divided.  Those  in  the  affirmative  of 
the  question  shall  first  rise  from  their  seats,  and  afterwards  those  in 
the  negative. 

5.  The  Speaker  shall  have  a  right  to  name  any  member  to  perform 
the  duties  of  the  chair,  but  suoh  substitution  shall  not  extend  beyond 
an  adjournment,  except  that  in  case  of  the  absence  of  the  regular 
Speaker,  the  House  may  proceed  to  elect  a  speaker  pro  tan.,  whose 
aots  shall  have  the  same  validity  as  those  of  the  Speaker. 

6.  All  committees  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  unless  other- 
wise specially  directed  by  the  House. 

7.  In  all  cases  of  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays,  the  Speaker  shall 
vote;  in  other  cases  he  shall  not  be  required  to  vote  unless  the  House 
is  equally  divided,  or  unless  his  vote,  if  given  to  the  minority,  will 
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make  the  division  equal,  and  in  case  of  such  equal  division  the  ques- 
tion shall  be  lost 

8.  All  acts,  addresses,  and  joint  resolutions,  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Speaker,  and  all  writs,  warrants,  and  subpoBnas,  issued  by  order  of 
the  House,  shall  be  under  his  hand  and  attested  by  the  Clerk.  - 

9.  In  case  of  any  disturbance  or  disorderly  conduct  in  the  lobby, 
the  Speaker  or  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House 
shall  have  the  power  to  have  the  same  cleared.

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11.  On  and  after  the  10th  day  of  February  of  each  regular 
session,  bills  and  joint  resolutions,  which  have  been 
read  the  second  time  and  engrossed,  shall  be  taken  up 
in  their  proper  order  at  3  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of 
eaoh  session,  and  put  upon  their  passage. 

OF   DECORUM   AND   DEBATE. 

1 1.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in  debate,  or  deliver  any 
matter  to  the  House,  he  shall  rise  from  his  seat  and  respectfully  ad- 
dress himself  to  the  presiding  officer  by  his  title,  saying,  "Mr. 
Speaker,"  and  shall  not  prooeed  until  he  shall  be  recognized  by  the 
Chair,  and  shall  confine  himself  to  the  question  under  debate,  and 
shall  avoid  personalities. 

12.  When  any  member  in  speaking,  or  otherwise,  transgresses  the 
rules  of  the  House,  the  Speaker  shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him 
to  order;  in  which  case,  the  member  so  called  to  order  shall  immedi- 
ately sit  down,  but  may  be  permitted,  with  leave  of  the  House,  to  ex- 
plain; and  the  House  shall,  if  appealed  to,  decide  the  case,  but  with- 
out debate.  If  there  be  no  appeal,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  shall  be 
submitted  to;  if  the  decision  be  in  favor  of  the  member  so  called  to 
order,  he  is  at  liberty  to  proceed.    If  the  case  requires  it,  he  shall  be 

liable  to  the  censure  of  the  House. 

f 

13.  When  two  or  more  members  happen  to  rise  at  once,  the 
Speaker  shall  designate  the  member  entitled  to  speak. 

14.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  on  the  same  question 
without  leave  of  the  House,  nor  more  than  twice  until  every  member 
choosing  to  speak  shall  have  spoken. 

15.  While  the  Speaker  is  putting  any  question,  or  addressing  the 
House,  none  shall  walk  out  or  across  the  house,  or,  when  a  member  is 
speaking,  shall  entertain  private  discourse,  nor,  while  a  member  is 
speaking,  pass  between  him  and  the  Chair. 

16.  No  member  shall  vote  on  any  question  in  the  event  of  which 
he  is  personally  interested;  nor  in  case  where  he  was  not  present 
when  the  question  was  put,  unless  the  Speaker  again  states  the  ques- 
tion. 

17.  Upon  a  division  and  count  of  the  House  on  any  question,  no 
member  without  the  bar  shall  be  counted. 

18.  Every  member  who  shall  be  in  the  House  when  the  question 
is  put  shall  give  his  vote,  unless  the  House,  for  special  reasons,  shall 


HOUSE  RULES.  17 

excuse  him;  but  such  member  must  ask  to  be  excused  before  com- 
mencing to  take  the  vote  on  the  main  question. 

19.  When  a  motion  is  made  and  seconded,  it  shall  be  stated  by 
the  Speaker;  or,  being  in  writing,  it  shall  be  handed  to  the  Chair  and 
read  aloud  by  the  Clerk  before  debated. 

20.  Every  motion,  except  subsidiary  or  incidental  motions,  shall 
be  reduced  to  writing  if  the  Speaker  or  any  member  desires  it,  but 
this  exception  shall  not  apply  to  motions  to  amend. 

21.  All  bills,  resolutions,  petitions,  memorials,  or  other  papers, 
shall  be  accompanied  by  the  name  of  the  member  presenting  the 
same,  and  also  the  name  of  the  county. 

22.  After  a  motion  is  stated  by  the  Speaker,  or  read  by  the  Clerk, 
it  shall  be  deemed  to  be  in  possession  of  the  House,  but  may  be  with* 
drawn  by  leave  of  the  House. 

23.  When  a  question  is  under  debate  no  motion  shall  be  received 
but  to  adjourn;  to  lie  on  the  table;  for  the  previous  question;  to  post- 
pone to  a  day  certain;  to  commit  or  amend;  to  postpone  indefinitely; 
which  several  motions  shall  have  precedence  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  arranged,  and  no  motion  to  postpone  to  a  day  certain,  to 
commit  or  postpone  indefinitely,  being  decided,  shall  again  be  al- 
lowed on  the  same  day,  and  at  the  same  stage  of  the  bill  or  proposi- 
tion. A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  .words  of  a  bill  shall  have 
precedence  of  a  motion  to  amend,  and,  if  carried,  shall  be  considered 
equivalent  to  its  rejection. 

24.  When  a  resolution  shall  be  offered,  or  a  motion  made  to  refer 
any  subject,  and  different  committees  shall  be  proposed,  the  question 
shall  be  taken  in  the  following  order:  The  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House;  a  Standing  Committee;  a  Select  Committee. 

25.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order,  except  when  a 
member  is  speaking,  or  the  House  voting. 

26.  The  previous  question  shall  always  be  in  this  form:  "Shall 
the  main  question  now  be  put?'9  It  shall  only  be  admitted  when  de- 
manded by  a  majority  of  the  members  present,  and  its  effect  shall  be 
to  put  an  end  to  all  debate,  and  bring  the  House  to  a  direot  vote  upon 
amendments,  and  then  upon  the  main  question.  On  a  motion  for  the 
previous  question,  and  prior  to  seconding  the  same,  a  call  of  the 
House  shall  be  in  order;  but  after  a  majority  shall  have  seconded 
such  motion,  no  call  shall  be  in  order  prior  to  the  decision  of  the 
main  question. 
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27.  Motions  to  lie  on  the  table,  to  adjourn,  and  for  the  previous 
question,  shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

28.  When  a  question  is  posponed  indefinitely,  it  shall  not  be  again 
acted  upon  during  the  session. 

29.  Any  member  may  call  for  a  division  of  the  question,  which 
shall  be  divided  if  it  comprehends  questions  so  distinct  that  one  be- 
ing taken  away,  the  rest  may  stand  entire  for  the  discussion  of  the 
House.  A  motion  to  strike  out  being  lost,  shall  preclude  neither 
amendment  nor  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert.  A  motion  to  strike 
out  and  insert  shall  be  deemed  indivisible. 

30.  Motions  and  reports  may  be  committed  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
House. 

31.  No  motion  or  proposition  on  a  subject  different  from  that 
under  consideration,  shall  be  admitted  under  oolor  of  amendment. 

32.  When  a  motion  shall  have  been  once  made  and  carried  in  the 
affirmative  or  negative,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member,  voting 
on  the  prevailing  side,  to  move  for  the  reconsideration  thereof,  on 
the  same  or  succeeding  day,  and  such  motion  shall  take  precedence 
of  all  other  questions,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn. 

33  Petitions,  memorials  and  other  papers  addressed  to  the  House, 
«hall  be  presented  by  the  Speaker,  or  a  member  in  his  plaee;  a  brief 
statement  of  the  contents  thereof  shall  verbally  be  made  by  the  in- 
troducer, and  shall  not  be  debated  or  decided  on  the  day  of  their 
being  first  read,  unless  where  the  House  shall  direct  otherwise,  but 
shall  lie  on  the  table  to  be  taken  up  in  the  order  they  were  read. 

34.  A  proposition  requesting  information  from  the  Governor,  Sec- 
retary, or  any  otter  State  officer,  shall  lie  on  the  table  one  day,  for 
consideration,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  unanimous  consent  of  the 
House;  and  all  such  propositions  shall  be  taken  up  for  consideration 
in  the  order  they  were  presented,  immediately  after  the  reports  are 
called  for  from  the  Select  Committees,  and,  when  adopted,  the  Clerk 
shall  cause  the  same  to  be  delivered. 

35.  Any  five  members,  if  the  Speaker  be  in  the  chair,  shall  be  au- 
thorized to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

36.  Upon  calls  of  the  House,  or  in  taking  the  yeas  and  nays  on 
any  question,  the  names  of  the  members  shall  be  called  alphabetic- 
ally. 

37.  No  member  shall  absent  himself  from  the  services  of  the 
House  without  leave,  unless  he  be  sick,  or  unable  to  attend. 
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38.  Upon  the  call  of  the  House,  the  names  of  the  members  shall 
be  called  over  by  the  Clerk,  and  the  absentees  noted,  after  which  the 
names  of  the  absentees  shall  again  be  called  over,  and  the  Sergeant- 
at-Arms  shall  be  directed  by  the  Speaker  to  oompel  their  attendance. 

39.  No  committee  shall  sit  during  the  sitting  of  the  House  with- 
out special  leave. 

40.  A  majority  of  the  member*  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  and 
upon  demand  of  any  two  members,  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  or- 
dered. 

41.  The  hour  to  which  this  House  shall  stand  adjourned  from  day 
to  day  shall  be  at  ten  o'clock  a.  m.,  and  two  o'clock  p.  m.,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  House. 

ON    BILLS. 

42.  Every  bill  shall  receive  three  several  readings,  but  no  bill 
shall  have  its  second  and  third  reading  on  the  same  day. 

43.  The  first  reading  of  the  bill  shall  be  for  information;  and  if 
opposition  be  made  to  it,  the  question  is:  "Shall  this  bill  be  re- 
jected?" If  no  opposition  be  made,  or  if  the  question  to  reject  be 
negatived,  the  bill  shall  go  to  its  second  reading  without  a  question. 

44.  Upon  a  second  reading  of  a  bill,  the  Speaker  shall  state  that 
it  is  ready  for  commitment,  amendment,  or  engrossment;  and  if  com- 
mitted, then  the  question  shall  be,  whether  to  a  Select  or  Standing 
Committee,  or  to  a  Committee  of  the  Whole  House.  If  to  a  Com- 
mittee  of  the  Whole  House,  the  House  shall  determine  on  what  day, 

45.  After  a  bill  has  been  committed  and  reported  back,  it  shall  be 
considered  on  its  second  reading  after  the  amendments  of  committee 
have  been  read. 

46.  After  the  commitment  and  the  report  thereof  to  the  House, 
or  at  any  time  before  its  passage,  a  bill  may  be  re-committed. 

47.  All  bills  ordered  to  be  engrossed,  shall  be  executed  in  a  fair 
round  hand. 

48.  No  amendment,  unless  by  way  of  rider,  shall  be  received  to 
any  bill  on  its  third  reading,  and  no  debate  shall  be  allowed  on  the 
same. 

49.  When  a  bill  shall  pass,  it  shall  be  certified  by  the  clerk  noting 
the  day  of  its  passage  at  the  foot  thereof. 

50.  No  standing  rule  or  order  of  the  House  shall  be  rescinded  or 
changed,  without  one  day's  notice  being  given  of  the  motion  there- 
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for,  nor  shall  any  rule  be  suspended  except  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present;  nor  shall  the  order  of  business  as 
established  by  the  rules  of  the  House,  be  postponed  or  changed, 
except  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two  thirds  of  the  members  present. 

51.  It  shall  be  in  order  for  the  Committee  on  Enrolled  Bills  t"> 
report  at  any  time. 

52.  No  bill,  memorial,  or  joint  resolution,  shall  be  printed  unless 
ordered  by  the  House,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  Rule  62. 

53.  When  any  matter  is  referred  to  a  standing  committee  by 
motion  of  any  member,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the. chairman  of  such 
standing  committee  to  notify  such  member  of  the  time  of  their  sit- 
ting upon  such  matter  so  referred,  and  said  member  shall  be  permit- 
ted to  confer  with  such  committee  during  their  consideration  of  such 
matter. 

54.  The  rules  of  Parliamentary  Practice  shall  govern  the  House 
in  all  cases  where  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the  Standing  Rules 
of  this  House  and  the  Joint  Rules  of  both  Houses. 

55.  Joint  Resolutions  shall  not  be  required  to  be  framed  or  treated 
as  a  bill,  but  shall  be  subject  to  the  rules  pertaining  to  ordinary  and 
concurrent  resolutions. 

OF   COMMITTEE   OF  THE   WHOLE    HOUSE. 

56.  In  forming  Committees  of  the  Whole  House,  the  Speaker 
shall  leave  his  chair,  and  a  Chairman  to  preside  in  Committee,  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Speaker. 

57.  Upon  bills  committed  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  House, 
the  bill  shall  be  first  read  throughout  by  the  Clerk  or  Chairman,  and 
then  again  read  or  debated  by  clauses,  leaving  the  preamble  to  be 
last  considered.  After  report,  the  bill  shall  be  again  subject  to 
be  debated  and  amended  by  clauses,  before  a  question  to  engross  it 
be  taken. 

58.  All  amendments  made  to  an  original  motion  in  Committee 
shall  be  incorporated  with  a  motion,  and  so  reported. 

59.  All  amendments  made  to  a  Report  committed  to  a  Committee 
of  the  Whole  House,  shall  be  noted  and  reported  as  in  the  case  of 
bills. 

60.  In  filling  up  blanks  in  the  Committee  and  in  the  House,  the 
largest  sum  and  longest  time,  and  the  highest  number,  shall  be  first 
put. 
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61.  The  Rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  Committee  of 
the  Whole  House,  so  far  as  they  are  applicable. 

62.  Each  Standing  Committee  shall  have  authority  to  order  the 
printing  of  any  bill  of  public  importance  referred  to  it,  where  the 
printing  shall  appear  necessary  to  its  proper  consideration;  and  to 
order  the  printing  of  any  such  bills  with  proposed  amendments,  when 
the  same  is  directed  to  be  reported  to  the  House  with  a  recommenda- 
tion that  it  pass. 

63.  Seven  members,  or  a  majority,  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of   ' 
each  standing  committee. 

64.  When  a  committee  is  called  the  chairman  of  such  committee 
shall  be  considered  as  having  the  floor  until  the  next  committee  shall 
be  called. 

65.  That  when  the  House  reaches  the  order  of  the  "Introduction 
of  Bills,"  that  the  roll  be  called  and  that  each  member  shall  intro- 
duce such  bills  as  he  may  desire,  and  that  the  roll  be  called  until  the 
roll  is  completed. 

66.  No  member  or  officer  of  the  House  shall  be  permitted  to  read 
newspaper  within  the  bar  of  the  House  while  the  Journal  is  being 
read,  nor  shall  any  person  be  permitted  to  smoke  on  the  floor  of  the 
House  or  in  the  galleries  at  any  time. 

67.  No  one  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  of  the  House  during  its 
sessions  except  members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  employes  in 
performance  of  their  duties,  ex-members  of  the  General  Assembly 
and  officers  of  the  State  Government,  Capitol  Commissioners,  Judges 
and  ex- Judges  of  the  Supreme,  District,  and  Circuit  Courts,  the 
families  of  members  of  the  House,  Trustees,  Superintendents,  and 
officers  of  the  State  Institutions,  on  invitation  of  the  member  from 
the  district  in  which  the  institution  is  located,  and  each  member  shall 
have  the  right  to  admit  a  friend  who  may  be  visiting  him.  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  press  to  be  admitted  to  the  reporter's  galleries.

JOINT  RULES. 


1.  In  every  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  Houses,  if 
either  House  requests  a  conference,  and  appoints  a  committee  for 
that  purpose,  the  other  House  shall  appoint  a  committee  to  confer 
therewith  upon  the  subject  of  their  disagreement.  They  shall  meet 
at  a  convenient  time,  to  be  agreed  upon  by  their  chairmen,  and  hav- 
ing conferred  freely,  each  shall  report  to  their  respective  House  the 
result  of  their  conference.  In  case  of  agreement,  the  report  shall  be 
first  made,  with  the  papers  referred  accompanying  it,  to  the  disagree- 
ing House,  and  there  acted  upon;  and  such  action  shall  be  immedi- 
ately reported  by  the  Clerk  to  the  other  House,  the  papers  referred 
accompanying  the  message.  In  case  of  disagreement,  the  papers 
shall  remain  with  the  House  which  referred  them.  The  agreeing  re- 
port of  a  Conference  Committee  shall  be  made,  read,  and  signed  in 
duplicate  by  all  the  members  of  the  committee,  or  by  a  majority  of 
those  of-  each  House,  one  of  the  duplicates  being  retained  by  the 
committee  of  each  House.  Should  either  House  disagree  to  the 
report  of  the  committee,  such  House  shall  appoint  a  second  com- 
mittee, and  request  a  further  conference,  which  shall  be  acceded  to 
by  the  other  House  before  adhering.  The  motion  for  a  Committee 
of  Conference,  and  the  report  of  such  committee,  shall  be  in  order 
at  any  time.  When  both  Houses  shall  have  adhered  to  their  disagree- 
ment, a  bill  or  resolution  is  lost. 

2.  When  a  message  shall  be  sent  from  either  House  to  the  other, 
it  shall  be  announced  at  the  door  of  the  House  to  which  it  is  sent,  by 
the  door-keeper  thereof,  and  shall  be  respectfully  communicated  to 
the  Chair  by  the  person  by  whom  it  is  sent. 

3.  All  messages  between  the  two  Houses  shall  be  communica- 
ted by  the  Secretary  or  Chief  Clerk,  or  their  respective  assistants. 

4.  When  a  bill  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  it  shall  be  duly  en- 
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rolled  by  the  Enrolling  Clerk  of  the  House  in  which  it  originated, 
and  the  fact  of  its  origin  shall  be  certified  by  the  endorsement  of 
the  Secretary  or  Clerk  thereof. 

5.  When  bills  are  enrolled  they  shall  be  examined  by  a  Joint 
Committee  of  two  from  the  Senate  and  two  from  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, who  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  for  that  purpose, 
and  who  shall  carefully  compare  the  enrollment  with  the  engrossed 
bills,  as  passed  in  the  Houses,  correct  any  errors  therein,  and  make 
report  thereof  forthwith  to  their  respective  Houses. 

6.  After  the  report,  each  bill  shall  be  signed,  first  by  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  then  by  the  President  of  the 
Senate,  in  the  presence  of  their  respective  Houses. 

I.  After  the  bill  shall  have  been  thus  signed  in  each  House,  it 
shall  be  presented  by  said  committee  to  the  Governor  for  his  ap- 
proval, and  they  shall  forthwith  report  the  day  of  presentation,  which 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  journal  of  the  House  in  which  the  bill 
originated. 

8.  All  orders,  resolutions,  memorials,  or  other  votes,  which  are  to 
be  presented  to  the  Governor  for  his  approval,  shall  be  enrolled,  ex- 
amined, signed,  and  presented  in  the  same  manner  as  bills. 

9.  When  any  bill,  joint  resolution,  or  memorial,  which  shall  have 
passed  in  one  House,  is  rejected  in  the  other,  notice  of  said  rejection 
shall  be  given  to  the  House  which  passed  the  same. 

10.  When  a  bill,  resolution  or  memorial,  which  shall  have  passed 
one  House  is  rejected  in  the  other,  it  shall  not  be  again  introduced 
during  the  session  without  five  days'  notice,  and  leave  of  two  thirds 
of  the  members  voting  thereon. 

II.  Each  House  shall  transmit  to  the  other,  with  any  bill,  resolu- 
tion, or  memorial,  all  papers  upon  which  the  same  shall  be  founded. 

12.  When  any  report,  bill,  or  resolution  shall  be  ordered  printed, 
by  either  House,  without  stating  the  number,  three  hundred  copies 
shall  be  printed  for  the  use  of  both  Houses;  but  when  any  bill  or 
resolution  which  may  have  passed  one  House,  is  ordered  printed  by 
the  other,  a  greater  number  of  copies  shall  not  be  printed  than  the 
House  making  the  order  shall  determine. 

13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Chief  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, and  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  when  any  document, 
except  bills  and  resolutions,  is  ordered  to  be  printed  in  their  respect- 
ive Houses,  forthwith  to  communicate  such  order  to  the  other  House. 
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14.  In  all  elections  in  Joint  Convention  of  the  two  Houses,  the 
names  of  all  the  members  shall  be  arranged  in  alphabetical  order, 
and  they  shall  be  called  upon  to  vote  in  the  order  in  which  they  stand 
arranged. 

15.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  Claims  in  each 
House  to  keep  a  book  of  record,  in  which  shall  be  entered  each  claim 
for  money  against  the  State  referred  to  them,  whether  presented  in 
favor  of  private  persons,  or  municipal  or  other  corporations,  entering 
therein  the  name  of  the  claimant,  the  amount  of  the  claim,  and  the 
grounds  thereof,  with  a  note  of  the  evidence  offered  in  support  of 
the  same,  and  the  final  conclusion  of  the  committee  thereon. 

2d.  At  the  close  of  the  session,  said  book  of  record  shall  be  de- 
posited with  the  Auditor  of  State,  to  be  kept  by  him;  and  he  shall 
provide  an  index,  showing  the  names  of  the  claimants  recorded 
therein. 

3d.  At  any  subsequent  session  the  same  shall  be  delivered  when 
desired  to  the  like  committee  having  jurisdiction  of  such  claims,  and 
shall  always  be  open  to  the  examination  of  the  said  Committee  of 
either  House.
